History  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this  time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the 
legislature,  selected  this  location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the  general  laws  of  the  state  until  1 832.  In  this  year  the 
town  was  incorporated  and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis  was  reincorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its 
first  town  council  composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  Common  Council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the  affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city 
under  various  so-called  charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1 891 . 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of 
government  was  established.  While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over  the  city's  affairs,  various 
executive  departments  of  the  city  were  provided  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Public  Health, 
and  were  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  mayor.  These  boards  were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties 
concerning  the  city's  business  previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject,  however,  in  some  cases 
to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of  expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  city  of  Indianapolis  was  divided  into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward 
councilmen.  Their  term  of  office  was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time  there  was  also  a 
separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the  council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  aldermen 
representing  five  aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each  district. 

Under  the  1891  act,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and  a  common  council  of  21  members  was  established. 
Fifteen  members  were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to  represent  the  city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the  general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of 
1905,  while  often  referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment  of  the  1891  Indianapolis 
Charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis  system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  prohibited  re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed  by  the  legislature.  That  law  limited  the 
number  of  councilmen  to  nine.  The  law  provided  for  the  nomination  of  six  candidates  by  each  party,  one  from  each  of 
six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the  voters  of  the  city  could  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  were  elected.  This  law  insured  a  minority  representation  in  the  council  of  at  least 
three  members.  In  1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to  succeed  themselves. 

History  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

In  1969  the  legislature  enacted  a  law,  popularly  known  as  the  "Unigov  Act,"  which  consolidated  the  city  and 
county  into  one  governmental  unit.  The  act  further  provided  for  the  creation  of  an  interim  City-County  Council  which 
served  as  the  legislative  body  for  the  city  and  county  until  the  new  twenty-nine  member  council  was  elected  in 
November  1971  and  took  office  in  January  of  1972. 

The  council  is  composed  of  twenty-five  members  elected  from  single  member  districts  and  four  members  elected 
to  at-large  by  voters  of  the  entire  county. 

Unified  Government  of  Indianapolis-Marion  County  is  an  attempt  to  make  metropolitan  government  simpler, 
more  functional  and  more  responsive  to  citizens'  needs.  Under  the  new  structure,  six  major  departments  replaced  the 
more  than  sixty  which  were  in  existence  previously.

ORGANIZATION  OF  COUNCIL 

Selection  of  Temporary  Presiding  Officer 

The  President  asked  for  consent  to  appoint  Robert  G.  Elrod,  Parliamentarian,  as  the  temporary 
chairman  of  the  meeting.  Consent  was  given.  The  President  passed  the  gavel  to  Mr.  Elrod. 

Election  of  Officers 

Mr.  Elrod  opened  the  floor  for  nominations  for  President  of  the  Council.  Councillor  Gilmer 
nominated  Councillor  SerVaas  for  President.  Councillor  Franklin  seconded  the  nomination. 
Councillor  Franklin  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  to  close  nominations.  Nominations 
were  closed  by  unanimous  voice  vote,  thereby  electing  Councillor  SerVaas  as  President.

Councillor  Coughenour 
nominated  Suellen  Hart  for  Clerk  of  the  Council.  Councillor  Moores  seconded  the  nomination. 
Councillor  Black  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  to  close  nominations.  Nominations 
were  closed  by  unanimous  voice  vote,  thereby  electing  Suellen  Hart  as  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Elrod  returned  the  gavel  to  President  SerVaas.

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Councillor  Boyd  made  the  following  motion: 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  that  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  Proposal  No.  687,  1997,  originally  assigned  to  the 
Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee  and  tabled  there  with  no  pending  action  or 
scheduled  hearing  date,  be  reassigned  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Council  and  scheduled  for 
public  hearing  at  the  January  26,  1998  regularly  scheduled  7:00  p.m.  meeting. 

Councillor  Black  seconded  the  motion.  Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  feels  a  disregard  has 
been  shown  for  the  Committee  hearing  process  and  a  forum  has  been  denied  him  to 
adequately  represent  his  district.  He  added  that  as  a  result  of  recent  events,  the  Public  Safety 
and  Criminal  Justice  is  not  the  proper  forum  to  receive  a  fair  hearing. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  he  also  wants  to  see  this  proposal  resolved  and  feels  the 
Committee  is  moving  towards  a  resolution.  He  stated  that  the  proposal  is  not  yet  fully  ready  for 
a  vote  as  recommendations  and  changes  are  still  being  made  based  on  the  task  force  objectives. 
He  said  that  he  does  not  believe  the  full  Council  meeting  is  the  proper  forum  for  a  public  hearing 
on  this  matter.  Councillor  McClamroch  moved  to  table  Councillor  Boyd's  motion  until  the 
proposal  has  been  fully  amended  and  is  ready  for  a  vote.  Councillor  Curry  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  is  not  opposed  to  postponing  his  motion  until  January  26,  1998, 
but  that  if  at  that  time  nothing  is  in  place  to  take  action,  that  the  hearing  be  moved  before  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  this  is  agreeable  to  him. 

The  President  called  for  a  vote  on  the  motion  to  table  Councillor  Boyd's  motion  until  January  26, 
1998.  The  motion  carried  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote.

Councillor  Moores  detailed  the 
incident  in  which  Ms.  Garcia  and  her  parents  rescued  the  wounded  Doberman  pinscher,  Apollo,  a 
pet  of  southsiders  Kevin  and  Ava  Earles.  Councillor  Borst,  who  is  Apollo's  veterinarian,  stated 
that  he  has  not  often  seen  people  take  such  fast  action  in  helping  such  a  large  and  possibly 
dangerous  animal.  Mr.  Earles  thanked  Iesha  and  her  parents  for  saving  his  pet.  Ms.  Garcia 
thanked  the  Council  and  the  Earles'  for  the  honor  and  stated  that  she  hopes  what  she  did  was 
what  anyone  else  would  have  done  in  the  same  circumstances.  Councillor  Moores  moved, 
seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  1 1,  1998  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
voice  vote.

WHEREAS,  the  vacationing  Earles  having  heard  from  their  housesitter  that  Apollo  and  its  doberman 
companion  Lizzy  were  missing  immediately  flew  back  to  Indianapolis  where  they  soon  learned  about 
the  Good  Samaritan  neighbors  whom  they  hadn't  even  known  before  this  extraordinary  act  of  kindness; 
and 

WHEREAS,  today,  Apollo  is  recovering  nicely;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Volume  2,  Chapter  32  C,  as 
amended,  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  for  Marion  County,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall 
take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  IC  36-7-4  establishes  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  (MDC)  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana  as  the  single  planning  and  zoning  authority  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  empowers 
the  MDC  to  approve  and  recommend  to  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana  ordinances  for  the  zoning  or  districting  of  all  lands  with  the  County  for  the 
purposes  of  securing  adequate  light,  air,  convenience  of  access,  and  safety  from  fire,  flood  and  other 
danger;  lessening  or  avoiding  congestion  in  public  ways;  promoting  the  public  health,  safety,  comfort, 
morals,  convenience,  and  general  public  welfare;  securing  the  conservation  of  property  values;  and 
securing  responsible  development  and  growth,  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Code  of  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  County,  Volume  2,  Chapter  32  C,  (adopted  as  an  amendment  thereto  under  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  docket  numbers  58-AO-13,  59-AO-6,  59-AO-7,  59-AO-8,  59-AO-9,  59-AO- 
10,  59-AO-ll,  59-AO-12,  59-AO-18,  61-AO-3,  64-AO-3,  and  64-AO-5),  as  amended,  pursuant  to  IC 
36-7-4  be  amended  as  follows:

CHAPTER  I.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  SUBDIVISION  CONTROL  ORDINANCE 

Sec.  1.00.  General  regulations. 

Sec.  1.01.  Title. 

These  regulations  (hereinafter  "these  Regulations")  shall  officially  be  known  as  the  Subdivision  Control 
Ordinance  for  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

Sec.  1.02.  Policy. 

A.  The  subdivision  of  land  and  the  subsequent  development  of  the  subdivided  plat  is  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  municipality  and  shall  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Comprehensive  Plan  of 
Marion  County  in  order  to  achieve  the  orderly,  planned,  efficient,  and  economical  development  of 
the  municipality. 

B.  Land  to  be  subdivided  shall  be  of  such  character  that  it  can  be  used  safely  for  building  purposes 
without  danger  to  health  or  peril  from  fire,  flood,  or  other  menace,  and  land  shall  not  be 
subdivided  until  the  provision  has  been  made  for  adequate  public  facilities,  drainage,  water, 
sewerage,  and  capital  improvements  such  as  schools,  parks,  recreational  facilities,  transportation 
facilities  and  improvements. 
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Sec.  1.03.  Purposes. 

These  Regulations  are  adopted  for  the  following  purposes: 

A.  To  protect  and  provide  for  the  public  health,  safety,  comfort,  morals  and  general  welfare  of 
Marion  County. 

B.  To  secure  adequate  light,  air,  and  convenience  of  access;  to  secure  safety  from  fire,  flood,  and 
other  danger;  and  to  prevent  overcrowding  of  the  land  and  undue  congestion  of  population. 

C.  To  protect  the  character  and  the  social  and  economic  stability  of  all  parts  of  the  County  by 
assuring:  the  timing  and  sequencing  of  development;  the  promotion  of  infill  development  in 
existing  neighborhoods;  the  promotion  of  adequate  public  facilities;  proper  urban  form  and  open 
space  separation  of  urban  areas;  to  protect  environmentally  critical  areas  and  areas  premature  for 
urban  development. 

D.  To  protect  and  conserve  property  values  throughout  the  County  and  the  value  of  buildings  and 
improvements  upon  the  land. 

E.  To  guide  public  and  private  policy  and  action  in  order  to  provide  adequate  and  efficient 
transportation,  water,  sewerage,  and  other  public  requirements  and  facilities. 

F.  To  provide  a  beneficial  relationship  between  the  uses  of  land  and  buildings  and  the  circulation  of 
traffic  throughout  the  County,  having  particular  regard  to  the  avoidance  of  congestion  in  the  street 
and  highways  and  the  pedestrian  traffic  movements  appropriate  to  the  various  uses  of  land  and 
buildings,  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  location  and  width  of  streets. 

G.  To  establish  reasonable  standards  of  design  and  procedures  for  subdivisions  and  resubdivisions  in 
order  to  further  the  orderly  layout  and  use  of  land,  and  to  ensure  proper  legal  descriptions  and 
monumenting  of  subdivided  land. 

H.  To  ensure  that  public  facilities  and  services  are  available  to  support  development  and  will  have  a 
sufficient  capacity  to  serve  the  proposed  subdivision,  through  requiring  the  developer  to  pay  fees, 
furnish  land,  or  establish  mitigation  measures  to  ensure  that  the  development  provides  its  share  of 
capital  facilities  needs  generated  by  the  development. 

I.  To  prevent  the  pollution  of  air,  streams,  and  ponds;  to  assure  the  adequacy  of  drainage  facilities;  to 
safeguard  the  water  table,  and  to  encourage  the  responsible  use  and  management  of  natural 
resources  throughout  the  County  in  order  to  preserve  the  integrity,  stability,  and  beauty  of  the 
community  and  the  value  of  the  land. 

J.  To  assist  in  the  preservation  of  the  natural  beauty  and  topography  of  the  County  and  to  ensure 
appropriate  development  with  regard  to  these  natural  features. 

K.  To  provide  for  open  spaces  through  the  most  efficient  design  and  layout  of  the  land,  while 
preserving  the  density  of  development  as  established  in  the  zoning  Ordinances  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana. 

L.  To  remedy  the  problems  associated  with  inappropriately  subdivided  lands,  including  partial  or 
incomplete  subdivision,  and  inferior  subdivision. 

Sec.  1.04.  Authority. 

The  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (hereinafter  "Commission")  or 
its  appointed  Plat  Committee,  per  IC-36-7-4-701(e)  (hereinafter  "Committee")  is  vested  with  the 
authority  to  review,  approve,  conditionally  approve  and  disprove  applications  for  the  subdivision  of 
land,  including  primary  and  secondary  plats.  Applications  for  the  vacation  of  plats  or  parts  of  plats,  and 
applications  for  the  vacation  of  alleys,  streets,  easements  or  public  grounds  are  under  the  exclusive 
control  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee  may  grant  waivers  from  these  Regulations  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  1 .20. 
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Sec.  1.05.  Jurisdiction. 

A.  The  zoning  ordinances  state  in  which  zoning  districts  the  approval  of  subdivision  plats  is  allowed 
in  Marion  County,  Indiana.  The  zoning  ordinances  also  state  in  which  zoning  districts  and  under 
what  circumstances  the  approval  of  subdivision  plats  is  required  in  Marion  County,  Indiana.  The 
approval  of  subdivision  plats,  when  required  by  the  zoning  ordinances,  shall  be  done  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations. 

No  land  required  by  the  zoning  ordinances  to  be  approved  as  a  subdivision  plat  may  be  subdivided 
through  the  use  of  any  legal  description  other  than  with  reference  to  a  plat  approved  by  the 
Committee  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations,  except  for  the  following  instances: 

•  the  sale,  gift  or  exchange  of  parcels  between  adjacent  landowners  that  does  not  create 
additional  building  sites. 

•  the  division  of  land  into  parcel(s)  of  three  (3)  acres  or  greater  in  size,  not  involving  any  new 
streets  or  easements  of  access. 

B.  Condominium  development  governed  by  IC  32-1-6  is  not  regulated  by  these  Regulations. 

C.  Unless  specified  by  the  zoning  ordinances,  commercial  and  industrial  land  is  not  required  to  be 
platted.  However,  nothing  prevents  the  platting  of  these  lands  under  these  Regulations. 

Sec.  1.10.  State  statute  citation. 

The  applicable  Indiana  Planning  and  Zoning  Laws  pertaining  to  this  Ordinance  are: 

A.  The  700  Series  -  Subdivision  Control  [IC  36-7-4-700].  Regulations  contained  in,  and  revisions  to, 

this  Ordinance  reflect  the  provisions  of  the  700  Series  -  Subdivision  Control;  and, 

B.  IC  36-7-3-1 1  (as  referenced  by  the  700  Series  -  Subdivision  noted  in  A.  above). 
Sec.  1.20.  Waiver  of  standards  and  specifications. 

A.  General.  Where  the  Committee  finds  that  extraordinary  hardships  or  practical  difficulties  may 
result  from  strict  compliance  with  these  Regulations  or  the  purposes  of  these  Regulations  may  be 
served  to  a  greater  extent  by  an  alternative  proposal,  it  may  approve  waivers  or  modifications  to 
these  Subdivision  Regulations  so  that  substantial  justice  may  be  done  and  the  public  interest 
served.  The  waiver  or  modification  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  nullifying  the  intent  and  purpose  of 
these  Regulations.  The  Committee  shall  not  approve  waivers  or  modifications  unless  it  shall  make 
findings  based  upon  the  evidence  presented  to  it  in  each  specific  case  that: 

1.  The  granting  of  the  waiver  or  modification  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  public  health,  safety, 
or  welfare  or  injurious  to  other  property; 

2.  The  conditions  upon  which  the  request  is  based  are  individual  to  the  property  for  which  the 
relief  is  sought  and  are  not  applicable  generally  to  other  property; 

3.  Because  of  the  particular  physical  surroundings,  shape,  or  topographical  conditions  of  the 
specific  property  involved,  a  particular  hardship  to  the  owner  would  result,  as  distinguished 
from  a  mere  inconvenience,  if  the  strict  letter  of  these  Regulations  is  carried  out; 

4.  The  relief  sought  shall  not  in  any  manner  vary  the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  or 
official  zoning  base  maps,  except  as  those  documents  may  be  amended  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law. 

B.  Deferral  or  waiver  of  required  improvements. 

1 .  The  Committee  may  defer  or  waive  at  the  time  of  primary  approval,  subject  to  appropriate 
conditions,  the  provision  of  any  or  all  public  improvements  as,  in  its  judgment,  are  not 
requisite  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare,  or  which  are 
inappropriate  because  of  the  inadequacy  or  inexistence  of  connecting  facilities.  Any 
determination  to  defer  or  waive  the  provision  of  any  public  improvement  must  be  made  on 
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the  record  and  the  reasons  for  the  deferral  or  waiver  also  shall  be  expressly  made  on  the 
record. 

2.  Whenever  it  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee  to  defer  the  construction  of  any 
improvement  required  under  these  Regulations  because  of  incompatible  grades/  topography, 
future  planning,  inadequate  or  nonexistent  connecting  facilities,  or  for  other  reasons,  the 
subdivider  shall  pay  his  fair  share  of  the  costs  of  the  future  improvements  to  the  local 
government  prior  to  signing  of  the  secondary  subdivision  plat  by  the  staff  of  the  Commission, 
or  the  developer  may  execute  a  separate  subdivision  improvement  agreement  secured  by  a 
letter  of  credit  guaranteeing  completion  of  the  deferred  improvements  upon  demand  of  the 
local  government. 

C.  Conditions.  In  approving  waivers  or  modifications,  the  Committee  may  require  such  conditions 
as  will,  in  its  judgement,  secure  substantially  the  purposes  described  in  Section  1.03. 

D.  Procedures.  Documentation  for  waiver  or  modification  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  by  the 
subdivider  at  the  time  when  the  primary  plat  is  filed  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee.  The 
documentation  shall  state  fully  the  grounds  for  the  application  and  all  of  the  facts  relied  upon  by 
the  petitioner. 

CHAPTER  II.  SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS 

Sec.  2.10.  Subdivision  application  procedures  and  approval  process. 

Sec.  2.11.  General  procedure. 

A.  Classification  of  subdivisions.  Before  any  land  is  subdivided,  the  owner  of  the  property  proposed 
to  be  subdivided,  or  his  authorized  agent,  shall  apply  for  and  secure  approval  of  the  proposed 
subdivision  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  procedures  of  this  Ordinance. 

Subdivisions  are  classified  into  two  types: 

1 .  Minor  subdivision  -  defined  as  any  subdivision  which: 

a.  contains  no  more  than  three  (3)  lots; 

b.  has  all  lots  fronting  on  an  existing  street; 

c.  does  not  involve  the  construction  of  a  new  street  or  extension  of  an  existing  street; 

d.  does  not  necessitate  the  extension  of  municipal  facilities  or  the  creation  of  any  public 
improvements;  and, 

e.  does  not  adversely  affect  the  remainder  of  the  parcel  or  adjoining  property. 

Further,  to  be  classified  as  a  minor  subdivision,  the  land  shall  be  platted  into  developable  lots, 
as  required  by  the  applicable  zoning  ordinance,  and  the  parent  tract  of  land  from  which  any  part 
of  the  lots  are  platted  shall  not  have  been  a  part  of  three  (3)  or  more  previous  minor  subdivision 
platting  requests. 

2.  Major  subdivision  -  defined  as  all  subdivisions  not  classified  as  minor  subdivisions,  including 
but  not  limited  to  subdivisions  of  four  (4)  or  more  lots,  or  any  size  subdivision  requiring  any 
new  street  or  extension  of  the  local  government  facilities  or  the  creation  of  any  public 
improvements.  (See  Section  2.1 1,  C) 

B.  Official  submission. 

1 .  Application.  The  applicant  for  primary  plat  approval  shall  file,  on  forms  provided  by  the 
Commission,  a  petition  for  plat  approval,  to  include  the  following  items: 

a.  Primary  Plat 

b.  Topographic  Map  (not  required  for  minor  subdivisions) 
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c.  Area  Map 

d.  Legal  description  of  property  to  be  platted 

e.  Applicable  filing  fee 

f.  Other  information  as  noted  in  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee  of  the 
Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  an  application  for  subdivision  approval,  the  staff  shall 
set  the  date  for  a  hearing  before  the  Committee  and  provide  for  notice  in  accordance  with 
Section  2.1 1,  D  (per  IC  36-7-4-706)  and  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee  of  the 
Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

2.  Reduced  requirements  for  minor  subdivisions.  In  platting  minor  subdivisions,  the  following 
approvals  and  documents  shall  not  be  required: 

a.  topographic  map  submittal 

b.  overall  primary  plat  drainage  approval 

c.  bonding 

d.  construction  plan  approval  at  the  time  of  secondary  plat  recording.  However,  all 
applicable  specifications  and  standards  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis/  Marion  County  shall 
be  met  and  documented  at  the  time  of  applying  for  required  permits. 

3.  Committee  action.  In  accordance  with  IC  36-7-4-707,  the  Committee  shall  by  vote  at  a 
public  hearing  approve,  conditionally  approve,  or  deny  the  petition  for  primary  plat  approval. 
If  the  Committee  determines  that  the  primary  plat  is  in  compliance  with  the  standards  of  these 
Regulations  (or  will  be  in  compliance  after  meeting  specified  conditions),  it  shall  make 
written  findings  to  that  effect  and  shall  grant  primary  approval  of  the  plat.  If  the  Committee 
determines  that  the  primary  plat  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  standards  of  these  Regulations 
(even  assuming  that  specified  conditions  will  be  met),  it  shall  make  written  findings  to  that 
effect  and  shall  deny  primary  approval  of  the  plat.  The  findings  shall  express  the  reasons  for 
the  decision.  The  decision  shall  be  signed  by  the  Administrator.  The  applicant  shall  be 
provided  with  a  copy  of  the  findings  and  decision. 

4.  Appeal  of  committee  decision.  In  accordance  with  IC  36-7-4-708,  an  applicant  or  any  other 
interested  party  may  appeal  the  primary  plat  approval  or  denial,  or  the  imposition  of  a 
condition  on  primary  approval  by  the  Plat  Committee  to  the  full  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission. 

Notice  of  the  appeal  shall  be  filed  with  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  the  action  of  the  Plat  Committee. 

Upon  the  filing  of  an  appeal,  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission  on  the  petition,  in  the  same  manner,  and  following  procedures  as  set  forth  in  the 
Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana. 

After  a  public  hearing  on  the  appeal  and  vote  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission, 
the  primary  approval  or  denial  of  a  plat  by  the  Commission  or  the  imposition  of  a  condition 
on  primary  approval  is  a  final  decision  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  that 
may  be  reviewed  as  provided  by  IC  36-7-4-1016. 

5.  Effective  period  of  primary  plat  approval.  The  approval  of  a  primary  plat  shall  be  effective 
for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  that  the  primary  plat  is  approved  by  the 
Committee.  The  applicant  shall  have  submitted  a  secondary  plat  for  approval,  prior  to  the 
end  of  which  time  .  Any  plat  that  is  not  recorded  within  said  two  (2)  year  period  shall,  at  the 
expiration  of  said  two  (2)  year  period,  become  invalid  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recording 
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without  re-approval  by  the  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  same  standards,  requirements 
and  procedures  specified  by  these  Regulations  for  original  plat  approval. 

6.  Secondary  approval.  Secondary  approval  may  be  granted  after  expiration  of  the  time 
provided  for  appeal  under  Sec.  2.11,  B,  3  of  these  Regulations.  No  notice  or  hearing  is 
required,  and  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  concerning  notice  and  hearjng  do  not  apply 
to  secondary  approvals.  The  Administrator,  as  authorized  by  IC  36-7-4-710,  has  the 
authority  to  grant  secondary  approval  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.  The  Administrator  shall 
not  grant  secondary  approval  unless: 

a.  all  conditions  of  primary  plat  approval  are  met;  and, 

b.  all  zoning  requirements  are  met;  and, 

c.  the  secondary  plat  is  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  approved  primary  plat;  and, 

d.  the  plat  has  been  stamped  by  the  applicable  Township  Assessor. 

A  plat  of  a  subdivision  may  not  be  filed  with  the  auditor,  and  the  Recorder  may  not  record  it, 
unless  it  has  been  granted  secondary  approval  and  has  been  signed  and  certified  with  the 
Commission  Seal  by  the  Administrator.  The  filing  and  recording  of  the  plat  is  without  legal 
effect  unless  secondary  approval  has  been  granted  by  the  Administrator. 

In  granting  secondary  approval,  the  Administrator  shall  affix  to  the  plat  the  seal  of  the 
Commission,  the  approval  of  its  members,  and  attach  the  certificate  that  public  notice  of  the 
hearing  was  published. 

Secondary  approval  may  be  granted  to  a  plat  for  a  subdivision  in  which  the  improvements 
and  installations  have  not  been  completed  if  the  applicant  provides  satisfactory  assurance  that 
the  installations  and  improvements  will  be  installed  or  extended,  in  compliance  with  Section 
2.20  (Assurance  for  Completion  and  Maintenance  of  Improvements),  of  these  Regulations. 

7.  Recording  of  plats. 

a.  A  plat  shall  not  be  recorded  unless  said  plat  bears  all  the  following: 

(1)  The  seal  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of     Marion  County, 
Indiana 

(2)  Stamp  of  the  applicable  Township  Assessor 

(3)  Any  and  all  owners'  consent  signature,  notarized 

(4)  Dedication  Statement  for  streets  and  public  utility  easements,  if  required 

(5)  Addresses  and  street  names  as  approved  by  the  applicable  City  agency  having 
jurisdiction 

(6)  Any  restrictive  covenants  (if  proposed) 

(7)  Site  distance  covenant  (See  Appendix) 

(8)  Enforcement  covenant  (See  Appendix) 

(9)  Storm  drainage  covenant  (See  Appendix) 

( 1 0)  Sanitary  sewer  covenant  (See  Appendix) 

(11)  Stamp  by  the  Registered  Land  Surveyor 

(12)  Stamp  of  the  County  Auditor 

b.  The  recorded  plat  shall  be  ratified  by  the  Committee 
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c.  Every  secondary  plat  approved  by  the  Committee  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  recorded  within  two  (2)  years  after  the  date  of  that  conditional 
approval  of  the  Primary  Plat. 

d.  Any  plat  that  is  not  recorded  within  said  two  (2)  year  period  shall,  at  the  expiration  of 
said  two  (2)  year  period,  become  invalid  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recording  without 
re-approval  by  the  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  same  standards,  requirements  and 
procedures  specified  by  these  Regulations  for  original  plat  approval. 

e.  Once  the  plat  has  been  recorded,  copies  of  the  recorded  plat  and  covenant  document 
(the  instrument  number  clearly  appearing  on  each)  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Administrator  prior  to  the  issuance  of  Improvement  Location  Permits.  The 
Administrator  shall  determine  the  applicable  number  of  copies  of  each  document 
required. 

C.  Filing  fees.  In  order  to  compensate  for  the  expense  of  publishing  notice  and  for  the  review  and 
verification  of  applications,  filing  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  at  the  time  of  filing  a  petition 
as  set  by  the  Commission  in  its  Rules  of  Procedure  for  the  Plat  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  in  accordance  with  IC  36-7-4-704. 

D.  Notice. 

1 .  Notice  requirements  -  plats  or  vacations  of  plats. 

a.  Notice  by  publication.  When  the  Committee  is  required  by  law  to  publish  a  notice  of  a 
public  hearing  on  a  petition,  such  notice  shall  be  published  by  the  Committee  at  least  ten 
(10)  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  the  hearing  as  required  by  IC  5-3-1 . 

b.  Additional  notice  -  additional  notice  by  petitioner  to  owners  of  adjoining  land, 
neighborhood  organizations  and  affected  city-county  councilors;  and, 

c.  Notice  on  subject  property.  Notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  of 
Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  in  accordance  with  (as  applicable): 

IC  36-7-4-706  (platting), 

IC  36-7-4-712  (vacation  of  plats  or  parts  of  plats) 

IC  36-7-4-712  (vacation  of  public  ways,  easements  or  public  places  or  parts  thereof) 

The  requirements  of  Sections  2.11,  D,  1,  b  and  c  shall  not  be  applicable  to  petitions 
initiated  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  determine  the  requirements,  if  any, 
for  notice  on  such  petitions. 

d.  Agencies  to  be  notified  regarding  plats.  The  petitioner  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  primary 
plat  and  a  transmittal  letter  to  the  listing  of  public  and  private  agencies  and  utilities, 
adopted  by  the  Plat  Committee  as  "Agencies  to  be  Notified  Regarding  Plats"  prior  to 
filing  for  plat  approval.  The  transmittal  letter  shall  indicate  that  comments  on  the  plat 
should  be  sent  to  both  petitioner  and  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development.  A 
copy  of  the  transmittal  letter  to  each  of  the  agencies  listed,  or  a  notarized  affidavit 
certifying  that  such  transmittal  was  sent  to  the  agencies,  shall  be  submitted  with  the 
filing  of  a  plat  petition. 

2.  Affidavit  of  notice.  An  affidavit  of  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  of 
Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  in  accordance  with  IC  36-7-3-1 1,  or  IC  36-7-4-706  as  applicable. 

Sec.  2.20.  Assurance  for  completion  and  maintenance  of  improvements. 

A.      Bond  for  subdivision  improvement  (performance  bond  or  letter  of  credit). 

1 .  Completion  of  improvements.  Before  the  secondary  plat  is  signed  by  the  Administrator,  all 
applicants  shall  be  required  to  complete,  in  accordance  with  the  Committee's  decision  and  to 
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the  satisfaction  of  the  municipality,  all  the  street,  sanitary  sewer  and  storm  drainage, 
sidewalks,  street  signs,  monuments,  erosion  control,  street  lights,  and  other  public 
improvements,  including  lot  improvements  on  the  individual  lots  of  the  subdivision,  as 
required  in  these  Regulations,  specified  in  the  secondary  plat  and  as  approved  by  the 
Committee,  and  to  dedicate  those  public  improvements  to  the  municipality,  free  and  clear  of 
all  liens  and  encumbrances  on  the  dedicated  property  and  public  improvements. 

2.      Subdivision  improvement  agreement  and  guarantee. 

a.  The  Committee,  in  its  sole  discretion,  may  waive  the  requirement  that  the  applicant 
complete  and  dedicate  all  public  improvements  prior  to  approval  of  the  secondary  plat 
and,  as  an  alternative,  permit  the  applicant  to  enter  into  a  subdivision  improvement 
agreement  by  which  the  subdivider  covenants  to  complete  all  required  sanitary  sewer, 
street  base,  binder  and  curbs,  storm  drainage,  street  signs,  monuments,  erosion  control 
and  street  light  improvements  no  later  than  two  (2)  years  following  the  date  on  which 
the 

Administrator  signs  the  secondary  plat,  and  to  complete  all  required  sidewalks,  erosion 
control,  street  sign,  monumentation  and  street  topcoat  improvements.  The  applicant 
shall  covenant  to  maintain  each  required  improvement  and  also  shall  warrant  the 
governing  body  of  the  dedication  of  the  last  completed  improvement.  The  subdivision 
improvement  agreement  shall  contain  such  other  terms  and  conditions  agreed  to  by  the 
applicant  and  the  Commission. 

A  subdivision  improvement  agreement  is  not  required  for  minor  subdivisions. 

b.  Performance  surety.  A  performance  bond  or  letter  of  credit  shall  be  provided  before  the 

seal  of  the  Commission,  the  approval  of  its  officers,  and  the  certificate  that  public 
notice  of  the  hearing  was  published,  is  affixed  and  attached  to  the  plat. 

The  performance  bond  or  letter  of  credit  shall: 

(1)  Run  jointly  and  severally  to  Marion  County,  Indiana,  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and,  if  applicable,  any  other 
governmental  unit  or  agency  thereof  having  a  legal  responsibility  for  the 
construction,  and  completion  of  said  improvements  and  installations  (see  number  8 
of  this  subsection). 

(2)  Be  in  an  amount  equal  to  one  hundred  percent  (100%)  of  the  cost,  as  estimated  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development,  of  all  improvements 
and  installations  as  required  by  Section  2.32  of  this  Ordinance.  However,  the  cost 
of  any  of  said  required  improvements  and  installations  which  have  been 
constructed,  installed  and  completed  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Ordinance  prior  to  the  providing  of  this  bond  or  letter  of  credit  and  for  which 
sufficient  written  proof  of  such  construction,  installation  and  completion  has  been 
furnished  to  the  Commission  as  required  by  Section  2.20,  A,  2,  b,  (4)  of  this 
Ordinance;  and  the  cost  of  any  improvement  or  installation  for  which  an  equivalent 
bond  (running  jointly  and  severally  to  Marion  County,  Indiana,  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and,  if  applicable,  any  other 
governmental  unit  or  agency  thereof  having  a  legal  responsibility  for  the 
construction,  completion  or  maintenance  of  said  improvement  or  installation  [see 
number  8  of  this  subsection])  has  previously  been  provided  to  such  other 
governmental  unit  or  agency  and  a  certified  copy  of  which  has  been  furnished  to 
the  Commission;  and  further  excluding  the  cost  of  the  public,  group  and  individual 
water  supply  improvements  and  installations  required  by  Section  2.32,  H.  of  this 
Ordinance.  Nothing  contained  in  this  subparagraph  shall,  however,  exclude  any  of 
said  improvements  and  installations  from  the  requirements  and  coverage  of  this 
bond  or  letter  as  specified  in  subsections  2.20,  A,  b,  4  and  5  hereof,  shall  be 
excluded. 

(3)  Provide  surety  satisfactory  to  the  Commission. 
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(4)  Be  in  effect  until,  and  terminate  ninety  (90)  days  after,  the  filing  with  the 
applicable  City  agency  having  jurisdiction  of  the  completion  affidavit,  including 
any  required  as-built  drawings,  obtained  from  the  appropriate  governmental  unit  or 
units  as  required  by  subsection  2.20,  A,  2,  c.  of  this  Ordinance,  or  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  filing  with  the  Commission  of  proof  the  construction,  installation  and 
completion  of  said  improvements  and  installations  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements,  standards  and  specifications  of  these  Regulations,  unless  within  said 
ninety  (90)  day  period  the  Director  determines  that  the  requirements,  standards  and 
specifications  of  these  Regulations  applicable  to  the  construction,  installation  and 
completion  of  said  improvements  and  installations  have  not  been  met  and  notifies 
the  applicant  of  such  determination  (by  certified/  registered  or  first  class  mail  sent 
to  the  applicant's  address  appearing  on  the  application  for  plat  approval),  in  which 
event  said  bond  shall  continue  to  run  until  the  filing  of  proof  that,  and  the 
Director's  determination  that,  said  standards,  requirements  and  specifications  have 
been  met,  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations. 

(5)  Specify  that  all  said  required  improvements  and  installations  shall  be  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  and  specifications  of  this  Ordinance  prior  to  the 
time  that  houses  or  residential  structures  have  been  built  upon  eighty-one  percent 
(81%)  of  the  lots  shown  upon  said  plat  or  within  three  (3)  years  after  the  date  of 
the  Commission's  affixing  its  approval  to  said  plat,  whichever  event  first  occurs. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  shall,  however,  require  said  improvements 
and  installations  to  be  completed  earlier  than  one  ( 1 )  year  after  the  date  of  the 
Commission's  affixing  its  approval  to  said  plat. 

(6)  Provide  that  upon  completion  of  said  required  improvements  and  installations,  but 
prior  to  the  acceptance  thereof  for  public  maintenance  by  the  appropriate 
governmental  agency  or  release  of  performance  surety,  the  applicant  shall  provide 
a  three  (3)  year  maintenance  bond  as  required  by  Section  2.20,  B  of  this 
Ordinance. 

(7)  Said  bond  or  letter  of  credit  shall  be  filed  on  the  approved  City  of 
Indianapolis/Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  forms  titled  either  "Bond 
For  Subdivision  Improvements",  or  "Irrevocable  Standby  Letter  of  Credit". 

(8)  Beneficiary  notation: 

i.  For  projects  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
an  excluded  city  or  town  (Beech  Grove,  Lawrence,  Southport,  Speedway),  the 
beneficiary  shall  be  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

ii.  For  projects  within  the  jurisdiction  of  an  excluded  city  or  town  (Beech  Grove, 
Lawrence,  Southport,  Speedway),  the  beneficiary  shall  be  jointly  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  the  excluded  city. 

c.      Certificate  of  completion  and  compliance. 

(1)  Upon  the  completion  of  all  improvements  and  installations  as  required  by  Section 
2.32  of  this  Ordinance,  the  applicant  shall  furnish  the  applicable  City  agency 
having  jurisdiction,  and  any  other  appropriate  governmental  units  having  a  legal 
responsibility  for  the  completion  of  said  improvements  and  installations,  with 
sufficient  written  proof  that  said  improvements  and  installations  have  been 
constructed,  installed  and  completed  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  these 
Regulations. 

(2)  Upon  the  acceptance  of  said  improvements  and  installations  by  the  appropriate 
governmental  unit  or  units,  the  applicant  shall  obtain  a  completion  affidavit  from 
such  governmental  unit  or  units,  stating  that  the  required  improvements  and 
installations  have  been  accepted  for  public  maintenance  by  said  governmental  unit 
or  units,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  three  (3)  year  maintenance  bond  provided  by 
the  applicant,  and  shall  file  said  completion  affidavit  with  the  City/  County. 
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B.  Maintenance  bond.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  following  required  improvements  and 
installations:  streets,  sanitary  sewer  and  storm  drainage  and  sidewalks,  but  prior  to  the  acceptance 
thereof  for  public  maintenance  by  the  appropriate  governmental  agency,  the  applicant  shall 
provide  a  three  (3)  year  bond,  with  the  applicant  or  some  other  person  satisfactory  to  the 
Commission  as  principal,  which  shall: 

1.  Beneficiary  notation: 

a.  Run  jointly  and  severally  to  Marion  County,  Indiana,  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and,  if  applicable,  any  other  governmental  unit 
or  agency  thereof  having  a  legal  responsibility  for  the  construction,  completion  or 
maintenance  of  said  improvements  and  installations. 

b.  For  projects  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  an 
excluded  city  or  town  (Beech  Grove,  Lawrence,  Southport,  Speedway),  the  beneficiary 
shall  be  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

c.  For  projects  within  the  jurisdiction  of  an  excluded  city  or  town  (Beech  Grove, 
Lawrence,  Speedway,  etc.),  the  beneficiaries  shall  be  jointly  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  the  excluded  city. 

2.  Be  in  an  amount  equal  to  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  cost,  as  estimated  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development,  of  all  improvements  and  installations  as 
required  by  Section  2.32  of  this  Ordinance,  excluding,  however,  the  cost  of  the  public,  group 
and  individual  water  supply  improvements  and  installations  required  by  Section  2.32  of  this 
Ordinance  and  the  cost  of  any  improvement  or  installation  for  which  an  equivalent  bond 
(which  runs  jointly  and  severally  to  Marion  County,  Indiana,  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and,  if  applicable,  any  other  governmental  unit  or 
agency  thereof  having  a  legal  responsibility  for  the  construction,  completion  or  maintenance 
of  said  improvement  or  installation)  has  previously  been  provided  such  other  governmental 
unit  or  agency  and  a  copy  of  which  has  been  furnished  and  installations  from  the 
requirements  and  coverage  of  this  bond  as  specified  in  subparagraphs  4  and  5  of  this  Section. 

3.  Provide  surety  satisfactory  to  the  Commission. 

4.  Warrant  the  workmanship  and  all  materials  used  in  the  construction,  installation  and 
completion  of  said  improvements  and  installations  to  be  of  good  quality  and  constructed  and 
completed  in  a  workmanlike  manner  in  accordance  with  the  standards,  specifications  and 
requirements  of  these  Regulations  and  the  satisfactory  plans  and  specifications  therefore 
submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development. 

5.  Provide  that  for  a  period  of  three  (3)  years  after  formal  acceptance,  the  applicant  shall  at  his 
own  expense  make  all  repairs  to  said  improvements  and  installations,  or  the  foundations 
thereof,  which  may  become  necessary  by  reason  of  improper  workmanship  or  materials,  but 
not  including  any  damage  to  said  improvements  and  installations  resulting  from  forces  or 
circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  said  applicant  or  occasioned  by  the  inadequacy  of  the 
standards,  specifications  or  requirements  of  this  Ordinance. 

6.  Maintenance  bonds  shall  be  filed  on  the  approved  City  of  Indianapolis/Department  of 
Metropolitan  Development  form  titled  "Maintenance  Bond". 

Maintenance   bonds   shall   not  be  required   for  the   following   improvements:      street  signs, 
monuments,  erosion  control,  street  lights. 

C.  Deferral  or  waiver  of  required  improvements.  Refer  to  Section  1.20  of  these  Regulations. 

D.  Use  of  improvement  or  maintenance  bond  funds.  Any  funds  received  from  the  Performance  Bonds 
or  Maintenance  Bonds  required  by  these  Regulations  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  improvements,  installations  or  repair  for  which  said  bonds  were  provided,  in  accordance  with 
the  standards,  specifications  and  requirements  of  these  Regulations. 
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Sec.  2.30.  Requirements  for  improvements,  reservations,  and  design. 

Sec.  2.31.  Subdivision  standards  -  general. 

A.  Streets.  All  proposed  plats  submitted  for  Committee  approval  under  the  provisions  of  these 
Regulations  shall  allocate  adequate  areas  for  streets  in  conformity  with  the  Comprehensive  Plan 
and  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County  Indiana,  and  shall  designate  and  label  all  such 
streets  thereon  in  accordance  with  the  following  definitions,  specifications  and  requirements 
regarding  platting  width,  right-of-way,  and  control  of  access. 

1 .      Street  classification  and  minimum  street  rights-of-way. 

a.  Expressway.  Any  street  designated  and  labelled  as  an  "expressway"  shall  be  a  divided 
arterial  street  designed,  planned  and  intended  for  through  vehicular  traffic  in 
conformance  with  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  with  full  or  partial  control  of  access  thereto.  The  minimum  right-of-way 
required  for  an  expressway  shall  be  as  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for 
Marion  County,  Indiana.  Control  of  access  shall  be  as  determined  by  the  DCAM  or  the 
Indiana  Department  of  Transportation,  based  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  subject 
facility. 

b.  Parkway.  Any  street  designated  and  labelled  as  a  "parkway"  shall  be  a  street  serving 
through  vehicular  traffic,  with  partial  control  of  access  provided.  Adjoining  land  on  one 
or  both  sides  of  such  a  street  shall  be  predominately  dedicated  or  used  for  park 
purposes,  and  shall  conform  to  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County.  Control  of 
access  shall  be  as  determined  by  the  DCAM. 

c.  Primary  thoroughfare.  Any  street  designated  and  labelled  as  a  "primary  thoroughfare" 
shall  be  designed,  planned  and  intended  to  serve  through  vehicular  traffic  within  Marion 
County  or  surrounding  areas,  in  conformance  with  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  Official 
Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana.  As  a  general  rule,  primary 
thoroughfares  shall  be  located  at  approximately  one  (1)  mile  intervals  in  the  north-south 
or  east-west  grid  pattern. 

The  minimum  right-of-way  required  for  a  primary  thoroughfare  shall  be  as  designated 
by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana.  Partial  control  of  access 
to  a  primary  thoroughfare  shall  be  exercised  so  as  to  permit  access  to  each  lot  abutting 
thereon  as  provided  in  Section  2.31,  A,  2,  d  of  this  Ordinance. 

d.  Secondary  thoroughfare.  Any  street  designated  and  labelled  as  a  "secondary 
thoroughfare"  shall  be  designed,  planned  and  intended  to  serve  as  a  collector  and 
distributor  of  through  vehicular  traffic  from  sections  of  land  within  Marion  County,  in 
conformance  with  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion 
County,  Indiana.  The  minimum  right-of-way  required  for  a  secondary  thoroughfare 
shall  be  as  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana. 
Partial  control  of  access  to  a  secondary  thoroughfare  shall  be  exercised  so  as  to  permit 
access  to  each  lot  abutting  thereon  as  provided  in  Section  2.31,  A,  2,  d  of  this 
Ordinance. 

e.  Collector  street.  Any  street  designated  and  labelled  as  a  "collector  street"  shall  be 
designed,  planned  and  intended  to  serve  as  a  collector  and  distributor  of  vehicular 
traffic,  carrying  such  traffic  to  and  from  expressways,  parkways,  primary  thoroughfares, 
secondary  thoroughfares,  and  local  streets.  Collector  street  shall  include  but  not  be 
limited  to  entrance  streets  of  residential  subdivisions. 

f.  Local  street.  Any  street  designated  and  labelled  as  a  "local  street"  shall  be  designed, 
planned  and  intended  primarily  to  provide  access  to  lots  abutting  thereon. 

g.  Cul-de-sac.  Any  local  street  designated  and  labelled  as  a  "cul-de-sac"  shall  be  designed, 
planned  and  intended  as  such,  having  only  one  end  open  to  vehicular  traffic  from  an 
expressway,  parkway,  primary  thoroughfare,  secondary  thoroughfare,  collector  street  or 
local  street  and  with  the  closed  end  permanently  terminated  by  a  vehicle  turn  around. 
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The  minimum  right-of-way  required  for  a  parkway,  collector  street,  local  street,  or  a  cul-de- 
sac  shall  be  per  the  Standards  for  Street  and  Bridge  Design  and  Construction  (Standards  for 
Acceptance  of  Streets  and  Bridges;  G.O.  No.  49,  1972  of  the  City-County  Council  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana). 

Standards. 

a.  Streets.  Streets  which  are  extensions  or  continuation  of,  or  obviously  in  alignment  with, 
any  existing  streets,  either  constructed  or  appearing  on  any  validly  recorded  plat  or 
survey,  or  valid  plat  previously  approved  by  the  Commission,  shall  bear  the  names  of 
such  existing  streets. 

b.  Alleys. 

(1)  In  areas  designated  as  Development  Area  One  in  the  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  public  alleys  may  be  utilized  for  infill  development,  and  where 
the  use  of  such  alleys  would  be  compatible  with  the  development  pattern  of  the 
area  surrounding  the  proposed  plat. 

(2)  Private  alleys  may  be  utilized  for  any  proposed  plat,  provided  they  are  constructed 
to  local  street  pavement  thickness  and  geometric  design  as  noted  in  accordance 
with  the  Standards  for  Street  and  Bridge  Design  and  Construction  (Standards  for 
Acceptance  of  Streets  and  Bridges;  G.O.  49,  1972  of  the  City-County  Council  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana)  and  Chapter  28  of  the  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  both  documents  incorporated  into  these 
Regulations  by  reference  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

c.  Access  to  areas  abutting  Thoroughfares.  If  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted  abuts  upon  or 
contains  an  existing  or  proposed  thoroughfare,  the  street  plan  shall  provide  vehicular 
access  to  each  lot  abutting  upon  said  thoroughfare  by  one  of  the  following  means: 

(1)  The  subdivision  of  lots  which  back  up  to  the  thoroughfare  and  front  onto  an 
interior  parallel  local  or  collector  street;  no  access  shall  be  provided  from  the 
thoroughfare,  and  screening  shall  be  provided  in  a  strip  of  land  along  the  rear 
property  line  of  such  lots. 

(2)  A  series  of  cul-de-sacs,  U-shaped  streets,  or  short  loops  entered  from  and  designed 
generally  at  right  angles  to  an  interior  parallel  street,  with  the  rear  lines  of  their 
terminal  lots  backing  onto  the  thoroughfare  (see  Diagram  A). 

(3)  A  marginal  access  street  (the  rights-of-way  between  the  marginal  access  street  and 
the  thoroughfare  separated  from  one  another  by  a  permanent  strip  of  land  of  at 
least  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  width,  outside  of,  and  separate  from,  the  rights-of-way  of 
either  street). 

d.  Dead-Ended  Streets.  Permanently  dead-ended  streets  (except  for  cul-de-sac  streets  as 
defined  in  these  Regulations)  are  prohibited.  A  temporarily  dead-ended  street  are 
permitted  in  any  case  in  which  a  street  is  proposed  to  be  and  should  logically  be 
extended  beyond  the  limits  of  said  plat,  but  is  not  yet  constructed  beyond  said  plat 
limits.  The  right-of-way  of  a  temporarily  dead-ended  street  shall  extend  to  the  property 
line  of  the  plat.  An  adequate  easement  for  a  turnaround  shall  be  provided  for  any  such 
temporarily  dead-ended  street  which  extends  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  feet  in  length  or 
greater,  with  a  temporary  hammer  head  ("T");  or  an  ell  ("L")  shaped  turnaround 
provided.  A  notation  on  the  plat  shall  state  that  land  outside  the  normal  street  right-of- 
way  shall  revert  to  abutting  property  owners  when  the  street  is  continued. 


B.      Lots. 


Lot  arrangement.  The  lot  arrangement  shall  be  such  that  there  will  be  no  foreseeable 
difficulties,  for  reasons  of  topography,  soil  or  water  conditions,  or  other  conditions,  in 
securing  building  permits  to  build  on  all  lots  in  compliance  with  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
Health  and  Hospital  Regulations,  and  in  providing  driveway  access  to  buildings  on  the  lots 
from  an  approved  street. 
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The  design,  character,  grade,  location,  and  orientation  of  all  lots  so  allocated,  shall  be 
appropriate  for  the  uses  proposed,  and  logically  related  to  existing  and  proposed  topography. 

Every  lot  shall  have  sufficient  and  adequate  access  to  a  street  constructed,  or  to  be 
constructed,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions,  standards,  and  specifications  of  this 
Ordinance. 

2.  Lot  dimensions.  Lot  dimensions  shall  comply  with  the  minimum  standards  of  the  applicable 
zoning  district,  or  per  zoning  commitment,  variance  grant,  cluster  plat  approval,  or  approval 
grant  by  the  applicable  public  land  use  policy  making  body. 

In  general: 

a.  Side  lot  lines  shall  be  at  right  angles  to  street  lines  (or  radial  to  curving  street  lines) 
unless  a  variation  from  this  rule  will  give  a  better  street  or  lot  plan. 

b.  Dimensions  of  corner  lots  shall  be  large  enough  to  allow  for  erection  of  buildings, 
observing  the  minimum  required  front  yard  setback  from  both  streets,  as  regulated  in  the 
applicable  zoning  ordinance,  or  per  zoning  commitment,  condition  of  a  variance  grant, 
or  approval  grant  by  the  applicable  public  land  use  policy  making  body,  pertaining  to 
that  site. 

3.  Lot  orientation.  The  lot  line  common  to  the  street  right-of-way  shall  be  the  front  lot  line.  All 
lots  shall  face  the  front  line.  Whenever  feasible,  lots  shall  be  arranged  so  that  the  rear  lot  line 
does  not  abut  the  side  lot  line  of  an  adjacent  lot. 

4.  Lots  frontage  and  access. 

a.  Double  frontage  lots.  Double  frontage,  or  through,  lots  shall  be  avoided  except  where 
necessary  (as  noted  in  Section  2.31,  A)  to  provide  separation  of  residential  development 
from  traffic  arterials  or  to  overcome  specific  disadvantages  of  topography  and 
orientation. 

b.  Triple  frontage  lots.  Triple  frontage  lots  (those  lots  which  have  frontage  on  three 
streets)  are  prohibited  except  at  the  entrances  to  a  subdivision  from  an  abutting  street 
identified  in  the  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana  as  an  expressway, 
freeway,  primary  arterial  or  secondary  arterial. 

c.  Access  from  primary  and  secondary  arterials.  Lots  shall  not,  in  general,  derive  access 
exclusively  from  a  primary  or  secondary  thoroughfare,  as  noted  in  the  Thoroughfare 
Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana.  Where  driveway  access  from  a  primary  or  secondary 
arterial  thoroughfare  may  be  necessary  to  several  adjoining  lots,  the  Committee  may 
require  that  such  lots  be  served  by  a  combined  access  drive  or  frontage  road  in  order  to 
limit  possible  traffic  hazards  on  the  street.  Where  possible,  driveways  should  be 
designed  and  arranged  so  as  to  avoid  requiring  vehicles  to  back  into  traffic  on  primary 
or  secondary  arterial  thoroughfares. 

5.  Common  area.  Whenever  common  area  for  a  subdivision  perimeter  abuts  a  secondary  or 
primary  arterial  street,  as  designated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  said  common  area  shall  be  a  minimum  of  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width  along  and 
paralleling  the  length  that  it  abuts  the  thoroughfare. 

Common  areas  within  a  subdivision  shall  be  accessible  to  all  its  residents.  Access  shall  be 
provided  so  that  no  common  area  is  "land  locked"  by  private  lots,  requiring  subdivision 
residents  to  trespass  across  such  lots  in  order  to  enter  the  common  area. 

6.  Lot  drainage.  Lots  shall  be  laid  out  so  as  to  provide  positive  drainage  away  from  all 
buildings,  and  individual  lot  drainage  shall  be  coordinated  with  the  general  storm  drainage 
pattern  for  the  area.  Drainage  shall  be  designed  so  as  to  avoid  concentration  of  storm 
drainage  water  from  each  lot  to  adjacent  lots.  Each  lot  owner  shall  maintain  the  lot  grade  as 
it  relates  to  storm  water  drainage,  in  compliance  with  the  approved  construction  plans. 
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7.  Debris  and  waste.  No  junk,  rubbish,  or  other  waste  materials  of  any  kind,  whether  natural 
(by  example:  cut  trees  or  timber,  debris,  rocks)  or  construction-related  (by  example:  concrete, 
building  materials),  shall  be  buried  in  any  land  at  any  time,  nor  shall  these  materials  be  left  or 
deposited  on  any  lot  or  street  at  the  time  of  the  release  of  the  maintenance  bond.  No  items 
and  materials  as  described  in  the  preceding  sentence  shall  be  left  or  deposited  in  any  area  of 
the  subdivision  at  the  time  of  dedication  of  public  improvements. 

8.  Waterbodies  and  watercourses.  No  more  than  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  the  minimum  lot 
area  required  under  the  applicable  zoning  ordinance  may  be  satisfied  by  land  that  is  under 
water.  Where  a  watercourse  separates  the  buildable  area  of  a  lot  from  the  street  by  which  it 
has  access,  provisions  shall  be  made  for  installation  of  a  culvert  or  other  appropriate 
structure.  Said  culvert  shall  be  of  a  design  approved  by  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management. 

C.  Building  setback  lines.  Minimum  building  setback  lines  shall  be  regulated  by  the  setback 
provisions  of  the  zoning  ordinance  applicable  to  said  area  proposed  to  be  platted.  Setbacks  in 
excess  may  be  platted  at  the  subdivider's  discretion,  however,  such  excessive  platted  setbacks  shall 
not  be  enforced  by  the  Commission  unless  said  setbacks  were  required  as  a  part  of  a  commitment, 
condition,  approval,  or  site  plan  tied  to  a  land  use  petition  by  the  applicable  public  land  use  policy 
making  body  pertaining  to  the  subject  site. 

D.  Easements. 

1.  Drainage. 

a.  General  Requirements.  When  a  subdivision  is  traversed  by  a  watercourse,  drainage 
way,  channel,  or  stream,  there  shall  be  provided  a  storm  water  easement  or  drainage 
right-of-way  conforming  substantially  to  the  lines  of  such  watercourse.  Said  easements 
shall  be  of  such  width  and  construction  as  will  be  adequate  for  the  purpose.  Wherever 
possible,  it  is  desirable  that  the  drainage  be  maintained  by  an  open  channel  with 
vegetative  banks  and  adequate  width  for  maximum  potential  volume  of  flow. 

b.  Drainage  easements.  If  any  stream  or  necessary  surface  water  course  is  located  in  said 
area  to  be  platted,  adequate  areas  for  easements  along  the  sides  of  such  stream  or  water 
course  shall  be  allocated  for  the  purpose  of  widening,  sloping,  improving  or  protecting 
said  stream  or  surface  water  course.  Said  easements  shall  be  a  minimum  width  of 
fifteen  feet. 

2.  Utility. 

a.  Location.  All  utility  facilities,  including  but  not  limited  to  gas,  electric  power, 
telephone,  and  Cable  television  cables,  shall  be  located  underground  throughout  the 
subdivision  (per  the  Underground  Utility  Line  Regulations  of  Marion  County,  Indiana, 
72-AO-5,  as  amended).  Whenever  existing  utility  facilities  are  located  above  ground, 
except  when  located  on  public  streets  and  rights-of-way,  they  shall  be  removed  and 
placed  underground. 

All  utility  facilities  existing  and  proposed  throughout  the  subdivision  shall  be  shown  on 
the  primary  plat.  Underground  service  connections  to  the  street  property  line  of  each 
platted  lot  shall  be  installed  at  the  subdivider's  expense.  At  the  discretion  of  the 
Commission,  the  requirement  for  service  connections  to  each  lot  may  be  waived  in  the 
case  of  adjoining  lots  to  be  retained  in  single  ownership  and  intended  to  be  developed 
for  the  same  primary  use. 

b.  Utility  Easements.  As  a  general  principle,  such  easements  shall  be  located  along  both 
sides  of  rear  lot  lines  and  the  total  width  of  such  combined  lot  easements  shall  be  a 
minimum  often  (10)  feet,  unless  an  alternative  size  is  required  by  the  applicable  utility 
or  city  agency. 

Note:         All  easements  shall  be  indicated  on  the  plat. 

E.  Public  sites.  All  plats  submitted  for  Committee  approval  under  the  provisions  of  these 
Regulations  may  allocate  adequate  areas  for  park,  school,  recreational  and  other  public  and  semi- 
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public  sites,  wherever  necessary  in  conformity  with  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  as  required  by 
the  Commission.  The  location,  shape,  extent  and  orientation  of  such  areas  shall  be  consistent  with 
existing  and  proposed  topographical  and  other  conditions,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  park, 
school,  recreational  and  other  public  and  semi-public  needs  of  said  proposed  subdivision.  Such 
areas  shall  be  made  available  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

1 .  Dedication  to  public  use. 

2.  Reservation  for  the  use  of  owners  of  land  contained  in  said  plat,  by  deed  restriction  or 
covenants  which  specify  how  and  under  what  circumstances  the  area  or  areas  shall  be 
developed  and  maintained. 

3.  Reservation  for  acquisition  by  a  governmental  unit  or  agency  within  a  period  of  nine  (9) 
months,  such  area  to  be  released  for  private  use: 

a.  in  the  event  that  no  governmental  unit  or  agency  proceeds  with  such  acquisition  within 
nine  (9)  months  of  the  date  of  the  recording  of  said  plat;  or, 

b.  if  released  by  said  governmental  unit  or  agency  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  nine  (9) 
month  period;  and, 

the  secondary  plat  indicated  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  private  use  into  which  such  area  may 
be  placed  if  such  area  is  not  used  by  a  governmental  unit  as  specified. 

4.  Dedication  to  use  by  a  bona  fide  non-profit  organization  for  recreational,  athletic  or  other 
community  uses  by  those  the  organization  serves. 

Sec.  2.32.  Improvements  and  installations. 

Subsections  A  through  J  of  this  Section  shall  be  required  for  all  subdivisions. 

A.  Streets  -  minimum  standards  for  street  design  and  construction. 

1.  Public  streets.  All  streets  which  are  to  be  dedicated  to,  and  accepted  for  maintenance  by,  the 
applicable  municipality  shall  be  graded,  constructed  and  surfaced  in  accordance  with  the 
Standards  for  Street  and  Bridge  Design  and  Construction  (Standards  for  Acceptance  of  Streets  and 
Bridges;  G.O.  49,  1972  of  the  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana) 
and  Chapter  28  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  both  documents 
incorporated  into  these  Regulations  by  reference  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

2.  Private  streets  -  minimum  standards  for  street  design  and  construction.  Any  residential 
development  which,  through  zoning  commitment,  variance  grant,  or  grant  of  an  Approval  Petition, 
is  allowed  the  use  of  private  streets  (streets  which  are  not  be  dedicated  to  or  accepted  for 
maintenance  by  the  applicable  municipality)  shall  comply  with  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  in 
The  Dwelling  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  89-AO-2,  as  amended. 
Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  Chapter  731  relative  to  the  design  and 
construction  of  private  streets,  incorporated  into  these  Regulations  by  reference  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

B.  Monuments.     The  petitioner  shall  place  permanent  reference  monuments  in  the  subdivision  by  a 
registered  Indiana  land  surveyor  as  required  in  these  Regulations. 

1.  Location  of  permanent  monuments.  Where  no  existing  permanent  monuments  are  found,  said 
monuments  shall  be  installed  -Prior  to  Submission  of  Secondary  Plat  for  Approval: 

a.  all  quarter  section  corners  on  the  boundaries  of  or  within  the  area  to  be  platted, 

b.  at  all  angle  points  on  exterior  boundary  lines  of  the  parent  tract  that  coincide  or  control 
the  location  of  any  lines  of  the  proposed  plat;  and, 
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c.  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  all  curves  and  points  of  tangency  of  the  perimeter  of  said 
plat, 

Subsequent  to  Plat  Recordation  and  After  Development: 

d.  at  the  intersections  of  all  street  center  lines  within  said  plat,  , 

e.  at  both  ends  of  all  curves  on  the  center  lines  of  all  streets  within  said  plat, 

In  all  instances  noted  above,  said  monuments  shall  be  placed  not  more  than  600  feet  apart  in 
any  straight  line. 

2.  Standards  for  permanent  monuments.  Standards  for  permanent  monuments  shall  be  as 
follows:  A  five/eighth  inch  (5/8")  or  larger  diameter  metal  rod  having  a  metal  cap  on  top 
showing  either  the  responsible  land  surveryor's  registration  number  or  the  Indiana  Firm  ID 
No.  (865  IAC  1  - 1 2- 1 8)  and  having: 

a.  For  street  center  line  demarcation:  a  length  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  pavement 

b.  For  other  required  monument  locations:  a  length  of  thirty  six  inches  (36") 

c.  Each  monument  shall: 

(1)  be  installed  so  the  cross  mark  shall  coincide  with  the  point  being  marked; 

(2)  be  set  flush  with  the  finished  grade. 

(3)  be  detectable  by  a  magnetic  locator. 

(4)  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  that  they  will  not  be  dislodged  or  removed  by  frost 

heave. 

3.  Recordings. 

a.  The  retracement  survey  of  the  parent  tract  (required  by  865  IAC  1-12-19)  containing  the 
proposed  subdivision,  or  of  that  part  of  said  tract  controlling  the  location  thereof,  shall 
be  executed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder  before  the 
secondary  plat  is  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  approval. 

b.  All  required  monuments  that  are  installed  subsequent  to  plat  recordation  shall  be  set  by 
a  registered  Indiana  surveyor  in  compliance  with  these  Regulations,  the  recorded 
subdivision  plat,  and  the  monumentation  shown  on  the  previously  recorded  retracement 
survey,  (of  the  tract  containing  said  plat).  The  location  and  detailed  description  of  and 
reference  ties  to  said  subsequent  monuments  shall  be  shown  on  a  copy  of  the  recorded 
plat.  Said  copy  shall  be  newly  certified  regarding  said  monuments  by  the  surveyor, 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder,  and  cross-referenced  to  the 
original  plat.  The  new  certificate  regarding  these  monuments  set  after  plat  recordation 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"I,  the  undersigned  Indiana  Land  Surveyor,  hereby  certify  that  the  new  survey 
monuments  shown  on  this  copy  of  the  previously  recorded  plat  herein  were  set  by  me 
subsequent  to  the  recordation  of  said  plat  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Control 
Ordinance  (Plats  and  Vacations)  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Volume  2,  Chapter  32, 
C,  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana.

C.  Street  signs.  All  street  signs  shall  be  designed  and  built  to  the  Standards  for  Street  and  Bridge 
Design  and  Construction  (Standards  for  Acceptance  of  Streets  and  Bridges;  G.O.  49,  1972  of  the 
City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana)  and  Chapter  28  of  the  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 
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D.  Culverts.  All  culverts  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  compliance  with  the  Stormwater 
Design  and  Construction  Specification  Manual,  City  of  Indianapolis,  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  and  Chapter  10  1/2  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

E.  Sidewalks.  All  sidewalks  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  Standards  for 
Street  and  Bridge  Design  and  Construction  (G.O.  49,  1 972/Standards  for  Acceptance  of  Streets 
and  Bridges  of  the  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana)  and  Chapter 
28  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

Sidewalks  shall  be  provided  along  all  streets  internal  to  the  subdivision,  as  well  as  any  existing  or 
proposed  perimeter  streets  which  border  the  subdivision. 

F.  Flood  control.  Any  development  shall  comply  with  all  provisions  of  the  Flood  Control  District 
Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  71-AO-3,  as  amended  (Appendix  D,  Part  18  of  the 
Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana). 

G.  Storm  drainage.  All  stormwater  drainage  facilities  are  to  be  designed  and  constructed  to  the 
Stormwater  Design  and  Construction  Specification  Manual,  City  of  Indianapolis,  Department  of 
Capital  Asset  Management  and  Chapter  10  1/2  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County, 
Indiana. 

H.  Water  supply  system.  All  public  and  semi-public  water  supply  systems  shall  be  designed  and 
constructed  to  the  standards  of  the  applicable  water  utility  serving  the  site. 

In  the  case  where  private  wells  are  permitted  by  the  applicable  zoning  district,  or  through  a 
variance  grant  or  grant  of  an  Approval  Petition,  such  systems  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  to 
the  standards  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (need  H  &  H 
citation),  and  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health  (need  citation). 

I.  Sewage  disposal  system.  All  sewage  disposal  systems  are  to  be  designed  and  constructed  to  The 
Indianapolis  Sanitary  District  Standards  for  the  Design  and  Construction  of  Sanitary  Sewers,  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Chapter  27  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County,  Indiana. 

In  the  instance  where  septic  systems  are  permitted  by  the  applicable  zoning  ordinance,  or  through 
a  variance  grant,  or  grant  of  an  approval  petition,  such  systems  shall  be:  1)  reviewed  and  approved 
by;  and,  2)  designed  and  constructed  to  the  standards  of,  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana  (Chapter  14),  and  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health  (need  citation). 

J.       Street  lighting. 

Reserved. 

Sec.  2.40.  Resubdivision  and  vacation  of  land. 

Sec  2.41.  Resubdivision  of  land. 

A.  Procedure  for  resubdivision.    Whenever  a  developer  desires  to  resubdivide  an  already  approved 

secondary  plat,  or  portion  of  such  secondary  plat,  the  developer  shall  first  obtain  approval  for 
the  resubdivision  by  the  same  procedures  prescribed  for  the  subdivision  of  land. 

B.  Resubdivision.  Resubdivision  includes: 

1 .  Any  change  in  any  street  layout  or  any  other  public  improvement; 

2.  Any  change  in  any  lot  line,  not  including  transfers  between  adjoining  lot  owners  which  do 
not  create  additional  buildable  sites; 

3.  Any  change  in  the  amount  of  land  reserved  for  public  use  or  the  common  use  of  lot  owners; 
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4.      Any  change  in  any  easements  shown  on  the  approved  plat. 

This  subsection  shall  not  include  engineers  "certificates  of  error"  or  "certificates  of  correction" 
(see  Section  2.42). 

C.  Waiver.  Whenever  the  Committee,  in  its  sole  discretion,  makes  a  finding  on  the  record  that  the 
purposes  of  these  Regulations  may  be  served  by  permitting  resubdivision  by  the  procedure 
established  in  this  Section,  the  Committee  may  waive  the  requirement  of  Section  2.41,  A. 

D.  Notice.  The  Committee,  after  an  application  for  resubdivision  that  includes  an  express  request 
for  waiver,  shall  provide  notice  as  outlined  in  Section  2.1 1,  D  of  these  Regulations. 

E.  Procedure  for  subdivision  when  future  resubdivision  is  indicated.  Whenever  land  is  subdivided 
and  the  subdivision  plat  shows  one  (1)  or  more  lots  containing  more  than  one  acre  of  land  and 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  such  lots  eventually  will  be  resubdivided,  the  Committee  may 
require  that  the  applicant  allow  for  the  future  opening  of  streets  and  the  ultimate  extension  of 
adjacent  streets.  Easements  providing  for  the  future  opening  and  extension  of  streets  may  be  made 
a  condition  of  primary  plat  approval. 

Sec  2.42.  Certificates  of  error  or  correction. 

Engineers'  "certificates  of  error"  or  "certificates  of  correction",  reciting  and  correcting  subsequently 
discovered  engineering  or  surveying  errors  of  measurements  or  typographical  errors  in  recording  plats, 
replats,  or  vacations,  shall  not  be  required  to  follow  the  procedures  outlined  in  Section  2.41,  but  shall 
require  approval  by  the  Administrator  prior  to  the  recording  of  such  corrections. 

Sec.  2.50.  Vacation  of  land. 

Sec.  2.51.  Vacation  of  plats  or  parts  of  plats. 

The  owner  or  owners  of  lots  in  any  approved  subdivision,  including  the  developer,  may  petition  the 
Committee  to  vacate  the  plat  or  part  of  the  plat  with  respect  to  their  properties.  The  petition  shall  be 
filed  on  forms  provided  by  the  Committee.  In  the  case  of  a  developer-initiated  plat  vacation,  regardless 
of  the  Committee's  action  on  the  petition,  the  developer  or  its  successor  will  have  no  right  to  a  refund  of 
any  monies,  fees,  or  charges  paid  to  the  municipality  nor  to  the  return  of  any  property  or  consideration 
dedicated  or  delivered  to  the  municipality,  except  as  may  have  previously  been  agreed  to  by  the 
Committee,  the  governing  body,  and  the  developer. 

1.  Notice  of  hearing.  Notice  shall  be  provided  as  outlined  in  The  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat 
Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  in  accordance  with  IC  5-3-1  and 
IC  36-7-4-712. 

2.  Statutory  criteria.  The  Committee  shall  approve  or  deny  the  petition  for  vacation  of  all  or 
part  of  a  plat  only  upon  a  determination  that: 

a.  Conditions  in  the  platted  area  have  changed  so  as  to  defeat  the  original  purpose  of  the 
plat; 

b.  It  is  in  the  public  interest  to  vacate  all  or  part  of  the  plat;  and, 

c.  The  value  of  that  part  of  the  land  in  the  plat  not  owned  by  the  petitioner  will  not  be 
diminished  by  vacation, 

in  accordance  with  IC  36-7-3-1 1. 

3.  Procedures. 

a.  Hearing  procedures.  The  Commission  shall  prescribe  in  its  Rules  of  Procedure  for  the 
Plat  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  rules  regarding  the 
conduct  of  the  hearing  for  plat  vacation  per  IC  36-7-4-712. 
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b.      Findings. 

(1)  Approval.  If,  after  the  hearing,  the  Committee  determines  that  the  plat  or  part  of 
the  plat  should  be  vacated,  it  shall  make  written  findings  (per  the  Statutory  criteria 
outlined  in  Section  2.51,  A,  2  of  these  Regulations)  and  a  decision  approving  the 
petition.  The  Committee  may  impose  reasonable  conditions  as  a  part  of  its 
approval.  The  decision  shall  be  signed  by  the  Administrator.  The  Committee  shall 
further  furnish  a  copy  of  its  decision  to  the  Marion  County  Recorder  for  recording. 

(2)  Disapproval.  If,  after  the  hearing,  the  Committee  disapproves  the  petition  for 
vacation,  it  shall  make  written  findings  (per  the  Statutory  criteria  outlined  in 
Section  2.51,  A,  2  of  this  Ordinance),  that  set  forth  its  reasons  in  a  decision 
denying  the  petition  and  shall  provide  the  petitioner  with  a  copy.  The  decision 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Administrator. 

(3)  Recourse/ Appeal  (IC-36-7-4-712  and  IC-36-7-4-708).  The  approval,  disapproval 
or  imposition  of  a  condition  on  the  approval  of  the  vacation  of  all  or  part  of  a  plat 
is  a  final  decision  of  the  Committee.  The  petitioner  or  an  aggrieved  party  may 
appeal  by  following  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Sec.  2.11,  B,  3  of  these 
Regulations. 

3.  Recordation  of  revised/vacated  plat.  Upon  approval  of  any  petition  for  vacation,  the 
Commission  shall  direct  the  petitioners  to  prepare  a  Revised  Secondary  Subdivision  Plat  in 
accordance  with  these  Regulations.  The  Revised  Secondary  Plat  may  be  recorded  only  after 
having  been  signed  by  the  Administrator,  per  Sec.  2.1 1,  B,  5  and  IC  36-7-4-710. 

Sec.  2.52.  Vacation  of  public  ways,  easements  or  public  places. 

A.  Notice  of  hearing.  Notice  shall  be  provided  as  outlined  in  The  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat 
Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  in  accordance  with  IC  5-3-1  and  IC  36- 
7-4-712. 

B.  Procedures.  The  Commission  shall  prescribe  in  its  Rules  of  Procedure  for  the  Plat  Committee  of 
the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  rules  governing  the  procedure  for  these  vacations  per 
IC  36-7-4-712. 

Prior  to  the  vacation  of  any  thoroughfare,  as  noted  in  The  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  the  Commission  shall  consider  and  adopt  an  amendment  to  remove  said 
thoroughfare  from  the  Thoroughfare  Plan. 

C.  Findings.  The  vacation  of  public  ways,  easements,  or  public  places  or  parts  of  any  of  them  may  be 
made  only  upon  a  finding  by  the  Plat  Committee)  that  the  vacation  is  in  the  public  interest,  per  IC 
36-7-4-712. 

Sec.  2.60.  Specifications  for  documents  to  be  submitted. 

Sec.  2.61.  Primary  plat. 

A.  General.  The  primary  plat  shall  be  prepared  by  a  licensed  land  surveyor  at  a  convenient  scale  of 
not  more  than  one  (1)  inch  equals  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  and  the  sheets  shall  be  numbered  in 
sequence  if  more  than  one  (1)  sheet  is  used  with  the  current  page  number  and  total  page  numbers 
appears  on  each  sheet.  The  plat  shall  be  of  such  size  as  is  acceptable  for  filing  in  the  Office  of  the 
Marion  County  Recorder,  but  shall  not  be  larger  than  forty-two  (42)  by  forty-eight  (48)  inches  in 
dimension.  The  map  prepared  for  the  primary  plat  may  also  be  used  for  the  secondary  plat. 

B.  Features. 

1 .      Primary  plat.  The  primary  plat  shall  show  the  following: 

a.  Proposed  name  of  the  subdivision,  to  be  placed  at  the  top  of  each  sheet,  and  must  clearly 
reference  any  existing  subdivisions  or  sections  (with  recorded  instrument  number), 
which  it  abuts. 
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b.  Location  by  section,  township  and  range,  and  by  other  legal  description.  For 
verification  of  plat  closure,  the  text  legal  description  and  the  annotation  shall  match 
exactly. 

Permitted  tolerances: 

(1)  Acreage  shall  be  calculated  to  0.001  AC  (l/1000th) 

(2)  Plat  perimeters  shall  close  to  within  +/-  0.05  feet. 

(3)  Individual  lots,  blocks,  etc.,  shall  close  to  within  +/-  0.01  feet. 

c.  Name,  address,  signature,  seal  and  certification  of  the  registered  land  surveyor  who 
prepared  the  primary  plat. 

d.  Scale,  noted  in  writing  and  graphically,  of  the  primary  plat,  including  graphic  scale, 
north  arrow  and  date. 

e.  Boundary  lines  of  the  proposed  subdivision  indicated  by  solid,  heavy  lines,  based  upon 
a  traverse  with  angular  and  lineal  dimensions  shown  on  the  plan. 

f.  Locations,  dimensions  and  names  of  all  existing  street  or  other  public  ways,  railroad  and 
utility  rights-of-way  or  easements,  parks  and  other  public  open  spaces,  permanent 
buildings  or  structures,  and  section  and  municipal  corporation  boundary  lines  within  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted. 

g.  Radii,  central  angles,  tangents,  lengths  of  arcs,  curvatures,  angles  at  street  intersections 
and  a  complete  street  traverse  of  each  street  within  and  on  the  perimeter  of  the  plat. 

h.  In  the  case  of  a  replat,  all  descriptive  lines  of  the  original  plat  being  vacated,  shown  as 
dotted  lines  in  relationship  to  the  lines  of  the  new  plat,  the  new  plat  being  shown  clearly 
in  solid  lines.  A  copy  of  the  original  plat  shall  be  filed  with  the  proposed  replat. 

i.  Boundary  lines  of  adjoining  and  adjacent  unsubdivided  and  subdivided  land,  showing 
owners'  names  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted, 
including  the  recorded  name,  date  and  number  of  any  such  subdivided  land  (this  item  is 
not  to  be  included  on  the  plat  submitted  for  secondary  approval  and  recording). 

j.  Existing  zoning  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted  and  of  land  adjoining  and  adjacent 
thereto. 

k.  Layout  of  all  streets,  including  the  names,  widths  (pavement  and  rights-of-way)  and 
designations  thereof,  including  whether  public  or  private. 

1.  Layout  and  numbers  of  lots,  including  accurate  dimensions  (in  acreage  or  square  feet), 
of  lots.  The  number  of  lots  and  range  of  lot  numbers  shall  clearly  be  stated.  In  new 
developments,  lot  numbers  shall  be  consecutive  within  each  section  or  phase,  and  may 
not  be  repeated  in  subsequent  sections  or  phases  within  a  subdivision. 

m.  Areas  to  be  allocated  by  park,  school,  recreational,  and  other  public  and  semi-public 
sites,  including  any  common  open  space,  with  the  purpose  proposed  for  each  said  area 
to  be  indicated  on  the  primary  plat.  Any  area  to  be  dedicated  or  reserved  for  public  use, 
or  to  be  reserved  by  deed  or  covenant  for  common  use  by  owners  of  land  contained  in 
the  proposed  plat  shall  further  be  noted  in  the  applicable  dedication,  deed  or  covenant. 

n.  Minimum  building  setback  lines,  in  conformance  with  the  applicable  zoning  district, 
showing  dimensions. 

o.  Areas  to  be  allocated  for  public  service  or  utility  easements,  showing  accurate 
dimensions. 

p.  If  the  primary  plat  is  to  be  divided  into  sections  for  platting,  an  indication  of  the 
boundaries  and  numbers  of  such  sections. 
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q.  Floodway  or  Floodway  Fringe  delineation,  as  established  by  the  Flood  Control  Districts 
Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (71-AO-3,  as  amended). 

r.  Drainage  covenant  and  sanitary  sewer  covenant,  as  established  by  Chapter  10  1/2  and 
Chapter  27  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

2.  Area  map.  The  area  map  shall  be  at  an  appropriate  scale  (not  greater  than  one  inch  equals 
one  thousand  feet  (1"  =  1000')  and  shall  indicate  the  following: 

a.  The  name  and  location  of  the  proposed  subdivision. 

b.  The  scale  of  the  area  map,  north  arrow,  and  date. 

c.  Street,  lot  and  tract  lines  of  parcels  of  land  and  subdivisions  within  one  thousand  (1000) 
feet  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted  and  between  said  area  and  the  nearest 
thoroughfare. 

d.  The  zoning  of  adjoining  and  adjacent  land  with  the  boundaries  of  the  area  map. 

e.  Existing  or  proposed  park,  school,  recreational  and  other  public  or  semi-public  sites 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  area  map. 

f.  A  diagram  of  the  proposed  course  of  surface  water  drainage  from  the  point  where  water 
leaves  the  proposed  plat  to  a  legal  ditch,  natural  stream  or  public  storm  sewer,  to  be 
shown  by  flow  lines,  arrows  and  descriptive  notes. 

3.  Topographic  map.  The  topographic  map  shall  be  drawn  upon  a  copy  of  the  primary  plat  and 
shall  indicate: 

a.  The  name  and  location  of  the  proposed  subdivision. 

b.  The  scale  of  the  topographic  map,  north  arrow,  and  date. 

c.  Contours  based  upon  the  U.S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Datum  on  U.S.  Geological  Survey 
Datum  bench  marks  at  one  (1)  foot  vertical  intervals,  showing  clearly  by  flow  lines  and 
arrows,  the  drainage  pattern  of  surface  water,  both  natural  and  proposed,  within  and 
through  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted,  the  location  and  elevation  of  said  bench  marks 
to  be  shown  thereon.  The  Administrator  may  permit  five  (5)  foot  vertical  contour 
intervals  in  areas  of  very  steep  slopes,  such  as  ravines. 

d.  Existing  sewers,  water  mains,  culverts  and  other  underground  facilities  within  or 
adjacent  to  the  tract  indicating  pipe  size,  grades  and  exact  location  as  obtained  from 
public  records,  together  with  a  sketch  plan  of  a  group  sewage  disposal  system,  if 
proposed,  which  has  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  Division  of  Health  of  the  Health 
and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

e.  If  private  disposal  systems  are  proposed,  the  location  and  results  of  an  on-site  soil 
survey,  including  a  determination  of  soil  load  rate,  glacial  till  depth  and  other  drainage 
characteristics  to  determine  feasibility  of  an  absorption  field.  This  shall  be  performed 
for  each  lot  in  the  location  of  the  proposed  absorption  field.  Such  testing  shall  be 
conducted  by  a  certified  soil  scientist,  as  required  by  the  Division  of  Health  of  the 
Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

f.  Other  significant  conditions  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  platted  such  as  water  courses, 
wetlands,  land  subject  to  flooding  (both  flood  way  and  flood  way  fringe  areas),  rock 
outcrop,  wooded  areas,  houses,  and  any  other  structures. 

4.  Fee.  At  the  time  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for  primary  plat  approval,  the  applicant  shall 
pay  to  the  Commission,  as  a  fee  for  the  checking  and  verifying  of  such  plat,  a  sum  as  set  by 
the  Commission  by  resolution  and  as  made  a  part  of  its  Rules  of  Procedure  for  the  Plat 
Committee  of  said  Commission. 
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Sec.  2.62.  Secondary  subdivision  plat. 

A.  General.  The  secondary  plat  shall  be  presented  in  India  ink  on  tracing  cloth  or  reproducible  mylar 
at  the  same  scale  and  containing  the  same  information,  except  for  any  changes  or  additions 
required  by  the  Committee,  as  shown  on  the  primary  plat.  All  certifications  shall  be  made  in 
permanent  black  ink  with  each  signature  accompanied  by  the  printed  name.  The  primary  plat  may 
be  used  as  a  secondary  plat  if  it  meets  these  requirements  and  is  revised  in  accordance  with  the 
Committee's  disposition.  All  revision  dates  must  be  shown  as  well  as  the  following: 

1 .  A  correct  and  accurate  legal  description  of  the  land  platted,  indicating  any  changes  from  the 
description  appearing  in  the  last  record  transfer  of  said  land. 

2.  Notation  of  any  self-imposed  restrictions,  and  restrictions  which  may  have  been  placed  upon 
the  property  through  rezoning,  approval  or  variance  petitions,  and  locations  of  any  building 
lines  proposed  to  be  established,  if  required  by  the  Committee  in  accordance  with  these 
Regulations. 

3.  Endorsement  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

4.  Endorsement  on  the  plat  of  every  person  having  a  security  interest  in  the  subdivision  property 
that  they  are  subordinating  their  liens  to  all  covenants,  servitudes,  and  easements  imposed  on 
the  property. 

5.  Lots  numbered  as  approved  by  the  Administrator. 

6.  Addresses,  as  assigned  by  the  Address  Technician  of  the  Department  of  Metropolitan 
Development. 

7.  All  monuments  erected,  comers,  and  other  points  established  in  the  field  in  their  proper 
places.  The  material  of  which  monuments,  comers,  or  other  points  are  made  shall  be  noted  at 
the  representation  thereof  or  by  legend,  except  that  lot  corners  need  not  be  shown.  The 
legend  for  metal  monuments  shall  indicate  the  kind  of  metal,  the  diameter,  length,  and  weight 
per  lineal  foot  of  the  monuments. 

B.  Preparation.  The  secondary  plat  shall  be  prepared  by  a  registered  land  surveyor  licensed  by  the 
State  of  Indiana. 

Sec.  2.63.  Vacation  of  plats  or  parts  of  plats. 

The  Commission  shall  prescribe,  in  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee,  or  through  petition 
forms  prescribed  by  those  Rules  of  Procedure  and  adopted  by  the  Commission,  the  specifications  for 
documents  to  be  submitted  in  the  vacation  of  plats  or  parts  of  plats. 

Sec.  2.64.  Vacation  of  public  ways,  easements,  or  public  places  or  parts  thereof. 

The  Commission  shall  prescribe,  in  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Plat  Committee,  or  through  petition 
forms  prescribed  by  those  Rules  of  Procedure  and  adopted  by  the  Commission,  the  specifications  for 
documents  to  be  submitted  in  the  vacation  of  public  ways,  easements  or  public  places  or  parts  thereof. 

In  addition,  the  following  documents  shall  be  provided: 

•  A  list  of  names,  addresses  and  consent  of  all  property  owners  abutting  the  site  to  be  vacated. 

•  Legal  description  or  survey  of  the  area  to  be  vacated  or  other  drawing  suitable  for  recording.  For 
street  vacations,  and  alley  right-of-way  vacations,  subterranean  and  air  rights  vacations,  surveys 
shall  be  completed  by  a  Registered  Land  Surveyor  or  a  Professional  Engineer.  The  number  of 
copies  of  this  document  required  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.70.  Construction  of  language  and  definitions. 

A.     Construction  of  language.  The  language  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in  accordance  with 
the  following  regulations: 
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1.  The  particular  shall  control  the  general. 

2.  In  the  case  of  any  difference  of  meaning  or  implication  between  the  text  of  this  Ordinance 
and  any  illustration  or  diagram,  the  text  shall  control. 

3.  The  word  "shall"  is  always  mandatory  and  not  discretionary.  The  word  "may"  is  permissive. 

4.  Words  used  in  the  present  tense  shall  include  the  future;  and  words  used  in  the  singular 
number  shall  include  the  plural,  and  the  plural  the  singular,  unless  the  context  clearly 
indicates  the  contrary. 

5.  A  "building"  or  "structure"  includes  any  part  thereof. 

6.  The  phrase  "used  for",  includes  "arranged  for",  "designed  for",  "intended  for",  "maintained 
for",  or  "occupied  for". 

7.  Unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  the  contrary,  where  a  regulation  involves  two  or  more 
items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  connected  by  the  conjunction  "and",  "or",  or 
"either.. .or",  the  conjunction  shall  be  interpreted  as  follows: 

a.  "And"  indicates  that  all  the  connected  items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  shall 
apply. 

b.  "Or"  indicates  that  the  connected  items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  may  apply 
singly  or  in  any  combination. 

c.  "Either.. .or"  indicates  that  all  the  connected  items,  conditions,  provisions,  or  events  shall 
apply  singly  but  not  in  combination. 

Definitions.  The  words  in  the  text  or  illustrations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in 
accordance  with  the  following  definitions.  The  illustrations  and  diagrams  in  this  section  provide 
graphic  representation  of  the  concept  of  a  definition;  the  illustration  or  diagram  is  not  to  be 
construed  or  interpreted  as  a  definition  itself. 

1.  Access.  The  way  by  which  vehicles  shall  have  ingress  to  and  egress  from  a  land  parcel  or 
property  and  the  street  fronting  along  said  property  or  parcel. 

2.  Administrator.  Administrator  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  Services  or  such  Division 
having  jurisdiction,  or  their  appointed  representative,  per  IC  36-7-4-710. 

3.  Alley.  Any  public  right-of-way  which  has  been  dedicated  or  deeded  to  and  accepted  by  the 
public  for  public  use  as  a  secondary  means  of  public  access  to  a  lot(s)  otherwise  abutting 
upon  a  public  street  and  not  intended  for  traffic  other  than  public  services  and  circulation  to 
and  from  said  lot(s). 

4.  Applicant.  The  owners  or  owners,  legal  and  equitable,  of  land  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana  who  submit  an  application  for  plat  approval  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance. 

5.  Building.  Any  structure  designed  or  intended  for  the  support,  enclosure,  shelter,  or  protection 
of  persons,  animals,  or  property  of  any  kind,  having  a  permanent  roof  supported  by  columns 
or  walls. 

6.  Collector  street.  See  Street,  Collector. 

7.  Commission.  The  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

8.  Commitment.  An  officially  recorded  agreement  concerning  and  running  with  the  land  as 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder. 

9.  Committee.  The  Plat  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  combined  hearing  as  permitted  under  IC  36-7-4  and  95- 
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AO-10/G.O.     130,     1995,    the    Hearing    Examiner    of   the    Metropolitan    Development 
Commission. 

10.  Comprehensive  plan.  The  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  or  segment 
thereof,  adopted  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana 
pursuant  to  IC-36-7-4. 

1 1 .  Condition.  An  official  agreement  between  the  municipality  and  the  petitioner  concerning  the 
use  or  development  of  the  land  as  specified  in  the  letter  of  grant  of  a  petition  as  signed  by  the 
Administrator  or  Secretary  of  the  applicable  appointed  land  use  body. 

12.  Corner  lot.   See  Lot,  Comer. 

13.  Covenant.  A  legal  agreement  concerning  the  use  of  land. 

14.  Cul-de-sac.  See  Street,  Cul-de-Sac. 

15.  Front  lot  line.  See  Lot  Line,  Front. 

16.  Full  control  of  access.  The  condition  where  access,  including  its  location,  if  fully  controlled 
in  connection  with  streets  to  give  preference  to  through  traffic  by  providing  access 
connections  only  with  selected  streets  and  by  prohibiting  both  crossings  at  grade  and  direct 
driveway  connections. 

17.  Hardsurfaced.  Quality  of  an  outer  area  being  solidly  constructed  of  pavement,  brick,  paving 
stone,  or  a  combination  thereof. 

18.  Local  street.  See  Street,  Local. 

19.  Lot  (subdivision  control  ordinance  only).  That  portion  of  a  subdivision  proposed  to  be 
recorded  as  a  lot  of  record  for  the  plat. 

20.  Lot  area.  The  area  of  a  horizontal  plane  bounded  on  all  sides  by  the  front,  rear,  and  side  lot 
lines  that  is  available  for  use  or  development  and  does  not  include  any  area  lying  within  the 
right-of-way  of  any  public  or  private  street,  alley,  or  easement  for  surface  access  (ingress  or 
egress)  into  the  subject  lot  or  adjoining  lots. 

21.  Lot,  corner.  A  lot  abutting  upon  two  or  more  streets  at  their  intersections,  or  upon  two  parts 
of  the  same  street  forming  an  interior  angle  of  less  than  135  degrees.  (See  Diagram  D). 

22.  Lot,  through.  A  lot  abutting  two  parallel  streets,  or  abutting  two  streets  which  do  not 
intersect  at  the  boundaries  of  the  lot.  (See  Diagram  D). 

23.  Lot  line.  The  legal  boundary  of  a  lot  as  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County 
Recorder. 

24.  Lot  line,  front.  The  lot  line(s)  coinciding  with  the  street  rights-of-way;  in  the  case  of  a  corner 
lot,  both  lot  lines  coinciding  with  the  street  rights-of-way  shall  be  considered  front  lot  lines; 
or,  in  the  case  of  a  through  lot,  the  lot  line  which  most  closely  parallels  the  primary  entrance 
of  the  primary  structure  shall  be  considered  the  front  lot  line,  or  so  declared  by  the 
Administrator.  (See  Diagram  C). 

25.  Lot  of  record.  A  lot  which  is  part  of  a  subdivision  or  a  lot  or  a  parcel  described  by  metes  and 
bounds,  the  description  of  which  has  been  so  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana. 

26.  Marginal  access  street.  See  Street,  Marginal  Access. 

27.  Partial  control  of  access.  The  condition  where  access  including  its  location,  is  partially 
controlled  in  connection  with  streets  to  give  preference  to  through  traffic  to  a  degree  that  in 
addition  to  access  connections  with  selected  streets,  there  may  be  permitted  some  crossings  at 
grade  and  some  direct  driveway  connections,  with  design  and  location  approved  by  public 
authority,  including  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 
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28.  Plat.  An  officially  recorded  map,  as  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder, 
or  a  map  intended  to  be  recorded  indicating  the  subdivision  of  land  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  boundaries  and  locations  of  individual  properties,  streets,  and  easements. 

29.  Proposed  right-of-way.  See  Right-of- Way,  Proposed. 

30.  Public  improvement.  Any  drainage  way  or  easement,  street,  culvert,  pedestrian  way, 
sidewalk,  street  sign,  monument,  flood  control  or  storm  drainage  system,  sewage  disposal 
system,  or  other  facility  for  which  the  municipality  may  ultimately  assume  the  responsibility 
for  maintenance  and  operation,  or  which  may  effect  an  improvement  for  which  municipal 
responsibility  is  established. 

3 1 .  Right-of-way.  Specific  and  particularly  described  strip  of  land,  property,  or  interest  therein 
devoted  to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for 
pedestrians,  vehicles,  or  utilities,  as  officially  recorded  by  the  office  of  the  Marion  County 
Recorder. 

32.  Right-of-way,  proposed.  Specific  and  particularly  described  land,  property,  or  interest  therein 
devoted  to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  public  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for 
pedestrians,  vehicles,  or  utilities,  as  officially  described  in  the  Marion  County  Thoroughfare 
Plan  as  adopted  and  amended  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission. 

33.  Secondary  plat.  A  map  indicating  the  subdivision  of  land,  intended  to  be  recorded  and 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Ordinance. 

34.  Setback.  The  minimum  horizontal  distance  established  by  ordinance  between  a  proposed 
right-of-way  line  or  a  lot  line  and  the  setback  line.  (See  Diagram  B). 

35.  Setback  line.  A  line  that  establishes  the  minimum  distance  a  building,  structure,  or  portion 
thereof,  can  be  located  from  a  lot  line  or  proposed  right-of-way  line.  (See  Diagram  B). 

36.  Sidewalk.  A  hardsurfaced  walk  or  raised  path  along  and  often  paralleling  the  side  of  the 
street  intended  for  pedestrian  traffic. 

37.  Staff.  The  staff  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  the  Department  of 
Metropolitan  Development,  City  of  Indianapolis/  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

38.  Street,  collector.  A  street  primarily  designed  and  intended  to  carry  vehicular  traffic 
movement  at  moderate  speeds  (e.g.  35  mph)  between  local  streets  and  arterials  while 
allowing  direct  access  to  abutting  property(ies).  (See  Diagram  E). 

39.  Street,  cul-de-sac.  A  street  having  only  one  open  end  which  is  permanently  terminated  by  a 
vehicle  turn  around.  (See  Diagram  E). 

40.  Street,  expressway.  A  street  so  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  as  amended. 

41 .  Street,  freeway.  A  street  so  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  as  amended. 

42.  Street,  local.  A  street  primarily  designed  and  intended  to  carry  low  volumes  of  vehicular 
traffic  movement  at  low  speeds  (e.g.  20  to  30  mph)  within  the  immediate  geographic  area 
with  direct  access  to  abutting  property(ies).  (See  Diagram  E). 

43.  Street,  marginal  access.  A  local  street  with  control  of  access  auxiliary  to  and  located  on  the 
side  of  an  arterial,  thoroughfare,  expressway,  or  freeway  for  service  to  abutting  property(ies). 
(See  Diagram  E). 

44.  Street  parkway.  A  street  serving  through  vehicular  traffic  and  generally  equal  to  or  more 
than  5280  feet  in  length,  the  adjoining  land  on  one  or  both  sides  of  which  is  predominantly 
dedicated  or  used  for  park  purposes,  and  shall  conform  to  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  the 
Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  as  amended.

45.  Street,  primary  arterial.  A  street  so  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  as  amended. 

46.  Street,  private.  A  privately-held  right-of-way,  with  the  exception  of  alleys, 

essentially  open  to  the  sky  and  open  to  the  general  public  for  the  purposes  of  vehicular 
and  pedestrian  travel  affording  access  to  abutting  property,  whether  referred  to  as  a  street, 
road,  expressway,  arterial,  thoroughfare,  highway,  or  any  other  term  commonly  applied  to  a 
right-of-way  for  said  purposes.  A  private  street  may  be  comprised  of  pavement,  shoulders, 
curbs,  sidewalks,  parking  space,  and  the  like. 

47.  Street,  public.  A  publicly  dedicated,  accepted  and  maintained  right-of-way,  with  the 
exception  of  alleys,  essentially  open  to  the  sky  and  open  to  the  general  public  for  the 
purposes  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  travel  affording  access  to  abutting  property,  whether 
referred  to  as  a  street,  road,  expressway,  arterial,  thoroughfare,  highway,  or  any  other  term 
commonly  applied  to  a  public  right-of-way  for  said  purposes.  A  public  street  may  be 
comprised  of  pavement,  shoulders,  gutters,  curbs,  sidewalks,  parking  space,  and  the  like. 

48.  Street,  secondary  arterial.  A  street  so  designated  by  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  as  amended. 

49.  Structure.  A  combining  or  manipulation  of  materials  to  form  a  construction,  erection, 
alteration  or  affixation  for  use,  occupancy,  or  ornamentation,  whether  located  or  installed  on, 
above,  or  below  the  surface  of  land  or  water. 

50.  Subdivision.  The  division  of  any  parcel  of  land  shown  as  a  unit,  as  part  of  a  unit  or  as 
contiguous  units,  on  the  last  preceding  transfer  of  ownership  thereof,  into  two  (2)  or  more 
parcels  or  lots,  for  the  purpose,  whether  immediate  or  future,  of  transfer  of  ownership  or 
building  development. 

51.  Thoroughfare.  A  street  primarily  serving  through  vehicular  traffic,  including  freeways, 
expressways,  primary  arterials,  and  secondary  arterials. 

52.  Thoroughfare  plan.  The  segment  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County,  Indiana, 
adopted  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  pursuant 
to  IC-36-7-4  that  sets  forth  the  location,  alignment,  dimensions,  identification  and 
classification  of  freeways,  expressways,  parkways,  primary  arterials,  secondary  arterials,  or 
other  public  ways  as  a  plan  for  the  development,  redevelopment,  improvement,  and  extension 
and  revision  thereof. 

53.  Through  lot.  See  Lot,  Through. 

54.  Yard,  front.  An  open  space  unobstructed  to  the  sky,  extending  fully  across  the  lot  while 
situated  between  the  front  lot  line  and  a  line  parallel  thereto,  which  passes  through  the  nearest 
point  of  any  building  or  structure  and  terminates  at  the  intersection  of  any  side  lot  line.  (See 
Diagram  C). 

C.      Graphics. 
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SECTION  2.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  invalid,  its  invalidity 
shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  that  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid 
provision,  and  for  this  purpose  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  severable. 

SECTION  3.  Attestation.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  its  adoption  in 
accordance  with  IC  36-7-4.

WHEREAS,  IC  36-7-4  establishes  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  (MDC)  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana  as  the  single  planning  and  zoning  authority  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  empowers 
the  MDC  to  approve  and  recommend  to  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana  ordinances  for  the  zoning  or  districting  of  all  lands  with  the  County  for  the 
purposes  of  securing  adequate  light,  air,  convenience  of  access,  and  safety  from  fire,  flood  and  other 
danger;  lessening  or  avoiding  congestion  in  public  ways;  promoting  the  public  health,  safety,  comfort, 
morals,  convenience,  and  general  public  welfare;  securing  the  conservation  of  property  values;  and 
securing  responsible  development  and  growth;  and, 

WHEREAS,  State  Statute  mandates  that  the  legislative  body  shall,  in  the  zoning  ordinance, 
determine  the  zoning  districts  in  which  subdivision  of  land  may  occur. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  and  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  general  public,  that  the  interpretation  of  laws  and  ordinances  be  as  certain  as  possible,  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Dwelling  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Revised  Code  of 
the  Consolidated  City  and  County,  Chapter  73 1  (adopted  under  Metropolitan  Development  Commission 
docket  numbers  89-AO-2,  90-AO-3,  92-AO-l,  92-AO-3,  93-AO-4,  95-AO-l,  95-AO-8,  96-AO-4,  97- 
AO-2,  and  97-AO-3),  as  amended,  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4  be  amended  as  follows: 

A.     That  Section  2.00,  A  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  language: 

10.    Compliance  with  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance. 

In  compliance  with  IC-36-7-4-701,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  City- 
County  Council  have  set  forth  the  following  zoning  districts  in  which  subdivision  of  land  is 
required  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  for  Marion 
County,  Indiana  (58-AO-13,  as  amended): 

Any  Dwelling  District,  as  noted  in  the  Dwelling  Districts  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana  (89-AO-2,  as  amended),  which  permits  single-family  or  two-family 
dwellings.  Specifically,  these  Districts  are  the  D-A,  D-S,  D-l,  D-2,  D-3,  D-4,  D-5,  D-5II,  D- 
8  (single  or  two-family  dwelling  development  only),  D-l 2  and  D-P  (single  and  two-family 
development  only). 
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Condominium  development  shall  not  be  regulated  by  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance,  but 
shall  be  regulated  per  IC  32-1-6. 

B.  That  Section  2.02,  B,  1  be  amended  by  adding  the  underscored  language  as  follows: 

1 .      Minimum  lot  area.  Minimum  lot  area:   1  acre 

Provided,  however:  Any  plat  of  a  subdivision  consisting  of  five  (5)  or  more  lots  submitted 
for  plat  approval  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  may  reduce  said  minimum  lot  area 
for  up  to  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the  total  number  of  lots  within  said  plat,  to  the  extent  of  up  to 
twenty  (20)  percent  below  such  1-acre  requirement,  provided  the  average  size  of  all  lots 
within  said  approved  plat  shall  be  at  least  one  1(1)  acre. 

Provided  further,  however:  Attachment  to  public  or  semipublic  sanitary  sewer  facilities  shall 
be  mandatory  for  development  in  this  district  for  lots  in  any  plat  of  a  subdivision  recorded 
after  January  1.  1998. 

C.  That  Section  2.03,  B,  1  be  amended  by  adding  the  underscored  language  as  follows: 

1 .      Minimum  lot  area.  Minimum  lot  area:  24,000  sq.  ft. 

Provided,  however:  Any  plat  of  a  subdivision  consisting  of  five  (5)  or  more  lots  submitted 
for  plat  approval  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  may  reduce  said  minimum  lot  area 
for  up  to  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the  total  number  of  lots  within  said  plat,  to  the  extent  of  up  to 
twenty  (20)  percent  below  such  24,000  sq.  ft.  requirement,  provided  the  average  size  of  all 
lots  within  said  approved  plat  shall  be  at  least  24,000  sq.  ft. 

Provided  further,  however: 

Attachment  to  public  or  semipublic  sanitary  sewer  facilities  shall  be  mandatory  for 
development  in  this  district  for  lots  in  any  plat  of  a  subdivision  recorded  after  January  1, 
1998. 

SECTION  2.  The  Commercial  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Code  of  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Appendix  D,  Part  12  (adopted  under  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission  docket  numbers  69-AO-l,  75-AO-3,  76-AO-3,  79-AO-4,  80-AO-l,  92-AO-4,  94-AO-7, 
96-AO-l,  96-AO-4,  and  97-AO-5),  as  amended,  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4  be  amended  as  follows: 

A.     That  Section  2.00,  A  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  language: 

9.      Compliance  with  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance. 

In  compliance  with  IC-36-7-4-701,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  City- 
County  Council  have  set  forth  the  following  zoning  districts  in  which  subdivision  of  land  is 
required  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  for  Marion 
County,  Indiana  (58-AO-13,  as  amended):

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  and  the  Company  have  requested  that  the  City  indicate  its  willingness  to 
issue  its  revenue  bonds  to  finance  the  proposed  Project,  and  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  expenditures 
heretofore  or  hereafter  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Company  in  connection  with  the  Project  (to  the 
extent  permitted  by  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations)  so  that  said  development, 
construction,  acquisition,  equipping  and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project  may  move  forward;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  determined  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  its  residents  that  the 
development,  construction,  acquisition,  equipping  and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project  move 
forward  without  delay;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1.  It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the 
"Commission"),  with  which  conclusion  the  City  concurs,  that  assisting  with  the  financing  of  the 
proposed  Project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  City,  complies  with  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12  of  the  Indiana  Code,  as  amended  (the  "Act") 
and  is  in  furtherance  of  the  public  purposes  for  which  the  Commission  was  created. 

SECTION  2.  Accordingly,  in  order  to  assist  the  Developer  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed  Project 
and  to  induce  the  Company  to  proceed  with  the  Project  and  in  order  thereby  to  carry  out  the  public 
purposes  set  forth  by  in  the  Act,  WE  HEREBY  RESOLVE  as  follows:

(b)  Simultaneously  with  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  may  lend  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  to  the  Developer  to  enable  it  to  finance,  develop,  construct,  acquire  certain  machinery  and  other 
fixtures  and  equip  the  proposed  Project,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  loan  agreement  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  form  generally  utilized  in  connection  with  such  financial  undertakings,  as  agreed 
upon  by  the  City,  the  Developer  and  the  Company. 

(c)  The  basic  security  document  or  other  document  or  documents  satisfactory  to  the  parties  shall 
contain  agreements  providing  for  the  indemnification  of  the  Commission  and  the  City  and  the 
individual  members,  directors  and  officers  thereof  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  them  and  for  any  claim 
of  loss  suffered  or  damage  to  property  or  any  injury  or  death  of  any  person  occurring  in  connection  with 
the  development,  construction,  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  other  fixtures,  equipping  and 
carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project. 

SECTION  3.  The  City  may  enter  into  a  trust  indenture  with  a  corporate  trustee.  The  trust  indenture 
may  pledge  such  loan  agreement  and  the  amounts  derived  or  derivable  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City 
pursuant  thereto,  to  said  corporate  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of  the  bonds,  and  the  terms  of 
such  trust  indenture  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  City,  the  Company  and  said  corporate  trustee. 

SECTION  4.  Subject  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  will  assist  in  the 
prompt  preparation  of  the  basic  security  document,  the  trust  indenture,  and  any  security  agreement. 

SECTION  5.  If  for  any  reason  the  City  has  not  issued  bonds  hereunder  by  July  31,  1998,  the  provisions 
of  this  Resolution  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  be  cancelled. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  City  are  further  authorized  to  take  any  and  all  further  action 
and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  issue  and  deliver  the  bonds 
and  to  effect  the  undertaking  for  which  the  bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued. 

SECTION  7.  Based  upon  representations  of  the  Company  and  the  Developer  to  the  effect  that  they 
intend  to  apply  all  or  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  reimburse  themselves  for  all  or  a  portion 
of  the  costs  of  the  Project  paid  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  bonds,  the  City  hereby  declares  its 
official  intent  to  apply  all  or  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  reimburse  such  expenditures,  to 
the  extent  permitted  by  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full 
force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  City-County  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor.

Councillor  Schneider  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor 
Schneider  stated  that  he  served  eight  years  on  the  Sheriffs  Merit  Board,  and  he  feels  there 
should  be  a  police  officer  able  to  vote  on  this  complaint  board. 

Proposal  No.  687,  1997,  as  amended,  was  retitled  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  25,  1998,  and 
reads  as  follows: 
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CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  25,  1998 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  by  repealing 
Sections  304  through  308,  and  adopting  a  new  Division  3,  in  Article  I  of  Chapter  251  relating  to  the 
citizens  police  complaint  process,  board,  and  office. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  be  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  and 
repealing  the  current  sections  3-304  through  3-308. 

SECTION  2.  The  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  be  and  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  a  new  Division  3,  Article  I  in  Chapter  25 1,  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  251.  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SAFETY 

ARTICLE  I.  IN  GENERAL 

DIVISION  3.  CITIZENS  COMPLAINT  PROCESS 
Sec.  251-131.  Citizens  police  complaint  office. 

(a)  There  shall  be  established  the  citizens  police  complaint  office  as  a  part  of  the  department  of 
public  safety.  Any  complaint  of  a  citizen  against  a  police  officer  alleging  that  the  officer  used  profane 
and  abusive  language  or  intentionally  destroyed  or  damaged  real  or  personal  property,  exceeded  his/her 
authority  as  a  police  officer,  used  unauthorized  force,  or  acted  in  violation  of  Indianapolis  Police 
Department  rules  and  regulations  or  orders  may  be  filed  with  the  citizens  police  complaint  office.  In 
addition,  if  a  complainant  alleges  that  intimidation  tactics  are  being  used  to  impede  the  filing  of  a 
complaint,  the  complainant  shall  report  this  to  the  complaint  office  and  a  separate  complaint  will  be 
filed  regarding  the  new  information.  Each  complaint  shall  be  filed  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  action 
giving  rise  to  the  complaint,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  making  the  complaint 
who  shall  affirm  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  that  the  representations  contained  therein  are  true.  The 
complaint  may  be  filed  in  person  or  by  facsimile  or  through  the  mail.  Additionally,  complaints  may  be 
filed  after  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  (60)  day  time  period  where  the  person  making  the  complaint  was 
under  a  legal  disability  during  the  sixty  (60)  day  time  period  or  where,  upon  a  showing  of  good  and 
sufficient  cause  and  upon  majority  vote  of  the  board,  a  person  is  permitted  to  belatedly  file  a  complaint. 

(b)  Any  individual  personally  aggrieved  by  the  act(s)  complained  of  may  file  a  complaint.  A  parent 
or  guardian  may  file  a  complaint  on  behalf  of  a  minor  or  incompetent  individual.  A  member  of  the 
immediate  family  of  a  decedent  may  file  a  complaint  on  behalf  of  the  decedent.  The  board  may,  upon 
two-thirds  vote  of  its  members,  initiate  an  action. 

(c)  The  complaint  process  shall  be  accessible  to  all  citizens  regardless  of  race,  national  origin, 
religion,  creed,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  age,  language  or  disability. 

Sec.  251-132.  Citizens  police  complaint  board  established;  election  process;  terms;  quorum. 

(a)  Members.  There  shall  be  established  a  citizens  complaint  board  composed  of  nine  (9)  voting 
members  and  two  (2)  ex-officio,  non  voting  police  advisory  members  to  be  selected  as  follows: 

(1)  All  members  shall  be  citizens  who  are  residents  of  the  police  special  service  district.  No  sworn 
law  enforcement  officer  is  eligible  to  serve  as  a  voting  member  of  the  board.  Voting  members 
may  be  selected  from  nominees  submitted  by  the  five  (5)  Indianapolis  Police  Department 
district  task  forces  which  are  convened  by  the  deputy  chief  of  each  district.  No  district  task 
force  may  nominate  more  than  three  (3)  candidates  for  appointment  to  the  board. 

(2)  Five  (5)  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city-county  council.  At  least  two  (2)  of  these 
five  (5)  members  must  be  of  a  different  political  party.  Two  (2)  of  these  members  shall  serve 
for  a  one-year  term  ending  December  31,  1998,  two  (2)  of  these  members  shall  serve  for  a  two- 
year  term  ending  December  31,  1999,  and  one  (1)  of  these  members  shall  serve  for  a  three  (3) 
year  term  ending  December  31,  2000,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  confirmed. 
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(3)  Four  (4)  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  One  ( 1 )  of  these  members  shall  serve 
for  a  one  (1)  year  term  ending  December  31,  1998,  one  (1)  of  these  members  shall  serve  for  a 
two  (2)  year  term  ending  December  31,  1999,  and  two  (2)  of  these  members  shall  serve  for  a 
three  (3)  year  term  ending  December  31,  2000,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
confirmed. 

(4)  Upon  the  expiration  of  any  member's  term,  an  appointment  will  be  made  to  his  position  by  the 
original  appointing  body,  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years.  Each  member  may  be  reappointed  to  a 
three  (3)  year  term,  but  may  serve  no  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms. 

(5)  The  two  (2)  ex-officio,  non-voting  police  members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  as  follows: 
one  (1)  by  the  mayor  and  one  (1)  by  the  city-county  council  and  shall  serve  two  (2)  year  terms 
ending  December  31,  1999.  The  officers  appointed  shall: 

a.  have  been  members  of  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  for  more  than  (7)  years; 

b.  shall  have  participated  in  ethics  training; 

c.  have  strong  community  relations  experience; 

d.  be  of  the  rank  of  sergeant  or  below  in  rank,  preferably  a  patrolman;  and 

e.  shall  not  serve  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms  on  the  board. 

(b)  President.  The  members  shall  select  one  (1)  member  to  serve  as  president  of  the  citizens 
complaint  board  from  the  voting  members  of  the  board. 

(c)  Removal.  All  members  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  officials. 

(d)  Establishment  of  quorum;  votes  required  for  action.  Five  (5)  voting  members  of  the  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business.  Five  (5)  voting  members  of  the  board  must 
vote  in  favor  of  before  any  action  or  disposition  can  be  taken  by  the  Board. 

(e)  Attendance  requirements.  All  voting  board  members  must  attend  a  minimum  of  75%  of  the 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  appointing  authority  shall  replace  any  member  who  fails  to  meet  this 
attendance  requirement  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  written  notice  of  failure  to  meet  this  attendance 
standard. 

(f)  Training.  All  voting  board  members  must  participate  in  twenty  (20)  hours  of  training  in  police 
procedures,  to  be  completed  within  six  (6)  months  of  their  appointment,  and  shall  receive  an  additional 
twenty  (20)  hours  of  such  training  per  year.  In  addition,  each  voting  member  shall  be  required  to 
accompany  an  on-duty  officer  a  minimum  of  four  (4)  times  per  year,  for  a  minimum  of  four  (4)  hours 
per  occasion,  in  order  to  observe  police  procedures  first-hand. 

Sec.  251-133.  Duties  of  the  citizens  police  complaint  board. 

The  citizens  police  complaint  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  to  consider  all  complaints  which 
it  deems  appropriate  to  process  and  review,  but  no  less  than  quarterly.  The  board  shall  set  rules  for  its 
governance  and  shall  establish  its  procedures  for  processing  complaints  and  for  ensuring  notification  to 
citizens  of  the  status  and  disposition  of  their  complaints. 

Sec.  251-134.  Executive  director;  staffing. 

(a)  The  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety  shall  appoint  a  full-time  executive  director  of  the 
citizens  police  complaint  office.  The  executive  director  shall  be  supervised  by  and  subject  to  review 
and  evaluation  by  the  director  of  public  safety,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  members  of  the 
board.  The  duties  of  the  executive  director  shall  include: 

(1)  Managing  the  citizens  police  complaint  office,  including  its  staff; 

(2)  Enhancing  communications  and  good  will  between  the  police  and  the  citizenry. 
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(b)  The  executive  director  shall  have  the  authority  to  contract  with  investigators  and  counsel,  if  the 
City  Corporation  Counsel  is  not  available,  to  aid  in  the  investigation  of  complaints  filed  with  or 
processed  by  the  office. 

(c)  The  executive  director  shall  be  in  regular  communication  with  the  chief  of  police  and  may  make 
recommendations  to  the  chief  of  police  concerning  matters  of  conduct  and  recurring  issues  that  are 
processed  by  the  citizens  police  complaint  office.  The  executive  director  shall  also  provide  periodic 
reports  for  publication  in  the  police  annual  report. 

(d)  Staffing  and  budget  recommendations  for  the  citizens  police  complaint  office  shall  be  made  by 
the  director  of  public  safety  in  consultation  with  the  executive  director  and  the  board. 

Sec.  251-135.  Complaint  investigation  and  hearing  procedures. 

(a)  Upon  the  filing  of  a  complaint,  the  executive  director  shall  immediately  send  a  copy  of  the 
complaint  to  the  chief  or  the  chiefs  designee.  In  addition,  the  officer(s)  alleged  to  be  involved  in  the 
incident  shall  be  notified  of  the  date  of  the  incident,  and  given  a  copy  of  the  complaint.  After  the  filing 
of  a  complaint,  the  board  shall  table  its  own  investigation  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  working  days  to 
allow  the  police  department  to  conduct  its  own  investigation  and  to  allow  the  chief  to  take  appropriate 
action.  However,  if  deemed  appropriate  or  necessary,  the  Board  may  order  the  executive  director  to 
conduct  an  independent  simultaneous  investigation  before  the  end  of  the  thirty  (30)  day  period.  Such 
action  must  be  authorized  by  a  three-fourths  (3/4)  vote  of  the  entire  board. 

(b)  After  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  (30)  working  day  period,  the  board  shall  review  the 
investigation  conducted  by  the  police  department  and  the  action  taken  by  the  chief,  if  any.  The  board 
may  dispose  of  the  complaint  by  endorsing  the  findings  and  action  taken  by  the  department  and  shall 
notify  the  chief  of  this  in  writing.  If  the  board  does  not  agree  with  the  action  taken  by  the  chief  or  with 
the  results  of  the  investigation  conducted  by  the  police  department,  the  board  may,  by  majority  vote: 

(1)  Order  the  executive  director  to  conduct  an  investigation  into  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
and/or 

(2)  Conduct  an  informal  administrative  hearing  on  the  complaint,  and/or 

(3)  Order  the  executive  director  to  engage  in  a  process  of  informal  mediation  to  attempt  to  resolve 
the  complaint. 

(c)  If  the  board  determines  to  hold  a  hearing,  the  complaint  office  shall  give  written  notice  to  all 
parties  and  witnesses  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  in  advance  of  the  scheduled  hearing.  All  testimony  at 
such  hearing  shall  be  given  under  oath  and  under  penalty  of  perjury. 

(d)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  investigation  by  the  complaint  office  or  after  the  hearing,  the  board 
shall  make  a  disposition  regarding  the  complaint.  The  disposition  shall  be  one  of  the  following: 

(1)  Not  sustained:  There  is  insufficient  evidence  to  prove  or  disprove  the  allegation(s). 

(2)  Sustained:    There  is  sufficient  evidence  to  prove  the  allegation(s)  made  in  the  complaint  by 
clear  and  convincing  evidence. 

(3)  Unfounded:  The  allegation(s)  is/are  false  or  not  factual. 

(4)  Exonerated:  The  incident  occurred,  but  is  lawful  and  proper. 

The  disposition  must  be  made  within  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  of  the  date  the  complaint  is 
received  by  the  office. 

(e)  The  findings  and  disposition  of  the  board  shall  be  communicated  to  the  chief  of  police  in 
writing  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  date  of  the  disposition. 

(f)  If  the  chief  does  not  confirm  the  findings  and  disposition  of  the  board  within  thirty  (30)  days  of 
disposition  or  if  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  findings  and  disposition  of  the  board  and  the  findings  of 
the  chief,  the  board  may,  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its  members,  require  mediation  between  the  chief  of 
police  and  the  executive  director. 
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(g)  Any  disciplinary  action  taken  against  an  officer  due  to  his/her  involvement  in  an  incident  which 
resulted  in  a  complaint  being  filed  with  the  office  shall  be  communicated  to  the  board  for  disclosure  to 
the  public. 

Sec.  251-136.  Subpoena  powers. 

For  purposes  of  conducting  an  investigation  or  hearing,  the  board  shall  have  the  power  to  subpoena 
witnesses  and  documents,  except  those  documents  relating  to  ongoing  criminal  investigations,  including 
such  public  records  as  are  deemed  subject  to  disclosure  under  the  terms  of  IC  5-14-3-1  et  seq.  The 
power  of  the  board  to  issue  subpoenas  shall  be  enforceable  by  the  Marion  County  circuit  or  superior 
court. 

Sec.  251-137.  Access  to  board  by  officers;  participation  of  officers. 

(1)  Any  officer  subpoenaed  to  appear  before  the  board  may  be  represented  by  an  attorney. 

(2)  Police  officers  shall  have  access  to  the  complaint  process  to  defend  their  actions,  both  during 
the  investigatory  and  hearing  processes. 

(3)  Police  officers  shall  be  required  to  cooperate  with  the  board  as  an  investigation  is  conducted 
subject  to  their  constitutional  rights. 

SECTION  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and 
compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  PUBLIC  HEARING 

PROPOSAL  NO.  6,  1998.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  6,  1998  on  January  14,  1998.  The  proposal  approves  an 
increase  of  $500,000  in  the  1998  Budget  of  the  County  Sheriff  (State  and  Federal  Grants  Fund) 
to  fund  1 5  new  road  deputies  for  the  first  of  a  three-year  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Grant 
from  the  Indiana  Criminal  Justice  Institute.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal 
to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  7:46  p.m.  There  being  no  one  present  to  testify, 
Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  6,  1998 
was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

CITY-COUNTY  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  1,  1998 

A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  City-County  Annual  Budget  for  1998  (City-County  Fiscal 
Ordinance  No.  90,  1997)  appropriating  an  additional  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($500,000)  in  the 
State  and  Federal  Grants  Fund  for  purposes  of  the  County  Sheriff  and  County  Auditor  and  reducing  the 
unappropriated  and  unencumbered  balance  in  the  State  and  Federal  Grants  Fund. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1 .  To  provide  for  expenditures  the  necessity  for  which  has  arisen  since  the  adoption  of  the 
annual  budget,  Section  1.02(b,  y)  of  the  City-County  Annual  Budget  for  1998  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  by  the  increases  and  reductions  hereinafter  stated  for  purposes  of  the  County  Sheriff  and 
County  Auditor  to  fund  1 5  new  road  Deputies  for  the  first  of  a  three  year  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
Grant. 

SECTION  2.  The  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($500,000)  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  as  shown  in  Section  3  by  reducing  the  unappropriated  balances  as  shown 
in  Section  4.

SECTION  4.  The  said  additional  appropriation  is  funded  by  the  following  reductions:

TOTAL  REDUCTION  500,000 

SECTION  5.  Except  to  the  extent  of  matching  funds,  if  any,  approved  in  this  ordinance,  the  council 
does  not  intend  to  use  the  revenues  from  any  local  tax  regardless  of  source  to  supplement  or  extend  the 
appropriation  for  the  agencies  or  projects  authorized  by  this  ordinance.  The  supervisor  of  the  agency  or 
project,  or  both,  and  the  auditor  are  directed  to  notify  in  writing  the  city-county  council  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  any  information  that  the  agency  or  project  is,  or  may  be,  reduced  or  eliminated. 

SECTION  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  7,  1998.  The  proposal  approves  an  increase  of  $5,000  in  the  1998  Budget  of 
the  County  Auditor  (Enhanced  Access  Fund)  to  pay  the  expenses  of  providing  enhanced  access 
services  funded  by  enhanced  access  fees.  PROPOSAL  NO.  8,  1998.  The  proposal  approves  an 
increase  of  $95,000  in  the  1998  Budget  of  the  County  Auditor  (Civic  Link  Fund)  to  pay  expenses 
of  providing  civic  link  services  funded  by  civic  link  fees.  Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded 
by  Councillor  Schneider,  to  postpone  Proposal  Nos.  7  and  8,  1998  until  February  9,  1998. 
Proposal  Nos.  7  and  8,  1 998  were  postponed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

PROPOSAL  NO.  339,  1997.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Brents,  authorizes  the 
removal  of  parking  meters  and  the  addition  of  no  parking  signs  surrounding  the  federal  buildings 
downtown  (District  16).  PROPOSAL  NO.  469,  1997.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillors 
SerVaas  and  Gilmer,  concerns  parking  adjacent  to  federal  government  buildings.  These 
proposals,  originally  heard  in  the  Capital  Asset  Management  Committee  in  May,  July,  and 
August  of  1997,  were  postponed  at  the  August  25,  1997  Council  meeting  at  the  request  of  United 
States  Marshall,  Frank  J.  Anderson,  until  a  Security  Audit  and  Terrorist  Risk  Assessment  could 
be  performed  regarding  parking  around  federal  buildings  in  Indianapolis.  The  President  stated 
that  this  audit  and  assessment  will  not  be  available  until  March.  Councillor  Gilmer  moved, 
seconded  by  Councillor  McClamroch,  to  postpone  Proposal  Nos.  339  and  469,  1997  until  March 
16,  1998.  Proposal  Nos.  339  and  469,  1997  were  postponed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 
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SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  720,  1997.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  720,  1997  on  December  16,  1997,  and  again  on  January  13,  1998. 
The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Moores,  concerns  voting  limitations  by  Councillors.  By 
a  4-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Curry  reported  that  substantial  amendments  were  made  in  Committee  and  a  further 
amendment  contained  on  page  2,  Section  C  also  needs  to  be  made.  He  moved,  seconded  by 
Councillor  Gilmer,  to  substitute  the  revised  version,  generated  by  General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod, 
for  the  original  proposal.  Proposal  No.  720,  1997  was  amended  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  what  the  new  proposal  changes  in  the  way  a  Councillor  is  allowed  to  vote. 
Councillor  Moores  stated  that  the  current  ordinance  does  not  allow  a  Councillor  with  an  indirect 
interest  in  a  particular  subject  to  even  participate  in  discussions  regarding  the  proposal.  The  new 
ordinance  allows  for  a  Councillor  with  an  indirect  interest  to  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
discussions  after  publicly  disclosing  such  interest  or  experience  in  the  matter.  She  stated  that  the 
ethical  codes  of  various  other  bodies  were  researched  to  give  the  new  ordinance  a  balancing 
effect. 

Councillor  Curry  added  that  subsection  (b)  in  the  proposed  ordinance  defines  what  constitutes 
direct  or  indirect  interest  and  allows  for  a  Councillor,  after  having  disclosed  interest  in  a 
particular  matter,  to  participate  in  discussions. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  which  indirect  conflicts  are  not  properly  defined  in  the  current  ordinance. 
Councillor  Moores  stated  that  indirect  financial  conflicts  are  still  prohibited,  but  indirect 
personal  conflicts,  such  as  in  her  case  of  being  married  to  a  police  officer,  are  allowed.  In  these 
cases,  the  value  of  a  person's  contribution  outweighs  an  appearance  of  conflict. 

Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  stated  that  she  has  tried  for  four  years  to  get  a  clear  understanding  of 
exactly  what  constituted  an  indirect  personal  interest.  She  stated  that  this  proposal  helps  to  clear 
up  that  definition. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  the  current  ordinance  is  vague,  but  that  even  though  the  new 
ordinance  is  better,  there  are  still  areas  which  contain  terminology  that  is  unclear,  such  as  in 
subsection  (2)(a). 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  the  most  substantial  area  of  the  new  proposal  is  found  in  subsection 
(b)(3).  This  line  item  places  the  burden  on  the  individual  Councillor  to  disclose  when  they  have 
a  conflict.  If  the  Councillor  feels,  even  after  disclosure,  that  there  is  still  a  conflict  and  they 
should  not  vote,  that  is  a  personal  decision.  Otherwise,  if  the  majority  supports  that  interested 
party's  voting  on  the  matter,  there  is  no  conflict. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  as  part-time  Councillors  with  outside  employment,  there  are  often 
going  to  be  instances  where  abstentions  are  necessary.  He  added  that  this  proposal  brings 
guidance  to  declaring  a  conflict  of  interest,  but  ultimately,  the  decision  is  still  up  to  the 
individual,  and  the  Council  will  have  to  rely  on  integrity  to  prevail  in  these  instances. 
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Councillor  Borst  stated  that  this  is  a  very  hard  issue  to  quantify.  He  added  that  he  would  like  to 
have  more  time  to  review  the  changes  by  counsel  before  voting  on  the  proposal.  Councillor 
Borst  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gray,  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  720,  1997  until  February 
9,  1998.  The  President  called  for  a  voice  vote,  and  then  ruled  that  a  division  vote  should  be 
taken.  Proposal  No.  720,  1997  was  postponed  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Borst  asked  for  consent  to  move  Proposal  No.  771,  1997  next  on  the  agenda  due  to 
the  number  of  citizens  in  attendance  in  support  of  the  proposal.  Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  771,  1997.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  771,  1997  on  January  13,  1998.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillor  Borst,  establishes  a  procedure  for  determining  whether  a  public  utility  providing 
water  service  in  the  city  shall  be  required  to  extend  service  to  an  area  served  by  private  water 
wells  when  a  health  hazard  is  determined  to  exist.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Borst  introduced  Charles  Goodman,  a  citizen  who  brought  this  situation  to  the 
Legislature's  attention,  and  stated  that  of  over  300  homes  affected  by  this  proposal,  148  of  them 
are  in  Councillor  Borst's  district.  He  added  that  some  residents  have  not  had  water  for  five 
years,  and  it  is  hard  for  him  to  imagine  this  happening  in  Marion  County.  Councillor  Borst 
stated  that  rates  should  not  increase  due  to  this  proposal's  passage,  and  the  Water  Company  is 
willing  to  help  however  it  can. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  "The  Bottoms"  neighborhood  in  his  district  has  also  experienced 
severe  contamination  of  wellfields,  and  he  commended  Mr.  Goodman  on  his  efforts  in  this  area. 

Councillor  Gray  asked  what  the  cost  will  be  to  residents  to  insure  this  service.  Councillor  Borst 
stated  that  residents  will  simply  pay  a  water  bill  like  other  City  residents.  No  additional  fees  will 
be  assessed  to  pay  for  the  pipes  and  extension  of  the  service.  Councillor  Gray  asked  how  some 
homes  in  his  neighborhood  can  receive  similar  assistance.  Councillor  Borst  stated  that  the 
Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  (H&H)  must  first  determine  that  the  wellfields  are 
contaminated.  He  suggested  Councillor  Gray  contact  Pam  Thevenow  of  H&H. 

Marjorie  Pittman,  resident  of  South  Emerson,  and  Mr.  Goodman  explained  the  severity  of  the 
wellfield  contamination  and  urged  the  Council  to  support  Proposal  No.  771,  1997. 

Councillor  Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  771,  1997 
was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  establishing  a  procedure  for  determining  whether  a  public  utility  providing 
water  service  in  the  city  shall  be  required  to  extend  service  to  an  area  served  by  private  water  wells  when  a 
health  hazard  is  determined  to  exist. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  be,  and  is  hereby  amended  to  add 
a  new  Chapter  71 1  to  Title  III  to  read  as  follows: 

TITLE  III 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

Chapter  711.  Wells 

ARTICLE  I  -  EXTENSION  OF  PUBLIC  UTILITY  WATER  SERVICE 
TO  AREAS  WITH  CONTAMINATED  PRIVATE  WELLS. 

Sec.  711-111.  Authority. 

The  authority  for  this  article  is  P.L.  221-1997,  which  authority  is  effective  July  1,  1997,  and  expires  June 
30,2001. 

Sec.  711-112.  Procedure  to  extend  public  utility  water  service. 

The  following  procedure  shall  be  used  to  determine  whether  a  public  utility  providing  water  service  in 
the  city  shall  be  required  to  extend  service  to  an  area  served  by  private  water  wells  when  a  health  hazard  is 
determined  to  exist: 

(a)  If  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County  confirms  that  a  health  hazard  exists  in  an 
area  within  the  consolidated  city  served  by  private  water  wells,  the  council  may  introduce  an  ordinance 
determining  that  a  health  hazard  exists  based  on  the  presence  in  the  groundwater  of  a  contaminant,  as 
defined  by  IC  13-11-2-42,  and  the  reasons  therefor,  and  the  appropriate  remedy  for  any  such  hazard. 
Copies  of  the  proposed  ordinance  shall  be  given  to  the  corporation  counsel,  and  to  the  public  utility 
providing  water  service  within  the  area  of  concern. 

(b)  The  proposed  ordinance  shall  include  at  least  the  following: 

(1)  A  description  of  the  area  of  concern,  including  the  number  and  types  of  structures  in  the  area. 

(2)  An  indication  as  to  which  public  utility  provides  water  service  in  the  area  and  the  location  of  the 
nearest  existing  water  main. 

(3)  An  indication  as  to  which  structures  are  not  served  by  the  public  utility  providing  water  service  in 
the  area. 

(4)  A  finding  as  to  whether  a  "health  hazard"  exists  due  to  the  presence  in  the  groundwater  of  the  area 
of  a  contaminant,  as  defined  by  IC  13-1 1-2-42. 

(5)  Identification  of  the  available  alternatives  to  address  the  "health  hazard"  and  the  relative  cost  of 
each  alternative. 

(6)  A  firm  estimate  from  the  public  utility  providing  water  service  in  the  area  of  the  cost  of  extending 
service  to  the  structures  subject  to  the  "health  hazard",  including  the  anticipated  percent  rate 
increase. 
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(7)  Identification  of  the  percent  of  residents  in  the  area  that  are  low  and  moderate  income  residents,  as 
defined  by  the  area  benefits  test  established  under  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
(CDBG)  Program. 

(8)  Identification  of  any  potential  sources  of  funding  for  the  extension  of  water  service  to  the  area 
(aside  from  the  procedure  described  in  P.L.22 1-1997),  including  pending  enforcement  actions  that 
seek  reimbursement  for  these  expenses,  the  ability  of  residents  to  pay  for  connections,  grants, 
loans,  and  other  income  sources,  and  a  timetable  in  which  those  funds  might  be  available. 

(9)  A  finding  as  to  whether  lines  are  available,  but  the  connection  simply  has  not  been  made. 

(c)  The  proposed  ordinance  shall  be  referred  to  the  public  works  committee.  The  council  committee 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to  take  evidence  and  hear  argument  on  whether  the  proposed  ordinance  should 
be  adopted  as  the  council's  determination.  The  clerk  of  the  council  shall  give  notice  of  such  hearing  in 
accordance  with  IC  5-3-1,  and  to  the  corporation  counsel,  to  the  executive  director  of  the  Health  and 
Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  and  to  the  public  utility  providing  water  service  within  the  area  of 
concern. 

(d)  If  the  proposed  determination  is:  1)  that  a  health  hazard  exists;  and  2)  that  the  appropriate  remedy 
for  such  health  hazard  is  that  the  public  utility  providing  water  service  within  the  city  be  required  to  extend, 
to  the  area  in  which  a  health  hazard  has  been  found  to  exist,  the  utility's  mains  and  to  perform  connections 
consistent  with  cost  estimates  described  in  the  proposed  ordinance,  then  the  utility  shall  have  fifteen  (15) 
days  from  the  date  it  receives  the  proposed  ordinance  to  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  council  exceptions  to  the 
proposed  ordinance. 

(e)  At  the  time  set  for  such  hearing,  or  an  adjournment  thereof,  the  council  committee  shall  proceed  to 
hear  all  written  protests  and  other  submissions  and  to  hear  evidence  and  arguments  from  any  interested 
persons  or  entities  concerning  the  proposed  ordinance.  A  record  shall  be  kept  of  such  hearing  and  the 
evidence  presented  therein. 

(f)  After  the  conclusion  of  the  public  hearing,  the  council  committee  may  recommend  to  the  council 
final  action  to  adopt  the  proposed  ordinance. 

(g)  Copies  of  the  council's  final  determination  shall  be  provided  to  the  corporation  counsel,  to  the 
executive  director  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  and  to  the  public  utility 
providing  water  service  within  the  area  of  concern. 

(h)  If  the  council's  final  determination  requires  that  the  public  utility  providing  water  service  within  the 
city  extend,  to  the  area  in  which  a  health  hazard  has  been  determined  to  exist,  the  utility's  mains  and  to 
perform  connections  consistent  with  the  cost  estimates  described  in  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  extension 
of  such  service  by  the  utility  shall  not  increase  the  monthly  payment  of  any  customer  of  the  utility  by  more 
than  one  percent  (1%),  unless  the  Indiana  Utility  Regulatory  Commission  (Commission)  approves  a  larger 
increase  in  accordance  with  the  Commission's  rules  and  procedures. 

(i)  Following  completion  of  the  main  extensions  and  connections  as  provided  in  subpart  (8),  the  public 
utility  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city-county  council  the  amended  rate  schedule  filed  with  the 
Commission  to  comply  with  P.L.  221-1997,  Section  2(b). 

Sec.  711-113.  Extensions  of  time. 

The  council  may  for  good  cause  extend  any  of  the  time  limits  imposed  in  this  article. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings 
are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision 
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or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.    To  this  end  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  council  and  compliance 
with  Indiana  Code  '  36-3-4-14.

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Revised  Code  concerning  voting  limitations  by  Councillors. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Sec.  151-52  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  be,  and  is 
hereby,  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  inserting  the  underlined  text  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  151-52.  Roll  call  votes. 

(a)  Recorded  votes.  All  votes  upon  the  final  adoption  of  proposals  for  ordinances  or  general 
resolutions,  motions  to  reconsider  or  motions  to  suspend  the  rules,  shall  be  by  roll  call  vote.  If 
electronic  or  mechanical  voting  systems  are  installed  for  use  by  the  council,  the  recording  of  the  vote  by 
such  methods  shall  be  the  same  as  a  vote  by  calling  the  roll  and  may  be  used  for  the  roll  call  at  the 
opening  of  a  meeting  and  to  determine  a  quorum.  All  ordinances  or  resolutions  shall  be  adopted  solely 
upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  members  of  the  council.  All  members  present  shall  vote  on 
all  roll  call  votes  except  where  permitted  to  abstain. 

(b)  Abstentions. 

(1)  It  is  recognized  that  service  as  a  member  of  the  city-county  council  is  a  part-time  endeavor  and 
that  members  of  the  city-county  council  are  individuals  who  are  active  in  the  community  and 
elsewhere  and  that  it  is  necessary  that  they  maintain  a  livelihood  and  source  of  income  apart  from 
their  council  compensation. 

(2)  During  the  course  of  council  duties,  a  councillor  may  be  placed  in  a  position  where  the  councillor 
has  a  duty  to  vote  on  a  proposal  in  which  the  councillor  has  a  direct  and  indirect  financial  or 
personal  interest.  In  making  a  decision  pursuant  to  Sec,  (a)  of  this  ordinance  as  regards  such 
councillor's  duty  to  vote  when  present,  the  councillor  shall  consider  the  following: 
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el  whether  the  councillor's  interest  in  the  legislation  is  so  substantial  as  to  affect  the  councillor's 
independence  of  judgment  with  respect  to  such  legislation; 

K  to  what  extent  the  councillor's  interest  in  the  legislation  mirrors  the  interest  of  the  citizenry  to 
whom  the  councillor  is  directly  responsible; 

c^  the  effect  of  the  councillor's  participation  in  the  voting  on  the  legislation  on  public 
confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the  council; 

d  the  need  of  the  councillor's  particular  contribution,  such  as  special  knowledge  of  the  subject 
matter,  to  the  effective  functioning  of  a  citizen  legislative  body; 

e^  whether  the  proposal  would  have  a  unique,  direct  and  material  effect  on  the  councillor's  non- 
legislative  income,  a  member  of  the  councillor's  immediate  family  or  those  of  a  partnership, 
corporation  or  business  in  which  the  councillor  holds  a  legal  or  equitable  interest. 

(b3)  Any  councillor,  who  has  a  direct  and  material  financial  or  personal  interest,  whether  direct  or 
indirect,  in  any  matter  pending  before  the  council,  which  interest  is  distinguishable  from  the 
interests  of  the  public  in  general,  so  substantial  as  to  affect  the  councillors  independent 
legislative  judgment  shall  not  engage  in  deliberations  concerning  such  matter,  shall  be 
disqualified  from  acting  on  such  matter,  and  shall  not  communicate  about  such  matter  with  any 
porson  who  will  participate  in  the  action  to  be  taken  on  such  matter,  shall  not  be  precluded  from 
engaging  in  the  committee  or  floor  discussion  and  debate  concerning  such  matter  if  Ssuch 
councillor  shall  publicly  disclose  the  nature  of  such  disqualifying  interest  at  the  first  meeting  at 
which  the  matter  is  considered  after  such  disqualifying  interest  is  apparent  to  the  councillor  or  is 
suggested  by  some  other  person  and  shall  thereafter  remain  silent  and  abstain  from  any  votes  on 
such  matter. 

(e4)  Whenever,  because  of  personal,  business  or  financial  relationships  potentially  affected  by  any 
matter  pending  before  the  council,  a  councillor  believes  that  his  participation  in  the  matter  might 
cause  an  appearance  of  impropriety  even  though  there  is  not  a  disqualifying  interest  under 
subsection  (b),  such  councillor  shall  disclose  such  relationship  and  may  request  to  abstain  from 
any  votes  on  such  matters.  The  presiding  officer  shall  permit  such  abstention. 

(4c)  Challenges.  Whenever  the  propriety  of  voting  of  a  councillor  on  any  matter  is  challenged  by 
another  councillor  and  such  councillor  refuses  to  abstain,  a  motion  shall  be  in  order  to  disqualify 
such  councillor  on  the  grounds  provided  in  subsection  (b).  Such  motion  shall  be  decided  by 
majority  vote  of  those  present.  If  the  motion  to  disqualify  carries,  the  vote  of  such  member  shall 
not  be  counted  on  the  matter  with  respect  to  which  the  councillor  was  disqualified.  Unless  the 
propriety  of  a  councillor's  vote  is  challenged  under  this  subsection  prior  to  the  announcement  of 
the  vote  by  the  presiding  officer,  the  right  of  the  councillor  to  vote  shall  not  thereafter  be 
challenged. 

SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-4-14.

The  sums  appropriated  for  public 
purposes  grants  as  part  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  spent  until  this  Council  by 
resolution  approves  the  amount  and  identity  of  the  recipient  of  each  grant.

Proposal  No.  12,  1998  was  retitled  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  7,  1998,  and  reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  7,  1998 

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  authorizing  an  agent  to  accept  pension  liability  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1.  The  City-County  Council  as  the  governing  body  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  its  agent, 
is  required  to  accept  pension  liability  and  to  certify,  execute  and  deliver  documents  related  to  the  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  Fund  of  Indiana. 

SECTION  2.  The  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana, 
authorizes  Ann  M.  Lathrop,  as  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  its  agent  to  accept  pension 
liability,  pursuant  to  IC  5-10.2-3-1,  to  execute,  certify  and  deliver  documents  related  to  the  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  Fund  of  Indiana,  and  certifies  any  such  actions  taken  after  January  6,  1998,  and 
before  adoption  of  this  resolution. 

SECTION  3.  The  authority  granted  by  Special  Resolution  No.  59,  1997,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

SECTION  4.  This  resolution  will  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  modified  or  rescinded  by 
subsequent  resolution  and  receipt  thereof  in  writing  by  the  Director  of  the  Public  Employees' 
Retirement  Fund  of  Indiana. 

SECTION  5.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36- 
3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  59,  1998.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works  Committee 
heard  Proposal  No.  59,  1998  on  February  5,  1998.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillors 
Borst,  Golc,  and  Smith,  determines  that  a  health  hazard  exists  in  the  groundwater  of  the  South 
Emerson,  Mars  Hill,  and  Richland  (Frog  Hollow)  areas  of  Marion  County,  and  that  the 
appropriate  remedy  is  the  extension  of  water  service  by  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  to 
these  areas.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  in  attending  a  neighborhood  meeting  in  Frog  Hollow,  the  community 
is  thrilled  that  they  will  finally  receive  water.  He  thanked  fellow  Councillors  for  supporting  this 
proposal.  Councillor  Coughenour  recognized  Charles  Goodman,  who  initiated  this  project. 

Councillor  Coughenour  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  59, 
1998,  as  amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Proposal  No.  59,  1998,  as  amended,  was  retitled  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  1,  1998,  and 
reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  1,  1998 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  determining  that  a  health  hazard  exists  in  the  ground  water  of  the  South 
Emerson,  Mars  Hill,  and  Richland  (Frog  Hollow)  areas  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  that  the  appropriate 
remedy  for  such  health  hazard  is  the  extension  of  water  service  by  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  to 
these  areas. 

WHEREAS,  P.L.  221-1997,  authorizes  a  municipal  council,  after  confirmation  by  an  appropriate 
public  health  agency,  to  determine  that  an  area  within  the  municipality  served  by  private  water  wells  suffers 
from  a  health  hazard  due  to  the  presence  of  a  contaminant,  as  defined  in  IC  13-1 1-2-42,  and  to  request  that 
the  public  utility  providing  water  service  within  the  municipality  extend  service  to  such  area  and  add  the 
total  capital  cost  of  doing  so  (including  a  reasonable  rate  of  return)  to  its  rate  base;  provided  that,  no 
customer's  monthly  payment  may  be  increased  by  more  than  one  percent  (1%),  without  the  approval  of  the 
Indiana  Utility  Regulatory  Commission;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Article  I  of  Chapter  711  of  Title  HI  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County  (Revised  Code)  sets  out  the  procedure  whereby  the  City-County  Council  (Council)  can  make  such  a 
determination  and  request;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County  (H&HC),  by  and  through  its 
Marion  County  Health  Department  (MCHD),  has  confirmed  that  a  health  hazard  exists,  based  on  the 
presence  in  the  ground  water  of  one  or  more  contaminants,  as  defined  by  IC  13-11-2-42,  in  the  South 
Emerson,  Mars  Hill,  and  Richland  (Frog  Hollow)  areas  in  Marion  County,  Indiana;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  City-County  Council  now  determines  that  a  health  hazard  exists  based  on  the 
presence  in  the  ground  water  of  a  contaminant,  as  defined  by  IC  13-11-2-42,  in  the  South  Emerson,  Mars 
Hill,  and  Frog  Hollow  areas  of  Marion  County,  which  areas  currently  are  served  by  private  water  wells,  and 
further  determines  that  the  appropriate  remedy  for  such  hazard  is  that  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company 
(TWC)  be  required  to  extend  to  each  of  these  areas  IWC's  mains  and  to  perform  the  service  connections, 
including  well  abandonment  procedures,  consistent  with  the  cost  estimates  outlined  below.  A  description 
of  each  area,  the  reasons  for  the  Council's  determination,  and  the  IWC's  cost  estimates  to  extend  water 
service  to  each  area  follow. 

SECTION  2.  IC  13-1 1-2-42  defines  a  contaminant  as  any  solid,  semi-solid,  liquid,  or  gaseous  matter,  or 
any  odor,  radioactive  material,  pollutant  (as  defined  in  the  federal  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Act  (42  U.S.C. 
6901  et  seq.),  as  in  effect  on  January  1,  1989),  hazardous  waste  (as  defined  by  the  Federal  Water  Pollution 
Control  Act  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.),  as  in  effect  on  January  1, 1989),  any  constituent  of  a  hazardous  waste, 
or  any  combination  of  the  items  described  in  this  section,  from  whatever  source,  that: 

( 1 )  is  injurious  to  human  health,  plant  or  animal  life,  or  property; 

(2)  interferes  unreasonably  with  the  enjoyment  of  life  or  property;  or 

(3)  otherwise  violates: 

a.  environmental  management  laws;  or 

b.  rules  adopted  under  environmental  management  laws. 

SECTION  3.  As  required  by  Revised  Code  Sec.  711-112(2),  the  following  findings  and  conclusions 
support  the  Council's  determination  for  the  South  Emerson  area: 

(a)  The  South  Emerson  area  (South  Emerson  Area)  includes  the  2400  and  2500  blocks  on  South 
Emerson  Avenue  and  the  5200  and  5300  blocks  on  Southern  Avenue.  The  South  Emerson  Area  is  a 
residential  neighborhood  consisting  of  approximately  twenty-two  (22)  homes. 

(b)  TWC  provides  water  service  in  the  area,  and  the  location  of  TWC's  nearest  existing  water  main  is 
the  northwest  corner  of  South  Emerson  Avenue  at  Raymond  Street. 

(c)  None  of  the  homes  in  the  South  Emerson  Area  are  served  by  IWC;  all  homes  in  the  South 
Emerson  Area  have  private  wells  as  the  source  of  drinking  water. 

(d)  A  health  hazard  exists  in  the  South  Emerson  Area  because  of  the  presence  in  the  ground  water  of 
the  following  contaminants  as  defined  by  IC  13-11-2-42:  elevated  levels  of  chloride  and  sodium,  and  the 
presence  of  potentially  disease-causing  bacteria.  The  basis  for  this  finding  is: 

(1)  Samples  taken  by  MCHD  from  1993  to  1997  show  chloride  levels  in  the  South  Emerson  Area 
ground  water  ranging  from  272  parts  per  million  (ppm)  to  12,220  ppm,  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
recommended  State  and  Federal  maximum  contaminant  level  (MCL)  of  250  ppm  established  by 
the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  42  U.S.C.  300f  et  seq.,  as  adopted  by  the  State  of  Indiana  at  327 
I.A.C.  8-2  et  seq.  Water  with  chloride  levels  in  this  range  cannot  be  used  for  drinking,  cooking, 
or  bathing. 
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(2)  MCHD  samplings  in  1997  show  sodium  levels  in  the  ground  water  in  the  South  Emerson  Area  to 
range  from  100  ppm  to  5300  ppm,  which  is  above  the  American  Heart  Association's 
recommended  20  ppm.  National  Academy  of  Sciences  1997  study  and  Indiana  State 
Department  of  Health's  Epidemiology  Resource  Center.  Long-term  ingestion  of  high  sodium 
concentrations  are  believed  to  be  associated  with  the  development  of  hypertension  and  to 
complicate  the  treatment  of  hypertensive  patients  on  a  salt-restricted  diet. 

(3)  In  1997  MCHD  ground  water  sampling  showed  that  87%  of  the  wells  in  the  South  Emerson 
Area  had  a  positive  test  for  coliform  bacteria.  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has 
set  the  Maximum  Contamination  Goal  at  zero  for  the  presence  of  coliform  bacteria.  Drinking 
water  with  a  positive  test  for  coliform  bacteria  increases  the  risk  of  one  or  more  classes  of 
waterbome  pathogens:  bacteria  (Campylobacter,  Escherichia  coli,  Salmonella  or  Shigella), 
viruses  (Norwalk-like  or  Hepatitis  A),  or  protozoa  (Cryptosporidium  parvum  or  Giardia 
lamblia),  which  can  be  fatal  in  "at  risk"  populations,  such  as  children,  the  elderly,  and  persons 
whose  immune  systems  are  suppressed. 

(4)  Chloride,  sodium,  and  bacteria  are  contaminants  as  defined  by  IC  13-1 1-2-42,  because  they  are 
solid,  semi-solid,  or  liquid  matter  and/or  pollutants  that  are  injurious  to  human  health  and 
property  and  also  interfere  unreasonably  with  South  Emerson  Area  residents'  enjoyment  of  life 
and  property  as  described  above. 

(e)  MCHD  has  supplied  bottled  water  to  residents  of  the  South  Emerson  Area  since  1994  at  an 
average  monthly  cost  to  MCHD  of  $330.00.  Home  treatment  units  are  not  an  alternative  to  address  the 
health  hazard,  because  no  drinking  water  treatment  units  are  certified  by  the  National  Sanitation  Foundation 
(NSF)  for  chloride  removal.  (National  Sanitation  Foundation  International  -  May  1997).  Increasing  the 
depth  of  existing  wells  is  not  an  alternative  to  address  the  health  hazard,  because  drilling  wells  through  the 
contaminated  aquifer  risks  contaminating  the  lower  aquifer  and  may  produce  inadequate  water  pressure 
should  all  South  Emerson  Area  residents  attempt  to  draw  water  from  the  lower  aquifer. 

(f)  IWC  estimates  the  cost  of  water  main  extension,  service  line  connection,  and  well  abandonment 
to  all  structures  in  the  South  Emerson  Area  subject  to  the  health  hazard  to  be  $389,838,  which  consists  of 
$343,638  in  main  installation  costs,  and  $46,200  in  service  line  connections  and  well  abandonment  costs. 
The  anticipated  percent  IWC  rate  increase  for  this  cost  is  0.032%.  IWC  annual  revenue  from  the 
reasonable  rate  of  return  (the  most  recent  rate  of  return  authorized  by  the  Indiana  Utility  Regulatory 
Commission)  is  $25,067. 

(g)  The  area  benefits  test  established  under  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG) 
Program  defines  low  to  moderate  income  level  as  income  levels  less  than  80%  of  the  median  income  for  a 
four-person  household  in  Marion  County,  Indiana.  24  C.F.R  Sec.  570.208(a)(1).  The  median  income  for  a 
four-person  household  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  according  to  1990  Census  data  is  $30,100;  80%  of  the 
median  income  is  $24,080.  West  of  Emerson  Avenue,  90.94%  of  persons  have  incomes  less  than  80%  of 
the  median  income.  (1990  Census,  Census  Tract  3575,  Block  Group  1).  East  of  Emerson  Avenue,  19.82% 
of  persons  have  incomes  less  than  80%  of  the  median  income.  (1990  Census,  Census  Tract  3614,  Block 
Group  5).  The  average  annual  household  income  for  the  South  Emerson  Area  according  to  1990  Census 
data  is  $29,841  to  $31,871. 

(h)  There  are  no  other  known  potential  sources  of  funding  to  extend  water  service  to  the  South 
Emerson  Area.  No  pending  enforcement  actions  seek  reimbursement  for  these  expenses.  The  high  cost  of 
extending  water  service  to  the  South  Emerson  Area,  coupled  with  residents'  limited  financial  resources,  has 
been  identified  for  many  years  as  an  obstacle  to  the  extension  of  such  service. 

(i)  No  water  mains  to  which  service  connections  can  be  made  currently  are  available  to  the 
structures  in  the  South  Emerson  Area  proposed  for  connection  by  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  4.        As  required  by  Revised  Code  Sec.  711-112(2),  the  following  findings  and  conclusions 
support  the  Council's  determination  for  the  Mars  Hill  area: 

(a)  The  Mars  Hill  area  has  two  areas  of  concern  (collectively,  the  Mars  Hill  Area).  The  first  area 
(Area  1)  includes  the  2800  to  3100  blocks  of  Lyons  Avenue,  the  3000  block  of  Mars  Hill  Street,  the  2600 
block  and  the  3000  and  3100  blocks  of  Roena  Street,  the  2800  to  3100  blocks  of  Rybolt  Avenue,  and  the 
4100  block  of  Troy  Avenue.  The  second  area  (Area  2)  is  the  intersection  of  Maywood  Road  and  Tibbs 
Avenue,  the  3300  to  3700  blocks  of  Troy  Avenue,  and  East  Sixth  Avenue.  The  Mars  Hill  Area  is  largely 
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residential  with  a  concentration  of  businesses  along  Kentucky  Avenue.    It  includes  approximately  152 
homes,  1  church,  and  3  businesses. 

(b)  IWC  provides  water  service  in  the  area,  and  the  location  of  the  nearest  existing  water  main  is  the 
southeast  comer  of  Roena  Street  at  Troy  Avenue. 

(c)  None  of  the  structures  in  the  Mars  Hill  Area  are  served  by  IWC;  all  homes  in  the  Mars  Hill  Area 
rely  on  private  wells  as  their  water  source. 

(d)  A  health  hazard  exists  in  the  Mars  Hill  Area  because  of  the  presence  in  the  ground  water  of  the 
following  contaminants,  as  defined  by  IC  13-11-2-42:  elevated  levels  of  chloride,  nitrate,  and  volatile 
organic  compounds  (VOC),  and  potentially  disease-causing  bacteria.  The  basis  for  this  finding  is: 

(1)  MCHD  samples  taken  in  1997  show  chloride  levels  in  the  ground  water  above  the  recommended 
State  and  Federal  MCL  of  250  ppm.  established  by  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  42  U.S.C.  300f 
et  seq.,  as  adopted  by  the  State  of  Indiana  at  327  I.A.C.  8-2  et  seq.  Drinking  water  with  elevated 
levels  of  chloride  could  complicate  the  treatment  of  hypertensive  patients  on  salt-restricted  diets. 

(2)  In  1997,  MCHD  sampling  showed  nitrate  levels  in  the  ground  water  above  the  State  and  Federal 
MCL  of  10  ppm  established  by  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  42  U.S.C.  300f  et  seq.,  as  adopted 
by  the  State  of  Indiana  at  327  I.A.C.  8-2  et  seq.  Nitrate  levels  above  10  ppm  are  considered  the 
result  of  human  activity,  such  as  fertilizers,  animal  waste,  human  fecal  matter,  and  decaying 
plant  material,  rather  than  simply  "background",  naturally-occurring  amounts.  Elevated  nitrate 
levels  in  drinking  water  can  cause  a  disease  called  methemoglobinemia,  or  "blue  baby 
syndrome",  in  infants  and  children.  This  potentially  fatal  disease  restricts  the  movement  of 
oxygen  through  the  bloodstream.  Elevated  nitrate  levels  may  also  have  some  association  with 
spontaneous  abortions. 

(3)  MCHD  sampling  in  1997  detected  trichloroethylene  (TCE)  as  the  most  commonly  occurring 
volatile  organic  compound  (VOC).  1997  samples  range  from  non-detect  to  over  600  parts  per 
billion  (ppb).  The  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  sets  the  TCE  MCL  at  5  ppb.  Low  to  moderate  TCE 
levels  in  the  water  and  air  affect  the  human  central  nervous  system.  Death  occurs  with 
extremely  elevated  TCE  exposure.  In  addition,  TCE  can  degrade  into  other  compounds,  some  of 
which  are  more  harmful  to  human  health  than  TCE.  For  example,  TCE  degrades  into  vinyl 
chloride,  which  can  cause  cancer  in  humans  and  has  an  MCL  of  2  ppb  -  2.5  times  less  than 
TCE. 

(4)  1997  MCHD  sampling  showed  a  positive  test  for  coliform  bacteria  in  39%  of  the  samples.  The 
EPA  has  set  the  Maximum  Containment  Goal  at  zero  for  the  presence  of  coliform  bacteria. 
People  who  drink  water  which  has  tested  positive  for  coliform  bacteria  are  at  much  higher  risk 
for  diseases  carried  by  fecal  waterbome  pathogens,  such  as  salmonellosis,  E.Coli  157:07, 
Hepatitis  A,  Giardiasis,  and  Crytosporiodiosis,  which  can  be  fatal  in  "at  risk"  populations,  such 
as  children,  the  elderly,  and  persons  whose  immune  systems  are  suppressed. 

(5)  Chloride,  nitrate,  volatile  organic  compounds,  and  bacteria  are  contaminants  as  denned  by  IC 
13-11-2-42,  because  they  are  solid,  semi-solid  or  liquid  matter,  pollutants,  and/or  hazardous 
waste  that  are  injurious  to  human  health  and  property  and  also  interfere  unreasonably  with  Mars 
Hill  Area  residents'  enjoyment  of  life  and  property  as  described  above. 

(e)  Home  treatment  units  are  not  an  alternative  to  address  the  health  hazard  because  the  National 
Sanitation  Foundation  (NSF)  has  not  certified  any  home  treatment  unit  as  able  to  remove  multiple 
contaminants  (VOC,  nitrates,  bacteria,  chloride,  and  cysts),  such  as  are  found  in  the  water  in  the  Mars  Hill 
Area.  (National  Sanitation  Foundation  International  -  May  1997).  Drilling  new  wells  in  the  Mars  Hill  Area 
is  not  an  alternative  because  the  typical  depth  of  residential  wells  in  this  area  locates  the  wells  in  an 
unconfined  sand  and  gravel  aquifer  which  is  very  sensitive  to  contamination. 

(f)  IWC  estimates  the  cost  of  water  main  extension,  service  line  connection,  and  well  abandonment 
to  all  structures  in  the  Mars  Hill  Area  subject  to  the  health  hazard  to  be  $706,331,  which  consists  of 
$385,031  in  main  installation  costs,  and  $321,300  in  service  line  connections  and  well  abandonment  costs. 
The  anticipated  percent  IWC  rate  increase  for  this  cost  is  0.058%.  IWC  annual  revenue  from  the 
reasonable  rate  of  return  is  estimated  to  be  $45,417. 
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(g)  The  area  benefits  test  established  under  the  CDBG  Program  defines  low  to  moderate  income 
level  as  income  levels  less  than  80%  of  the  median  income  for  a  four-person  household  in  Marion  County, 
Indiana.  The  median  income  for  a  four-person  household  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  according  to  1990 
Census  data  is  $30,100;  80%  of  the  median  income  is  $24,080.  In  Area  1  of  the  Mars  Hills  Area,  61.91% 
of  the  persons  have  incomes  less  than  80%  of  the  median  income  (1990  Census,  Census  Tract  3423  Block 
Group  3),  and  in  Area  2  of  the  Mars  Hill  Area,  44.04%  of  persons  have  incomes  less  than  80%  of  the 
median  income  (1990  Census,  Census  Tract  3424,  Block  Group  2).  The  average  annual  household  income 
in  the  Mars  Hill  Area  is  $28,145. 

(h)  No  other  potential  sources  of  funding  for  the  extension  of  water  service  to  the  Mars  Hill  Area 
have  been  identified.  There  are  no  pending  enforcement  actions  seeking  reimbursement  for  these  expenses. 
The  high  cost  of  extending  water  service,  coupled  with  the  Mars  Hill  Area  residents'  limited  financial 
resources,  has  been  identified  for  many  years  as  an  obstacle  to  the  extension  of  such  service. 

(i)  No  water  mains  to  which  service  connections  can  be  made  currentiy  are  available  to  the 
structures  in  the  Mars  Hill  Area  proposed  for  connection  by  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  5.        As  required  by  Revised  Code  Sec.  711-112(2),  the  following  findings  and  conclusions 
support  the  Council's  determination  for  the  Richland  (Frog  Hollow)  area: 

(a)  The  Richland  area  (hereinafter  called  Frog  Hollow)  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Troy  Avenue,  on 
the  east  by  Division  Street,  on  the  south  by  Sumner  Avenue,  and  on  the  west  by  Harding  Street.  Frog 
Hollow  is  primarily  a  residential  neighborhood  consisting  of  approximately  147  homes  with  approximately 
28  commercial  structures  and  2  churches  . 

(b)  IWC  provides  water  service  in  the  area,  and  the  location  of  the  nearest  existing  water  main  is  on 
the  north  side  of  Sumner  Avenue  just  west  of  Bluff  Road. 

(c)  None  of  the  structures  in  Frog  Hollow  are  served  by  IWC;  all  structures  in  Frog  Hollow  rely  on 
private  wells  as  their  water  source. 

(d)  A  health  hazard  exists  in  Frog  Hollow  because  of  the  presence  in  the  ground  water  of  the 
following  contaminants,  as  defined  by  IC  13-11-2-42:  elevated  nitrate  levels,  chemical  contaminants,  and 
the  presence  of  potentially  disease-causing  bacteria.  The  basis  for  this  finding  is: 

(1)  1997  MCHD  samplings  did  not  show  elevated  nitrate  levels  in  the  ground  water;  however, 
MCHD  samplings  from  previous  years  extending  back  into  the  mid-1980's  have  shown  nitrate 
levels  above  the  MCL  of  10  ppm  established  by  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  42  U.S.C.  300f  et 
seq.,  as  adopted  by  the  State  of  Indiana  at  327  I.A.C.  8-2  et  seq.  Ingestion  of  drinking  water 
containing  elevated  levels  of  nitrate  can  cause  a  condition  known  as  methemoglobinemia,  or 
"blue  baby  syndrome",  in  infants  and  children.  This  potentially  fatal  disease  restricts  the 
movement  of  oxygen  through  the  bloodstream.  Boiling  water  containing  elevated  nitrate  levels 
increases  the  concentration  of  nitrates,  presenting  a  difficult  choice  for  residents  advised  to  boil 
water  used  for  cooking  and  drinking  in  order  to  reduce  bacteria  levels. 

(2)  MCHD  samplings  from  the  late  1980's  to  the  present  have  detected  several  chemical 
contaminants,  including  volatile  organic  compounds  (VOC's),  a  common  component  of 
industrial  solvents,  and  hydrocarbons,  commonly  associated  with  fuel  oil  and  gasoline.  The  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Act  establishes  these  materials  as  contaminants.  Many  chemical  contaminants 
are  known  or  suspected  human  carcinogens.  There  are  suspected  cumulative  negative  health 
effects  associated  with  multi-pathway  exposure  (drinking,  bathing,  and  breathing)  to  VOC's, 
especially  for  children. 

(3)  MCHD  well  samplings  in  1997  indicate  a  positive  test  for  coliform  bacteria  in  26%  of  the 
samples  taken.  The  EPA  has  set  the  Maximum  Containment  Goal  at  zero  for  the  presence  of 
coliform  bacteria.  Sources  for  the  bacteria  in  Frog  Hollow  likely  include  shallow  wells,  poorly 
constructed  wells,  susceptibility  of  the  area  to  flooding,  and  septic  system  failures  attributable  to 
the  unsuitability  of  the  predominate  soil  type  and  high  ground  water  table,  resulting  in  surface 
"bleed-out"  of  sewage  or  lack  of  natural  treatment.  Drinking  water  with  a  positive  test  for 
coliform  bacteria  increases  the  risk  of  contracting  several  fecal  waterbome  diseases,  including 
but  not  limited  to  salmonellosis,  Hepatitis  A,  Campylobacter,  E.Coli  0157:H7,  Giardiasis,  and 
Cryptosporidiosis,  which  can  be  fatal  in  "at  risk"  populations,  such  as  children,  the  elderly,  and 
persons  whose  immune  systems  are  suppressed. 
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(4)  The  primary  drinking  source  for  Frog  Hollow  is  an  aquifer  system  of  unconfined  sand  and 
gravel.  In  addition,  the  area  is  very  close  to  the  White  River,  which  influences  and  changes  the 
direction  of  the  ground  water  flow.  This  system  is  very  sensitive  to  contamination,  and  ground 
water  flow  changes  cause  contaminant  levels  to  vary.  Low  levels  of  contaminants  at  the  time  of 
any  sampling  cannot  offer  adequate  assurance  the  water  will  remain  free  from  contaminants. 

(5)  Elevated  nitrate  levels,  chemical  contaminants,  and  bacteria  are  contaminants  as  defined  by  IC 
13-1 1-2-42,  because  they  are  solid,  semi-solid,  or  liquid  matter,  pollutants,  and/or  hazard  wastes 
that  are  injurious  to  human  health  and  property  and  also  interfere  unreasonably  with  Frog 
Hollow  residents'  enjoyment  of  life  and  property  as  described  above. 

(e)  Drilling  new  wells  in  Frog  Hollow  is  not  an  alternative  to  address  the  health  hazard  because  the 
typical  depth  of  residential  wells  in  this  area  locates  the  wells  in  an  unconfined  sand  and  gravel  aquifer  that 
is  very  sensitive  to  contamination.  Home  treatment  units  are  not  an  alternative  to  address  the  health  hazard 
because  the  National  Sanitation  Foundation  (NSF)  has  not  certified  any  home  treatment  units  as  able  to 
remove  multiple  contaminants  (VOC,  nitrates,  bacteria,  chloride,  and  cysts),  such  as  are  found  in  the  water 
in  Frog  Hollow. 

(f)  IWC  estimates  the  cost  of  water  main  extension,  service  line  connection,  and  well  abandonment 
to  the  structures  in  Frog  Hollow  subject  to  the  health  hazard  to  be  $1,076,206,  which  consists  of  $784,306 
in  main  installation  costs,  and  $291,900  in  service  line  connections  and  well  abandonment  costs.  The 
anticipated  percent  IWC  rate  increase  for  this  cost  is  0.089%.  IWC's  annual  revenue  from  the  reasonable 
rate  of  return  is  estimated  to  be  $69,200. 

(g)  The  area  benefits  test  established  under  the  CBDG  Program  defines  low  to  moderate  income 
level  as  income  levels  less  than  80%  of  the  median  income  for  a  four-person  household  in  Marion  County, 
Indiana.  The  median  income  for  a  four-person  household  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  according  to  1990 
Census  data  is  $30,100;  80%  of  the  median  income  is  $24,080.  51.27%  of  persons  in  Frog  Hollow  have 
incomes  less  than  80%  of  the  median  income.  (1990  Census,  Census  Tract  3801,  Block  Group  1).  The 
average  annual  household  income  for  Frog  Hollow  according  to  1990  Census  data  is  $24,808. 

(h)  No  other  potential  sources  of  funding  for  the  extension  of  water  service  to  Frog  Hollow  are 
known.  No  pending  enforcement  actions  seek  reimbursement  for  these  costs.  The  high  cost  of  extending 
water  service  to  this  area,  coupled  with  residents'  limited  financial  resources,  has  been  identified  for  many 
years  as  an  obstacle  to  the  extension  of  such  service. 

(i)  No  water  mains  to  which  service  connections  can  be  made  currently  are  available  to  the 
structures  in  Frog  Hollow  proposed  for  connection  by  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  6.        This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  council  and  compliance 
with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  61,  1998.  Councillor  Schneider  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  61,  1998  on  February  3,  1998.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillor  O'Dell,  approves  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  formerly  used  as  the  Marion  County 
Healthcare  Center  at  1 1850  Brookville  Road  to  the  Institute  in  Basic  Life  Principles,  Inc.  of  Oak 
Brook,  Illinois.  By  a  5-0-3  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  had  abstained  in  Committee  until  he  could  learn  more  about  the 
Institute  in  Basic  Life  Principles,  Inc.  He  said  that  he  visited  the  company's  existing  facility  on 
North  Meridian  and  was  allowed  full  access.  He  added  that  the  organization  is  an  asset  to  the 
community  and  he  is  voting  in  favor  of  the  proposal.

Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998  (Visiting  Nurse  Service  Foundation,  Inc.

Proposal  No.  147,  1998  was  retitled  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2,  1998,  and  reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2,  1998 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  up  to  $3,600,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Variable  Rate  Demand  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998 
(Visiting  Nurse  Service  Foundation,  Inc.  Project)  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect 
thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  1 1.9  and  12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares 
that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of 
acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and  personal  property,  for  diversification  of 
economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer 
and  a  corporate  trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  Visiting  Nurse  Service  Foundation,  Inc.  (the  "Company")  has 
requested  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  issue  bonds  and  lend  the  proceeds  thereof 
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to  the  Company  in  order  to  enable  the  Company  to  undertake  and  complete  the  acquisition  of  an 
existing  80,000  square  foot  building  and  the  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and/or  other  fixtures 
on  approximately  a  10  acre  parcel  of  land  for  maintenance  of  its  corporate  base  of  operation  for  its 
home  health  agency  to  be  located  at  4701  North  Keystone  Avenue,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the 
"Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  rendered  a  report  of  the 
Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  concerning  the  proposed  financing  of  economic 
development  facilities  for  the  Company  and  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion 
County  has  commented  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to 
finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Project  by  issuing  up  to  $3,600,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Variable 
Rate  Demand  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998  (Visiting  Nurse  Service 
Foundation,  Inc.  Project)  (the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing  conducted 
on  this  date  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  24  found  that  the 
financing  of  the  Project  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that  such  financing 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  an  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture") 
dated  as  of  March  1,  1998  by  and  between  the  Issuer  and  First  of  America  Bank,  N.A.,  as  Trustee  (the 
"Trustee")  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan 
Agreement")  dated  as  of  March  1,  1998,  between  the  Issuer  and  the  Company  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  the  Project  and  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  financing  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on  any  similar 
facility  or  facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area  or  in  or 
about  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval  substantially  final  forms  of 
the  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture  (including  the  form  of  the  bonds),  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  among  the 
Issuer,  the  Company  and  John  Nuveen  &  Co.  Incorporated,  the  Remarketing  Agreement  between  the 
Company  and  John  Nuveen  &  Co.  Incorporated,  Reimbursement  Agreement  between  the  Company  and 
First  of  America,  N.A.,  Mortgage,  Security  Agreement  and  Assignment  of  Rents  and  Leases  between 
the  Company  and  First  of  America  Bank,  N.A.,  Subordination,  Attornment  and  Non-Disturbance 
Agreement  between  the  Company  and  First  of  America  Bank,  N.A.,  Security  Agreement  between  the 
Company  and  First  of  America  Bank,  N.A.,  and  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  (hereinafter  referred 
to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  by 
Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in 
the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  loan  of  the 
net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  a 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to 
the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City-Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 
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SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $3,600,000  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance  or  provide  reimbursement  for  a 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and  interest  solely  from 
the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence  and  secure  said  loan 
and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above-described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never 
constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2- 12(b)(1)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC 
Rule"),  provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  bids  for, 
purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal  securities,  the  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  shall 
obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such  securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official 
statement.  The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the 
omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling 
compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and 
other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer 
of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  is  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  John  Nuveen  &  Co.  Incorporated  (the  "Underwriter")  that 
the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final 
within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to  the 
purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus  accrued 
interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  15%  percent  per  annum.  The  use  of  a  Final 
Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  herein 
is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing 
of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds 
to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents. 
The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their 
signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in 
those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without 
further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set 
forth  in  Indiana  Code  Tide  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10). 

SECTION  7.  The  provisions  of  this  special  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall  constitute  a 
contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance  of  said 
Bonds,  this  special  ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely 
affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid. 

SECTION  8.  This  special  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance 
with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14.

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  approving  and  authorizing  certain  actions  and  proceedings  with  respect  to 
certain  proposed  economic  development  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  authorized  by  IC  36-7-1 1.9  and  IC  36- 
7-12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  financing  of  economic  development 
facilities,  the  funds  from  said  financing  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  renovation,  construction, 
installation  and  equipping  of  said  facilities,  and  said  facilities  to  be  either  sold  or  leased  to  a  company 
or  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bond  issue  may  be  loaned  to  the  company  and  said  facilities  directly 
owned  by  the  company; 

WHEREAS,  Falcon  Creek  Place  L.P.  (the  "Applicant"),  has  advised  the  Indianapolis  Economic 
Development  Commission  and  the  Issuer  that  it  proposes  that  the  Issuer  either  acquire  certain  economic 
development  facilities  and  sell  or  lease  the  same  to  Applicant  or  loan  the  proceeds  of  an  economic 
development  financing  to  the  Applicant  for  the  same,  said  economic  development  facilities  referred  to 
as  the  construction  and  equipping  of  131  multi-family  residential  housing  units  on  approximately  nine 
acres  of  land  located  in  the  4300  block  of  Moeller  Road,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Project"); 

WHEREAS,  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment 
and  the  creation  of  business  opportunities  to  be  achieved  by  the  construction  and  substantial  renovation 
of  the  Project  will  serve  a  public  purpose  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer 
and  its  citizens; 

WHEREAS,  the  construction  and  substantial  renovation  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an  adverse 
competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Issuer;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of 
industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful 
employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or 
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publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  construction  and  substantial  renovation  of  the  Project 
and  the  sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds 
to  the  Applicant  for  the  construction  and  substantial  renovation  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public 
purposes  referred  to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  construction  and  substantial 
renovation  of  the  Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take 
or  cause  to  be  taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid 
financing,  or  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  (a)  that  all  of  the  foregoing 
shall  be  mutually  acceptable  to  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant  and  (b)  subject  to  the  further  caveat  that 
this  inducement  resolution  expires  August  31,  1998,  unless  such  bonds  have  been  issued  or  an 
Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  has  been  adopted  by  the  governing  body  of  the  Issuer 
prior  to  the  aforesaid  date  or  unless,  upon  a  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  Applicant,  the  Issuer,  by 
official  action,  extends  the  term  of  this  inducement  resolution;  and  (ii)  it  will  adopt  such  ordinances  and 
resolutions  and  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  instruments  and  the  taking  of  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  and  advisable  for  the  authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  economic 
development  revenue  bonds,  provided  that  at  the  time  of  the  proposed  issuance  of  such  bonds  (a)  this 
inducement  resolution  is  still  in  effect  and  (b)  if  applicable,  the  aggregate  amount  of  private  activity 
bonds  previously  issued  during  that  calendar  year  will  not  exceed  the  private  activity  bond  limit  for 
such  calendar  year,  it  being  understood  that  the  Issuer,  by  taking  this  action,  is  not  making  any 
representation  nor  any  assurances  that  (1)  any  such  allocable  limit  will  be  available,  because 
inducement  resolutions  in  an  aggregate  amount  in  excess  of  the  private  activity  bond  limit  may  and  in 
all  probability  will  be  adopted;  (2)  the  proposed  Project  will  have  no  priority  over  other  projects  which 
have  applied  for  such  private  activity  bonds  and  have  received  inducement  resolutions;  and  (3)  no 
portion  of  such  activity  bond  limit  has  been  guaranteed  for  the  proposed  Project;  and  (iii)  it  will  use  its 
best  efforts  at  the  request  of  the  Applicant  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds  for  refunding 
and  refinancing  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  the  bonds,  for  completion  of  the  Project  and  for 
additions  to  the  Project,  including  the  costs  of  issuance  (providing  that  the  financing  of  such  addition  or 
additions  to  the  Project  is  found  to  have  a  public  purpose  [as  defined  in  the  Act]  at  the  time  of 
authorization  of  such  additional  bonds),  and  that  the  aforementioned  purposes  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  4.  All  costs  of  the  Project  incurred  after  the  date  which  is  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  resolution,  including  reimbursement  or  repayment  to  the  Applicant  of  monies  expended 
by  the  Applicant  for  application  fees,  planning,  engineering,  underwriting  expenses,  attorney  and  bond 
counsel  fees,  and  construction,  renovation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  will  be  permitted  to  be  included 
as  part  of  the  bond  issue  to  finance  said  Project,  and  the  Issuer  will  thereafter  sell  the  same  to  the 
Applicant  or  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the  Applicant  for  the  same  purpose.  Also 
certain  indirect  expenses  incurred  prior  to  such  date  will  be  permitted  to  be  included  as  part  of  the  bond 
issue  to  finance  the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  Final  Regulations  (T  8476)  on  Arbitrage  Restrictions 
on  Tax-Exempt  Bonds  in  particular  Section  1.150-2.

PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Article  II  of  Chapter  135  of  the  "Revised 
Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  by  the  addition  of  a  new  Division  10  to  establish  the 
Marion  Superior  Court  Equipment  Fund. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Article  II  of  Chapter  135  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  nonreverting  county  funds,  is  hereby  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  NEW  Section  135-295,  to 
read  as  follows: 

DIVISION  10.  MARION  SUPERIOR  COURT  EQUIPMENT  FUND 

Sec.  135-295.  Marion  superior  court  equipment  fund. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  a  special  fund  to  be  designated  as  the  "Marion  Superior  Court 
Equipment  Fund,"  in  the  office  of  the  Court  Services  Agency.  This  fund  shall  be  a  continuing, 
nonreverting  fund,  with  all  balances  remaining  therein  at  the  end  of  each  year.  Such  balances  shall  not 
lapse  into  the  county  general  fund  or  ever  be  directly  or  indirectly  diverted  in  any  manner  to  uses  other 
than  those  stated  in  this  section. 

(b)  All  fees  and  moneys  generated  by  the  use  of  teleconference  programs  or  revenue  derived  from 
grants,  specified  for  teleconference  programs  for  the  Marion  Superior  Court,  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Marion  Superior  Court  Equipment  Fund. 

(c)  The  fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  Marion  Superior  Court,  and  all  funds  deposited  therein 
shall  be  appropriated  and  used  solely  for  equipment  acquisition,  replacement  and  maintenance. 

(d)  Amounts  shall  be  paid  from  this  fund  only  pursuant  to  appropriations  authorized  by  the  city- 
county  council  in  the  normal  budgeting  processes. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance 
or  part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and 
proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended 
ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the 
invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  council  and  compliance 
with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  770,  1997.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Schneider,  adds  provisions 
regarding  permanent  identification  of  dogs  and  cats,  registration  of  wild  or  dangerous  animals, 
and  the  illegal  use  of  dogs;  deletes  the  requirement  of  dog  licenses,  and  makes  certain  other 
technical  changes.  By  a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  she  does  not  understand  the  deletion  of  dog  licenses  simply 
because  people  do  not  get  them.  Lieutenant  Spencer  Moore,  Animal  Control,  stated  that  this  new 
method  is  more  reliable  because  people  get  the  identification  through  their  veterinarian.  Studies 
have  shown  that  pet  owners  are  more  likely  to  have  their  pets  vaccinated  than  licensed. 
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Councillor  O'Dell  asked  if  the  Board  of  Health  is  ever  involved  in  animal  control  situations.  Lt. 
Moore  stated  that  when  warranted,  as  in  an  epidemic  of  rabies,  they  are.  Councillor  O'Dell 
asked  when  this  new  policy  will  go  into  effect.  General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  once 
passed  by  the  Council,  the  Mayor  has  10  days  to  sign  the  proposal.  After  obtaining  the  proper 
signatures,  the  ordinance  must  then  be  advertised,  which  could  take  up  to  five  days  after  receipt 
from  the  Mayor's  office.  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  the  ordinance  goes  into  effect  on  the  publication 
date. 

Councillor  Gilmer  moved  to  return  Proposal  No.  770,  1997  to  Committee.  There  being  no 
second,  the  motion  failed. 

Councillor  Schneider  read  the  following: 

Proposed  Sec.  531-302  should  be  amended  to  delete  the  requirement  that  veterinarians  send  to  the 
animal  control  division  the  names  and  addresses  of  owners  of  vaccinated  dogs  and  cats,  and  the 
dates  of  vaccinations,  and  in  its  place  require  veterinarians  merely  to  send  the  number  of 
vaccinations,  as  follows.  In  subsection  (a)(2)  delete  the  words  "names  and  addresses  of  each 
owner  whose  dog  or  cat",  insert  in  their  place  the  words  "number  of  dogs,  cats,  and  other  animals", 
and  delete  all  language  after  the  word  "rabies." 

He  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Talley,  for  amendment.  Proposal  No.  770,  1997  was 
amended  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Schneider  read  the  following: 

Proposed  Sec.  531-633  should  be  amended  to  clarify  that  the  authority  of  the  Indianapolis  Humane 
Society  to  impound  animals  is  limited  to  diseased,  sick  or  injured  animals  which  are  at  large,  and 
to  allow  the  Humane  Society  to  make  arrangements  for  the  vaccination  of  animals  they  adopt  out, 
as  follows:  in  subsection  (a)  after  the  phrase  "diseased,  sick  or  injured  animal"  insert  the  words 
"which  is  at  large",  and  in  subsection  (c)  after  the  word  "has"  insert  the  words  "or  will  receive." 

These  amendments  (1)  clarify  that  the  Humane  Society  does  not  have  authority  to  remove  an 
animal  from  private  property  without  the  owner's  permission,  and  (2)  allow  the  Humane  Society  to 
enter  into  agreements  to  have  the  animals  vaccinated  by  the  persons  who  adopt  them.  Both 
amendments  reflect  the  current  policy  and  practice  of  the  Humane  Society. 

He  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Talley,  for  amendment.  Proposal  No.  770,  1997  was 
amended  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  she  does  not  understand  the  need  for  these  changes  and  feels 
that  the  process  should  remain  as  it  is.  Lt.  Moore  stated  that  this  proposal  does  not  change  the 
process  for  who  to  call  when  a  person  is  bit  by  a  stray  animal.  He  added  that  fines  are  attached  if 
pets  are  not  vaccinated.  Councillor  Coughenour  asked  what  fines  will  be  associated.  Lt.  Moore 
stated  that  fines  used  to  be  $50,  and  will  now  be  $1 00.

Proposal  No.  770,  1997,  as  amended,  was  retitled  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  30,  1998,  and 
reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  30, 1998 

PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  and  recodify  Chapter  6  of  the  "Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,"  regarding  animals,  as  Chapter  53 1  of  the  "Revised  Code  of 
the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  and  to  make  appropriate  technical  amendments  to  other  sections  of 
the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County." 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Title  III  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  is  hereby 
amended  by  the  addition  of  a  new  Chapter  531  regarding  animals,  to  read  as  follows: 

Chapter  531 

ANIMALS 

ARTICLE  I.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  531-101.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this 
section. 

Animal  means  any  living,  nonhuman  vertebrate  creature. 

Animal  control  division  means  the  animal  control  division  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety. 

At  large  means  not  confined  without  means  of  escape  in  a  pen,  corral,  yard,  cage,  house,  vehicle  or 
other  secure  enclosure,  unless  otherwise  under  the  control  of  a  competent  human  being. 

Domestic  animals  means  cattle,  horses,  ponies,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  goats,  dogs,  cats  and  poultry. 

Exposed  to  rabies  means  an  animal  has  been  exposed  to  rabies  if  it  has  been  bitten  by  or  been  in 
contact  with  any  animal  known  or  reasonable  suspected  to  have  been  infected  with  rabies. 

Kennel  means  a  facility  operated  commercially  and  principally  for  the  purpose  of  boarding, 
housing,  grooming,  breeding  or  training  dogs  or  cats,  or  both.  For  purposes  of  this  chapter,  kennel  shall 
not  include  a  facility  in  or  adjoining  a  private  residence  where  dogs  or  cats  are  kept  for  the  hobby  of  the 
owner,  lessee  or  other  occupant  of  the  property  using  the  animals  for  hunting,  practice  tracking, 
exhibiting  in  shows  or  field  or  obedience  trials  or  for  the  guarding  or  protecting  of  the  property,  and  an 
occasional  sale  of  pups  or  kittens  by  the  owner,  lessee  or  other  occupant  of  the  property  shall  not  make 
such  property  a  kennel  for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

Non-bite  exposure  means  and  includes  scratches,  abrasions,  open  wounds  or  mucous  membranes 
contaminated  with  saliva  or  other  potentially  infectious  material  from  a  rabid  animal. 

Own  means  to  keep,  harbor  or  have  custody,  charge  or  control  of  an  animal,  and  owner  means  and 
includes  any  person  who  owns  an  animal;  however,  veterinarians  and  operators  of  kennels,  pet  shops 
and  stables,  as  those  terms  are  defined  in  Chapter  836  of  the  Code,  who  temporarily  keep  animals 
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owned  by,  or  held  for  sale  to,  other  persons  shall  not  be  deemed  to  own  or  be  owners  of  such  animals, 
but  rather  to  be  keepers  of  animals. 

Person  means  and  includes  any  individual,  corporation,  partnership  or  other  association  or 
organization,  but  shall  exclude  the  following: 

(1)  Policemen,  federal  or  state  armed  forces,  park  rangers,  game  wardens,  conservation  officers 
and  other  such  governmental  agencies,  with  respect  to  actions  which  constitute  a  discharge  of 
their  official  dudes;  and, 

(2)  An  individual,  partnership,  corporation  or  other  association,  organization,  or  institution  of 
higher  education,  which  is  registered  as  a  research  facility  with  the  United  States  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  under  7  USC  §  2131  et  seq.,  commonly  known  as  the  "Animal  Welfare  Act," 
while  engaged  in  the  course  of  their  performance  as  such. 

Public  safety  board  means  the  board  of  public  safety  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety. 

Quarantining  authority  means  the  city  department  of  public  safety,  its  contractors,  agents, 
employees  and  designees,  acting  under  directives  and  regulations  of  the  Health  and  Hospital 
Corporation  of  Marion  County  or  the  state  board  of  animal  health. 

Veterinarian  means  a  person  licensed  to  practice  veterinarian  medicine  in  the  state. 

Sec.  531-102.  Animals  at  large  prohibited. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of  an  animal  to  cause,  suffer,  or  allow  that  animal 
which  is  owned  or  kept  by  such  person  to  be  at  large  in  the  city. 

(b)  The  first  violation  in  any  twelve-month  period  shall  be  subject  to  admission  of  violation  and 
payment  of  the  designated  civil  penalty  through  the  ordinance  violations  bureau  as  provided  in  Article 
III  of  Chapter  103  of  the  Code.  All  second  and  subsequent  violations  in  a  twelve-month  period  are 
subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  531-103.  Confinement  of  female  animals  in  heat. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  female  animal  in  heat  kept  in  the  city  shall  confine  the  animal  within  a 
secure  enclosure  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  it  from  becoming  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  531-104.  Keeping  swine. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  keep  swine  on  premises  in  the  police  special  service  district  of 
the  city,  unless  such  premises  are  stockyards,  slaughterhouses,  or  other  premises  where  the  keeping  or 
raising  of  livestock  is  permitted  by  county  zoning  ordinances. 

Sec.  531-105.  Keeping  horses,  ponies,  mules,  donkeys  and  jackasses. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own,  keep,  or  breed  a  horse,  pony,  mule,  donkey  or  jackass  in 
the  city  on  premises  which  measure  less  than  eight  thousand  (8,000)  square  feet  in  a  lot  area  per  animal, 
unless  such  premises  are  registered  as  a  stable  under  Chapter  836  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  531-106.  Report  of  vehicular  collision  with  domestic  animal. 

A  person  whose  vehicle  strikes  a  domestic  animal  in  the  city  shall  promptly  report  the  occurrence 
to  the  animal's  owner,  if  known,  or  to  the  city  department  of  public  safety,  together  with  a  description 
of  the  animal  struck,  the  location  of  the  striking  and  an  estimate  as  to  the  condition  of  the  animal  after 
being  struck,  along  with  the  license  tag  number  of  the  animal,  if  it  can  safely  be  ascertained.  Such 
person  shall  not  be  required  to  report  his  or  her  name,  as  the  only  purpose  of  this  requirement  is  to  aid 
the  stricken  animal  and  notify  its  owner,  if  any. 

Sec.  531-107.  Custody  and  disposal  of  dead  animals. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  allow  the  body,  or  parts  thereof,  of  any  dead  animal  to  be  kept, 
held,  or  disposed  of  in  violation  of  this  section: 
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(1)  No  public  or  private  carrier  shall  either  transport  any  dead  animal  through  or  into  the  city,  or 
allow  it  to  remain  in  or  on  any  of  its  cars,  vehicles,  tracks  or  places  controlled  by  it,  in  either 
instance  longer  than  five  (5)  hours; 

(2)  No  person  who  operates  a  slaughterhouse,  butcher  shop  or  other  place  in  the  city  shall  permit 
any  parts  of  offal  of  dead  animals  that  are  not  fit  and  intended  for  use  as  food  to  accumulate 
or  be  kept  on  such  premises  for  over  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  being  received,  or  after  the 
death  of  such  animal; 

(3)  No  person  shall  skin,  dismember,  dissect,  cut  up  or  dispose  of  the  body  of  a  dead  animal,  or 
any  parts  thereof  in  the  city,  unless  the  person  is  regularly  engaged  in  such  business  of  killing 
and  disposing  of  such  animals  for  use  as  food  or  otherwise,  and  is  so  authorized  by  law,  or 
does  so  for  the  person's  own  use;  and, 

(4)  No  person  shall  possess,  keep,  use  or  dispose  of  anywhere  in  the  city,  a  dead  animal  or  parts 
thereof,  or  offal  of  a  live  animal  in  any  manner  that  creates  offensive  odors  or  sights,  or 
constitutes  a  public  nuisance  which  affects  health  and  comfort  in  any  respect. 

Sec.  531-108.  Disposal  of  dead  animals  by  the  city. 

The  city  department  of  public  works  upon  request  may  provide  to  persons  or  entities  the  service  of 
picking  up  dead  animal  bodies  and  body  parts  and  the  lawful  disposal  of  them.  When  the  city 
department  of  public  works  picks  up  dead  animal  bodies  or  parts  from  places  other  than  the  city  streets, 
it  shall  charge  a  fee  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  per  separate  body  part  for  this  service. 

ARTICLE  II.  DOGS  AND  CATS 

Sec.  531-201.  Application  of  article. 

The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  supplemental  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  chapter  which 
pertain  to  dogs  or  cats. 

Sec.  531-202.  Permanent  identification  of  dogs  and  cats  required. 

(a)  A  person  who  owns  a  dog  or  cat  in  the  city  shall  ensure  that  each  dog  or  cat  owned  by  that 
person  bears  a  permanent  means  of  identification  at  all  times,  such  that  the  owner  of  a  lost  or  stolen  dog 
or  cat  can  be  ascertained  quickly  and  easily. 

(b)  The  means  of  identification  required  by  this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  tags  required 
to  be  worn  by  dogs  or  cats  by  state  law  or  other  provision  of  this  Code,  and  shall  include  either: 

(1)  A  microchip  implanted  in  the  dog  or  cat  which  bears  a  registered  identification  number,  and 
which  can  be  read  by  a  standard  microchip  scanner;  or, 

(2)  A  permanent  tag  attached  to  a  durable  collar  worn  at  all  times  by  the  dog  or  cat,  and  bearing 
the  owner's  current  name,  address  and  telephone  number. 

(c)  Each  veterinarian  or  other  person  in  the  city  who  implants  microchips  as  contemplated  in  this 
section  shall,  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  once  each  month,  send  to  the  animal  control  division  the 
names,  addresses,  and  phone  numbers  of  the  owners  of  the  dogs  and  cats,  and  the  corresponding 
microchip  identification  numbers. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  dog  or  cat  three  (3)  months  of  age  or  older  which  is 
kept  in  the  city,  and  which  does  not  bear  a  permanent  means  of  identification  as  provided  in  this 
section.  A  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code; 
provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00). 

Sec.  531-203.  Dog  and  cat  curbing  requirements. 

(a)  No  person  knowingly  shall  allow  a  dog  or  cat  which  is  kept  by  that  person  to  defecate  or 
urinate  on  a  public  street,  byway,  municipally  owned  or  public  land  or  building,  or  upon  private 
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property,  in  the  city  without  the  prior  permission  of  the  owner  of  such  property;  however,  if  an  animal 
defecates  on  property  described  in  this  subsection,  the  animal's  owner  or  keeper  promptly  shall  remove 
any  feces  to  a  waste  container,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  material  in  a  manner  inoffensive  to 
reasonable  public  sensibilities. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  owner  of  a  dog  serving  a 
vision-impaired  person  in  an  auxiliary  ocular  capacity  may  permit  such  dog  to  relieve  itself  on  ground 
situated  outside  of  pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic  ways,  and  is  relieved  of  the  requirement  to  remove  any 
feces  to  the  extent  such  requirement  is  impractical  for  a  person  of  such  impairment. 

(c)  No  person  knowingly  shall  allow  his  or  her  dog  or  cat  to  disperse  waste  material  placed  for 
public  or  private  collection  upon  any  public  street  or  byway,  or  any  municipally  owned  or  public  land 
or  building,  or  upon  private  property. 

(d)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in 
Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less 
than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00). 

Sec.  531-204.  Dogs  causing  nuisance  prohibited. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  or  keep  any  dog  which  by  frequent  or  habitual  howling, 
yelping,  barking  or  otherwise  shall  cause  serious  annoyance  or  disturbance  to  persons  in  the  vicinity.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  having  authority  to  impound  a  dog,  forthwith  to  impound  such  dogs. 

Sec.  531-205.  Vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  dogs;  confinement  required. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  words  vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  dog  mean  and  include  a 
dog  which  has: 

(1)  Attacked  a  person  without  having  been  provoked  by  that  person; 

(2)  Attacked,  at  some  place  other  than  its  owner's  or  keeper's  property,  another  animal;  or, 

(3)  Chased  or  approached  a  person  at  some  place  other  than  its  owner's  or  keeper's  property,  in  a 
menacing  fashion  or  apparent  attitude  of  attack. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  owner  or  keeper  of  a  vicious,  fierce,  or  dangerous  dog  to  cause, 
suffer,  or  allow  it  to  go  unconfined  and  unrestrained  on  the  owner's  or  keeper's  premises,  or  to  run  at 
large,  in  the  city. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  for  an  owner  or  keeper  of  a  vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  dog  to 
walk  any  such  dog  or  otherwise  cause,  suffer  or  allow  its  presence  upon  a  public  street  or  byway,  right- 
of-way,  or  municipally  owned  or  public  land  or  building,  or  upon  private  property  without  permission 
of  the  owner  thereof. 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  with  the  authority  to  impound  a  dog  forthwith  to  impound 
any  vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  dog  found  unconfined  or  running  at  large  in  violation  of  this  section. 

(e)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in 
Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00).  If  the  violation  results  in  the  dog  causing  serious  bodily  injury  to 
any  person,  the  court  upon  request  shall  order  the  animal  forfeited  and/or  destroyed. 

Sec.  531-206.  Unlawful  use  of  a  dog. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  make  use  of  a  dog  in  the  commission  or  furtherance  of 
any  criminal  act  in  the  city. 

(b)  A  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  1 03-3  of  the 
Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00).  Further,  upon- a  finding  of  violation,  the  court  upon  request  shall  order  the  dog 
forfeited  and/or  destroyed. 
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ARTICLE  III.  RABIES  CONTROL 
Sec.  531-301.  Antirabies  vaccinations  required  for  dogs  and  cats. 

(a)  Each  dog  and  cat  over  the  age  of  three  (3)  months  which  is  kept  in  the  city  shall  have  been 
vaccinated  against  rabies  by  a  veterinarian  within  the  preceding  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  (365) 
days. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  dog  or  cat  not  in  compliance  with  this  section,  and 
a  violation  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fine 
for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 

Sec.  531-302.  Record  of  antirabies  vaccinations;  tag  required. 

(a)  A  veterinarian  who  administers  an  antirabies  vaccination  in  the  city  shall: 

(1)  At  the  time  a  dog  or  cat  is  vaccinated,  issue  to  the  animal's  owner  a  durable  antirabies 
vaccination  identification  tag  upon  which  is  imprinted  the  name  of  the  veterinarian's  facility, 
and  the  year  and  identification  number  of  the  vaccination;  and, 

(2)  At  an  interval  of  not  less  than  once  each  month,  send  to  the  animal  control  division  a  list  of 
the  number  of  dogs,  cats,  and  other  animals  the  veterinarian  has  vaccinated  against  rabies. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  identification,  each  owner  of  a  dog  or  cat  which  is  kept  in  the  city  shall 
cause  the  antirabies  vaccination  identification  tag  to  be  affixed  to  the  animal's  collar,  and  to  be  worn  by 
the  animal  at  all  times.  A  person  who  violates  this  subsection  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in 
Section  103-3  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  531-303.  Precautionary  measures,  and  individual  animal  quarantine. 

A  captured  animal  known  to  have  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  a  person  to  the  possibility  of 
contracting  rabies  through  non-bite  exposure  in  the  city  shall  be  quarantined  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  ten  (10)  days.  In  the  sole  discretion  of  the  quarantining  authority,  the  quarantine  may  be  on  the 
premises  of  the  owner,  at  the  city  animal  shelter  or  those  of  its  contractors,  if  any,  or  at  the  owner's 
expense  in  a  kennel  or  veterinary  hospital. 

Sec.  531-304.  Surrender  of  suspected  animal  by  owner. 

Whenever  the  quarantining  authority  suspects  that  an  animal  in  the  city  has  been  exposed  to 
rabies,  or  bitten  or  exposed  through  non-bite  exposure  a  person  to  rabies,  such  animal  shall  be 
surrendered  by  its  owner  for  quarantine  and  observation,  at  the  owner's  expense,  promptly  upon 
demand  by  the  quarantining  authority. 

Sec.  531-305.  Finding  of  rabies;  general  quarantine. 

(a)  When  an  animal  quarantined  in  the  city  has  been  found  rabid  or  is  suspected  of  being  rabid 
by  a  veterinarian  and  dies  while  under  observation,  the  quarantining  authority  shall  take  such  action  as 
is  specified  in  such  cases  by  the  state  board  of  animal  health  and  shall  notify  the  proper  public  health 
officials  of  reports  of  human  contacts  made  by,  and  the  diagnosis  made  of,  the  animal. 

(b)  When  a  rabies  report  is  made  under  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  quarantining  authority 
shall  recommend  to  the  director  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety  a  general  quarantine  in  the  city 
for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days.  Upon  invocation  of  the  general  quarantine  by  the  director,  any  animal 
found  at  large  in  the  city  may  be  destroyed  without  being  impounded.  During  the  quarantine  period, 
every  animal  bitten  or  exposed  through  non-bite  exposure  by  an  animal  adjudged  to  be  rabid  shall  be 
confined,  at  its  owner's  expense,  or  destroyed  as  specified  by  the  state  board  of  animal  health. 

(c)  During  a  general  quarantine  declared  by  the  director  under  this  section,  an  animal's  owner  or 
keeper  who  resists  the  quarantining  authority  acting  under  this  chapter,  or  who  permits  an  animal 
owned  or  kept  by  that  person  to  be  at  large  in  the  city,  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00),  and  any  animal  which  is  suspected  of  being  rabid  or  is  in  violation  of  the 
general  quarantine  shall  be  impounded. 
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Sec.  531-306.  Disposal  of  rabid  animals. 

The  quarantining  authority  shall  dispose  of  any  animal  suspected  by  it  of  being  infected  with 
rabies  in  the  city  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board  of  animal  health. 

Sec.  531-307.  Reports  by  veterinarians. 

Each  veterinarian  in  the  city  shall  report  to  the  quarantining  authority  animals  suspected  by  the 
veterinarian  of  being  rabid. 

ARTICLE  IV.  CARE  AND  TREATMENT 

Sec.  531-401.  General  requirements. 

(a)  Every  owner  of  an  animal  kept  in  the  city  shall  see  that  such  animal: 

(1)  Is  kept  in  a  clean,  sanitary  and  healthy  manner  and  is  not  confined  so  as  to  be  forced  to  stand, 
sit  or  lie  in  its  own  excrement; 

(2)  Has  proper  and  adequate  food,  water,  shelter  and  ventilation,  including  quarters  that  are 
protected  from  excessive  heat  and  cold  and  are  of  sufficient  size  to  permit  the  animal  to 
exercise  and  move  about  freely; 

(3)  Shall  not  be  tethered  by  use  of  a  choke  collar  or  on  a  leash  less  than  twelve  (12)  feet  in 
length,  or  of  such  unreasonable  weight  as  to  prevent  the  animal  from  moving  about  freely; 

(4)  Is  protected  against  abuse  or  mistreatment; 

(5)  If  diseased  or  injured,  receives  proper  care  and,  if  diseased,  is  segregated  from  other  animals 
so  as  to  prevent  transmittal  of  the  disease;  and, 

(6)  Is  maintained  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  and  local  laws  and  all 
regulations  respecting  animal  care  and  control  as  are  adopted  by  the  city  department  of  public 
safety  and  in  effect  from  time  to  time. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  beat,  starve  or  otherwise  mistreat  any  animal  in  the  city,  or 
to  fail  to  comply  with  any  requirement  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(c)  In  the  discretion  of  the  enforcement  authority,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  531-601  of 
the  Code,  a  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  may  be  given  written  notice  of  the 
practices  or  conditions  which  constitute  the  violation,  and  the  enforcement  authority  may  suggest 
remedies  to  such  person  where  appropriate. 

(d)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in 
Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fines  imposed  for  any  such  violations  shall  be  as 
follows: 

(1)  For  the  first  violation,  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00);  and, 

(2)  For  the  second  or  subsequent  violations,  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00).  and  the 
court  upon  request  shall  order  forfeiture  or  other  disposition  of  the  animal  involved.  A 
judgment  by  the  court  which  orders  forfeiture  or  other  disposition  of  the  animal  by  the  city  or 
any  third  party  shall  include  as  a  part  of  such  judgment  adequate  provisions  for  the  collection 
of  costs  of  forfeiture  or  impoundment  from  the  person  found  in  violation. 

Sec.  531-402.  Abandonment  of  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  abandon  any  animal  on  public  or  private  property  in  the  city, 
and  a  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided, 
however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00). 
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Sec.  531-403.  Attempts  to  poison  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  throw  or  deposit  poisoned  meat  or  any  poison  or  harmful 
substance  in  any  street,  alley,  market-place  or  public  place,  or  on  any  private  premises,  in  the  city  for 
the  purpose  of  destroying  any  animal. 

Sec.  531-404.  Animal  fights. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  incite  or  set  any  animal  to  fighting  another  animal  in  the  city. 
Sec.  531-405.  Enticement  of  another  person's  animal. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person,  not  so  authorized,  to  enter  or  invade  the  private  premises  of 
another  person  in  the  city  to  capture,  entice,  or  take  any  animal  out  of  the  enclosure  or  premises  of  the 
owner,  or  to  seize  an  animal  at  any  place  while  such  animal  is  accompanied  by  its  owner  or  keeper. 

(b)  Except  as  expressly  authorized  in  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  entice  any 
animal  away  from  the  premises  of  the  person  who  owns  or  keeps  such  animal  in  the  city,  or  to  entice  an 
animal  from  a  street,  alley  or  public  place  in  the  city  with  the  intent  to  deprive  the  owner  of  the  animal's 
possession. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  bring  into  the  city  an  animal  for  the  purpose  of  its 
impoundment,  or  the  collection  of  any  fee  or  reward  for  its  return,  except  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 

Sec.  531-406.  Interference  with  another  person's  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  feed,  tease,  tantalize,  molest,  or  provoke  any  animal  in  the  city 
without  the  express  consent  of  the  animal's  owner,  if  any,  while  the  animal  is  on  the  owner's  property  or 
under  the  owner's  control.  A  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in 
Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less 
than  fifty  dollars  (S50.00). 

Sec.  531-407.  Animal  traps;  requirements  and  prohibitions. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  use,  place,  set  or  cause  to  be  used,  placed,  or  set  any  leg- 
hold  trap  or  similar  device  upon  any  land  or  waters  in  the  city. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  use,  place,  set  or  cause  to  be  used,  placed  or  set  any  snare, 
net  or  other  device  which  causes  the  trapping  or  capturing  of  any  animal  in  any  manner  by  which  the 
animal  is  not  either  captured  painlessly  or  killed  instantly  upon  any  land  or  waters  in  the  city. 

(c)  Subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  trap  placed  on  private  property, 
where  the  trap  is  placed  and  maintained  by  the  owner,  the  owner's  guest  or  agent. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person,  having  placed  a  lawful  trap,  snare  or  similar  device  in  the 
city,  to  fail  to  inspect  and  empty  it  at  least  once  during  every  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period. 

(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  remove  an  animal  in  the  city  from  any  trap  not  on  the 
person's  property,  unless  such  person  has  the  express  permission  of  the  property's  owner  to  do  so. 

Sec.  531-408.  Offensive  use  of  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  for  a  person  willfully  to  deposit  a  live  or  dead  animal  upon  public  or 
private  premises  not  owned  by  that  person,  or  willfully  to  throw  a  live  or  dead  animal  or  insect  against 
any  other  person,  or  aid  or  abet  another  person  in  doing  so. 

Sec.  531-409.  Sales  of  young  fowl  and  rabbits. 

(a)  As  used  in  this  section,  fowl  means  and  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  baby  chickens, 
ducklings  or  goslings. 
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(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  barter  or  give  away  in  the  city  a  fowl 
under  three  (3)  weeks  of  age,  or  a  rabbit  under  two  (2)  months  of  age,  whether  as  pets,  toys,  premiums 
or  novelties. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  transport  into  the  city  a  fowl  or  rabbit  for  any  purposes 
prohibited  by  Subsection  (b)  of  this  section. 

(d)  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  limit  the  sale  or  display  of 
fowl  or  rabbits  by  a  person  engaged  exclusively  in  the  sale  of  fowl  and  rabbits  for  commercial  breeding 
and  raising,  if  such  outlets  and  stores  are  adequately  equipped  for  the  care  and  feeding  of  such  fowl  and 
rabbits. 

Sec.  531-410.  Protection  of  birds;  exception. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  willfully  to  injure,  molest,  attack  or  disturb  in  any  way  a 
bird,  or  the  nests,  eggs,  young  or  brood  of  birds,  in  the  city;  provided,  however,  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  nonmigratory  pigeons,  starlings  or  any  birds  declared  or  defined  by  any  state  law  or  city 
ordinance  as  a  public  nuisance. 

(b)  Whenever  it  appears,  on  complaint  of  residents,  merchants,  persons  in  business,  owners  or 
operators  of  structures  or  buildings,  or  citizens  generally,  or  otherwise,  that  nonmigratory  pigeons, 
starlings,  or  other  birds  constitute  a  public  nuisance  in  any  part  of  the  city,  the  public  safety  board  shall 
be  authorized  to  use  all  necessary  means  to  destroy  the  birds  creating  such  nuisance,  as  follows: 

(1)  The  public  safety  board  is  authorized  to  eradicate  pests  under  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section 
with  firearms  and  otherwise;  where  firearms  are  used  for  such  purpose,  it  shall  not  constitute 
a  violation  of  the  Code  which  pertains  to  the  discharge  of  firearms  in  the  city  or  county;  and, 

(2)  The  public  safety  board  is  authorized  to  issue  permits  to  persons  in  such  instances  and  under 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  finds  necessary  for  the  public  safety  to  dispose  of  any 
nonmigratory  pigeons,  starlings  or  other  birds  declared  or  defined  by  state  law  as  a  public 
nuisance,  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  by  each  person  to  the  city  controller,  and 
any  permit  so  issued  shall  be  revocable  at  the  will  of  the  public  safety  board. 

Sec.  531-411.  Feeding  birds. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person,  except  an  employee  of  the  city  department  of  parks  and 
recreation  in  the  course  of  his  or  her  employment,  or  with  his  or  her  express  permission,  to  feed,  scatter 
food  or  leave  food  of  any  type  or  kind  in  the  parks,  playgrounds,  play  fields,  parkways,  boulevards  and 
streets  of  the  city  for  any  birds  or  fowl. 

Sec.  531-412.  Coloring  of  animals;  prohibited  actions. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  the  following 
in  the  city: 

(1)  A  baby  chick  or  chicken,  fowl,  bird,  duck,  goose,  turkey,  guinea  hen  or  other  feathered  biped; 

or, 

(2)  A  dog,  cat,  pup,  kitten,  rabbit  or  guinea  pig; 
which  has  been  artificially  colored,  sprayed  or  painted. 

ARTICLE  V.  WILD  OR  DANGEROUS  ANIMALS;  CRIME  PREVENTION  DOGS 

Sec.  531-501.  Definitions. 

For  purposes  of  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this 
section. 

Crime  prevention  dog  means  and  includes  a  dog  which  is  trained  and  used  by  its  owner  or  keeper 
primarily  for  the  protection  of  persons  or  property,  or  both. 
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Wild  or  dangerous  animal  means  and  includes: 

(1)  A  Class  III  wild  animal  for  which  a  state  permit  is  required  under  310  IAC  3.1-1 1-8;  and, 

(2)  A  venomous  snake,  poisonous  amphibian,  or  other  large  reptile. 

Sec.  531-502.  Wild  and  dangerous  animal;  registration  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  wild  or  dangerous  animal  in  the  city  without  first  having 
registered  the  animal  with  the  animal  control  division  under  this  article;  however,  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  zoological  parks,  or  bona  fide  circuses  or  carnivals. 

Sec.  531-503.  Crime  prevention  dog;  registration  required. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  crime  prevention  dog  in  the  city  without  first 
having  registered  the  animal  with  the  animal  control  division  under  this  article. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  531-202  of  the  Code,  each  crime  prevention  dog 
shall  be  implanted  with  a  microchip  which  bears  a  registered  identification  number. 

Sec.  531-504.  Registration  information  required;  notification  of  change. 

(a)  A  registration  required  by  this  article  shall  be  made  on  forms  provided  by  the  animal  control 
division,  and  shall  include  the  following: 

(1)  The  owner's  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  where  the  owner  can  be  reached  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency; 

(2)  The  address  and  type  of  premises  where  the  animal  is  kept; 

(3)  A  detailed  description  of  each  animal  registered;  and, 

(4)  Any  other  information  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  by  the  animal  control  division. 

(b)  During  the  term  of  the  registration,  the  owner  of  an  animal  registered  under  this  article  shall 
notify  the  animal  control  division  in  writing  of  any  change  in  circumstances  which  would  render  the 
information  contained  in  the  registration  incomplete  or  inaccurate. 

Sec.  531-505.  Registration  fee,  term  and  revocation. 

(a)  There  is  no  fee  for  the  registration  of  an  animal  under  this  article. 

(b)  The  term  of  the  registration  shall  expire  on  the  last  day  of  December  of  the  year  in  which  the 
registration  is  made,  and  shall  be  renewable  upon  application  therefore. 

(c)  The  animal  control  division  may  revoke  a  registration  issued  under  this  article  for  any 
violation  of  this  article  committed  by  the  owner  of  the  animal. 

Sec.  531-506.  Warning  signs  required. 

(a)  The  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  where  a  wild  or  dangerous  animal  is  kept  shall  post,  at 
each  entrance  to  such  premises,  conspicuous  signs  which  state,  "WARNING:  WILD  OR  DANGEROUS 
ANIMAL.  FOR  FURTHER  INFORMATION  CALL  (the  telephone  number  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  premises). 

(b)  The  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  where  a  crime  prevention  dog  is  kept  shall  post,  at  each 
door  of  the  premises  accessible  to  the  dog,  conspicuous  signs  which  state,  "WARNING:  A  CRIME 
PREVENTION  DOG  IS  GUARDING  THIS  PROPERTY.  FOR  FURTHER  INFORMATION  CALL  (the 
telephone  number  of  a  person  able  to  control  the  dog). 
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Sec.  531-507.  Penalties. 

A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  article  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  103- 
3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 

ARTICLE  VI.  ENFORCEMENT  AUTHORITY 

DIVISION  1.  IN  GENERAL 

Sec.  531-601.  Enforcement  authority  defined. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  article,  the  enforcement  authority  shall  consist  of  the  city  department  of 
public  safety,  its  animal  control  division  and  other  divisions,  contractors,  agents,  employees  and 
designees. 

Sec.  531-602.  Animal  control  division;  organization  and  powers. 

(a)  The  animal  control  division  shall  consist  of  an  administrator  appointed  by  the  director  of  the 
city  department  of  public  safety,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  director  deems  necessary  to  appoint  or 
employ. 

(b)  Whenever  under  this  chapter  the  city  department  of  public  safety  is  directed  or  authorized  to 
act,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acting  by  and  through  the  animal  control  division. 

(c)  The  animal  control  division  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  any  person  to  render  such 
services  as  are  necessary  and  desirable  in  the  operation  of  the  animal  control  division;  however, 
contracts  for  such  services  shall  be  entered  into  by  the  city  or  the  public  safety  board  on  behalf  of  the 
animal  control  division. 

Sec.  531-603.  Enforcement  authority's  rights  and  responsibilities. 

(a)  Persons  who  are  individually  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  chapter  shall  be 
designated  animal  control  officers,  and  prior  to  the  performance  of  any  act  in  connection  therewith, 
shall  be  deputized  as  such  by  the  city  police  department  and  the  county  sheriff. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  police  department  and  the  county  sheriff  to  assist  in  the 
enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  other  ordinances  in  relation  to  animals,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  policemen  and  county  sheriffs  deputies  to  report  at  once  all  violations  thereof  to  police 
or  sheriffs  headquarters. 

(c)  Such  officers  are  authorized  to  enforce  all  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  Section  836-5  of  the 
Code,  including  the  right  to  proceed  upon  public  and  private  property  in  the  city  in  pursuit  of  animals  in 
violation  of  this  chapter. 

(d)  Such  officers  are  not  authorized  to  enter  a  privately  owned  enclosure  in  pursuit  of  an  animal 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  lessee  or  other  occupant  of  the  enclosure,  or  other  legal  process; 
provided,  however,  if  any  animal  is  believed  to  be  enclosed  without  adequate  food  or  water,  or  dead 
animals  are  believed  to  be  enclosed,  and  such  owner  or  occupant  is  not  present  and  cannot  readily  be 
located,  an  animal  control  officer  may  affix  a  notice  to  the  premises  in  an  obvious  location,  directing 
the  occupant  to  contact  the  officer  at  a  given  location  and  phone  number.  If  neither  the  occupant  nor 
anyone  on  the  occupant's  behalf  responds  to  such  notice  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  the  notice 
is  affixed,  an  animal  control  officer  may  enter  the  premises  to  determine  if  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
or  Section  836-5  of  the  Code  have  been  violated. 

Sec.  531-604.  Interference  with  enforcement  authority. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  interfere  with  an  animal  control  officer  or  other  enforcement 
authority  officer  in  the  performance  of  the  officer's  duties.  A  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be 
punishable  as  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such 
violation  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00). 
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DIVISION  2.  IMPOUNDMENT  AND  DISPOSITION  OF  ANIMALS 
Sec.  531-621.  Grounds  for  impoundment. 

(a)  An  animal  found  at  large  in  violation  of  this  chapter  shall  be  captured  and  impounded. 

(b)  An  animal  found  confined  or  abandoned  on  private  property  in  violation  of  this  chapter  or 
Section  836-5  of  the  Code  shall  be  impounded. 

Sec.  531-622.  Notice  to  owner. 

(a)  Upon  the  impoundment  of  an  animal,  a  reasonable  attempt  shall  be  made  to  notify  and  inform 
the  owner  of  the  animal  of  the  requirements  of  this  article  for  regaining  the  custody  of  the  animal. 

(b)  Such  attempt  shall  include,  but  not  necessarily  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1)  In  the  instance  of  an  impounded  dog  or  cat,  contact  with  the  owner  identified  by  the 
microchip  or  other  permanent  means  of  identification,  if  any,  borne  by  the  dog  or  cat; 

(2)  In  the  instance  of  an  impounded  dog  or  cat  not  bearing  a  permanent  means  of  identification, 
contact  with  the  veterinarian  facility  listed  on  the  animal's  vaccination  tag;  and, 

(3)  Cooperation  of  effort  with  other  governmental  and  private  agencies,  such  as  the  Humane 
Society  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  531-623.  Report  of  impoundment. 

A  person  who  confines  an  animal  found  by  that  person  to  be  at  large  in  the  city  shall  notify  the  city 
department  of  public  safety  or  one  of  its  agents  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  thereafter. 

Sec.  531-624.  Return  of  captured  animal  without  impoundment. 

When  the  owner  of  a  captured  animal  is  known,  such  animal  need  not  be  impounded  but  may  be 
returned  to  its  owner  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  animal  control  officer,  the  return  would  not  present  a 
danger  to  the  public  or  otherwise  result  in  a  violation  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  531-625.  Return  of  impounded  animal  to  its  owner. 

(a)  An  animal  impounded  under  this  division,  if  claimed  by  its  owner,  shall  be  returned  to  its 
owner  subject  to,  and  upon  compliance  with,  the  provisions  of  this  division. 

(b)  The  owner  of  an  impounded  animal  may  obtain  the  return  of  such  animal  upon  compliance 
with  any  applicable  provisions  the  public  safety  board  may  impose,  and  the  payment  of  the  appropriate 
impoundment  and  kennel  fees,  and  any  other  applicable  fees  and  fines. 

(c)  Prior  to  the  return  to  its  owner  of  an  impounded  dog  or  cat  which  at  the  time  of  impoundment 
did  not  bear  a  permanent  means  of  identification  as  required  by  Section  531-202  of  the  Code,  the 
enforcement  authority  shall  cause  a  microchip  with  a  registered  identification  number  to  be  implanted 
in  the  animal.  The  fee  for  such  service  shall  be  ten  dollars  ($10.00). 

Sec.  531-626.  Impoundment  and  kennel  fees;  disposition. 

(a)    Impoundment  and  kennel  fees  for  animals  impounded  under  this  article  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  For  each  small  animal  other  than  a  dog,  ten  dollars  ($10.00),  and  three  dollars  ($3.00)  for 
each  day  of  impoundment  or  fraction  thereof; 

(2)  For  each  dog,  twenty  dollars  ($20.00),  and  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  day  of  impoundment 
or  fraction  thereof;  and, 

(3)  For  any  large  animal  other  than  a  dog,  thirty  dollars  ($30.00),  and  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for 
each  day  of  impoundment  or  fraction  thereof. 
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(b)  Impoundment  and  kennel  fees  shall  be  collected  by  and  paid  to  the  enforcement  authority, 
which  shall  remit  such  funds  to  the  division  of  finance  of  the  city  department  of  administration; 
however,  if  the  enforcement  authority  in  a  particular  case  is  a  person  contracting  with  the  city  to  render 
services,  the  fees  may  be  retained  by  and  as  the  property  of  such  person  as  part  of  all  of  that  person's 
charges  for  rendering  such  services,  if  the  contract  so  provides. 

Sec.  531-627.  Disposition  of  impounded  animals  not  claimed  by  owner;  adoption. 

(a)  An  animal  impounded  under  this  division  and  which  is  not  claimed  by  its  owner  shall  be 
confined  by  the  enforcement  authority  in  a  humane  manner  for  a  period  after  capture  of  not  less  than  six 
(6)  days.  An  animal  not  claimed  within  the  six-day  impoundment  period  may  be  kept  or  otherwise 
humanely  disposed  of,  in  the  discretion  of  the  enforcement  authority,  but  consistent  with  such 
provisions  as  the  public  safety  board  shall  make  regarding  the  capture,  impoundment,  sale  and 
destruction  of  animals. 

(b)  Following  the  six-day  impoundment  period,  a  person  other  than  the  animal's  owner  or  a 
member  of  the  owner's  family  who  wishes  to  adopt  an  impounded  animal  which  has  not  been  claimed, 
shall  pay  to  the  city  an  adoption  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  to  cover  the  enforcement  authority's 
expenses;  however,  with  respect  to  a  dog  or  cat  which  does  not  bear  an  identification  microchip,  the 
enforcement  authority  shall  cause  a  microchip  with  a  registered  identification  number  to  be  implanted 
in  the  dog  or  cat  prior  to  the  animal's  adoption,  and  the  adoption  fee  for  such  a  dog  or  cat  shall  be  thirty- 
five  dollars  ($35.00). 

(c)  A  person  who  wishes  to  adopt  a  dog  or  cat  which  has  been  impounded  under  this  division 
first  shall  agree  in  writing: 

( 1 )  To  immunize  the  animal  against  rabies  as  required  by  law; 

(2)  To  abide  by  Sections  531-102  and  531-401  of  this  chapter;  and, 

(3)  To  have  the  animal  spayed  or  neutered  at  that  person's  expense. 

Failure  to  have  the  animal  spayed  or  neutered  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  of  adoption  shall  be  a 
violation  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  531-628.  Use  of  impounded  animal  for  research  prohibited. 

No  animal  impounded  under  this  article  shall  be  used  or  disposed  of  for  purposes  of  research  or 
experimentation  by  use  of  the  animal. 

Sec.  531-629.  Restrictions  on  return  of  certain  animals. 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter,  an  animal  which  has  been  impounded 
under  this  article  for  a  violation  of  Section  531-204,  531-205,  531-305,  or  531-401  of  this  chapter,  or 
which  has  been  impounded  on  two  (2)  or  more  prior  occasions,  shall  be  returned  to  its  owner  only  if  the 
enforcement  authority  in  its  discretion  determines  that  such  return  will  not  result  in  further  or  ongoing 
violations  of  these  sections. 

(b)  If  such  a  determination  cannot  be  made,  the  enforcement  authority  then  shall  apply  to  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to  dispose  of  the  animal  under  the  provisions  of  Section  531-627 
of  this  article. 

Sec.  531-630.  Injured  or  diseased  animals. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  article  to  the  contrary,  an  injured  or  diseased  animal  need 
not  be  retained  six  (6)  days,  but  may  be  disposed  of  at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  enforcement 
authority. 

Sec.  531-631.  Contracts  for  the  disposition  of  impounded  animals. 

The  city  may  contract  for  the  disposal  of  an  animal  impounded  and  unclaimed  for  longer  than  six 
(6)  days,  and  an  animal  transferred  to  a  person  so  contracting  with  the  city  shall  thereafter  be  the 
property  solely  of  the  contractor.   The  contract  may  provide  for  the  retention  by  the  contractor  of  any 
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funds  received  in  payment  for  animals  sold  to  other  persons,  in  order  to  help  cover  such  contractor's 
expenses  of  rendering  its  services. 

Sec.  531-632.  Gifts  to  animal  control  division;  disposition.  , 

Gifts  or  donations  to  the  animal  control  division  may  be  accepted  by  the  city  controller  or  the 
mayor,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  animal  control  division.  All  moneys  received  by  donations,  sale  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  controller  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  succeeding  the  week  during 
which  such  moneys  were  received;  provided,  however,  all  purchase  moneys  received  for  animals  sold 
to  nonresidents  of  the  city,  exclusive  of  impoundment  fee,  and  all  gifts  and  donations  of  moneys  shall 
constitute  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "emergency  animal  shelter  fund,"  to  be  used  by  public 
safety  board  to  defray  the  maintenance  expenses  of  the  city  animal  shelter,  including  any  veterinary  and 
sale  expenses.  The  city  controller  shall  make  due  settlement  with  the  city  treasurer  for  all  moneys 
received  under  this  section. 

Sec.  531-633.  Capture,  holding  and  maintenance,  and  disposal  of  animals  by  the  Humane  Society. 

(a)  The  Indianapolis  Humane  Society,  by  its  duly  authorized  agents,  employees  or  other 
personnel,  shall  have  the  authority  to  proceed  to  the  scene  or  location  of  a  diseased,  sick  or  injured 
animal  which  is  at  large  in  the  county  after  being  requested  to  do  so  by  any  member  of  the  general 
public  for  the  purposes  of  capturing  and  transporting  such  animal  to  its  duly  established  humane  shelter, 
and  to  hold  and  properly  maintain  the  animal  until  it  is  either  claimed  by  its  owner,  or  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Humane  Society,  otherwise  properly  disposed  of.  The  Humane  Society  may  also  receive  an 
animal  brought  to  its  shelter  by  members  of  the  general  public  or  proper  governmental  personnel  and 
either  keep,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Humane  Society,  otherwise  humanely  dispose  of  such  animal. 

(b)  Upon  the  capture  of  any  diseased,  sick  or  injured  animal  or  taking  of  an  animal  brought  to  its 
shelter  by  a  person  or  any  local  governmental  personnel,  the  Humane  Society  personnel  shall  make  a 
reasonable  attempt  to  notify  and  inform  the  owner  of  the  animal  of  the  requirements  and  procedures  for 
claiming  ownership  and  regaining  custody  thereof. 

(c)  When  the  owner  of  a  captured  or  held  animal  is  discovered  or  known,  the  animal  shall  be 
returned  to  the  owner  upon  the  payment  of  any  applicable  fees  or  upon  the  compliance  with  all  other 
applicable  procedures  of  the  Humane  Society.  If  the  owner  does  not  claim  an  animal  or  desires  not  to 
claim  it,  the  Humane  Society,  within  its  discretion,  may  return  the  animal  to  any  person  desiring  to 
assume  ownership,  custody  and  care  thereof  in  conformance  with  the  established  requirements  of  the 
Humane  Society  after  a  six-day  holding  period,  as  long  as  the  animal  has  or  will  receive  a  current 
antirabies  vaccination  under  the  provisions  of  Article  III  of  this  chapter. 

(d)  Upon  the  capture  of  any  diseased,  sick  or  injured  animal  or  the  taking  of  an  animal  brought  to 
its  shelter  by  any  person  or  any  local  governmental  personnel,  the  Humane  Society  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Subsection  (e)  of  this  section,  confine  the  animal  in  a  humane  manner  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  six  (6)  days.  Thereafter,  the  Humane  Society  in  its  discretion  may  keep,  release  or  otherwise 
humanely  dispose  of  the  animal  consistent  with  the  established  procedures  of  the  Humane  Society  as 
they  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  section  to  the  contrary,  diseased  or  injured  animals 
need  not  be  retained  six  (6)  days,  but  may  be  humanely  disposed  of  at  any  time  if  in  the  discretion  of 
the  proper  Humane  Society  personnel  or  authorized  veterinarian  such  disposal  is  necessary  and  proper 
for  such  animals. 

(f)  This  section  does  not  authorize  the  Humane  Society  to  assume  any  of  the  impoundment  and 
disposal  functions  of  the  animal  control  division  as  elsewhere  specified  in  this  chapter  or  state  law. 

(g)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  inhibit  the  animal  control  division  in  any  way  from  carrying  out 
its  functions  in  accordance  with  applicable  law  and  whatever  provisions  or  regulations  the  city  board  of 
public  safety  shall  make  in  carrying  out  its  mandate  to  make  provisions  to  maintain  an  animal  control 
division,  to  regulate  the  capture,  impoundment,  sale  and  destruction  of  animals  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  for  the  operation  of  the  animal  control  division. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  ANIMAL  CONTROL  BOARD 

Sec.  531-701.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this 
section. 

Administrator  means  the  administrator  of  the  animal  control  division. 

Board  means  the  city  animal  control  board. 

Director  means  the  director  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety. 

Sec.  531-702.  Establishment. 

The  animal  control  board  is  hereby  established  to  help  identify  the  problems  and  needs  of  animal 
care  and  control  in  the  city,  to  suggest  answers  and  to  recommend  solutions  to  these  needs  and 
problems,  and  to  educate  the  public  regarding  the  care  and  ownership  of  animals. 

Sec.  531-703.  Board  membership. 

(a)  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  who  are  residents  of  the  city  and  have  an 
interest  in  and  knowledge  of  the  care  and  control  of  animals,  and  who  are  chosen  as  follows: 

(1)  A  veterinarian  engaged  in  private  veterinarian  practice  in  the  city,  appointed  by  the  mayor; 

(2)  A  representative  from  the  Humane  Society  of  Indianapolis,  appointed  by  the  mayor; 

(3)  Two  (2)  members  from  the  community,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
and  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  council,  and  neither  of  whom  shall  derive 
income  from  the  use  or  sale  of  animals; 

(4)  A  representative  from  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County,  appointed  by 
the  council;  and, 

(5)  The  administrator,  who  shall  be  an  ex  officio,  nonvoting  member. 

An  appointing  authority  shall  not  make  all  of  its  appointments  from  the  same  political  party. 

(b)  Each  board  member  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority  for  a  term  ending 
December  31  of  the  year  the  appointment  was  effective,  and  until  a  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified.  A  member  may  be  reappointed  for  successive  terms.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  board,  the 
appointing  authority  shall  appoint  a  replacement  member  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  Any  board  member  who  fails  to  attend  three  (3)  consecutive  regular  meetings  of  the  board 
shall  be  treated  as  if  he  or  she  had  resigned,  unless  written  justification  is  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
the  appointing  authority. 

Sec.  531-704.  Officers;  meetings;  quorum. 

(a)  The  voting  members  of  the  board  shall  select  a  chairman,  vice-chairman,  and  secretary  who 
shall  keep  official  minutes  of  the  meetings. 

(b)  The  board  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  as  necessary,  and  at  such  place  and  time  as  may  be 
set  by  the  chairman.  Three  (3)  voting  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  any  action  taken  by  the 
board  shall  be  approved  in  writing  by  a  simple  majority  of  members  present  in  person  and  not  by 
representatives. 
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Sec.  531-705.  Powers  and  duties. 

The  board  has  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

(1)  To  suggest  and  review  rules  and  regulations  for  the  efficient  implementation  of  its  policies 
and  procedures; 

(2)  To  allow  any  person  who  feels  aggrieved  at  a  decision  of  a  public  entity  concerning  animals, 
or  who  wishes  to  express  a  concern  involving  animals,  to  file  a  written  request  for 
consideration  of  such  grievance  or  concern  with  the  chairman  of  the  board,  who  shall  place 
such  request  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  of  the  board.  At  the  meeting  the  board  shall  hear  the 
request  and  take  appropriate  action; 

(3)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  director  regarding  ordinances  establishing  standards  for  the 
care,  disposal,  treatment,  and  control  of  all  animals  in  the  city,  including  but  not  limited  to 
licensing  for  the  ownership  of  animals,  increasing  the  adoption  of  animals,  and  establishing  a 
lost-and-found  service  for  animal  owners;  and, 

(4)  To  submit  to  the  council,  the  mayor,  and  the  director  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  and 
operations. 

SECTION  2.  Section  836-5  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  is  hereby 
amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language 
which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  836-5.  Requirements  for  kennels,  pet  shops  and  stables;  enforcement. 

(a)  In  addition  to  the  registration  required  by  this  chapter,  all  kennels,  pet  shops  and  stables  in 
the  city  shall: 

( 1 )  Be  operated  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  constitute  a  nuisance; 

(2)  Provide  an  isolation  ward  for  boarded  animals  which  are  sick  or  diseasedj  sufficiently 
removed  so  as  not  to  endanger  the  health  of  other  animals; 

(3)  Keep  all  boarded  animals  caged  or  under  the  control  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  kennel, 
pet  shop  or  stable; 

(4)  With  respect  to  all  animals  in  the  kennel,  pet  shop  or  stable,  comply  with  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Code  for  the  general  care  of  animals;  and, 

(5)  Comply  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  and  local  laws,  and  all  applicable  regulations 
adopted  by  the  city  department  of  public  safety. 

(b)  The  owner  or  operator  of  all  kennels  and  pet  shops  in  the  city  shall: 

f^)  Filo  a  monthly  notice  of  Gale  with  the  city  controller  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  last  day  of 
any  month  in  which  the  kennel  or  pet  shop  has  sold  one  (1)  or  more  dogo  or  cats;  the  notice 
of  sale  shall  include  the  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  purchaser,  as  well  as  the 
ago,  sex  and  breed  of  the  dog  or  cat  sold; 

(21)  At  the  time  of  purchase,  notify  the  purchaser  of  all  state  and  local  laws  which  require  an 
animal  kept  in  the  city  to  be  vaccinated  or  lioensod; 

(3}  Supply  tho  purchaser  with  an  application  for  animal  liconse,  the  form  of  which  is  proscribed 
by  the  controller; 

(42)  Retain  the  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  owner  and  the  license  number  of  each 
dog  or  cat  boarded,  and  retain  the  name  and  address  of  each  person  selling,  trading  or  giving 
any  animal  to  the  kennel  or  pet  shop;  and, 

(53)  Not  sell  animals  which  are  unweaned  or  so  young  or  weak  that  their  sale  would  be  injurious 
to  the  animals. 
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(c)    The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  enforced  by  the  controller,  and  by  the  animal  control 
division  as  provided  in  Article  V  VI  of  Chapter  4  531  of  the  Code. 

SECTION  3.  Section  103-52  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  is  hereby 
amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language 
which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows:

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CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  31,  1998 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  Sec.  851-601  of  the  Revised  Code  concerning  cable  franchise 
fees. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  851-601  of  Article  VI  of  Chapter  851  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated 
City  and  County  be  and  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  inserting  the 
underlined  text  as  follows: 

Sec.  851-601.  Franchise  fee. 

(a)  General  requirement.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  its  franchise  agreement  or  this  chapter,  the 
operator  of  a  cable  system  for  which  a  franchise  is  required  under  this  chapter  shall  pay  to  the  city  as 
compensation  for  use  of  the  public  rights-of-way  franchise  fees  in  aggregate  amounts  equal  to  five  (5) 
percent  of  its  gross  revenues  derived  annually  from  its  operations  of  the  cable  system  to  provide  cable 
services  within  the  city. 

(b)  Previously  granted  franchise.  As  to  franchises  granted  prior  to  August  1,  1995,  the  operator 
shall  pay  the  franchise  fee  specified  in  the  respective  franchise  agreements,  as  amended. 

(c)  Direct  payments.  A  franchise  granted  or  renewed  after  August  1,  1995,  shall  require  the 
operator  to  make  direct  payments  to  the  city  as  franchise  fees  an  amount  equal  to  five  (5)  percent  of  its 
gross  revenues  reduced  by  (1)  any  and  all  taxes  or  fees  or  services  furnished  by  the  grantee  imposed 
directly  on  any  subscriber  or  user  by  any  city,  county,  state  or  other  governmental  unit,  and  collected  by 
the  grantee  for  such  entity;  (2)  any  and  all  interest  income  from  any  source  attributed  to  such  cable 
system  operations;  (3)  any  and  all  income  derived  by  the  grantee  from  the  sale  and  transfer  of  cable 
system  assets;  end  (4)  any  and  all  amounts  of  bad  debts  from  such  cable  system  operations  that  are 
written  off  by  the  grantee;  and  (5)  advertising  agency  commissions  if  grantee  does  not  receive  such 
amounts  and  such  amounts  are  not  reflected  in  grantee's  financial  statements  as  revenues. 

(d)  Credits.  If  the  franchise  requires  the  operator  to  pay  other  amounts  which  are  deemed  franchise 
fees  under  federal  law  and  the  sum  of  those  payments  and  those  required  by  subsection  (c)  exceeds  the 
maximum  franchise  fees  permitted  by  federal  law,  the  payments  under  subsection  (c)  shall  be  reduced 
by  such  amount  so  that  the  total  franchise  fees  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  permitted  by  federal  law. 

(e)  The  operator  shall  be  prohibited  from  prepaying  franchise  fees  on  estimated  annual  revenues  at 
the  time  of  bidding  for  a  new  or  renewal  franchise. 

(f)  The  city  reserves  the  right  to  conduct  periodic  audits  of  the  operator's  records  to  determine 
compliance  with  this  provision.  The  city's  acceptance  of  the  operator's  franchise  fee  payments  does  not 
constitute  an  accord  and  satisfaction  nor  are  such  payments  in  lieu  of  any  other  fees,  taxes,  or  payments 
owed  by  the  operator. 

(g)  The  operator  shall  pay  simple  interest  at  the  rate  often  (10)  percent  per  annum  on  all  franchise 
fees  which  remain  unpaid  after  the  date  they  are  due  until  the  fees  are  paid.

NEW  BUSINESS 

Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  Michael  Yoder  will  be  leaving  the  City  as  the  Mayor's  Chief  of 
Staff  on  March  6,  1998.  He  thanked  Mr.  Yoder  for  all  his  hard  work  and  stated  that  he  is  one  of 
the  most  honest  men  he  has  ever  had  the  pleasure  to  work  with.  Mr.  Yoder  thanked  the  Council 
for  all  their  support  and  stated  that  he  has  mixed  feelings  about  leaving,  as  he  was  not  seeking 
another  career  opportunity.

Kleiman  stated  that  this  bill  would  mandate  the  screening  of  mothers  during  pregnancy  to 
identify  those  infected  with  the  AIDS  virus  and  keep  them  from  breast  feeding  and  passing  the 
virus  along  to  their  babies.  He  urged  Council  members  to  voice  their  support  to  their  State 
Representatives.  Councillor  Coughenour  added  that  New  York  passed  the  same  legislation  and 
have  saved  several  infant  lives  as  a  result  of  it.

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  737,  1997.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  737,  1997  on  December  15,  1997,  February,  1 1,  1998,  and 
again  on  March  11,  1998.  The  proposal  provides  penalties  for  unauthorized  use  of  handicapped 
parking  spaces  on  private  commercial  property.  By  a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Sheriff  Jack  Cottey  stated  that  this  proposal  will  generate  its  own  funds,  relaying  no  costs  to  the 
taxpayers. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  had  intended  to  observe  the  recent  Public  Safety  and 
Criminal  Justice  Committee  on  television,  but  that  it  was  not  broadcast.    She  asked  why  it  was

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  39,  1998 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  the 
Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  concerning  handicapped  parking  and  payment  of  civil 
penalties  for  violations  thereof. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  29-256.2  of  Division  I  of  Article  V  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County, 
Indiana  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  by  deleting  the  language  stricken  through  and  inserting  the  language 
underlined  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  29-256.2.  Parking  meter  privileges  for  physically  handicapped  persons. 

(a)    As  used  in  this  section,  "physically  handicapped  person"  means: 

(1)  Any  person  who  has  been  issued  a  parking  permit  for  physically  handicapped  individuals  pursuant 
to  IC  9-14-5  placard  by  tho  division  of  rehabilitation  services  of  the  Indiana  Department  of  Human 
Sorvicos  pursuant  to  IC  1  28  10  24; 

(2)  Any  person  who  has  been  issued  a  handicapped  person  license  plate  or  decal  registration  plate  for  a 
motor  vehicle  pursuant  to  IC  9-18-22  7  1.1;  or 
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(3)    Any  person  who  has  been  issued  a  disabled  veteran's  registration  license  plate  pursuant  to  IC  9-18- 

(b)  As  used  in  this  section,  "private  business  property"  and  "shopping  center"  mean  privately  owned 
real  property  on  which  the  public  is  invited  to  travel  for  business  purposes. 

(fee)  The  director  of  the  department  of  transportation  shall  reserve  metered  parking  spaces  on  public 
streets  for  the  exclusive  use  of  physically  handicapped  persons  seven  (7)  days  per  week  twenty-four  (24) 
hours  per  day  provided  that  such  designation  shall  not  authorize  handicapped  parking  in  such  spaces  during 
hours  when  parking  is  otherwise  prohibited  at  such  location. 

(d)  The  owner  or  manager  of  a  shopping  center  or  private  business  property  may  reserve  parking 
spaces  within  such  shopping  center  or  private  business  property  for  the  exclusive  use  of  physically 
handicapped  persons  at  all  times  that  such  shopping  center  or  private  business  property  is  open  to  the 
public. 

(ee)  Physically  handicapped  persons  who  park  at  such  designated  metered  spaces  shall  display  on  their 
vehicle  either  a  parking  permit  placard  issued  pursuant  to  IC  9-14-5  1  28  10  21,  a  handicapped  person 
license  plate  or  decal  registration  plate  issued  pursuant  to  IC  9-18-22  7  1.1,  or  a  disabled  veteran^ 
registration  license  plate  issued  pursuant  to  IC  9-18-18  ?-4.  Failure  to  display  such  placard  or  plate  shall  be 
a  violation  of  this  section  and  shall  subject  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  vehicle  to  the  penalties  provided  for 
violations  of  this  chapter. 

(df)  Physically  handicapped  persons  who  park  at  designated  metered  spaces  shall  be  subject  to  all 
restrictions  and  requirements  applicable  to  such  meters,  including  time  restrictions  and  charges  for  parking. 
Failure  to  comply  with  such  restrictions  and  requirements  is  a  violation  of  this  section  and  shall  subject  the 
owner  or  operator  of  the  vehicle  to  the  penalties  provided  for  violations  of  this  chapter.  However,  the 
director  of  the  department  of  transportation  shall  issue  a  permit  waiving  time  restrictions  and  parking 
charges  to  any  physically  handicapped  person  who  files  an  affidavit  with  the  department  stating  that  he  is 
physically  incapable  of  depositing  money  in  a  parking  meter.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  park  at 
a  designated  metered  space  without  depositing  money  in  the  meter  unless  a  permit  issued  pursuant  to  this 
subsection  is  prominently  displayed  on  the  vehicle  so  parked. 

(eg)  A  vehicle  displaying  the  placard  or  license  plate  required  in  subsection  (fee)  above,  is  eligible  to  be 
parked  in  the  designated  spaces  only  when  the  vehicle  is  being  operated  by  or  is  providing  transportation 
for  the  person  to  whom  the  placard  or  license  plate  has  been  issued.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  restriction 
is  a  violation  of  this  section  and  shall  subject  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  vehicle  to  penalties  provided  for 
violations  of  this  chapter. 

(&)  Any  person  who  parks  at  a  metered  space  designated  pursuant  to  subsections  (fe)  (c)  and  (d)  above. 
and  who  fails  to  display  the  placard  or  plate  required  by  subsection  (ee)  or  who  is  not  eligible  to  obtain  such 
a  placard  or  plate  shall  be  in  violation  of  this  section.  Such  violation  shall  subject  the  owner  or  operator  of 
the  vehicle  to  penalties  provided  for  violations  of  this  chapter.  However,  a  vehicle  displaying  an  unexpired 
handicapped  parking  permit,  an  unexpired  disabled  veteran's  registration  plate  or  decal  issued  under  the 
laws  of  another  state  may  also  park  in  designated  metered  spaces  pursuant  to  this  section. 

SECTION  2.   The  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  by 
adding  the  following  as  a  NEW  section,  designated  Sec.  103-61,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  103-61.  Certain  Violations  Occurring  Outside  Police  Special  Service  District. 

If  a  violation  of  Sec.  29-256.2  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  occurred  outside  the 
police  special  service  district  and  is  admitted  to  the  ordinance  violations  bureau,  the  civil  penalty  specified 
in  this  article  for  such  violation  shall  be  remitted  to  the  county  auditor  by  the  city  controller. 

SECTION  3.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  3,  1998 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  $10,000,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Multi-Family  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1998 A  and  its 
$2,250,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Taxable  Multi-Family  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds, 
Series  1998B  (Kingsmill  Apartments  Project)  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect 
thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  11.9  and  12,  as  amended,  and  Title  5, 
Article  1,  Chapter  5,  as  amended  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of 
economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership,  limited  liability  company  or  individual  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  or  refinancing  costs  of  acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and 
personal  property,  for  diversification  of  economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in 
or  near  such  issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer 
and  a  corporate  trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  provide  money  with  which  to  fund  the  acquisition,  substantial  rehabilitation 
and  financing  of  the  existing  192-unit  multi-family  residential  facility  plus  clubhouse  currently  known 
as  Emerald  Green  Apartments  plus  the  construction  and  equipping  of  an  additional  112  multi-family 
residential  rental  units,  all  located  at  6363  Commons  Drive,  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  on 
approximately  32  acres  of  land;  the  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  furnishings  for  use  in  the 
facility;  and  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation,  construction  and  installation  of  various  site  improvements  at 
the  facility,  together  with  the  costs  of  rehabilitating  such  apartment  complex  (the  "Project")  and  pay 
certain  costs  of  issuance,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  has  previously  issued,  sold  and 
delivered  its  $10,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  its  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Variable/Fixed 
Rate  Multi-Family  Housing  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1997A  (Kingsmill  Venture,  L.P.  Project)  (the  "Prior 
Series  1997A  Bonds")  and  $5,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  its  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana 
Taxable  Variable/Fixed  Rate  Multi-Family  Housing  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1997B  (Kingsmill  Venture, 
L.P.  Project)  (the  "Prior  Series  1997B  Bonds")  (the  Prior  Series  1997 A  Bonds  and  the  Prior  Series 
1997B  Bonds  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Prior  Bonds"),  pursuant  to  an  Indenture  of  Trust  (the 
"Prior  Indenture")  dated  as  of  July  1,  1997,  between  the  Issuer  and  Norwest  Bank  Indiana,  N.A.,  as 
trustee  (the  "Prior  Trustee")  and  has  previously  made  a  loan  (the  "Prior  Loan")  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  Kingsmill  Development  Co.,  LLC,  an  Indiana  limited  liability  company  (the  "Company")  pursuant  to 
a  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Prior  Loan  Agreement")  dated  as  of  July  1,  1997,  between  the  Issuer  and  the 
Company;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Prior  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity  in  whole  or  in  part  on  certain 
dates,  in  the  event  and  to  the  extent  that  the  outstanding  principal  balance  of  the  Prior  Loan  is  prepaid 
on  an  optional  basis  by  the  Company;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  the  Company  has  notified  the  Issuer  of  its  intention  to  prepay  the 
Prior  Loan  and  cause  the  redemption  of  the  Prior  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  the  Company  has  requested  that  the  Issuer  provide  a  new  loan  to  the 
Company  (the  "Loan"),  for  the  purpose  of  refinancing  the  Project  and  providing  for  the  refunding  of  the 
Prior  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to 
finance  and  refinance  the  acquisition  and  substantial  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  by  issuing  its 
$10,000,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Multi-Family  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series 
1998  A  (the  "Series  1998 A  Bonds")  and  its  $2,250,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Taxable  Multi- 
Family  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1 998B  (Kingsmill  Apartments  Project)  (the  "Series 
1998B  Bonds")  (the  Series  1998 A  Bonds  and  the  Series  1998B  Bonds  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the 
"Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing  conducted 
on  March  11,  1998  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  24,  adopted  a 
Resolution  on  that  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the 
financing  and  refinancing  of  the  Project  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that 
such  financing  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  an  Indenture  of  Trust  (the  "Indenture") 
dated  the  Issuance  Date  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  by  and  between  the  Issuer  and  Norwest  Bank 
Indiana,  N.A.,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  which  will  be  sold  to  William  Blair  &  Company,  L.L.C.  (the 
"Underwriter")  pursuant  to  a  Purchase  Contract  (the  "Purchase  Contract")  dated  the  date  of  the  sale  of 
the  Bonds  among  the  Issuer,  the  Company  and  the  Underwriter  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the 
Company  pursuant  to  a  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  dated  the  Issuance  Date  (as  defined  in 
the  Indenture),  between  the  Issuer  and  the  Company,  which  shall  be  secured  by  an  Open-End  Real 
Estate  Mortgage,  Security  Agreement,  Collateral  Assignment  of  Rents  and  Leases,  and  Fixture  Filing 
(the  "Mortgage")  dated  the  Issuance  Date  from  the  Company  to  the  Trustee  for  the  purpose  of 
financing,  refinancing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  the  Project  and  to  pay  a  portion  of  the 
costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  refinancing  and  financing  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on 
any  similar  facility  or  facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area 
or  in  or  about  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and

referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  by 
Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  the  economic  development 
facilities  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing,  refinancing 
or  providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by 
the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does 
comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City  Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Series  1998 A  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $10,000,000  and  its  Series  1998B  Bonds  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,250,000  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance,  refinance  or  provide 
reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and 
interest  solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence 
and  secure  said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above-described  Financing  Documents.    The 
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Bonds  shall  never  constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general 
credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2-12(b)(l)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC 
Rule"),  provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  bids  for, 
purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal  securities,  the  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  shall 
obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such  securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official 
statement.  The  Limited  Offering  Memorandum  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the 
omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling 
compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and 
other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer 
of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Limited  Offering 
Memorandum  is  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Underwriter  that  the  information  in  the  Limited 
Offering  Memorandum  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC 
Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Limited  Offering  Memorandum. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to 
the  purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus 
accrued  interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  10%  per  annum,  which  sale  shall  occur 
not  later  than  90  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  special  ordinance.  The  use  of  a  Final  Limited 
Offering  Memorandum  is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in 
connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing 
Documents.  The  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents 
requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein 
and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  the  City 
Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not 
affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10). 

SECTION  7.  The  provisions  of  the  special  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall  constitute  a 
contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance  of  said 
Bonds,  this  special  ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely 
affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid. 

SECTION  8.  The  Issuer  hereby  preliminarily  finds  and  determines  that  the  amount  of  tax  credits  to  be 
allocated  to  the  Project  under  Section  42  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1 986,  as  amended,  and 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder  (the  "Code")  does  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
financial  feasibility  of  the  Project  and  its  viability  as  a  qualified  housing  project  throughout  the  credit 
period  for  the  Project.  In  making  the  foregoing  determination,  the  Issuer  has  relied  upon 
representations  of  the  Company.  The  foregoing  determinations  shall  not  be  construed  to  be  a 
representation  or  warranty  by  the  Issuer  as  to  the  feasibility  or  viability  of  the  Project.  The  Issuer 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Mayor  to  make  the  foregoing  determination  again  for  and  on  behalf  of 
the  Issuer  at  the  request  of  the  Company  following  receipt  of  supporting  materials  submitted  by  the 
Company  to  the  Indiana  Housing  Finance  Authority  (the  "IHFA")  and  either  written  representations  of 
the  Company  or  of  the  IHFA  to  the  effect  that  (i)  the  amount  of  tax  credits  to  be  allocated  to  the  Project 
under  Section  42  of  the  Code  does  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the  financial  feasibility  of  the 
Project  and  its  viability  as  a  qualified  housing  project  throughout  the  credit  period  for  the  Project,  and 
(ii)  the  Project  satisfied  the  requirements  for  the  allocation  of  a  housing  credit  dollar  amount  under 
IHFA's  qualified  allocation  plan.  Such  determinations  shall  occur  on  or  about  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  to  the  purchasers  thereof  and  on  or  about  the  date  that  each  building  of  the  Project  is  placed  in 
service.  In  reliance  upon  the  representations  of  the  Company,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Project  satisfies  the  requirements  for  the  allocation  of  a  housing  credit  dollar  amount  under  IHFA's 
qualified  allocation  plan. 
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SECTION  9.  This  special  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance 
with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14.

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  within  the  city  areas  defined  and  established  as  school  zones,  which 
shall  be  defined  as  that  portion  of  any  street,  boulevard,  parkway  or  alley  contiguous  to  any  educational 
institution,  regardless  of  whether  it  is  public  or  private,  and  extending  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred 
(300)  feet  along  said  zone  shall  vary  depending  on  the  posted  speed  limit  from  500  feet  for  a  posted 
speed  limit  of  30  mph  and  800  feet  for  a  posted  speed  limit  of  55  mph  along  the  street,  boulevard, 
parkway  or  highway  in  each  direction  from  the  property  of  the  educational  institution. 

(b)  No  person  shall  drive  a  motor  vehicle  on  any  street,  boulevard,  parkway  or  highway  within  a 
school  zone  established  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  at  a  speed  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  miles  per 
hour. 

(c)  Where  no  special  hazard  exists,  the  speed  prescribed  in  subsection  (b)  shall  be  lawful,  but  any 
speed  in  excess  of  that  limit  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  speed  is  not  reasonable  or  prudent 
and  is  unlawful. 

(d)  The  speed  restriction  established  in  subsection  (b)  is  in  school  zones  shall  be  in  force  from  7:00 
a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  thirty  (30)  minutes  before  the  regular  hours  of  school  attendance  and  shall  remain  in 
forco  until  thirty  (30)  minutes  after  the  schools  torminate  thoir  school  day,  on  all  days  on  which  the 
schools  are  in  operation,  except  as  stated  in  subsection  (f).  provided  that  any  school  zone  speed  limit 
established  on  a  state  highway  shall  apply  only  when  children  are  present. 

(e)  No  restriction  under  this  section  shall  be  applicable  until  the  bureau  of  traffic  ongineering 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  shall  post  reasonable  and  adequate  signs  indicating  the  existence 
of  such  school  zones,  their  point  of  commencement  and  point  of  termination. 

(f)  Aftor  recommendation  of  the  board  of  transportation,  basod  upon  engineering  and  traffic 
Gurvoys,  this  section  may  bo  amended  by  ordinance  to  incroaso  or  docroase  the  speed  limit  in  specific 
school  zonos  within  tho  city  without  affecting  the  validity  or  intont  of  this  soction.  The  board  of  asset 
management  and  public  works,  upon  recommendations  of  the  director  of  the  department  of  capital  asset 
management  based  upon  engineering  and  traffic  surveys,  may  by  regulation  with  respect  to  specific 
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school  zones  change  the  hours  specified  in  subsection  (d)  during  which  the  speed  restriction  applies  and 
increase  or  decrease  the  speed  limit  specified  in  subsection  (b)  but  not  to  lower  than  20  miles  per  hour.

(d)  Any  software  installed  on  the  computer  which  is  not  provided  by  the  city  shall  only  be  installed 
as  authorized  by  the  licenses  pertaining  to  such  software.  Any  such  software  shall  be  removed  prior  to 
returning  the  computer  to  the  city,  upon  which  return  the  clerk  will  cause  such  software  to  be  removed 
prior  to  re-issuance  of  the  computer. 

Sec.  151-802.  Conditions  of  assignment  of  personal  computers.  The  clerk  shall  assign  computers  in 
the  priority  stated  in  Sec.  151-801  and  deliver  them  only  upon  the  person  executing  an  agreement  that: 

(1)  the  computer  and  accessories  belong  to  the  city  and  will  be  returned  upon  termination  of 
employment  or  term  of  office; 

(2)  the  person  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any  loss,  theft  or  damage  to  the  computer  or  accessories 
and  promptly  notify  the  clerk  of  such  occurrences; 

(3)  no  repairs  shall  be  made  or  attempted  without  permission  of  the  clerk;  and 

(4)  the  computer  shall  be  made  available  to  the  clerk  during  normal  business  hours  at  least  quarterly 
for  inspection  and  at  other  times  as  required  by  the  clerk  to  assure  compatibility  of  software 
system  upgrades. 

Sec.  151-803.  On-line  services.  Any  councillor  or  staff  member,  to  whom  a  portable  computer  is 
assigned,  may  install  on-line  internet  connection  services  on  such  computer,  but  all  charges  for  such 
services  and  connections  shall  be  paid  by  the  user  or  subscriber.  Such  charges  shall  not  be  reimbursed 
by  the  council.

(4)  leadership  positions.

Councillor  Hinkle  asked  if  Judge  James  Payne  has  a  budget  for  the  alternative  school. 
Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  these  grant  monies  are  for  the  construction  of  the  school  and  not 
the  operating  costs,  which  will  be  worked  out  later.  Councillor  Hinkle  asked  how  the  Council 
can  approve  a  $4  million  expenditure  with  no  budget  presented.  Councilor  Dowden  stated  that 
the  $4  million  is  a  grant  from  Lilly  Endowment  and  this  proposal  is  asking  for  the  Council's 
approval,  not  an  appropriation. 

The  President  stated  that  Judge  Payne  has  been  cautious  up  to  this  point  of  proceeding  in 
unchartered  waters  and  making  the  wrong  decisions  in  this  venture,  and  is  therefore  the  reason  a 
budget  has  not  been  finalized. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the  schools  do  not  want  these  children,  and  the  children  end  up  on 
the  streets  if  the  City  is  not  willing  to  give  them  an  alternative. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  alternative  school  in  Perry  Township  works  very  well  and 
she  supports  this  proposal  because  it  is  an  important  investment  in  these  children. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  is  an  advocate  for  alternative  education,  but  that  she  feels 
there  is  not  much  support  from  schools  right  now.  She  stated  that  she  is  also  concerned  that  no 
budget  has  been  presented.  She  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Short,  to  return  Proposal  No. 
184,  1998  to  Committee  for  further  review. 

Councillor  Gray  asked  if  staffing  has  been  decided  on  for  this  alternative  school.  Councillor 
Dowden  stated  that  Judge  Payne  will  present  a  budget  and  staffing  details  once  the  building  is 
constructed  and  secured  for  the  project  and  the  number  of  students  is  determined. 
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Councillor  Smith  stated  that  as  Lilly  chose  to  invest  the  money  in  this  cause,  he  supports  the 
proposal. 

Councilor  O'Dell  asked  why  the  amount  noted  in  this  proposal  is  less  than  the  original  $4 
million.  Mr.  Lantz  stated  that  part  of  the  grant  was  used  to  fund  the  salary  of  the  individual 
handling  the  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  process,  and  another  portion  was  used  as  earnest 
monies.

The  President  convened  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Council. 

POLICE  SPECIAL  SERVICE  DISTRICT 
SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  PUBLIC  HEARING 

PROPOSAL  NO.  182,  1998.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  182,  1998  on  March  18,  1998.  The  proposal  approves  an 
increase  of  $1,200,000  in  the  1998  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Police  Division 
(Police  Service  District  Fund)  for  special  one-time  crime  initiatives  financed  by  fund  balances. 
By  a  6-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  why  this  money  is  spent  on  overtime  instead  of  hiring  more  officers. 
Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  a  great  number  of  police  officers  have  part-time  jobs.  He  added 
that  it  is  better  to  offer  them  overtime  than  to  not  have  their  expertise  on  hand.  He  stated  that  the 
Police  Department  felt  it  was  best  to  handle  the  workload  this  way  instead  of  recruiting  and 
training  more  officers.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  feels  this  puts  neighborhood  associations 
against  each  other.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  every  department  has  overtime  budgets. 
Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  does  not  feel  it  is  fair  to  use  the  overtime  manpower  in  an 
excluded  city,  such  as  Speedway.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the  Indianapolis  500  Race  is  an 
important  event  that  affects  the  whole  city.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that  the  only  district 
benefiting  from  this  overtime  is  the  West  District.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  all  of  the 
districts  got  some  monies. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  from  a  management  standpoint,  she  does  not  feel  working  20-25 
hours  of  overtime  a  week  is  healthy  and  safe  in  such  a  volatile  occupation.  She  gave  examples 
of  overtime  worked  by  officers  in  last  summer's  Project  Saturation.  She  stated  that  this  is 
unsafe. 

Councillor  Smith  stated  that  each  officer  has  an  area  of  expertise,  and  therefore,  those  with 
training  in  a  certain  area  may  be  called  upon  more  often  for  overtime  if  the  situation  warrants 
their  qualifications.  He  added  that  he  would  not  want  an  inexperienced  person  in  a  position 
needing  a  highly  trained  individual. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  agrees  with  Councillor  Williams  and  that  expertise  does  not  insure 
safety.  He  stated  that  he  is  against  this  proposal  because  there  is  no  proposal  as  to  what 
outcomes  it  will  produce. 
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Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  Councillor  Golc  is  on  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice 
Committee  but  offered  no  amendments  to  the  proposal  to  help  insure  safety.  He  added  that 
Councillor  Talley  is  also  on  the  Committee  and  offered  no  amendments  to  insure  a  more  equal 
distribution  of  the  monies.  Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  often  offers  amendments  but  receives 
no  seconds. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  is  concerned  that  although  she  raised  questions  with  Deputy 
Mayor  Susan  Brooks  and  Police  Chief  Michael  Zunk,  neither  of  them  are  present  at  this  meeting 
to  address  them. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  this  is  a  positive  proposal  and  he  is  frustrated  by  negative 
reactions  to  such  positive  public  safety  proposals.  He  stated  that  there  were  no  assurances  of 
outcomes  with  the  Weed  And  Seed  program  in  Councillor  Golc's  district,  yet  Councillor  Golc 
was  in  favor  of  this  program.  He  challenged  individuals  to  propose  constructive  amendments 
when  they  do  not  like  the  proposals  as  submitted. 

Councillor  Gray  stated  that  being  a  police  officer  is  a  dangerous  job,  as  are  fire  services.  He 
added  that  the  Fire  Department  limits  the  amount  of  overtime  a  firefighter  can  participate  in 
because  of  safety  issues.  He  stated  that  he  is  not  opposed  to  overtime,  but  feels  20-25  hours  a 
week  is  excessive. 

Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  stated  that  she  supports  this  proposal  because  the  Near  Eastside 
Community  Organization  (NESCO)  will  receive  a  huge  increase.  She  stated  that  this  shows  that 
other  districts  are  included  than  just  the  West  District. 

Councillor  Schneider  called  for  the  question,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer.  The  President 
stated  that  he  had  previously  recognized  Councillor  Boyd,  and  will  allow  him  to  speak. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  is  pleased  that  the  City  wants  to  enhance  law  enforcement,  but 
that  he  agrees  that  more  measurable  outcomes  are  needed  before  approving  this  $1.2  million.  He 
asked  why  the  East  District  is  being  ignored  and  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  criteria  and 
guidelines  used  for  the  allocations.  He  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Talley,  to  postpone 
Proposal  No.  182,  1998. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  how  Councillor  Boyd  can  offer  another  motion  when  the  question 
has  already  been  called. 

General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  by  allowing  Councillor  Boyd  to  speak,  the  President 
did  not  recognize  Councillor  Schneider's  motion  to  call  for  the  question.

WHEREAS,  the  Council  has  contracted  with  Municipal  Code  Corporation  ("MCC")  to  prepare  a 
revised  and  rearranged  code  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council's  General  Counsel;  and 

WHEREAS,  MCC  and  the  General  Counsel  acting  pursuant  to  Council  Rules  (Sec.  151-101)  have 
rearranged,  renumbered,  and  revised  the  ordinances;  and 

WHEREAS,  MCC  has  now  printed  and  published  the  same  as  two  loose-leaf  volumes  entitled  "The 
Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County;"  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Code  entitled  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  two  copies  of 
which  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  for  public  inspection,  published  by  Municipal  Code 
Corporation  and  consisting  of  chapters  101  through  996,  be  and  is  hereby  adopted. 

SECTION  2.  The  Council  determines  and  declares  that  all  provisions  rearranged  as  recorded  in  this

(2)  Ordinances  containing  the  text  of  zoning  ordinances  in  effect  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4-601,  except 
those  included  in  Chapter  731. 

SECTION  3.  The  adoption  of  this  ordinance  and  code  shall  not  affect  any  of  the  following: 

1 .  Any  ordinance  adopted  for  purposes  that  have  been  consummated. 

2.  Any  ordinance  expressly  saved  from  repeal  in  such  Code. 

3.  Any  ordinance  that  is  temporary,  although  in  general  in  effect. 

4.  Any  ordinance  that  is  special,  although  permanent  in  effect. 

5.  Any  ordinance  pertaining  to  the  lease  of  the  City-County  Building. 

6.  Any  appropriation  ordinance  or  ordinance  providing  for  the  levy  or  imposition  of  taxes  on  taxable 
property  or  for  an  annual  budget. 

7.  Any  ordinance  promising  or  guaranteeing  the  payment  of  money  for  the  City,  or  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  any  bonds  of  the  City  of  any  evidence  of  the  City's  indebtedness. 

8.  Any  contract  or  obligation  assumed  by  the  City. 

9.  Any  right  or  franchise  granted  by  the  City. 
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10.  Any  ordinance  relating  to  specific  public  improvements  or  assessments  therefor. 

1 1 .  Any  ordinance  dedicating,  naming,  establishing,  locating,  relocating,  opening,  paving,  widening, 
vacating,  closing,  etc.,  any  street  or  public  way  in  the  City. 

12.  Any  administrative  traffic  regulation. 

13.  Any  rezoning  ordinance  adopted  or  deemed  adopted  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4-608(c),  changing  zone 
map  incorporated  by  reference  in  the  zoning  ordinance  for  Marion  County,  in  accordance  with  IC 
36-7-4-601. 

14.  Any  offense  or  act  committed  or  done  or  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred  or  any  contract  or 
right  established  or  accruing  before  the  effective  date  of  such  Code. 

SECTION  4.  This  Code  shall  not  affect  any  ordinance  adopted  after  the  dates  specified  in  Section  2, 
which  ordinances  shall  continue  in  effect  according  to  these  provisions,  and  those  provisions  in  this 
Code  shall  be  deemed  repealed  or  amended  as  provided  in  such  ordinances. 

SECTION  5.  The  adoption  of  this  Code  does  not  affect  rights,  privileges,  or  liabilities  accrued, 
remedies  provided,  duties  imposed,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  before  the  adoption  of  this 
Code.  Punishments,  penalties  or  forfeitures  may  be  imposed  and  enforced  as  if  this  Code  had  not  been 
adopted. 

SECTION  6.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  such  Code,  violations  of  such  Code  are  punishable  by  a 
civil  penalty  of  not  more  than  $2,500.  In  case  of  any  amendment  of  such  Code  for  which  a  penalty  is 
not  provided,  either  in  such  amendment  or  in  such  Code,  the  penalty  provided  in  this  section  shall  apply 
to  such  amendment.

WHEREAS,  adding  to  his  list  of  "Firsts",  James  T.V.  Hill  was  also  the  first  Black  to  serve  on  a 
Marion  County  grand  jury,  he  also  served  as  a  Marion  County  deputy  prosecutor  and  as  a  special  judge 
in  local  courts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Hill  was  active  in  the  Democrat  Party,  was  on  the  Board  of  a  downtown  YMCA 
branch  and  Mayor  Slack's  letter  to  his  widow  Sarah  upon  his  death  in  1928  contains  words  which 
describe  Mr.  Hill's  life:  "He  lived  a  very  upright,  useful  and  active  life.";  now,  therefore:

Councillor  Coughenour  asked  why  three  completely  unrelated  fiscal  projects  are  combined  into  one 
ordinance.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  the  funding  for  these  projects  comes  out  of  the  same 
fund,  and  a  motion  was  made  to  separate  the  projects  in  committee.  That  motion  failed.  Councillor 
Coughenour  stated  that  this  does  not  seem  to  be  the  right  way  to  submit  an  ordinance  and  she  is 
uncomfortable  voting  on  all  these  items  together.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  a  proper  hearing 
was  allowed  separately  on  all  three  issues  in  Committee.  Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  she  is 
still  concerned  because  one  may  be  in  favor  of  one  issue,  and  opposed  to  the  others,  but  would  have 
to  vote  either  for  or  against  all  three,  and  would  then  have  to  choose  which  was  most  important. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  shares  the  same  concerns  and  asked  if  General  Counsel  Robert 
Elrod  can  draft  a  rule  regarding  how  proposals  are  introduced  concerning  separate  issues.  She 
added  that  separate  issues  need  separate  proposals.  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  this  is  not  an  issue  for 
Council  staff  to  address,  but  concern  about  how  fiscals  are  introduced  should  be  directed  to  the 
fiscal  officers  submitting  the  proposals. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  an  effort  was  made  to  separate  the  proposals  in  Committee,  but  that  it 
failed  because  all  three  items  are  in  the  Controller's  budget  and  the  proposal  was  submitted  that 
way  by  the  Controller. 

Councillor  Coonrod  stated  that  he  is  against  this  proposal  for  the  same  reasons  Councillors 
Coughenour  and  Williams  have  indicated.  He  stated  that  the  motion  to  separate  in  Committee  may 
have  failed,  but  the  failure  was  due  to  a  4-4  vote,  which  indicates  half  of  the  Committee  was 
strongly  in  favor  of  separating  these  items.  He  stated  that  the  best  way  to  get  fiscal  officers  to  stop 
submitting  separate  issues  in  one  proposal  is  to  oppose  the  proposal  and  prevent  it  from  passing  into 
law. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  has  seen  ordinances  in  the  past  which  contained  separate  issues, 
over  which  there  was  no  debate.  Councillor  Williams  stated  that  with  three  different  Councillors 
feeling  this  strongly  about  it,  it  seems  this  situation  is  more  unique  than  Councillor  Schneider 
thinks. 

Councillor  Gray  stated  that  it  seems  the  fiscal  officers  are  grouping  these  items  together  in  one 
proposal  because  they  feel  one  issue  may  not  pass  by  itself  on  its  own  merit,  but  would  pass  by 
default  because  of  the  other  projects  in  the  proposal.

b.  lower  the  Registrant's  and  the  Consolidated  City's  costs  of  providing  services  to  the

(a)    The  following  terms  and  phrases  when  used  throughout  this  Article  I  of  Chapter  645  shall 
have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this  Section:

(2)  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  means  such  director  and  any 
person  to  whom  such  director  specifically  delegates  the  powers  under  this  Chapter  645.

(5)  Facilities  mean,  including,  without  limitation,  any  pipes,  conduits,  wires,  cables,  amplifiers, 
transformers,  fiber  optic  lines,  antennae,  poles,  ducts,  conductors,  lines,  mains,  vaults, 
appliances,  attachments,  equipment,  structures,  manholes,  and  other  like  equipment,  fixtures 
and  appurtenances  used  in  connection  with  transmitting,  receiving,  distributing,  offering,  and 
providing  utility  services,  cable  television,  communications,  signaling,  electricity,  water, 
steam  and  other  services  or  functions. 

(6)  General  Management  Costs  means  the  Management  Costs  for: 

a.  registration  and  permit  administration; 

b.  management  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way,  including  costs  associated  with  the 
implementation  and  administration  of  the  ordinances  and  policies  of  the  Consolidated 
City; 

c.  project  management,  including  personnel  costs  and  consulting  expenses  associated  with 
coordinating  utility  and  Public  Right-of-Way  projects,  design,  inspection,  testing, 
construction  management,  planning,  and  engineering,  as  well  as  restoration  or  remedial 
work  required  for  inadequate  work  of  an  Occupant  to  the  extent  that  such  inadequate 
work  cannot  be  identified  to  a  specific  Occupant  or  the  Occupant  to  which  such 
inadequate  work  can  be  identified  is  insolvent; 
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d.  Public  Right-of-Way  engineering; 

e.  land  acquisition  for  Public  Right-of-Way,  including  but  not  limited  to  appraising,  title 
work,  negotiating,  costs  of  litigation,  mediation  and  settlement,  consultants,  witnesses 
and  attorneys  fees; 

f.  mapping  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  and  coordinating  mapping  of  all  Occupants  of  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way,  including  the  costs  of  layout,  materials  and  supplies,  in  order  to 
verify  Occupation  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way; 

g.  geographic  information  system  costs  incurred  after  the  Effective  Date  with  respect  to 
Facilities  installed  in  the  Public  Right-of-Way,  including  the  costs  of  automated 
mapping,  computer  and  technical  services,  input  of  data,  coordination  and  maintenance 
of  the  base  map,  personnel,  software  and  equipment; 

h.  administrative  overhead,  including  allocation  of  administration,  personnel,  fiscal  and 
information  systems  costs; 

i.  application  development  and  data  conversion  and  maintenance,  including  necessary 
software  development  to  provide  for  the  integration  of  utility  data  into  the  geographic 
information  system  for  viewing,  querying  and  report  generation; 

j.  legal  services  to  develop,  interpret,  implement,  enforce  and  defend  the  ordinances, 
policies  and  procedures  of  the  Consolidated  City  regarding  the  Public  Rights-of-Way; 
and 

k.  maintenance  of  a  roadway  inventory  system,  including  maintenance  of  a  pavement 
management  system  and  inventory  of  roadway  surface  condition  ratings  to  determine 
maintenance  needs  and  schedules. 

(7)  Management  Costs  means  "General  Management  Costs"  and  "Specific  Management  Costs" 
that  are  direct,  actual  and  reasonably  incurred  costs  of  the  Consolidated  City  in  managing  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(8)  Municipally-Owned  Utility  Facilities  means  any  Facilities  owned  by  the  Consolidated  City, 
or  any  division,  department,  bureau  or  agency  thereof,  including  the  Utilities  Department  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Contract  Compliance  Division,  and  for  which  a  user  fee  or 
charge  is  made  or  collected  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  owner. 

(9)  Occupant  means  any  Person  or  Entity  who  owns  any  Facilities  Occupying  the  Public  Rights- 
of-Way.  If  the  owner  of  any  Facilities  leases  or  licenses  such  Facilities  exclusively  to 
another  Person  or  Entity  and  if  the  lease  or  license  so  provides  and  a  copy  of  such  lease  or 
license  is  filed  with  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management,  then  the  lessee  or  licensee 
thereof  shall  be  deemed  the  "Occupant"  of  such  Facilities  for  purposes  of  this  Article. 

(10)  Occupy  (and  the  various  forms  of  such  word,  such  as  occupying,  occupied,  etc.)  means  to 
install,  construct,  maintain,  operate  or  own  any  Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(11)  Person  means  an  individual  or  natural  person. 

(12)  Public  Easement  means  any  easement  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Consolidated  City  and 
established,  acquired,  dedicated  or  devoted  to  public  utility  purposes,  including  the  area 
above  and  below  such  easements.

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(16)  Regulation  is  defined  in  section  102-14  and,  as  used  in  this  Article,  includes  any  Regulation 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public  Works  pursuant  to  this  Article  in 
accordance  with  Section  645-151,  promulgated  in  accordance  with  Chapter  141  of  the  Code, 
and  approved  by  the  City-County  Council  of  the  Consolidated  City. 

( 1 7)  Specific  Management  Costs  means  the  Management  Costs  for: 

a.  construction,  maintenance,  repair  and  restoration  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  to  the 
extent  not  included  as  a  General  Management  Cost  above,  including,  without  limitation, 
the  inspection  of  job  sites  and  restoration  projects  as  well  as  restoring  work 
inadequately  performed  after  providing  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  correct  the  work; 
and 

b.  implementation  and  administration  of  this  Chapter  645  and  any  ordinance  that  ensures 
that  an  Occupant  adequately  restores  the  Public  Right-of-Way  to  the  Public  Right-of- 
Way's  original  condition  and  remaining  life. 

( 1 8)  Thoroughfare  means  that  portion  of  any  Public  Right-of-Way  that  is  included  in  the  Marion 
County  Thoroughfare  Plan. 

(19)  Travelled  Way  means  any  highway,  street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  other  public  right  of  way  for 
motor  vehicle  or  pedestrian  travel  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  of  the  Consolidated  City, 
including  any  areas  within  any  public  right  of  way  which  may  be  unpaved  and  the 
unoccupied  area  above  and  below  such  rights  of  way. 

(20)  Utilities  Department  means  the  department  of  public  utilities  of  the  Consolidated  City  created 
under  Indiana  Code  8-1-11.1-1. 

(b)  The  terms  Public  Easement,  Public  Rights-of-Way,  Travelled  Way  and  Thoroughfare  do  not 
include 

(1)  any  land  or  interest  in  land  designated  as  a  "green  way"  by  Indy  Parks,  or 

(2)  the  airwaves  above  same  as  those  airwaves  are  used  for  cellular  or  other  nonwire 
telecommunications  or  broadcast  services. 

(c)  Definitions  of  the  following  terms  used  in  this  Chapter  are  defined  in  other  provisions  of  the 
Code  and  apply  to  this  Article: 

(1)  Code  is  defined  in  Sec.  102-7. 

(2)  Regulation  is  defined  in  Sec.  102-14. 

Sec.  645-113.  Scope. 

This  Chapter  645  applies  only  to  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  and  not  to  any  of  the  municipalities  that  are  not  a  part  of  the  Consolidated  City  pursuant  to 
Indiana  Code  36-3-1-7  (the  "Excluded  Cities"),  unless  any  of  such  Excluded  Cities  shall  enter  into  an 
inter-local  cooperation  agreement  under  Indiana  Code  36-1-7-1  et  seq.  with  the  Consolidated  City  to 
permit  the  Consolidated  City  to  administer  the  terms  and  provisions  set  forth  in  this  Chapter  645  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  such  Excluded  City.  Notwithstanding  the  preceding  sentence,  this  Article  shall  apply 
to  all  Thoroughfares  located  within  the  Excluded  Cities. 

Sec.  645-114.  Requirement  to  register  and  pay  fees. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Occupant  to  Occupy  any  Public  Right-of-Way  unless  such  Occupant's 
Facilities  are  registered  with  the  Consolidated  City  by  filing  a  Registration  Statement  if  required  by 
Division  2.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  requirements  of  this  Section  645-1 14  shall  not  apply  to 
Persons  or  Entities  whose  only  Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  are  those  necessary  to  extend  a 
connection  to  or  from  Municipally-Owned  Utility  Facilities  or  Facilities  of  a  Public  Utility  or  a 
franchisee  of  the  Consolidated  City,  as  the  case  may  be,  located  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  to  or  from 
property  owned  or  used  by  such  Person  or  Entity. 
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DIVISION  2.  REGISTRATION

Sec.  645-121.  Registration  required. 

(a)  Except  for  those  Facilities  exempted  by  subsection  (b),  each  Occupant  shall  file  a 
Registration  Statement  described  in  Section  645-122. 

(b)  The  registration  requirements  of  this  Chapter  645  shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(1)  Newspaper  stands,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  Consolidated  City  under  Sec.  645-529  of  the 
Code; 

(2)  Temporary  signs,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  Consolidated  City  under  Sec.  536-284  or  Part 
19  of  Appendix  D  of  the  Code; 

(3)  Public  pay  telephones  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  Consolidated  City  under  Chapter  936  of 
the  Code; 

(4)  Carts,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  Consolidated  City  under  Sees.  961-101  through  961-604 
of  the  Code; 

(5)  Sidewalk  cafes,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  Consolidated  City  under  Chapter  961  of  the 
Code;  and 

(6)  Facilities  of  a  commercial  mobile  service  provider  as  defined  in  47  U.S.C.  Sec.  332(d)(1)  to 
the  extent,  and  only  to  the  extent,  that  such  Facilities  are  located  on  sites  within  Public 
Rights-of-Way  that  are  specifically  leased  or  licensed,  exclusively  or  non-exclusively,  to 
such  provider  by  the  Consolidated  City. 

(c)  Any  Entity  or  Person  having  Facilities  referenced  in  subsection  645-12 1(b)  above  as  well  as 
other  Facilities  within  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the  registration  requirements 
of  this  Chapter  645  with  respect  to  such  other  Facilities. 

Sec.  645-122.  Registration  statement. 

The  Registration  Statement  required  under  Section  645-121  shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Capital  Asset  Management  and  shall  be  in  the  form  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and 
Public  Works  by  Regulation,  which  shall  include  the  following: 

(1)  The  identity  and  legal  status  of  the  Registrant,  including  any  affiliates  who  own  or  operate 
any  Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(2)  The  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  officer,  agent  or  employee  responsible  for 
the  accuracy  of  the  Registration  Statement. 

(3)  A  general  description  of  services  that  the  Registrant  provides  or  intends  to  offer  or  provide  to 
Entities  or  Persons  within  the  Consolidated  City  through  the  utilization  of  Facilities  in  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(4)  A  statement  of  the  authority  pursuant  to  which  the  Registrant  Occupies  the  Public  Rights-of- 
Way. 

(5)  A  statement  of  the  method  of  calculation  and  amount,  if  any,  of  any  fee  to  which  the 
Registrant  is  subject  under  any  franchise  agreement  between  such  Registrant  and  the 
Consolidated  City  and/or  under  any  lease  or  rental  agreement  between  the  Registrant  and  the 
Consolidated  City. 

(6)  Such  other  information  as  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public  Works  may  reasonably 
require. 
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Sec.  645-123.  Description  of  facilities. 

The  Registration  Statement  of  each  Entity  or  Person  having  any  Facility  within  the  Public  Rights- 
of-Way  as  of  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  adopted  by  the  Consolidated  City  shall  contain  a  general 
description  of  such  Registrant's  Facilities  in  the  format  set  forth  in  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Asset 
Management  and  Public  Works,  and  shall  be  updated  by  Registrant  as  required  by  those  Regulations. 

Sec.  645-124.  Term  of  registration. 

A  registration  made  pursuant  to  this  Chapter  shall  be  effective  so  long  as  fees  due  under  this 
Chapter  shall  be  paid  or  until  revoked  by  the  Consolidated  City  or  canceled  by  the  Registrant  pursuant 
to  Section  645-128. 

Sec.  645-125.  Transfer  of  registration. 

Registrations  are  not  transferable  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management,  which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld,  delayed 
or  denied.  Approval  of  such  Director  shall  not  be  required  in  the  event  that  a  Registrant  notifies  such 
Director  in  writing  that  it  intends  to  make  an  assignment  of  the  Registration  to 

( 1 )  another  Registrant, 

(2)  a  subsidiary,  affiliate  or  parent  company  of  the  Registrant, 

(3)  any  Entity  or  Person  which  the  Registrant  controls,  is  controlled  by,  or  is  under  common 
control  with,  or 

(4)  any  partnership  in  which  the  Registrant  has  a  majority  interest,  and 

such  assignee  delivers  to  the  Consolidated  City  an  agreement  whereby  such  assignee  shall 
unconditionally  and  irrevocably  assume  all  obligations  and  liabilities  of  its  assignor  under  this  Article 
arising  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  transfer. 

Sec.  645-126.  Initial  registration. 

(a)  Every  Occupant  Occupying  any  Facility  within  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  as  of  the  Effective 
Date,  which  is  required  to  be  registered  under  Section  645-121,  shall  file  an  initial  Registration 
Statement  for  the  initial  year  not  later  than  January  1,  1999.  No  Occupant,  who  proposes  to  Occupy  any 
Facilities  within  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  for  the  first  time  after  the  Effective  Date,  shall  Occupy  any 
Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  without  first  complying  with  the  registration,  permitting  and 
other  requirements  of  this  Chapter,  as  applicable. 

(b)  In  the  event  an  Occupant  first  Occupies  within  any  Public  Right-of-Way  any  Facilities  after 
January  1,  1999,  then  such  Occupant  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  commencing  Occupancy  of 
such  Facilities,  file  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  an  initial 
Registration  Statement  pursuant  to  Sec.  645-123. 

Sec.  645-127.  Rejection  of  Registration  Statement. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  shall  reject  any  Registration 
Statement  filed  by  any  Entity  or  Person  who  does  not  possess  proper  authorization  to  Occupy  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way  with  Facilities  by  giving  written  notice  of  such  rejection  to  such  Entity  or  Person.  If 
such  Director  shall  determine  that  a  Registration  Statement  should  be  rejected  because  of  either 
condition  set  forth  in  the  preceding  sentence,  then  such  Director  shall  notify  such  Entity  or  Person  of 
such  rejection  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  Registration  Statement  is  filed.  If,  on  the  Effective  Date, 
any  Facilities  of  an  Entity  or  Person  are  located  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  under  claim  of  right  or 
contract,  such  Facilities'  Occupancy  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  shall  be  deemed  to  be  properly 
registered  under  this  Chapter  645  upon  the  timely  filing  of  a  Registration  Statement,  and  payment  of  the 
Registration  Fee  (unless  exempt  therefrom  by  Section  645-133)  and  the  expiration  of  the  foregoing 
thirty  (30)  day  period,  until  such  time  as  such  Person  or  Entity  is  actually  notified  of  such  Director's 
rejection  of  such  Registration  Statement.  With  respect  to  any  Facilities  not  located  within  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way  as  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  Chapter  645,  any  failure  of  such  Director  to  reject  a 
Registration  Statement  within  the  time  period  set  forth  above  shall  not  be  construed  to  constitute 
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authorization  by  the  Consolidated  City  in  favor  of  such  Facilities  or  Occupant  to  Occupy  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way. 

Sec.  645-128.  Revocation;  cancellation. 

(a)  The  Consolidated  City  may  revoke,  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  this 
Article,  any  Registration  in  the  event  any  Registrant  violates  any  material  provision  of  this  Article. 

(b)  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  shall  give  a  Registrant  sixty 
(60)  days  prior  written  notice  of  an  intent  to  revoke  the  Registrant's  Registration  Statement.  Such 
notice  shall  state  the  reasons  for  such  action.  If  the  Registrant  does  not  cure  such  violation,  such 
Director  may  revoke  the  Registration  Statement. 

(c)  A  Registrant  may  cancel  a  Registration  Statement  at  any  time  by  giving  written  notice  thereof 
to  such  Director.  The  Registration  Statement  shall  be  deemed  terminated  effective  upon  acceptance 
thereof  by  such  Director  after  such  Director  shall  have  determined  that  the  Registrant  shall  have  ceased 
Occupying  the  Public-Right-of-Way.  All  fees  and  other  obligations  of  the  Registrant  which  accrued 
before  the  effective  date  of  the  cancellation  shall  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Registrant. 

(d)  Subject  to  Section  645-156  in  the  event  of  abandonment  of  Facilities,  unless  otherwise 
permitted  by  such  Director,  if  a  Registration  is  revoked  or  canceled,  all  Facilities  located  in  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way  or  located  on  public  property  which  are  not  Occupied  by  at  least  one  other  Registrant 
shall  be  removed  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  Registrant. 

Sec.  645-129.  Appeal  of  actions  of  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management. 

Any  action  or  decision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management: 

(1)  to  accept  or  reject  all  or  part  of  a  Registration  Statement  pursuant  to  Section  645-127; 

(2)  to  transfer  or  not  to  transfer  a  Registration  Statement  pursuant  to  Section  645-125; 

(3)  to  revoke  or  not  to  revoke  a  Registration  Statement  pursuant  to  Section  645- 1 28;  or 

(4)  to  accept  or  not  accept  the  cancellation  of  a  Registration  Statement  pursuant  to  Section  645- 
128; 

may  be  appealed  by  any  interested  Entity  or  Person  to  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public 
Works  by  filing,  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management,  a  written  request 
for  a  hearing,  including  a  statement  of  such  Entity's  or  Person's  interest  in  the  action  and  such  Entity's 
or  Person's  objections  to  such  action.  Such  request  must  be  filed  with  such  Director  not  later  than  ten 
(10)  days  after  notice  of  such  action  is  given.  The  appeal  hearing  shall  be  scheduled  before  such  Board 
to  occur  not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  such  request  is  filed.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Entity  or 
Person  making  such  request  identifying  the  time,  place,  and  date  of  the  appeal  hearing  at  least  ten  (10) 
days  prior  to  the  scheduled  date  of  the  appeal  hearing.  At  the  appeal  hearing,  such  Board  may  hear  any 
evidence  it  deems  relevant.  After  the  appeal  hearing,  such  Board  may  confirm,  reverse,  or  modify  the 
action  or  decision  made  by  such  Director  and  make  any  other  order  as  it  deems  necessary  or  prudent.

DIVISION  3.  REGULATIONS  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

Sec.  645-131.  Regulations. 

The  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  shall  be  responsible  for  enforcing  compliance  with 
this  Chapter  645  and  any  Regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public 
Works  under  this  Chapter  645.  Such  Board  may  adopt  such  Regulations  as  are  necessary  to  enforce  and 
interpret  this  Chapter. 
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Sec.  645-132.  Obligations  of  Registrants;  conditions  of  Occupancy. 

(a)  In  addition  to  the  other  requirements  set  forth  herein  and  in  the  Regulations  each  Registrant 
shall: 

(1)  Cooperate  with  other  Registrants  and  the  Consolidated  City  for  the  best,  most  efficient,  most 
aesthetic  and  least  obtrusive  use  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way,  consistent  with  safety,  and  to 
minimize  traffic  and  other  disruptions  including  street  cuts; 

(2)  Participate  in  such  joint  planning,  construction  and  advance  notification  of  Public  Right-of- 
Way  work,  including  coordination  and  consolidation  of  street  cut  work,  excepting  such  work 
performed  in  an  emergency  or  other  exigent  circumstance  as  may  be  more  specifically  set 
forth  in  Regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  this  Chapter; 

(3)  Cooperate  with  the  Consolidated  City  and  the  other  Registrants  with  respect  to  the  location  of 
Facilities  in  order  to  achieve  the  best  co-location  of  Facilities; 

(4)  Submit  existing  data,  in  the  form  maintained  by  the  Registrant,  on  the  location  of  the 
Registrant's  Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way; 

(5)  Submit  for  Public  Right-of-Way  projects  commenced  on  or  after  the  Effective  Date,  and  at 
such  time  as  the  Regulations  require,  project  data  reasonably  necessary  to  allow  the 
Consolidated  City  to  develop  a  Public  Right-of-Way  mapping  system,  such  as  a  geographical 
information  mapping  system,  in  the  form  required  by  the  Regulations; 

(6)  Perform  all  work,  construction,  maintenance  or  removal  of  Facilities  within  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way,  including  tree  trimming,  in  accordance  with  good  engineering  and 
construction  practices,  including  any  appropriate  safety  codes,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Code,  and  restore  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  in  accordance  with  the  Code  and  in  a  manner 
which  minimizes  any  inconvenience  to  the  public,  the  Consolidated  City  and  other 
Registrants; 

(7)  Register  with  the  appropriate  underground  reporting  service(s)  as  specified  in  the 
Regulations; 

(8)  Cooperate  with  the  Consolidated  City  in  any  emergencies  involving  the  Public  Rights-of- 
Way  in  such  manner  as  the  Regulations  shall  require  including  the  maintenance  of  a  twenty- 
four  (24)  hour  emergency  contact; 

(9)  Field  identify,  no  earlier  than  December  31,  1998,  all  structures  and  Facilities  in  the  Rights- 
of-Way  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations; 

( 1 0)  Designate  a  single  point  of  contact  for  all  purposes  hereunder,  as  well  as  comply  with  such 
other  contact  and  notice  protocols  as  the  Regulations  require;  and 

(11)  Warrant  that  neither  Registrant  nor  any  of  its  subcontractors  shall  discriminate  against  any 
employee  or  applicant  for  employment  with  respect  to  hire,  tenure,  terms,  conditions,  or 
privileges  of  employment,  or  any  matter  directly  or  indirectly  related  to  employment,  because 
of  race,  sex,  religion,  color,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  handicap,  disabled  veteran  status, 
and  Vietnam  era  veteran  status. 

(b)  Each  Registrant  shall  assure  that  any  subcontractor  or  other  person  performing  any  work  or 
service  in  the  Public  Right-of-Way  on  behalf  of  said  Registrant  will  comply  with  all  applicable 
provisions  of  this  Chapter  and  will  identify  the  Registrant  for  whom  such  contractor  is  working.  Said 
Registrant  shall  be  responsible  and  liable  hereunder  for  all  actions  of  any  such  subcontractor  or  others 
as  if  said  Registrant  had  performed  or  failed  to  perform  any  such  obligation. 

Sec.  645-133.  Joint  planning  and  construction. 

In  order  to  promote  the  purposes  of  this  Chapter  and  the  policy  set  forth  in  this  Chapter,  and  to 
Facilitate  compliance  with  the  Registrant  obligations  contained  in  Section  645-152,  the  Board  of  Asset 
Management  and  Public  Works  shall  adopt  Regulations  requiring  and  governing  joint  planning  and 
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construction  for  all  Registrants,  excepting  such  work  performed  in  an  emergency  or  under  other  exigent 
circumstance.  • 

Sec.  645-134.  Indemnity;  insurance. 

(a)  Each  Registrant  shall  indemnify,  protect  and  hold  harmless  the  Consolidated  City  from  any 
claim,  loss  or  damage  arising  in  any  way  from  Registrant's  Occupation  of  the  Public  Right-of-Way. 

(b)  Each  Registrant  shall  either 

(1)  keep  in  force  a  policy  or  policies  of  liability  insurance,  having  such  terms  and  in  such 
amounts  as  are  set  forth  in  the  Regulations,  covering  such  Registrant's  Facilities  and 
operations  in  the  Public  Right-of-Way,  and  naming  the  Consolidated  City  as  an  additional 
insured  on  such  policy,  or 

(2)  meet  the  reasonable  requirements  for  self-insurance  as  set  forth  in  the  Regulations. 

(c)  No  information,  including  trade  secrets  as  defined  in  Indiana  Code  24-2-3-1  et  seq. 
confidential  financial  information,  records,  data  or  documents,  filed  or  disclosed  by  a  Registrant  may  be 
disclosed  to  the  public  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Indiana  Code  5-14-3-1  et  seq.  If  a 
Registrant  believes  certain  information  to  be  confidential,  the  Registrant  must  clearly  identify  the 
information  as  such  prior  to  its  submittal.  If  release  of  information  so  identified  is  requested  under 
Indiana  Code  5-14-3-1  et  seq.  or  other  applicable  law,  the  Consolidated  City  may  release  such 
information  seven  (7)  days  after  written  notice  to  the  Registrant  unless  the  Registrant  agrees  to  defend 
and  indemnify  the  Consolidated  City  for  its  refusal  to  comply  with  such  request. 

Sec.  645-135.  Rearrangement,  relocation  and  removal  of  facilities. 

(a)  Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Consolidated  City  from  constructing, 
maintaining,  repairing  or  relocating  any  of  its  facilities;  or  grading,  paving,  maintaining,  relocating  or 
repairing  any  sidewalk  or  other  public  work  or  improvement.  To  the  extent  that  such  work  requires 
temporary  or  permanent  relocation  or  rearrangement  of  any  Facilities  of  any  Registrant,  such  relocation 
or  rearrangement  of  Facilities  shall  be  accomplished  at  no  cost  to  the  Consolidated  City,  and  in  such 
manner  as  set  forth  in  the  regulations.  Except  in  emergencies,  the  Consolidated  City  shall  give  a 
Registrant  at  least  ninety  (90)  days  notice  of  a  required  relocation  or  rearrangement  of  its  Facilities. 

(b)  In  the  event  it  is  necessary  to  move  or  remove  temporarily  any  of  the  Registrant's  aerial 
Facilities  in  order  to  lawfully  move  a  large  object,  vehicle,  building  or  other  structure  over  the  streets  of 
the  Consolidated  City,  upon  a  minimum  of  fourteen  ( 1 4)  days  written  notice  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  to  the  Registrant,  the  Registrant  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Person  or  Entity  requesting  the  temporary  removal  of  such  Facilities,  comply  with  such  Director's 
request.  Requests  for  temporary  movement  of  aerial  Facilities  made  by  the  Consolidated  City  shall  be 
complied  with  at  no  cost  to  the  Consolidated  City. 

(c)  Any  Registrant  that  intends  to  discontinue  use  and  abandon  in  place  any  Facilities  within  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way  shall  submit  a  notice  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  describing  the  portion  of  the  Facilities  to  be  abandoned  and  the  date  of  discontinuance  of 
use,  which  date  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is  submitted  to  such 
Director.  The  Registrant  may  not  remove,  destroy  or  permanently  disable  any  such  Facilities  during 
said  thirty  (30)  day  period  without  the  written  approval  of  such  Director.  The  Registrant  shall  remove 
and  secure  such  Facilities  as  set  forth  in  the  notice,  as  the  same  may  be  modified  by  such  Director 
unless  the  Registrant  requests  and  such  Director  approves  a  plan  to  abandon  such  Facilities  in  place. 

(d)  Upon  such  abandonment  and  acceptance  by  the  Consolidated  City  in  writing,  full  title  and 
ownership  of  such  abandoned  Facilities  shall  pass  to  the  Consolidated  City  without  the  need  to  pay 
compensation  to  the  Registrant.  The  Registrant  shall,  however,  continue  to  be  responsible  for  all  taxes 
on  such  Facilities  or  other  liabilities  associated  therewith,  until  the  date  the  same  was  accepted  by  the 
Consolidated  City. 

(e)  Should  any  Registrant  fail,  after  notice,  to  remove  or  rearrange  Facilities  at  the  request  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  as  specified  in  Section  645-152(a)(2)  or  this 
Section,  the  Consolidated  City  may,  at  its  option  and  in  addition  to  the  imposition  of  any  penalties  or 
other   remedies   hereunder,    undertake   or   cause    to    be    undertaken,   such   necessary    removal    or 
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rearrangement.  The  Consolidated  City  shall  have  no  liability  for  any  damage  caused  by  such  removal 
or  rearrangement  and  the  Registrant  shall  be  liable  to  the  Consolidated  City  for  all  reasonable  costs 
incurred  by  the  Consolidated  City  in  such  removal  or  rearrangement. 

Sec.  645-136.  No  barrier  to  entry;  nondiscrimination  and  competitive  neutrality. 

(a)  Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  have  the  effect  of  prohibiting  the 
ability  of  any  Person  or  Entity  to  provide  any  telecommunications  service. 

(b)  As  required  by  law,  the  Consolidated  City  shall  manage  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  with 
respect  to  telecommunications  providers  on  a  competitively  neutral  and  nondiscriminatory  basis. 

Sec.  645-137.  Foreclosure  and  receivership. 

(a)  Upon  the  foreclosure  or  other  judicial  sale  of  any  Registrant's  Facilities  located  within  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way,  the  Registrant  shall  notify  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  of  such  fact  and  its  Registration  Statement  shall  be  deemed  void  and  of  no  further  force  or 
effect. 

(b)  The  Consolidated  City  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
645-128  any  Registration  Statement,  subject  to  any  applicable  provisions  of  law,  one  hundred  twenty 
(120)  days  after  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  or  trustee  to  take  over  and  conduct  the  business  of  the 
Registrant,  whether  in  receivership,  reorganization  bankruptcy  or  other  action  or  proceeding,  unless 
such  receivership  or  trusteeship  shall  have  been  vacated  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  one  hundred 
twenty  (120)  day  period,  or  unless,  within  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  after  election  or  appointment, 
such  receiver  or  trustee  shall  have  fully  complied  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article  and  remedied 
any  violations  hereof. 

ARTICLE  II  -  FRANCHISES 

DIVISION  1.  GENERAL 

Sec.  645-211.  Franchise  required. 

Except  as  provided  in  Section  645-212,  no  Person  or  Entity  shall  indefinitely  or  permanently 
Occupy  a  Public  Right-of-Way,  or  use  Facilities  within  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  owned  by  others 
under  lease  or  other  arrangement  with  such  owner,  without  first  obtaining  a  Public  Right-of-Way  User 
Franchise  granted  by  the  Consolidated  City  as  provided  in  this  Article  II  of  this  chapter.  A  Person  or 
Entity  shall  be  deemed  to  "indefinitely  and  permanently"  Occupy  a  Public  Right-of-Way  if  such  Person 
or  Entity  leases  or  otherwise  arranges  to  use  Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  for  a  term  of  one  (1) 
year  or  more. 

Sec.  645-212.  Exemptions. 

No  Public  Right-of-Way  User  Franchise  shall  be  required  of  the  following: 

(a)  Any  Public  Utility  (as  described  in  Indiana  Code  8- 1-2- 1(a))  or  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  under  Indiana  Code  8-1-11.1-1.; 

(b)  The  State  of  Indiana,  including  any  division,  bureau,  department,  or  agency  thereof; 

(c)  The  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  and  any  division,  department, 
bureau,  or  agency  thereof; 

(d)  Any  Person  or  Entity  with  authorization  from  the  Consolidated  City  to  Occupy  or  use  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way  under  any  of  the  following  provisions  of  the  Revised  Code: 

(1)  Chapter  851  -  Cable  Television  Franchises, 

(2)  Chapter  866  -  District  Cooling  System  Franchises, 

(3)  Chapter  936  -  Pay  Telephone,  or 
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(4)    Chapter  961  -  Sidewalk  Carts  and  Cafes;  and 

(e)  Any  Person  or  Entity  with  a  certification  from  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  to 
provide  an  open  video  system. 

DIVISION  2.  PROCEDURES  FOR  GRANT  OF  A 
PUBLIC  RIGHTS-OF-WAY  USER  FRANCHISE 

Sec.  645-221.  Authority  to  grant  franchises. 

The  city-county  council  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  one  or  more  nonexclusive  franchising 
contracts  conveying  the  right  to  construct,  operate,  and  maintain  privately-owned  Facilities  Occupying 
the  Public  Rights-of-Way. 

Sec.  645-222.  Application  for  franchise. 

Unless  exempt  under  Section  645-212,  any  Person  or  Entity  interested  in  obtaining  a  Public 
Rights-of-Way  User  Franchise  shall  file  an  application  with  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management.  An  application  shall  contain,  at  a  minimum,  the  following  information: 

(1)  Name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  the  Person  or  Entity  applying  for  a  franchise 
(Applicant)  and  identification  of  the  Applicant's  ownership  and  control,  including  the  names 
and  address  of  all  Persons  or  Entities  with  twenty  (20)  percent  or  more  ownership  interest  in 
Applicant. 

(2)  A  description  of  the  physical  Facilities  Applicant  proposes  to  place  in  the  Public  Rights-of- 
Way,  including  their  location,  a  proposed  construction  schedule,  the  services  Applicant 
proposes  to  provide  using  such  Facilities,  and  information,  including  cost  estimates, 
concerning  any  rearrangement  or  relocation  of  existing  Facilities. 

(3)  A  demonstration  of  Applicant's  legal,  financial,  and  technical  ability  to  construct  and 
maintain  the  Facilities  to  be  located  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(4)  Information  that  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  may  request  of  Applicant  that 
is  relevant  to  such  Department's  consideration  of  the  application. 

(5)  An  agreement  by  Applicant  to  reimburse  the  Consolidated  City  its  reasonable  out-of-pocket 
expenses  in  considering  the  application. 

(6)  An  affidavit  or  declaration  of  Applicant  or  an  authorized  officer  certifying  the  truth  and 
accuracy  of  the  information  in  the  application,  acknowledging  the  enforceability  of 
application  commitments,  and  certifying  the  application  meets  all  federal  and  state  law 
requirements. 

(7)  An  application  fee  of  $10,000.00. 

Sec.  645-223.    Department    of   Capital    Asset    Management    review    of   and    recommendation 
concerning  the  application. 

(a)  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  under  Section  645-222,  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  shall  review  the  application  for  franchise  and  prepare  a  recommendation  as  to  whether 
Applicant  should  be  granted  a  franchise. 

(b)  In  preparing  its  recommendation  such  Department  may  conduct  such  investigations  as  it 
deems  appropriate. 

(c)  Such  Department's  recommendation,  including  the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  in  writing  and 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  council  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  such  Department  receives  the 
application. 

(d)  Such  Department  shall  provide  a  copy  of  its  recommendation  to  the  Applicant. 
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Sec.  645-224.  Council  hearing  on  the  application. 

(a)  The  clerk  shall  refer  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  to 
the  council  committee  assigned  to  review  such  franchise  applications.  Within  forty-five  (45)  days  of 
receipt  of  such  Department's  recommendation,  the  council  committee  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to  take 
evidence  and  hear  argument  on  whether  to  grant  a  franchise  to  Applicant,  either  in  the  form  proposed  in 
the  application  or  otherwise,  and,  if  so,  the  nature  and  extent  thereof.  The  council  committee  shall  base 
its  determination  on  the  criteria  listed  in  Section  645-225.  The  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  such  hearing  in 
accordance  with  Indiana  Code  5-3-1. 

(b)  At  the  time  set  for  such  hearing,  or  an  adjournment  thereof,  the  council  committee  shall  hear 
all  written  protests  and  other  submissions  and  arguments  and  evidence  from  any  interested  Persons  or 
Entities  in  addition  to  Applicant.  A  record  shall  be  kept  of  such  hearing  and  the  evidence  presented 
therein. 

(c)  The  council  or  its  committee  may  propound  Regulations  to  govern  the  conduct  of  such 
hearings  so  as  to  allow  for  the  orderly  and  efficient  presentation  of  evidence  and  argument,  and  to 
prevent  unnecessary  duplication  or  delay. 

Sec.  645-225.  Factors  governing  the  council's  determination. 

(a)  In  making  any  determination  hereunder,  the  council  committee  shall  base  its  decision  on  the 
following  factors: 

(1)  Whether  the  issuance  of  a  franchise  is  warranted  in  the  public  interest  considering  both  the 
immediate  and  future  effect  on  the  Public  Rights-of-Way,  including  the  extent  to  which 
installation  or  maintenance  as  planned  would  require  relocation  or  replacement  of  property  or 
involve  disruption  of  property,  public  services,  or  use  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(2)  The  effect  on  existing  franchisees  to  perform  their  obligations  under  their  franchise  contracts. 

(3)  The  Applicant's  demonstrated  legal,  financial  and  technical  ability  to  construct  and  maintain 
the  Facilities  to  be  located  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way  and  to  provide  services  using  such 
Facilities. 

(4)  The  Applicant's  prior  experience  in  constructing  and  maintaining  Facilities  in  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way  and  in  providing  similar  services  in  other  communities. 

(5)  The  Applicant's  demonstrated  willingness  and  ability  to  meet  construction  and  physical 
requirements  and  to  abide  by  policies  and  limitations  imposed  by  law  or  franchise 
agreements. 

(6)  Any  other  considerations  deemed  pertinent  by  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management 
to  its  task  of  safeguarding  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare,  and  Facilitating  and 
encouraging  the  orderly  and  responsible  use  of  the  Public  Rights-of-Way. 

(b)  The  council  committee  shall  make  its  determination  based  on  the  record  and  with  a  written 
statement  of  its  findings  and  conclusions,  and  the  reasons  thereof. 

Sec.  645-226.  Council  action  on  application. 

(a)  If  the  council  committee  shall  determine  after  the  hearing  that  any  application  should  be 
denied,  such  determination  shall  be  final,  subject  to  the  appeal  provisions  of  Section  645-227. 

(b)  If  the  council  committee  shall  determine  after  the  hearing  that  a  franchise  should  be  granted 
to  the  Applicant,  it  shall  direct  its  general  counsel  or  his  designee  to  negotiate  a  proposed  form  of 
franchise  contract  for  the  committee's  review  and  approval. 

(c)  The  Applicant  shall  pay  the  Consolidated  City  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  reimburse  all  of 
the  Consolidated  City's  publication  and  other  expenses  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  consultant  and 
legal  expenses)  incurred  in  connection  with  the  granting  of  a  franchise  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this 
article.

(d)  No  provision  of  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  require  the  Consolidated  City  to  grant  any 
franchise  contract,  and  the  council  may  reject  any  and  all  applications. 

Sec.  645-227.  Council  review  of  rejections. 

Any  Person  or  Entity  whose  application  is  rejected  by  the  committee  may,  within  ten  (10)  days  of 
such  action,  petition  the  council  for  a  review  of  that  decision  by  filing  notice  thereof  with  the  clerk  of 
the  council.  If  the  council  determines  that  the  rejection  is  improper  under  this  division,  it  may  by 
resolution  direct  its  committee  to  reconsider  its  action.  In  making  its  determination  hereunder  the 
council  shall  consider  as  evidence,  and  give  due  weight  to,  the  findings  and  conclusions  of  its 
committee  and  shall  consider  the  criteria  contained  in  Section  645-225. 

Sec.  645-228.  Council  action  on  recommended  contracts. 

(a)  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  council  committee's  recommendation  of  a  franchise  and 
contract,  the  council  shall  introduce  an  ordinance  approving  and  confirming  the  contract  as  accepted  by 
its  committee.  The  council  shall  act  upon  the  ordinance  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  its  introduction, 
except  that  such  time  may  be  extended  by  the  council  for  good  cause.  The  council  may: 

(1)  Adopt  the  ordinance,  subject  to  the  veto  of  the  mayor,  in  which  case  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  and  the  mayor  will  be  directed  to  execute  the 
franchise  contract;  or 

(2)  Defeat  the  ordinance,  in  which  case  the  application  shall  be  denied;  or 

(3)  By  resolution  direct  its  committee  to  consider  certain  modifications  or  amendments  for  the 
franchise  contract,  in  which  case  its  committee  shall  reconsider  the  application. 

(b)  In  making  its  determination  hereunder,  or  under  Section  645-227,  the  council  shall  review  the 
record  of  proceedings  before  its  committee,  and  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  consider  new  evidence.  In 
making  its  determination  hereunder,  the  council  shall  consider  as  evidence,  and  give  due  weight  to,  the 
findings  and  conclusions  of  its  committee,  and  shall  consider  the  criteria  contained  in  Section  645-225. 
Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  council  by  ordinance  approve  or  confirm  any  franchise  contract 
unless  the  precise  language  has  been  accepted  by  its  committee  prior  to  the  council's  action. 

DIVISION  3.  MINIMUM  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS 
FOR  A  PUBLIC  RIGHTS-OF-WAY  USER  FRANCHISE 

Sec.  645-231.  Minimum  terms  and  conditions. 

A  Public  Rights-of-Way  User  Franchise  agreement  shall  be  negotiated  to  contain,  at  a  minimum, 
the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

( 1 )  The  duration  of  the  franchise; 

(2)  The  method  and  means  for  renewal; 

(3)  The  terms  of  termination  of  the  franchise,  including: 

a.  Criteria  under  which  the  city-county  council  may  terminate  the  franchise  prior  to  the 
end  of  the  franchise  term;  and 

b.  Rights  and  obligations  of  both  parties  with  regard  to  abandonment  of  the  franchise  prior 
to  the  end  of  the  franchise  term; 

(4)  The  rights  and  obligations  of  both  parties  upon  the  desire  of  the  franchise  holder  or  its 
successor  to  sell  or  transfer  the  franchise  to  another  Person  or  Entity; 

(5)  The  specific  geographic  area  covered  by  the  franchise; 

(6)  The  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  area  covered  by  the  franchise  may  be  extended; 
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(7)  The  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  for  services  provided  using  the  Facilities  Occupying  the 
Public  Rights-of-Way; 

(8)  A  description  of  any  services  or  Facilities  proposed  for  Consolidated  City's  use; 

(9)  The  method  and  means  of  valuation  of  such  Facilities  upon  sale,  right  of  first  refusal,  on 
refusal  to  renew  or  other  termination; 

(10)  The  methods  and  means,  standards,  and  requirements  for  construction  within  the  Public 
Rights-of-Way; 

(11)  The  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  upon  the  determination  of  a  need  to  relocate  the 
franchise  holder's  Facilities  in  the  Public  Rights-of-Way; 

(12)  The  risk  allocation  between  the  Consolidated  City  and  the  franchise  holder,  including  rights 
to  indemnification;  and 

(13)  The  franchise  fee,  both  the  amount  and  the  method  of  payment. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  Ordinance  of  any  other 
ordinance  or  part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties 
incurred  or  proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and 
proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended 
ordinance  as  if  this  Ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of 
this  Ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the 
remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the 
invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  Ordinance. 
To  this  end  the  provision  of  this  Ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and 
compliance  with  Indiana  Code  36-3-4-14.

PROPOSAL  NO.  164,  1998.  Councillor  Hinkle  reported  that  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  164,  1998  on  April  13,  May  1 1,  and  again  on  June  1,  1998.  The 
proposal  concerns  the  new  Wireless  Communications  Zoning  Ordinance  (98-AO-l).  By  a  5-0 
vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Hinkle  made  the  following  motion: 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  to  amend  Proposal  No.  164,  1998,  as  reported  by  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee,  specifically  the  second  paragraph  in  Section  3.90  B  by  deleting  the  stricken-through 
text  and  inserting  the  underlined  text,  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  may  accept  in  lieu  of  the  surety 
bond  a  properly  conditioned  irrevocable  letter  of  credit;  an  escrow  agreement; 
or  other  equivalent  surety  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  required 
surety  bond  if  the  city  controller,  in  writing,  approves  the  letter  of  credit; 
escrow  agreement  or  other  surety  as  affording  the  same  equal  or  greater 
protections  to  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development. 

Councillor  Coughenour  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Moores  stated  that  she  has  serious  problems  with  the  provision  of  bond  sureties.  She 
stated  that  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC)  has  provisions  which  prohibit  this 
type  of  unreasonable  discrimination  against  those  companies  wishing  to  enter  the  market.  She 
stated  that  by  allowing  for  bond  sureties,  the  City  is  inviting  lawsuits. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  mandating  bond  sureties  is  setting  a  dangerous  precedent,  and 
that  he  is  opposed  to  the  proposal  as  amended. 
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Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  bond  surety  provision  was  added  to  eliminate  abandoned 
cell  towers  while  placing  the  burden  of  the  cost  for  removal  on  the  user,  instead  of  the  landowner 
or  taxpayer. 

Councillor  Bradford  stated  that  he  is  against  the  proposal  due  to  environmental  reasons. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  the  cost  of  litigation  would  amount  to  more  than  the  bond  surety, 
and  therefore  would  deter  any  lawsuits  of  the  nature  to  which  Councillor  Moores  referred.  She 
stated  that  she  supports  the  proposal  as  amended. 

Councillor  Boyd  moved  to  return  Proposal  No.  164,  1998  to  Committee  for  additional  discussion 
and  exploration  of  the  legal  ramifications. 

Councillor  Moores  moved  that  the  proposal  be  postponed  until  the  July  meeting  so  that  she  will 
be  able  to  vote  on  the  matter.  She  stated  that  she  feels  strongly  about  this  proposal  and  will  be 
out  of  town  on  National  Reserves  duty  and  would  like  it  to  be  postponed  to  a  later  date  so  that 
she  will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  it.  Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  returning  the  proposal  to 
Committee  would  not  be  a  problem  but  postponing  the  proposal  until  July  may  be. 

Councillor  McClamroch  seconded  the  motion  to  return  Proposal  No.  164,  1998  to  the 
Committee.  He  stated  that  by  returning  it  to  the  Committee,  instead  of  postponing  it  to  a  time 
certain,  the  Chairman  is  allowed  to  schedule  the  proposal  according  to  time  constraints. 

General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  postponing  the  proposal  may  cause  legal  ramifications 
because  of  the  90-day  rule.  If  90  days  pass  from  the  certification  date  of  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission  before  the  Council  acts  on  the  proposal,  any  action  is  null  and  void, 
as  the  proposal  will  take  effect  by  default. 

Councillor  Hinkle  asked  for  consent  to  suspend  action  on  Proposal  No.  164,  1998  until  later  in 
the  agenda  to  allow  Mr.  Elrod  to  research  the  90-day  guidelines.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor 
Hinkle  asked  for  consent  to  vote  on  Proposal  No.  302,  1998  next  due  to  its  connection  to 
Proposal  No.  164,  1998.  Consent  was  given.

The  proposal  adopts  minor/technical 
amendments  regarding  wireless  communication  facilities  to  five  zoning  ordinances  (Dwelling 
Districts,  Commercial,  Central  Business  District,  Special  Districts,  and  Industrial)  (98-AO-4). 
By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Hinkle  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  302,  1998 
until  action  can  be  taken  on  Proposal  No.  164,  1998,  as  this  proposal  is  contingent  on  the  passage 
of  Proposal  No.  164,  1998.  Proposal  No.  302,  1998  was  postponed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  246,  1998.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  246,  1998  on  April  14,  1998  and  again  on  May  19,  1998.  The 
proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Boyd,  amends  Sees.  151-28  and  151-31  of  the  Revised  Code 
concerning  the  standing  committees.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 
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Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  this  proposal  is  directed  toward  his  choosing  not  to  televise  his 
Committee  meetings.  He  added  that  the  public  has  never  been  denied  access  to  his  meetings.  It 
is  not  always  possible  for  Channel  16  to  televise  every  meeting  due  to  multiple  meetings,  lack  of 
equipment,  and  personnel.  There  is  no  assurance  that  all  Committee  meetings  will  be  televised. 
He  stated  that  many  constituents  do  not  have  or  cannot  afford  to  have  cable  installed,  and 
televising  meetings  is  not  the  only  way  to  make  them  available  to  the  public. 

Councillor  Massie  asked  if  passage  of  this  proposal  will  deny  the  chairmen  the  prerogative  of 
having  their  committee  meetings  televised.  The  President  stated  that  discretion  of  which 
meetings  are  televised  will  be  left  to  Channel  16  to  decide.  Councillor  Massie  stated  that  this  is 
an  elected  body,  and  the  decision  of  what  the  public  can  and  cannot  view  is  being  passed  along  to 
a  bureaucratic  body.  He  stated  that  he  opposes  this  proposal  for  that  reason. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  the  budget  requests  for  Channel  16  this  year  will  allow  for  more 
coverage,  if  approved.

WHEREAS,  IC  36-7-4  established  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  as  the  single  planning  and  zoning  authority  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  empowers  the 
Metropolitan  Development  Commission  to  approve  and  recommend  to  the  City-County  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  ordinances  for  the  zoning  or  districting  of  all  lands 
within  the  County  for  the  purposes  of  securing  adequate  light,  air,  convenience  of  access,  and  safety 
from  fire,  flood,  and  other  danger,  lessening  or  avoiding  congestion  in  public  ways;  promoting  the 
public  health,  safety,  comfort,  morals,  convenience,  and  general  public  welfare;  securing  the 
conservation  of  property  values  and  securing  responsible  development  and  growth;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  wireless  communications  industry  has  produced  new  and  changing  technology 
not  anticipated  by  the  current  zoning  ordinances,  but  which  requires  regulation  to  protect  land  uses 
within  the  County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  the  City-County  Council  desire  to 
address  the  needs  of  the  citizens  of  Marion  County  in  preparing  an  ordinance  which  meets  the  long- 
term  needs  of  the  City /County  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore: 
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BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .       The  Wireless  Communications  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Appendix  D,  be  created  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  1.00  PURPOSE  AND  APPLICATION 

Sec.  1.10.  Statement  of  purpose. 

This  ordinance  creates  the  framework  for  wireless  communications  regulations,  so  that  wireless 
communications  facilities  can  be  sited  in  a  manner  which  provides  comprehensive  service  to  the 
community,  which  protects  the  community  from  clutter  and  design,  which  is  incompatible  with  existing 
and  future  land  use,  and  which  reinforces  the  need  for  an  urban  landscape  which  contributes  to  a  sense 
of  place  and  sense  of  community.  These  regulations  have  been  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
technological  considerations  known  at  this  time,  with  some  anticipation  for  future  changes  in  the 
wireless  communications  industry.  Changes  to  the  industry  which  were  not  anticipated,  will  be 
considered  in  future  amendments  to  this  Ordinance. 

The  purpose  of  the  wireless  communications  regulations  set  forth  in  this  document  shall  be  to: 
encourage  facilities  to  be  located  in  areas  least  disruptive  to  residential,  park  and  greenway  uses,  and  to 
be  as  unobtrusive  and  invisible  as  reasonably  possible;  encourage  designs  and  use  of  colors  which  are 
compatible  with  the  adjacent  land  uses,  to  retain  current  residents  and  attract  new  residents  to  the  city; 
encourage  and  facilitate  installation  of  necessary  and  desirable  wireless  communications  infrastructure; 
preserve  and  improve  the  appearance  of  the  city  as  a  place  in  which  to  live  and  work  as  an  attraction  to 
non-residents  who  come  to  visit  or  trade;  safeguard  and  enhance  property  values;  protect  public  and 
private  investment  in  buildings  and  open  spaces;  supplement  and  be  a  part  of  the  regulations  imposed 
and  the  plan  set  forth  under  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion  County;  and  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  morals  and  general  welfare. 

Sec.  1.20.  Application  of  regulations. 

The  regulations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  apply  to  the  location,  erection,  and  maintenance  of  all 
wireless  communications  facilities  (WCF)  within  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

CHAPTER  2.00  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  wireless  communications  facilities  in  Marion  County. 

Sec.  2.10.  Wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF. 

A.  When  permitted  in  D-A,  D-S,  D-l,  D-2,  D-3,  D-4  and  D-5  Districts,  wall-mounted  and  roof- 
mounted  WCF  shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  following  requirements: 

1.  WCF  shall  be  no  greater  than  3  square  feet  in  area,  and  no  more  than  6  inches  deep 
(excluding  antennae). 

2.  Antennae  may  extend  no  more  than  24  inches  from  the  WCF. 

3.  WCF  shall  be  compatible  with  the  color(s)  of  the  wall  on  which  they  are  located. 

4.  WCF  shall  be  located  in  a  place  least  obtrusive  to  public  view. 

5.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  for  all  wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF. 

B.  In  all  other  districts,  where  permitted  by  this  Ordinance,  wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  in 
compliance  with  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  24  inches  from  the  facade  on  which  the  WCF  is 
located.  The  distance  shall  be  measured  from  the  point  on  the  wall  where  the  WCF  is 
attached,  at  right-angles  from  the  wall,  to  the  furthermost  extension  of  the  WCF.

3.  Wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  design  and  materials  of  the 
building  on  which  the  WCF  will  be  attached,  and  located  in  a  place  least  obtrusive  to  public 
view. 

4.  The  total  area  of  all  wall-mounted  WCF  located  on  a  facade  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  area 
of  the  facade  on  which  the  structure  is  located. 

5.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

6.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  for  all  wall-mounted  WCF. 

Sec.  2.20.  Landscaping. 

A  landscape  yard  shall  be  provided  around  the  entire  perimeter  of  a  tower  site  to  screen  the  fence 
and  the  equipment  structure,  exclusive  of  vehicular  or  pedestrian  entrances.  This  yard  shall  be  planted 
to  provide  a  continuous  landscape  screen  around  the  site.  This  may  be  done  by  one  of  the  following 
methods: 

A.  Shrubs.  Shrubs  must  have  a  minimum  height  of  four  feet  and  shall  be  planted  at  a  maximum 
of  four  feet  on  center.  The  shrubs  must  be  either  evergreen  shrubs  or  densely  twigged  deciduous 
shrubs. 

B.  Deciduous  ornamental  trees  or  multi-stemmed  trees.  Deciduous  ornamental  trees  or  multi- 
stemmed  trees  must  have  a  dense  branching  pattern  that  extends  to  the  ground  and  shall  be  a  minimum 
size  of  1  1/2  caliper  inches  at  time  of  planting  and  shall  be  planted  at  a  maximum  of  10  feet  on  center. 

C.  Evergreen  trees.  Evergreen  trees  must  have  a  dense  branching  pattern  and  shall  be  planted  at 
a  maximum  of  12.5  feet  on  center. 

D.  Existing  trees  and  shrubs.  Existing  trees  and  shrubs  may  be  used  to  screen  the  site.  If  the 
existing  vegetation  does  not  form  a  continuous  screen  around  the  site  or  does  not  extend  from  the 
ground  to  a  height  of  six  feet,  it  must  be  supplemented  with  additional  vegetation. 

E.  Combination.  A  combination  of  the  above  methods  may  be  used,  provided  that  the 
vegetation  forms  a  continuous  screen  around  the  site  or  extends  from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  six  feet. 

F.  Maintenance.  Where  multiple  users  of  a  site  are  involved,  the  owner  of  the  site  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  all  landscaping. 

The  landscape  yard  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10  feet  in  width.  If  using  method  C,  the  yard  shall  be 
20  feet  in  width  to  accommodate  the  larger  width  of  the  vegetation. 

The  minimum  size  of  all  required  landscape  plant  materials,  at  the  time  of  planting,  including 
replacement  trees  and  shrubs,  shall  be  as  required  in  Section  2.13,  G.,  1.,  g.  of  the  Commercial  Zoning 
Ordinance. 

The  required  landscaping  must  be  maintained  at  all  times  and  replaced  if  it  dies,  for  as  long  as  the 
use  remains. 

Sec.  2.30.  Guy  anchorages. 

Any  guy  anchorages  shall  not  be  located  within  any  front,  side  or  rear  transitional  yard,  and  in  any 
event,  shall  be  set  back  at  least  30  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

Sec.  2.40.  Provisions  for  more  than  one  user. 

A.  Sufficient  land  shall  be  secured  by  the  initial  WCF  tower  provider,  to  reserve  adequate  area 
for  more  than  one  equipment  structure. 
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B.  All  towers  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  so  that  more  than  one  wireless  communications 
company  may  attach  equipment  to  the  tower.  When  applying  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit,  the 
owner  of  the  tower  shall  provide  assurance  that  the  tower  is  available  for  use  by  other  wireless 
communications  providers. 

Sec.  2.50.  More  than  one  tower  in  a  half-mile. 

If  any  tower  is  proposed  within  1/2  mile  radius  of  another  tower,  prior  to  obtaining  an 
Improvement  Location  Permit,  the  entity  requesting  the  new  tower  must: 

A.  Identify  all  towers  within  1/2  mile  radius  of  the  proposed  tower;  and 

B.  Provide  information  to  the  Administrator  outlining  the  reason(s)  those  towers  cannot  be  used 
for  additional  WCF. 

If  there  is  space  available  for  additional  WCF  on  any  of  those  towers,  as  required  by  Section  2.40 
of  this  Ordinance,  or  by  previous  variance  condition  or  commitment,  or  if  the  reason(s)  are  found  by  the 
Administrator  not  to  be  justified,  the  Improvement  Location  Permit  for  the  new  tower  shall  not  be 
granted. 

Sec.  2.60.  Existing  towers. 

Any  tower  which  is  legally  established  on  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  may  be  used  for 
wireless  communication  facilities,  as  long  as  the  height  is  not  increased,  nor  the  location  of  the  tower 
changed. 

Sec.  2.70.  Signs  prohibited. 

No  lettering,  symbols,  images,  trademarks,  signs  or  advertising  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  on,  or 
affixed  to,  any  part  of  a  tower  or  structure,  other  than  as  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration,  by  Federal  Communications  Commission  or  other  agency  regulations,  or  as  required  to 
protect  public  health  and  safety. 

CHAPTER  3.00  SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 

Sec.  3.10.  Where  permitted. 

Wireless  Communication  facilities  may  be  located  in  the  zoning  districts  indicated  on  the 
following  chart,  subject  to  the  standards  referenced  on  the  chart.  Sites  located  within  a  locally- 
designated  historic  district  are  also  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Indiana  Code  Section  36-7-11.1,  and 
sites  located  within  the  Meridian  Street  Preservation  Area  are  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Indiana 
Code  Section  36-7-11.2,  and  this  Ordinance  is  not  intended  to  alter  or  affect  the  authorities  of  the 
Indianapolis  Historic  Preservation  Commission  (IHPC)  or  the  Meridian  Street  PreservationCommission 
(MSPC),  or  the  foregoing  Indiana  Statutes. 

Wireless  Communications  facilities  may  also  be  located: 

A.  On  signs  as  regulated  by  Section  3.50  of  this  Ordinance; 

B.  In  highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements  or  rights-of-way  as  regulated  by  Section 
3.40  A  of  this  Ordinance;  and 

C.  In  public  rights-of-way,  as  regulated  by  Section  3.40  B  of  this  Ordinance.

B.  Category  2  (C-6,  C-7,  C-ID,  1-2, 1-3, 1-4). 

1.  No  height  restrictions  for  free-standing  WCF  located  500  feet  or  more  from  a  Protected 
District. 

2.  Within  500  feet  of  a  protected  District,  in  the  C-6,  C-7,  and  C-ID  Districts,  the  height  for  a 
free-standing  WCF  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  25  feet  higher  than  the  building  height 
permitted  by  the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located.

2.  Within  500  feet  of  a  Protected  District,  the  height  for  a  free-standing  WCF  is  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  5  feet  higher  than  the  building  height  permitted  by  the  District  where  the  WCF 
is  located. 

3.  Roof  mounted  WCF  subject  to  the  following: 

Height  may  be  10  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by  the  District 
where  the  WCF  is  located. 

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by 
the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator. 

4.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 
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D.  Category  4  (D-6,  D-6II,  D-7,  D-8,  D-9,  D-10,  C-l,  C-2,  C-3,  C-3C,  C-S,  CBD-3,  1-1,  SU 
limited). 

Roof  mounted  WCF  subject  to  the  following: 

Height  may  be  10  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by  the  District 
where  the  WCF  is  located. 

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by 
the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator. 

4.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

E.  Category  5  (D-A,  D-S,  D-l,  D-2,  D-3,  D-4,  D-5). 

Wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF  antennae  may  extend  a  maximum  of  2  feet  above  the 
wall  or  roof  on  which  they  are  located. 

Sec.  3.30.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF. 

A.  Commercial,  Industrial,  and  Dwelling  Districts 

Equipment  structures  shall  be  located  in  compliance  with  the  specific  accessory  structure 
requirements  for  the  district  in  which  the  site  is  located. 

B.  Central  Business  Districts. 

Equipment  structures  are  subject  to  the  Regional  Center  approval  process  requirements. 

C.  Hospital  Districts,  University  Quarter  Districts,  and  Park  Districts 

Equipment  structures  are  subject  to  the  Special  District  approval  process  requirements. 

D.  Special  Use  Districts. 

1.  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height  of  15 
feet. 

2.  The  location  of  equipment  structures  shall  be  subject  to  Administrator's  Approval. 

Sec.  3.40.    Highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements  or  rights-of-way  and  public  rights-of- 
way. 

Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  in  highpower  electric  utility  transmission  line 
and  substation  easements  or  rights-of-way  and  public  rights-of-way,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

A.     Highpower  Electric  Transmission  Line  Easements  or  Rights-of-way. 

1.  Existing  Utility  Structures  -  WCF  may  be  located  on  existing  utility  structures,  as  long  as  the 
height  of  the  WCF  and  the  structure  together  is  not  more  than  110%  of  the  height  of  the 
existing  structure. 

2.  New  WCF  Structures  -  New  WCF  structures  shall  only  be  located  within  the  footprint  of  an 
existing  utility  structure.  WCF  may  be  located  on  new  structures,  as  long  as  the  height  of  the 
WCF  and  the  new  structure  together  is  not  more  than  1 10%  of  the  height  of  the  existing 
utility  structure. 

3.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  electric 
transmission  line  structure  and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the 
Administrator,  and  shall  have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior 
to  installation  of  any  WCF  on  utility  structures. 
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4.      Equipment  structures  for  WCF  -  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in 
area  for  each  structure,  with  a  maximum  height  of  1 5  feet. 

B.      Public  Rights-of-way. 

1.  Local  and  Collector  Streets  (Any  streets  not  indicated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for 
Marion  County,  Indiana.) 

a.  Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  on  utility  poles,  as  long  as  the  pole  is 
not  increased  in  height. 

b.  Extension  from  poles  -  WCF  shall  extend  no  more  than  4  feet  from  the  pole,  measured 
from  the  pole  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  WCF  from  the  pole. 

c.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF-  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  8  square  feet  in 
area,  with  a  maximum  project  of  2  feet  from  the  utility  pole,  and  shall  be  attached  to  the 
same  utility  pole  as  the  WCF. 

d.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  utility  pole 
and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the  Administrator,  and  shall 
have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to  installation  of  any 
WCF  on  utility  poles. 

2.  All  other  Streets  (All  streets  indicated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana.) 

a.  WCF  may  be  located  on  utility  poles,  as  long  as  the  height  of  the  WCF  and  the  pole 
together  is  not  more  than  1 10%  of  the  height  of  the  existing  pole. 

b.  Extension  from  poles  -  WCF  shall  extend  no  more  than  4  feet  from  the  pole,  measured 
from  the  pole  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  WCF  from  the  pole. 

c.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF- 

I.  Interstate  Highways  -  Equipment  structures  in  rights-of-way  of  Interstate 
Highways  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height  of  15 
feet. 

II.  All  other  streets  -  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  8  square  feet  in  area. 

d.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  utility  pole 
and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the  Administrator,  and  shall 
have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to  installation  of  any 
WCF  on  utility  poles. 

Sec.  3.50.  Signs. 

Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  on  legally  established  signs  under  the 
following  circumstances: 

A.  WCF  may  be  incorporated  into  a  sign  face,  or  located  on  a  sign  structure,  as  long  as  the  sign 
face  and  structure  are  in  compliance  with  all  aspects  of  the  Sign  Regulations,  for  Marion  County. 
Indiana,  (71-AO-4,  as  amended).  If  the  WCF  is  located  on  the  outside  of  the  sign  face  and  structure, 
and  is  visible,  the  area  of  the  antenna  shall  be  included  in  the  measurement  of  the  sign  area  permitted  by 
the  Sign  Regulations. 

B.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  prior  to  installation  of  WCF  on  any  sign  or  sign 
structure. 

C.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF  shall  not  exceed  200  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum 
height  of  10  feet.  Equipment  structures  shall  be  in  compliance  with  Section  3.30  of  this  Ordinance. 
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D.  Where  signs  have  been  approved  by  variance,  WCF  may  be  integrated  into  the  sign  or  sign 
structure,  only  if  all  parameters  and  conditions  of  the  variance  are  met. 

Sec.  3.60.  Special  exception. 

Where  wireless  communications  facilities  are  permitted  by  special  exception,  an  application  for  a 
wireless  communication  facility  must  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  having  jurisdiction.  A 
public  hearing  and  notice  to  adjoining  property  owners  and  registered  neighborhood  organizations  is 
required  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 

If  the  Board  determines  that: 

A.  The  grant  will  not  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  safety,  morals,  convenience  or  general 
welfare,  and 

B.  The  grant  will  not  materially  and  substantially  interfere  with  the  lawful  use  and  enjoyment  of 
adjoining  property  and  the  surrounding  community, 

C.  The  grant  will  assure  that  the  design  of  the  WCF  is  compatible  with  the  surrounding 
environment,  by  camouflage,  integration  with  existing  structures,  or  other  design-related  solution,  and 

D.  The  grant  is  consistent  with  the  1996  Telecommunications  Act, 

the  special  exception  shall  be  granted.  Written  findings  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  after  its  decision 
has  been  rendered. 

Sec.  3.70.  Tower  removal. 

Towers  which  have  not  been  used  for  a  period  of  one  year  shall  be  removed.  Within  30  days  after 
use  of  a  tower  has  been  abandoned,  the  last  provider  to  use  the  tower  shall  notify  the  Administrator  of 
the  discontinued  use. 

Sec.  3.80.    Improvement  location  permit.    An  Improvement  Location  Permit  application  for  a  WCF 
shall  include  the  following: 

A.  Site  and  landscape  plans,  drawn  to  scale. 

B.  A  description  of  the  WCF  and  its  design. 

C.  Documentation,  establishing  the  structural  integrity  of  the  WCF. 

D.  A  statement  that  the  WCF  meets  the  standards  of  the  American  National  Standards  Institute. 

E.  A  statement  regarding  the  availability  of  another  WCF  provider  to  use  a  tower,  as  required  in 
Section  2.40. 

F.  Proof  of  ownership  of  the  proposed  site,  or  property  owner's  consent  to  use  the  site  for  WCF. 

G.  Copies  or  other  evidence  of  any  necessary  easements. 

H.     A  map  indicating  the  existing  topography  of  the  site. 

I.  For  a  variance  or  special  exception,  a  graphic  or  photographic  representation  shall  be 
submitted,  which  shows  the  height  of  the  WCF,  in  relation  to  its  surroundings. 

CHAPTER  4.00  DEFINITIONS 

The  words  in  the  text  or  illustrations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in  accordance  with  the 
following  definitions. 

1 .  Accessory.  A  subordinate  structure,  building  or  use  that  is  customarily  associated  with,  and 
is  appropriately  and  clearly  incidental  and  subordinate  in  use  to  the  primary  structure  and 
use,  and  is  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  primary  structure  or  use. 
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2.  Administrator.  Administrator  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  Services,  of  the  Department 
of  Metropolitan  Development,  or  his/her  appointed  representative. 

3.  Antenna.  A  device  used  to  collect  or  broadcast  electromagnetic  waves,  including  both 
directional  antennas,  such  as  panels  and  microwave  dishes,  and  omnidirectional  antennas, 
such  as  satellite  dishes. 

4.  Building.  Any  structure  designed  or  intended  for  the  support,  enclosure,  shelter,  or  protection 
of  persons,  animals,  or  property  of  any  kind,  having  a  permanent  roof  supported  by  columns 
or  walls. 

5.  Building  height.  The  vertical  distance  above  a  reference  line  measured  to  the  highest  point  of 
the  coping  of  a  flat  roof  or  to  the  deck  line  of  a  mansard  roof  or  to  the  height  of  the  highest 
gable  of  a  pitched  or  hipped  roof.  The  reference  line  shall  be  selected  by  either  of  the 
following,  whichever  yields  a  greater  building  height: 

a.  the  elevation  of  the  highest  adjoining  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  within  a  10  foot 
horizontal  distance  from  and  paralleling  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building  or  structure 
when  said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  is  not  more  than  10  feet  above  lowest  grade; 

b.  an  elevation  1 0  feet  higher  than  the  lowest  grade  when  said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface 
is  more  than  10  feet  above  the  lowest  grade. 

6.  Camouflage.  A  structural  design  or  treatment,  including  colors,  intended  to  conceal  and 
make  a  WCF  visibly  compatible  with  the  surrounding  area. 

7.  Equipment  structure.  Any  structure  needed  to  house  apparatus  needed  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  a  wireless  communication  antenna,  and  located  on  the  same  site  as  the 
wireless  communication  antenna. 

8.  Highpower  electric  transmission  line.  A  line  segment  in  an  electric  utility  system  having  an 
operating  voltage  of  69,000  volts  or  greater. 

9.  Protected  district.  Specific  classes  of  zoning  districts  which,  because  of  their  low  intensity  or 
the  sensitive  land  uses  permitted  by  them,  require  additional  buffering  and  separation  when 
abutted  by  certain  more  intense  classifications  of  land  use.  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  a 
protected  district  shall  include  any  Dwelling  District,  Hospital  District,  Parks  District, 
University  Quarter  District,  SU-1  (Church)  District,  or  SU-2  (School  District). 

10.  Right-of-way.  Specific  and  particularly  described  strip  of  land,  property,  or  interest  therein 
devoted  to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for 
pedestrians,  vehicles,  or  utilities,  as  officially  recorded  by  the  office  of  the  Marion  County 
Recorder. 

1 1 .  Structure.  A  combination  or  manipulation  of  materials  to  form  a  construction,  erection, 
alteration  or  affixation  for  use,  occupancy,  or  ornamentation,  whether  located  or  installed  on, 
above,  or  below  the  surface  of  land  or  water. 

12.  Sign.  Any  structure,  fixture,  placard,  announcement,  declaration,  device,  demonstration  or 
insignia  used  for  direction,  information,  identification  or  to  advertise  or  promote  any 
business,  product,  goods,  activity,  services  or  any  interests. 

13.  Sign  structure.  Any  structure,  including  the  supports,  uprights,  bracing  and  framework  which 
supports  or  is  capable  of  supporting  any  sign. 

14.  Tower.  A  structure  designed  and  intended  to  support  one  or  more  antennae.  This  term 
includes  lattice-type  structures,  either  guyed  or  self  supporting,  and  monopoles,  which  are 
self-supporting  pole-type  structures,  tapering  from  base  to  top  and  supporting  a  fixture 
designed  to  hold  one  or  more  antennae. 
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15.  Utility  pole.  Any  pole  or  structure  utilized  for  electric,  telephone,  telegraph,  cable  television, 
radio,  microwave,  television  services,  street  lights,  other  lighting  standards,  or  comparable 
purposes. 

16.  Wireless  communications  facility  (WCF).  Any  facility  used  by  a  licensed  commercial 
wireless  telecommunications  provider  to  provide  service,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
cellular,  personal  communication  services,  specialized  mobilized  radio,  enhanced  specialized 
mobilized  radio,  paging,  and  other  similar  services  that  are  marketed  to  the  general  public. 

17.  WCF  design  package.  Information  used  to  portray  all  visual  aspects  of  wireless 
communications  facilities,  and  the  apparatus  needed  to  attach  it  to  a  structure,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  dimensions,  colors,  and  materials. 

CHAPTER  5.00  STANDARDS  OF  ADMINISTRATOR'S  APPROVAL 

Where  the  Administrator  has  been  given  the  authority  to  review  and  approve  certain  aspects  of 
WCF,  the  following  standards  shall  be  considered: 

1 .  The  visual  impact  of  the  proposed  WCF  on  the  adjacent  properties,  and  the  community,  as  a 
whole. 

2.  The  recommendations  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  or  the  most  recently  adopted 
Neighborhood  Plan  for  the  site  in  question. 

3.  Current  trends  in  the  WCF  industry  and  their  potential  impact  on  the  community. 

4.  Consistency  with  other  designs  approved  in  other  areas  of  the  City. 

5.  Compliance  with  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996. 

6.  Necessary  or  desirable  infrastructure  requirements  of  the  community. 

The  Administrator's  decision  may  be  appealed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  of 
Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 

CHAPTER  6.00  EXCLUDED  CITIES 

Prior  to  applying  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  (ILP)  for  a  WCF  in  an  excluded  city,  the 
WCF  provider  shall  provide  a  written  letter  to  the  excluded  city,  indicating  their  intent.  The  letter  shall 
be  mailed  at  least  5  days  prior  to  applying  for  the  ILP,  and  shall  include  the  proposed  location,  type, 
and  design  of  the  WCF,  and  a  contact  person  for  the  WCF  provider.  The  WCF  provider  shall  submit  a 
copy  of  the  letter,  and  proof  of  mailing  with  the  application  for  the  ILP. 

CHAPTER  7.00 

Sec.  7.10.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  invalid,  its  invalidity  shall  not 
affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  that  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable.

The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the 
omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling 
compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and 
other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer 
of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  are  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Underwriter  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary 
Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule 
prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to 
the  purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus 
accrued  interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  10%  per  annum,  which  sale  shall  occur 
not  later  than  90  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  special  ordinance.  The  use  of  a  Final  Official 
Statement  is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the 
marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing 
Documents.  The  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents 
requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein 
and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  the  City 
Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not 
affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10).

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of 
industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful 
employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,368,000  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or 
publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  and  the 
sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the 
Applicant  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred  to 
above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  development  and  construction  of  the 
Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause  to  be 
taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid  financing,  or  as  it

amount  in  excess  of  the  private  activity  bond  limit  may  and  in  all  probability  will  be  adopted;  (2)  the 
proposed  Project  will  have  no  priority  over  other  projects  which  have  applied  for  such  private  activity 
bonds  and  have  received  inducement  resolutions;  and  (3)  no  portion  of  such  activity  bond  limit  has 
been  guaranteed  for  the  proposed  Project;  and  (iii)  it  will  use  its  best  efforts  at  the  request  of  the

Polin's  pending  appointment  to  the  Citizens  Police  Complaint  Board.  In  light  of  Mr.  Polin's 
appointment  this  evening  to  that  board,  and  because  such  an  appointment  precludes  him  from 
serving  on  the  Corrections  Advisory  Board,  Councillor  Dowden  moved  to  strike  Proposal  No. 
212,  1998.  Councillor  Boyd  seconded  the  motion,  and  Proposal  No.  212,  1998  was  stricken  by  a 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Franklin  asked  for  consent  to  address  Proposal  No.  371,  1998,  which  is  under 
Pending  Proposals  on  tonight's  agenda.  The  President  ruled  that  the  proposal  may  be  brought  up 
for  discussion  following  the  completion  of  the  proposals  under  public  hearing. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  PUBLIC  HEARING 

PROPOSAL  NO.  338,  1998.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works  Committee 
heard  Proposal  No.  338,  1998  on  May  28,  June  1 1,  and  June  16,  1998.  The  proposal,  sponsored 
by  Councilor  Curry,  approves  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  Sanitary  District  in  an  amount  not  to 
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exceed  $65,000,000.  By  an  8-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposaj  to  the  Council  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  for  an  explanation  of  a  sanitary  siphon.  Dennis  Neidigh,  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management,  stated  that  it  is  simply  a  sewer  that  goes  under  the 
street  and  comes  up  on  the  other  side  and  operates  like  a  siphon. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  if  the  State  Revolving  Fund  is  a  bond  that  will  have  to  be  paid  back. 
Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  it  is  loan  from  federal  monies  provided  by  the  State. 
Councillor  Borst  asked  why  the  additional  bonds  are  needed.  Councillor  Coughenour  stated  the 
bonds  are  used  to  pay  for  the  revolving  fund  and  make  up  the  balance.  She  stated  that  the  third 
column  of  figures  is  the  portion  the  private  sector  will  end  up  paying  for  their  sewers  under  the 
Barrett  law  program. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  does  not  understand  the  State  Revolving  Fund  and  if  in 
essence  the  State  is  simply  loaning  the  County  this  money.  Ann  Lathrop,  City  Controller  stated 
that  the  State  is  loaning  the  money  to  the  County  and  payback  does  not  begin  for  18  months. 
The  fund  will  be  paid  back  over  a  30  year  period,  and  the  County  will  only  repay  the  amount 
they  actually  use.  Councillor  Schneider  asked  what  the  interest  rate  is  for  these  bonds.  Ms. 
Lathrop  stated  that  the  interest  rate  is  3  XA  %.  Councillor  Schneider  asked  if  there  are  any  strings 
attached  to  these  revolving  fund  dollars.  Mr.  Neidigh  stated  that  the  projects  this  money  will  be 
used  for  are  qualified  by  the  State  and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  and  each  project 
listed  has  been  approved  for  the  program.  Other  than  project  qualification,  no  other  strings  are 
attached  to  these  dollars. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  why  the  substantial  savings  due  to  the  privatization  of  the  sanitation 
systems  that  the  Mayor  claims  cannot  be  used  instead  of  these  bonds.  Ms.  Lathrop  stated  that 
this  savings  was  looked  at  and  the  Sanitation  General  Fund  cannot  fund  this  amount.  Councillor 
Talley  stated  that  he  is  for  the  projects,  but  does  not  understand  why  some  of  this  savings  cannot 
be  used. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  these  bonds  will  not  solve  the  entire  problem,  but  that  it  is  a  good 
first  step  to  solving  a  problem  that  has  been  in  existence  for  a  long  time. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  8:25  p.m.  There  being  no  one  present  to  testify, 
Councillor  Coughenour  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Curry,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  338, 
1998  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

WHEREAS,  on  October  1,  1997,  the  Board  of  Capital  Asset  Management  and  Public  Works  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Board"),  being  the  governing  body  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Sanitary  District"),  adopted  the  Declaratory  Resolution  declaring  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  public  health  and  welfare  of  the  persons  residing  within  the  Sanitary  District,  and  will  be 
of  public  utility  and  benefit  to  undertake  the  projects  specified  in  Exhibit  A,  attached  hereto  (the 
"Projects").

PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  specify  that  the  purchasing  division  of  the  office  of  city 
controller  shall  be  the  purchasing  agency  for  purposes  of  IC  5-22,  and  further  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  IC  5-22-15-21. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  202-204  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  regarding  the 
purchasing  division  of  the  office  of  city  controller,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language 
which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  202-204.  Purchasing  division;  promotion  of  supplies  manufactured  in  the  United  States. 

(a)  The  office  of  the  city  controller  shall  include  a  purchasing  division,  which  shall  be  the 
purchasing  agency,  as  that  term  is  defined  and  used  in  IC  5-22,  for  the  city  and  county,  and  for  each  of  their 
respective  departments,  divisions,  offices  and  agencies. 

(b)  tThe  powers  and  duties  of  whieh  the  purchasing  division  shall  include: 

(1)  Acting  as  the  agent  in  obtaining  materials,  supplies,  equipment  or  contractual  services,  other 
than  persona]  services,  for  city  and  county  departments,  divisionSj  or  count)'  offices  and 
agencies.  Any  such  department,  division,  ef  office  or  agency  shall  requisition  such  materials, 
supplies,  equipment  or  services  from  the  purchasing  agent  who  shall,  upon  determining  that 
appropriations  are  available  for  such  purposes,  acquire  the  items  requisitioned  in  accordance 
with  public  purchase  law.  All  contracts  of  purchase  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  city 
department  or  division  or  county  office  and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department, 
division,  of  office  or  agency: 

(2)  Establishing  such  purchasing  and  contractual  procedures  as  may  best  be  suited  to  obtain  the 
greatest  economic  value  to  the  city  and  the  county; 

(3)  Where  bidding  and  publication  of  notice  are  required  by  law,  preparing  specifications  and  notice 
to  bidders  and  seeing  that  the  required  notices  are  published; 

(4)  Ensuring  that  adequate  funds  are  available  prior  to  making  necessary  purchases  and  acquisitions 
are  within  the  limits  of  the  budget  appropriations  of  the  department,  division,  office  or  body  in 
need  of  the  material; 

(5)  Acting  as  the  agent  of  any  executive  department  to  sell  or  exchange  any  personal  property 
ordered  to  be  sold  by  a  city  department  or  division  or  county  office  in  accordance  with 
procedures  prescribed  by  law;  and2 

(6)  Exercising  any  other  powers  which  may  be  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the 
mayor. 

(c)  To  promote  the  purchase  of  supplies  manufactured  in  the  United  States  as  set  forth  in  IC  5-22- 
15-21.  the  city  and  county,  and  each  of  their  respective  departments,  divisions,  offices  and  agencies,  shall 
specify  and  purchase  supplies  manufactured  in  the  United  States  unless  the  purchasing  agent  first 
determines  that  any  of  the  following  circumstances  apply: 

(1)  The  supplies  are  not  manufactured  in  the  United  States  in  reasonably  available  quantities; 

(2)  The  price  of  the  supplies  manufactured  in  the  United  States  exceeds  by  an  unreasonable  amount 
the  price  of  available  and  comparable  supplies  manufactured  outside  the  United  States; 

(3)  The  quality  of  the  supplies  is  substantially  less  than  the  quality  of  comparably  priced  available 
supplies  manufactured  outside  the  United  States:  or. 

(4)  The  purchase  of  supplies  manufactured  in  the  United  States  is  not  in  the  public  interest. 
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SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings 
are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the 
invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To 
this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance 
with  IC  36-3-4-14.

Councillor  Golc  asked  if  this  policy  will  eventually  extend  to  Colts  and  Pacers  games,  and  to  the 
Indianapolis  500  Race.  Councillor  Borst  stated  that  he  has  no  intentions  to  go  further  with  the 
forbidding  of  scalping  at  sports  events,  and  that  eliminating  scalping  from  this  particular  event 
will  simply  help  the  City's  bid  to  host  the  games.

(b)  In  the  event  that  the  demand  for  seating  as  any  particular  exhibition  in  such  facilities  exceeds 
the  available  supply,  the  resulting  premium  price  that  can  be  demanded  for  resale  for  tickets  encourages 
persons  to  purchase  such  tickets  solely  for  the  purpose  of  resale  and  not  with  the  intent  to  use  the 
facilities; 

(c)  It  is  anticipated  that  demand  for  seating  at  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  (the 
"NCAA")  Division  1  Men's  Basketball  Championship  (the  "Final  Four")  will  greatly  exceed  the 
available  supply  for  the  games  and  therefore  increase  the  resulting  premium  price  that  can  be  demanded 
for  resale  of  such  Final  Four  tickets  solely  for  the  purpose  of  resale  and  not  with  the  intent  to  use  the 
facilities; 

(d)  Purchasing  such  Final  Four  tickets  with  the  intent  of  resale  at  a  premium  price  is  discouraged  by 
the  NCAA  and  host  cities  are  requested  to  assist  the  NCAA  in  controlling  such  activity; 

(e)  The  only  effective  means  to  discourage  the  purchasing  of  such  Final  Four  tickets  with  the  intent 
of  resale  is  to  prohibit  the  resale  of  such  Final  Four  tickets  at  premium  prices; 

(f)  The  resale  of  such  Final  Four  tickets  at  a  premium  price  should  be  prohibited. 

Sec.  407-108.    Sale  of  tickets  of  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  Division  1  Men's 
Basketball  Championship  at  the  RCA  Dome. 

(a)  Tickets  to  the  Final  Four,  to  be  held  at  a  publicly  owned  facility,  shall  have  printed  thereon  the 
retail  price  thereof. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  such  Final  Four  ticket  at  a  price 
greater  than  the  retail  price  printed  thereon,  exclusive  of  reasonable  fees  or  service  charges  for  sale  of 
such  tickets  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  per  ticket  at  regular  ticket  outlets. 

Sec.  407-109.    Resale  of  tickets  to  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  Division  1  Men's 
Basketball  Championship  at  the  RCA  Dome. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  resell  or  offer  to  resell  for  profit  any  Final  Four  ticket.  "Profit" 
shall  not  include  a  maximum  fee  or  service  charge  often  dollars  ($10.00)  per  ticket.

Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  371,  1998  on  July  17,  1998.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillors  O'Dell  and  Franklin,  approves  an  increase  of  $1,000,000  in  the  1998  Budget  of  the 
Marion  County  Children's  Guardian  Home  (County  General  Fund)  for  the  development  of  the 
Guardian  Home  2000  Project,  Phase  I,  renovation  activities  financed  by  fund  balances.

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  he  is  not  opposed  to  this  project,  but  that  the  City  is  faced 
with  some  costly  liabilities,  such  as  the  Year  2000  costs,  at  this  time  and  he  does  not  believe  the 
City  can  afford  the  increase  right  now. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  he  shares  concerns  about  funding  liabilities  for  other  projects  such 
as  Year  2000,  but  that  the  Council  gave  their  word  to  provide  this  funding  and  therefore  they 
should  honor  that  commitment.  He  stated  that  Phase  I  of  the  project  is  in  need  of  funding  right 
now. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  although  he  supports  the  initiatives  of  the  Guardian  Home,  he 
feels  there  is  a  shortage  in  the  County  General  Fund  at  this  time,  and  therefore  cannot  support  the 
increase. 
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Councillor  Gray  stated  that  when  this  project  was  reported  to  the  Committee,  the  County  Auditor 
reported  a  surplus  in  the  County  budget.  He  stated  that  the  Council  approved  this  funding  earlier 
in  the  year  and  should  stand  by  that  promise. 

Councillor  Bradford  stated  that  he  is  in  favor  of  this  project,  but  feels  the  County  budget  cannot 
accommodate  it  at  this  time. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  Council  took  a  vote  to  support  this  project  in  April,  and 
gave  their  word  at  the  last  Council  meeting  by  a  show  of  hands  to  support  the  funding  once 
again.  She  stated  that  the  City  has  known  about  the  Year  2000  project  for  a  long  time,  and  she 
was  given  the  impression  work  was  being  done.  She  stated  that  these  funds  were  sequestered  in 
order  to  give  Paul  Browne,  Director  of  the  Guardian  Home,  some  comfort  level  in  securing 
additional  funds.  She  stated  that  the  Council's  refusal  to  follow  through  with  their  word  does  not 
simply  harm  their  own  credibility,  but  Mr.  Browne's,  as  well.  She  stated  that  no  firm  numbers 
have  been  determined  as  to  how  much  the  Year  2000  remediation  will  actually  cost,  and 
according  to  the  last  figure  she  heard,  $1  million  will  not  make  or  break  the  funding. 

The  President  passed  the  gavel  to  Vice  President  McClamroch  at  8:05  p.m.  Councillor  SerVaas 
stated  that  by  voicing  assurances  and  offering  former  resolutions,  the  Council  encouraged  Mr. 
Browne  to  solicit  additional  private  sector  funds  for  this  project.  He  stated  that  Year  2000  is  a 
nation-wide  problem  that  every  corporation  and  organization  will  have  to  face,  and  there  is  still 
yet  time  to  research  funding  options  in  that  area.  Vice  President  McClamroch  returned  the  gavel 
to  President  SerVaas  at  8: 1 1  p.m. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  is  surprised  there  is  so  much  discussion  regarding  this  issue,  as 
the  Council  already  took  a  vote  to  support  the  project  and  the  funding,  and  the  Council  should 
honor  that  commitment,  or  risk  losing  credibility. 

Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  he  supports  Proposal  No.  371,  1998,  and  that  using  the  issue  of 
Year  2000  funding  as  an  excuse  to  hold  this  proposal  up  is  unacceptable.

A  quorum  of  twenty-seven  members  being  present,  the  President  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  GUESTS  AND  VISITORS 

Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  introduced  Mike  VanMeter,  a  student  at  Indiana  University-Purdue 
University  Indianapolis.  Councillor  Golc  asked  all  those  who  attended  the  Parks  Committee 
meeting  this  evening  to  stand  and  be  recognized. 
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OFFICIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 
Budget  Messages:  Honorable  Stephen  Goldsmith,  Mayor 

Members  of  the  Council,  I  am  pleased  to  deliver  my  seventh  budget  address  to  the  Council.  We 
will  do  this  briefly  and  invite  the  deliberations,  criticism  and  suggestions  of  the  Council  throughout 
the  budget  process. 

When  I  came  before  the  Council  in  1992,  it  was  an  interesting  time  in  Indianapolis  history.  We 
had  had  good  bipartisan  leadership  in  this  city  for  a  long  time,  yet  we  found  ourselves  with  a 
growth  rate  that  was  stagnant,  an  unemployment  rate  of  six  percent,  a  budget  with  expenditures 
that  exceeded  revenues  by  $20  million,  the  highest  downtown  office  vacancy  rate  in  the  Midwest, 
and  more  than  20  tax  increases  in  the  eighties. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  delivered  to  this  body  and  to  the  newly-elected  mayor  a  request 
for  a  billion  dollars  in  infrastructure  investment.  Given  increasing  tax  burdens  on  our  citizens,  no 
one  was  eager  to  fund  that  infrastructure  investment  with  additional  tax  increases.  Between  1 985 
and  1990,  the  county  option  income  tax  rate  went  from  .002  to  .007.  If  the  rate  of  increase  had 
continued,  it  would  have  reached  the  maximum  levy  of  .01  five  years  ago.  Instead,  the  Council 
froze  the  rate  in  1990,  and  it  has  remained  at  .007  since. 

Instead  of  raising  taxes,  we  began  the  process  of  competitive  bidding  for  city  services.  As  we  bid 
out  more  than  80  city  services  and  saved  almost  $400  million,  we  have  invested  those  dollars  in 
public  safety  and  infrastructure.  This  effort  has  resulted  in  an  almost  50  percent  reduction  of  non- 
public safety  employees  since  1991.  The  ratio  of  non-public  safety  employees  to  public  safety 
employees  has  changed  dramatically  since  1991.  For  the  first  time  in  Indianapolis  history,  almost 
two  out  of  every  three  city  employees  will  be  a  public  safety  worker  in  1999. 

In  large  part  this  effort  was  driven  by  the  fact  that  in  the  old  City  of  Indianapolis  -  the  taxing 
district  of  IPS,  IFD  and  IPD  -  it  was  impossible  to  tax  citizens  any  more  than  they  already  were. 
We  had  pushed  businesses  out  of  the  downtown  and  Center  Township  neighborhoods,  and  we  had 
made  it  difficult  for  senior  citizens  and  new  home-buyers  to  own  their  own  homes  because  of  high 
property  taxes. 

From  1992  to  1998,  we  see  a  dramatically  different  picture.  Instead  of  steep  increases  in  property 
taxes  and  county  option  income  taxes,  we  see  decreases  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  municipal 
agencies  that  come  before  this  council.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  reduced  its  tax  rate  by  three 
percent.  Health  and  Hospital  reduced  its  tax  rate  by  six  and  a  half  percent.  Public  transportation 
reduced  its  tax  rate  by  almost  three  percent.  The  only  two  taxing  districts  that  have  raised  their  tax 
rates  are  the  two  that  do  not  respond  to  this  Council,  the  libraries  and  the  schools.  Not 
coincidentally,  as  we  have  pressured  agencies  to  reduce  their  property  tax  rates,  we  have  seen 
growth  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  that  we  did  not  see  when  property  taxes  were  continuing  to 
increase. 

As  tax  rates  increased  in  the  eighties,  the  budget  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  also  increased 
dramatically.  If  that  increase  had  continued  at  the  same  rate,  today  we  would  have  been  presenting 
to  you  a  budget  of  $584  million.  Instead,  we  are  presenting  a  budget  of  $441  million.  We  have 
brought  spending  under  control,  moving  money  from  other  areas  into  public  safety  while  holding 
the  line  on  taxes.  This  year  the  budget  is  up  a  little  bit  -  although  still  below  what  it  was  in  1992  - 
because  of  dollars  in  the  current  budget  that  will  fund  police  and  fire  and  AFSCME  collective 
bargaining  contracts. 

The  other  issue  we  had  to  address  was  the  billion  dollar  infrastructure  deficit.  The  budget  that  we 
are  presenting  today  will  continue  the  effort  to  rebuild  the  city  of  Indianapolis  -  its  sidewalks, 
bridges,  streets,  and  sewers.  Since  1992,  we  have  invested  over  $850  million  in  infrastructure  -  a 
record  investment  in  road  resurfacing,  sidewalks  and  curbs.  Almost  $80  million  has  been  invested 
in  parks  -  including  rebuilding  hundreds  of  playgrounds,  creating  greenways,  and  improving  golf 
courses,  community  centers,  and  swimming  pools.    A  third  of  our  fire  houses  have  been  rebuilt. 
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These  are  dramatic  improvements.  We  will  ask  for  another  hundred  million  dollars  to  be  invested 
in  infrastructure  next  year. 

At  the  same  time  we  have  done  all  this,  the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate  used  for  debt  has 
gone  down  by  18  percent.  We  have  done  these  things  without  cutting  city  services,  and  we 
continue  to  measure  performance.  We  invite  the  scrutiny  of  the  council  to  the  250  performance 
measures  contained  in  the  budget  to  make  sure  that  not  only  are  we  spending  the  right  amount  of 
money,  but  we  are  purchasing  the  right  amount  of  results  as  well. 

In  1992,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  spent  $140  million  on  public  safety.  In  the  budget  we  are 
presenting  tonight,  we  are  asking  permission  to  spend  $181  million  on  public  safety.  Public  safety 
spending  is  up  by  $41  million  dollars  from  the  budget  presented  in  1992.  This  budget,  if  you 
approve  it,  will  fund  2  out  of  every  3  city  workers  for  public  safety.  When  we  are  finished,  we  will 
have  more  police  officers  per  resident  than  any  time  we  can  find  on  record.  Today  we  have  141 
more  officers  on  the  street  than  we  did  in  1992.  Additionally,  by  almost  any  measure,  we  have  the 
best  fire  department  in  the  country  -  one  that  is  better  trained,  better  equipped,  better  staffed,  and 
better  prepared  than  at  any  time  in  the  recent  history  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  We  are  pleased  to 
continue  moving  money  into  public  safety,  which  is  the  core  of  business  of  government. 

This  effort  can  lead  to  a  reasonable  set  of  questions.  Do  we  have  enough  Sheriffs  deputies?  Do 
we  have  enough  firefighters?  Do  we  have  enough  police  officers?  Everyone  in  the  room  tonight 
would  like  to  have  more  staff  in  each  of  those  categories.  The  question  is  how  we  get  there. 

Tonight's  budget  will  ask  for  permission  to  spend  every  cent  that  comes  into  the  police  and  fire 
budget,  every  dollar  we  raise  we  are  asking  permission  to  spend.  That  will  allow  us  to  maintain  the 
policing  level  that  we  have  presented  tonight.  Should  we  or  could  we  spend  more  money?  I  say 
the  answer  to  that  is  yes. 

If  this  council  would  like  to  join  with  us  in  asking  the  state  Budget  Agency*  for  permission  to 
move  money  from  our  budget  surplus  into  public  safety,  we  would  be  delighted  to  join  in  doing 
that.  We  have  been  told  previously  that  we  cannot  move  budget  surpluses  from  one  taxing  district 
into  another.  We  would  be  delighted  if  we  could  move  from  our  $90  million  budget  surplus  $5  to 
$10  million  into  public  safety.  If  the  Council  sees  fit,  we  will  join  with  the  Council  to  request 
permission  to  do  so  from  the  state  budget  agency  and  the  state  house. 

If  that  fails,  we  will  ask  the  legislature  for  permission  to  do  the  same.  As  this  Council  knows, 
although  we  have  consolidated  government  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  we  have  several  dozen 
different  taxing  districts.  In  the  past,  we  have  been  prevented  from  moving  money  from  one  taxing 
district  to  another.  We  will  be  pleased  to  address  that  issue  again. 

Should  we  have  more  police  officers  and  deputies?  Again  I  think  the  answer  is  yes.  We  will  work 
with  the  Sheriff  and  the  County  Auditor  to  find  creative  ways  to  do  that  within  this  budget.  We  are 
spending  every  dollar  that  is  raised  in  the  police  and  the  fire  districts  for  more  officers  and  better 
fire  fighters  as  well. 

Today  in  Indianapolis,  the  economy  is  better  than  it  has  every  been,  with  the  lowest  unemployment 
rate  we  have  ever  had  and  150,000  jobs  created  and  retained  in  the  last  five  years  alone.  Still,  a 
number  of  families  and  neighborhoods  are  struggling.  They  want  better  police  services,  better 
streets  and  sidewalks,  better  schools,  better  health  services  and  better  transit.  It  is  our 
responsibility  together  to  deliver  a  better  quality  of  life  for  our  citizens,  whether  they  be  suburban 
or  urban.  We  need  to  do  that  without  imposing  upon  them  higher  tax  rates,  because  higher  tax 
rates  force  income  and  wealth  across  the  county  line  and  preclude  people  from  owning  their  own 
homes  or  developing  their  own  businesses. 

We  understand  that  this  process  is  one  in  which  the  legislature  critiques  the  budget  presented  by 
the  administrative  branch  of  government,  and  we  look  forward  to  your  insight  and  your 
suggestions  on  behalf  of  your  constituents.  I  appreciate  the  interest  and  deliberations  of  the 
Council.  Thank  you  very  much. 
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*  "Budget  Agency"  clarified  to  "Board  of  Tax  Commissioners"  in  subsequent  Council  committee 
hearings. 

Budget  Messages:  Honorable  John  von  Arx,  Auditor 

Mr.  President,  members  of  the  City-County  Council,  and  citizens  of  Marion  County, 

Budgets  are  transitory.  They  are  THE  financial  plan  for  a  government  to  continue  providing 
services  for  one  fiscal  year.  A  'good  budget'  will  make  conditions  better  for  the  government  and 
its  people  for  that  year.  A  'better  budget'  is  one  that  makes  lasting  improvements,  continuing  into 
the  foreseeable  future. 

Although  this  will  be  my  last  budget  presentation,  it  was  my  goal  to  provide  you  with  a  superior 
budget,  one  that  highlighted  many  of  our  jointly  accomplished  financial  objectives  that  continue  on 
into  the  foreseeable  future.  Although  I  don't  want  to  suggest  all  gloom  and  doom,  this  budget  was 
perhaps  the  most  difficult  of  my  two  terms  as  Auditor.  It  was  prepared  in  the  shadow  of  two 
somewhat  sudden  and  uncontrollable  fiscal  issues,  the  year  2000  information  technology  dilemma 
(otherwise  known  as  the  Y2K  issue),  and  massive  unfunded  state  mandates  placed  on  Marion 
County.  The  City  and  County  portion  of  the  millennium  bug  is  now  at  a  staggering  $13.5  million. 
The  County  now  owes  the  state  $15  million  for  our  share  of  male  and  female  juveniles  committed 
to  state  correctional  facilities.  These  bills  are  growing  over  $1  million  each  year.  Solutions  to 
these  two  problems,  regardless  of  how  incredible  they  are,  must  be  found. 

The  good  news  is  that  this  budget  includes  NO  increase  in  the  property  tax  rate  and  NO  increase  in 
the  County  Option  Income  Tax  rate.  I  can  report  that  the  1999  Budget  is  balanced  relative  to 
ongoing  operations  with  revenues  of  $149,331,347  being  slightly  higher  than  expenses  of 
$147,838,001 .  However,  this  statement  does  not  take  into  account  funding  of  the  Y2K  project  that 
I  mentioned  which  will  be  presented  in  a  separate  ordinance  that  is  being  introduced  this  evening. 
Also  not  taken  into  account  is  the  increase  in  invoices  that  the  County  has  received  for  sending 
post  adjudicated  delinquents  to  state  facilities.  Currently  the  County  expects  to  be  billed  at  least 
$5  million  more  in  1999  than  budgeted. 

1999  salary  increases  are  funded  at  3%  for  County  Employees.  The  Fraternal  Order  of  Police 
contract  is  not  yet  settled,  so  the  increase  for  Merit  Deputies  will  need  to  be  amended  into  the 
budget  at  a  later  date.  In  addition,  the  Marion  County  Salary  Review  Panel  recommendations  for 
non-elected  agency  heads  are  included  in  the  text  of  the  budget  and  will  have  to  be  considered  by 
each  governing  board  as  well  as  this  Council. 

The  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department  is  in  the  second  successful  year  of  operation  of  Jail  II. 
You  will  find  that  the  budget  reflects  a  planned  increase  in  appropriations  to  add  another  48  beds 
to  the  current  264  beds  being  rented  from  CCA.  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  contract  with 
Wishard  Hospital  to  pay  the  hospitalization  expenses  of  the  Marion  County  Jail  Inmates. 
However,  on  July  21,  1998,  Judge  Dillin  issued  an  order  terminating  all  population  caps  and  prison 
release  orders  at  the  Marion  County  Jail.  This  action  followed  a  filing  by  Marion  County  with  the 
United  States  7th  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  to  ask  that  Judge  Dillin  be  required  to  rule  on  Marion 
County's  motion  which  had  been  pending  in  his  court  for  over  one  year.  This  is  a  great  victory  for 
Sheriff  Cottey  and  for  all  public  safety  advocates  and  it  significantly  impacts  Marion  County's 
ability  to  deal  with  jail  overcrowding  issues. 

The  Marion  County  Public  Defender  Agency  has  increased  office  space  outside  the  City-County 
Building,  costing  $81,000.00,  in  order  to  provide  better  public  service.  They  have  also  funded  an 
additional  $294,000.00  in  salaries  by  reducing  Character  03  expenses,  which  assists  in  their  efforts 
to  meet  state  standards.  The  state  mandates  a  certain  number  of  public  defenders,  controls  the 
number  and  types  of  caseload  they  can  bear  and  how  much  to  pay  the  Chief  Public  Defender.  By 
complying  with  their  standards,  the  County  can  receive  reimbursement  for  up  to  40%  of  expenses. 

The  Superior  Court  has  increased  their  County  General  Fund  budget  by  an  additional  $50,000.00 
to  pay  jury  expenses.  The  council  increased  the  1998  budget  by  $450,000.00  earlier  this  year.  The 
Jury  Pay  Fund,  which  was  created  by  state  statute  to  pay  jury  expenses  from  increased  court  fees,  is 
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being  budgeted  for  the  first  time  in  the  amount  of  $150,000.00.  It  is  important  to  note  that  the  state 
recently  enacted  law  increasing  the  amount  we  must  pay  for  jurors  and  increase  the  amounts  on 
traffic  tickets  to  pay  the  expenses.  However,  the  expense  for  jurors  increased  approximately 
$300,000.00  in  the  last  six  months  of  1997  while  revenues  increase  by  $40,000.  The  County 
General  Fund  provided  the  difference.  In  addition,  the  Judges  salary  bill  cost  Marion  County 
$450,000.00  in  revenues  which  were  transferred  to  the  state  in  excess  of  transferred  expenses.  For 
those  people  around  the  state  of  Indiana  that  think  that  Marion  County  gets  whatever  it  wants  from 
the  state  house,  think  again.  Total  these  two  issues  up  and  that  is  a  $1  million  a  year  shortfall. 

The  County  and  Township  Assessor's  Reassessment  Fund  Budget  is  increased  approximately 
$300,000.00  over  the  1998  budget  as  these  agencies  are  preparing  for  the  upcoming  reassessment. 
Remember  that  the  reassessment  process  will  likely  be  different  than  we  have  known  it  in  the  past. 
We  are  still  waiting  on  the  final  decisions  of  our  lawmakers. 

The  cost  of  the  post-adjudicated  delinquent  commitment  to  the  County  General  fund  continues  to 
increase  at  an  alarming  rate.  In  1990,  Marion  County's  expenditures  for  paying  half  of  the  state's 
daily  cost  was  approximately  $2  million  for  the  year.  In  1998,  those  bills  will  likely  exceed  $10 
million.  As  you  know,  this  is  not  a  new  problem.  You  will  likely  recall  this  issue  in  my  budget 
speeches  from  1996,  1997,  and  1998,  as  well  as  in  the  overviews  presented  to  various  committees 
during  those  budget  sessions.  Unfortunately,  the  matter  only  continues  to  worsen.  In  an  effort  to 
try  to  address  this  matter,  I  organized  a  task  force  of  stakeholders  and  experts  that  include  the  City, 
County,  Juvenile  Court,  Community  Corrections,  the  State  Department  of  Correction,  the  Hudson 
Institute  and  other  juvenile  justice  experts.  Although  some  progress  has  been  made,  it  is  coming  at 
too  slow  a  pace  to  adequately  stem  the  tide  of  this  fiscal  crisis,  more  aggressive  and  immediate 
measures  will  have  to  be  undertaken  in  order  to  avoid  drastic  fiscal  and  social  difficulties  down  the 
road.  As  I  mentioned  earlier,  it  is  my  plan  to  have  a  report  issued  in  the  next  30  days  offering 
recommendations. 

Regarding  the  Y2K  issue,  the  county's  share  of  the  total  cost  is  now  estimated  to  be  $7.7  million, 
which  is  not  a  final  number.  Unfortunately,  the  majority  of  this  expense  will  have  to  come  from 
our  County  General  Fund  Balance.  As  you  know,  we  all  have  worked  hard  to  see  our  fund  balance 
rise  to  its  current  level,  and  it  is  distressing  to  be  saddled  with  no  other  legitimate  financing 
mechanism  to  solve  this  problem.  As  mentioned,  this  is  an  unavoidable  issue,  and  most  everyone 
in  both  the  public  and  private  sector  must  do  the  same.  While  the  impact  is  staggering,  we  are 
charged  with  figuring  out  how  to  best  take  our  lumps  along  with  everyone  else,  and  try  to  move  on 
with  business. 

While  I  have  felt  concern  for  Marion  County's  financial  situation  and  well  being  while  preparing 
this  budget,  I  also  felt  a  strong  sense  of  accomplishment  and  success  for  Marion  County.  Looking 
back  over  the  eight  and  one  half  years  I  have  served  as  Auditor,  Marion  County  has  been  a 
survivor  despite  the  odds. 

(We  faced  budget  reductions  in  1992  and  were  able  to  maintain  our  AAA  bond  rating.  (We  have 
watched  and  felt  the  reduction  of  the  Welfare  Tax  Rate  and  Levy.  In  fact,  between  1994  and  1998, 
the  combined  tax  rates  for  the  County  and  Welfare  Funds  have  dropped  30.61  cents  and  the  budget 
as  presented  does  not  increase  the  tax  rates  for  the  County  Funds  for  1999.  The  reduction  in  the 
Welfare  rates  are  due  to  the  efforts  initiated  by  the  Auditor's  Office  to  find  more  appropriate 
placements  for  CHINS  and  redirect  welfare  dollars  to  family  preservation  rather  than  out  of  state 
placements.  The  initiative  also  focused  on  dramatically  increasing  federal  reimbursements  for 
CHINS  cases.  (We  pursued  and  ensured  the  creation  of  the  Indiana  Children's  Trust  Fund  and  Kid 
First  license  plate  which  fund  family  preservation  efforts  statewide  and  in  turn  provide  proactivity 
rather  than  reactivity  to  child  welfare.  This  was  the  first  of  its  kind  and  has  set  the  example  for 
other  states  who  are  following  suit  to  allow  nontax  revenues  to  funds  the  safety  and  welfare  of  their 
children.  (We  pursued  the  creation  of  an  heirloom  birth  certificate,  which  generates  revenue  into 
the  Infant  Mortality  Fund,  another  nontax  way  to  generate  revenue.  (We  sold  the  certificates  of 
need  for  the  Marion  County  Healthcare  Center  to  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  so  that  the 
facility  could  be  closed  while  still  providing  an  excellent  setting  for  the  nursing  home  patients.  We 
then  closed  the  facility  which  saves  the  County  over  $1.5  million  per  year  in  operating  expenses. 
We  sold  the  surrounding  property  to  put  it  back  on  the  tax  rolls.    And  we  sold  the  facilities  to  a 
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group  that  is  making  a  over  $1  million  in  improvements  as  well  as  working  to  bring  in  water  and 
sewer  connections  to  the  area  which  will  enhance  development. 

We  have  faced  jail  overcrowding  in  Marion  County  head  on  with  an  exemplary  effort  in 
cooperation  and  coordination  among  elected  officials  and  their  agencies.  The  Sheriff,  Prosecutor, 
Chief  Public  Defender,  Marion  County  Judges,  the  City-County  Council,  and  myself  as  well  as 
many  others  all  persevered  in  creatively  working  to  fight  and  reduce  jail  overcrowding  in  Marion 
County.  Today  we  have  the  Marion  County  Jail  II  managed  by  CCA  as  well  as  a  clear  road  to 
allow  double  bunking  if  necessary. 

I  review  this  with  you  to  illustrate  that  these  accomplishments  were  once  viewed  as  seemingly 
insurmountable  tasks.  Yet  with  determination,  collaboration,  and  an  unbending  commitment  to 
carry  out  the  people's  will,  all  three  branches  of  Marion  County  Government  rose  to  the  occasion. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  this  great  tradition  will  continue  on  to  address  the  issues  we  will  discuss 
during  these  next  2  months  and  ultimately  on  in  to  the  21st  Century. 

It  has  been  a  challenge  and  a  pleasure  to  serve  as  Marion  County  Auditor.  I  thank  you  for  your 
many  years  of  challenge,  cooperation,  and  understanding.  With  that,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
1999  Marion  County  Budget.

PROPOSAL  NO.  534,  1998  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillors  Hinkle  and  O'Dell,

Councillor  Hinkle  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor 
O'Dell,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  534,  1998  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Proposal  No.  534,  1998  was  retitled  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  37,  1998,  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  37,  1998 

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  recognizing  the  Suburban  West  Optimist  Club's  "Always  Buckle  Children 
in  the  Back  Seat"  Program. 

WHEREAS,  motor  vehicle  crashes  are  the  leading  cause  of  death  for  children  five  to  fifteen  years  of

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Appendix  D,  as 
amended,  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  Marion  County  which  ordinance  includes  the  Wireless 
Communication  Zoning  Ordinance,  as  amended,  and  fixing  a  time  then  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  IC  36-7-4  established  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  as  the  single  planning  and  zoning  authority  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  empowers  the 
Metropolitan  Development  Commission  to  approve  and  recommend  to  the  City-County  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  ordinances  for  the  zoning  or  districting  of  all  lands 
within  the  County  for  the  purposes  of  securing  adequate  light,  air,  convenience  of  access,  and  safety 
from  fire,  flood,  and  other  danger,  lessening  or  avoiding  congestion  in  public  ways;  promoting  the 
public  health,  safety,  comfort,  morals,  convenience,  and  general  public  welfare;  securing  the 
conservation  of  property  values  and  securing  responsible  development  and  growth;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  wireless  communications  industry  has  produced  new  and  changing  technology 
not  anticipated  by  the  current  zoning  ordinances,  but  which  requires  regulation  to  protect  land  uses 
within  the  County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  the  City-County  Council  desire  to 
address  the  needs  of  the  citizens  of  Marion  County  in  preparing  an  ordinance  which  meets  the  long- 
term  needs  of  the  City /County  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore:

CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Wireless  Communications  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Appendix  D,  (adopted  under  Metropolitan  Development  Commission 
docket  number  98-A0-1),  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4  be  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken  language  and 
inserting  the  underscored  language  in  bold  type  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  1.00  PURPOSE  AND  APPLICATION 

Sec.  1.10.  Statement  of  purpose. 

This  ordinance  creates  the  framework  for  wireless  communications  regulations,  so  that  wireless 
communications  facilities  can  be  sited  in  a  manner  which  provides  comprehensive  service  to  the 
community,  which  protects  the  community  from  clutter  and  design,  which  is  compatible  with  existing 
and  future  land  use,  and  which  reinforces  the  need  for  an  urban  landscape  which  contributes  to  a  sense 
of  place  and  sense  of  community.  These  regulations  have  been  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
technological  considerations  known  at  this  time,  with  some  anticipation  for  future  changes  in  the 
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wireless  communications  industry.     Changes  to  the  industry  which  were  not  anticipated,  will  be 
considered  in  future  amendments  to  this  Ordinance. 

The  purpose  of  the  wireless  communications  regulations  set  forth  in  this  document  shall  be  to: 
encourage  facilities  to  be  located  in  areas  least  disruptive  to  residential,  park  and  greenway  uses  and 
functions,  including  wildlife  habitats,  and  to  be  as  unobtrusive  and  invisible  as  reasonably  possible; 
encourage  designs  and  use  of  colors  which  are  compatible  with  the  adjacent  land  uses,  to  retain  current 
residents  and  attract  new  residents  to  the  city;  encourage  and  facilitate  installation  of  necessary  and 
desirable  wireless  communications  infrastructure;  preserve  and  improve  the  appearance  of  the  city  as  a 
place  in  which  to  live  and  work  as  an  attraction  to  non-residents  who  come  to  visit  or  trade;  safeguard 
and  enhance  property  values;  protect  public  and  private  investment  in  buildings  and  open  spaces; 
supplement  and  be  a  part  of  the  regulations  imposed  and  the  plan  set  forth  under  the  Comprehensive 
Plan  for  Marion  County;  and  promote  the  public  health,  safety,  morals  and  general  welfare. 

Sec.  1.20.  Application  of  regulations. 

The  regulations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  apply  to  the  location,  erection,  and  maintenance  of  all 
wireless  communications  facilities  (WCF)  within  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

CHAPTER  2.00  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  wireless  communications  facilities  in  Marion 
County. 

Sec.  2.10.  Wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF. 

A.  When  permitted  in  D-A,  D-S,  D-l,  D-2,  D-3,  D-4,  D-5  and  D-5II  Districts,  wall-mounted 
and  roof-mounted  WCF  shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  following  requirements: 

1.  WCF  shall  be  no  greater  than  3  square  feet  in  area,  and  no  more  than  6  inches  deep 
(excluding  antennae). 

2.  Antennae  may  extend  no  more  than  24  inches  from  the  WCF  wall  or  other  surface  to  which 
it  is  mounted. 

3.  WCF  shall  be  compatible  with  the  color(s)  of  the  wall  on  which  they  are  located. 

4.  WCF  shall  be  located  in  a  place  least  obtrusive  to  public  view. 

5.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  for  all  wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF. 

B.  In  all  other  districts,  where  permitted  by  this  Ordinance,  wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  in 
compliance  with  the  following  requirements: 

1 .  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  24  inches  from  the  facade  on  which  the  WCF  is 
located.  The  distance  shall  be  measured  from  the  point  on  the  wall  where  the  WCF  is 
attached,  at  right-angles  from  the  wall,  to  the  furthermost  extension  of  the  WCF. 

2.  Wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  compatible  with  the  color(s)  of  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

3.  Wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  design  and  materials  of  the 
building  on  which  the  WCF  will  be  attached,  and  located  in  a  place  least  obtrusive  to  public 
view. 

4.  The  total  area  of  all  wall-mounted  WCF  located  on  a  facade  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  area 
of  the  facade  on  which  the  structure  is  located. 

5.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

6.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  for  all  wall-mounted  WCF. 
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Sec.  2.20.  Landscaping. 

A  landscape  yard  shall  be  provided  around  the  entire  perimeter  of  a  tower  site  to  screen  the  fence 
and  the  equipment  structure,  exclusive  of  vehicular  or  pedestrian  entrances.  This  yard  shall  be  planted 
to  provide  a  continuous  landscape  screen  around  the  site.  This  may  be  done  by  one  of  the  following 
methods: 

A.  Shrubs.  Shrubs  must  have  a  minimum  height  of  four  feet  and  shall  be  planted  at  a  maximum 
of  four  feet  on  center.  The  shrubs  must  be  either  evergreen  shrubs  or  densely  twigged  deciduous 
shrubs. 

B.  Deciduous  ornamental  trees  or  multi-stemmed  trees.  Deciduous  ornamental  trees  or  multi- 
stemmed  trees  must  have  a  dense  branching  pattern  that  extends  to  the  ground  and  shall  be  a  minimum 
size  of  1  1/2  caliper  inches  at  time  of  planting  and  shall  be  planted  at  a  maximum  of  10  feet  on  center. 

C.  Evergreen  trees.  Evergreen  trees  must  have  a  dense  branching  pattern  and  shall  be  planted  at 
a  maximum  of  12.5  feet  on  center. 

D.  Existing  trees  and  shrubs.  Existing  trees  and  shrubs  may  be  used  to  screen  the  site.  If  the 
existing  vegetation  does  not  form  a  continuous  screen  around  the  site  or  does  not  extend  from  the 
ground  to  a  height  of  six  feet,  it  must  be  supplemented  with  additional  vegetation. 

E.  Combination.  A  combination  of  the  above  methods  may  be  used,  provided  that  the 
vegetation  forms  a  continuous  screen  around  the  site  or  extends  from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  six  feet. 

F.  Maintenance.  Where  multiple  users  of  a  site  are  involved,  the  owner  of  the  site  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  all  landscaping. 

The  landscape  yard  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10  feet  in  width.  If  using  method  C,  the  yard  shall  be 
20  feet  in  width  to  accommodate  the  larger  width  of  the  vegetation. 

The  minimum  size  of  all  required  landscape  plant  materials,  at  the  time  of  planting,  including 
replacement  trees  and  shrubs,  shall  be  as  required  in  Section  2.13,  G.,  1.,  g.  of  the  Commercial  Zoning 
Ordinance. 

The  required  landscaping  must  be  maintained  at  all  times  and  replaced  if  it  dies,  for  as  long  as  the 
use  remains. 

Sec.  2.30.  Guy  anchorages. 

Any  guy  anchorages  shall  not  be  located  within  any  front,  side  or  rear  transitional  yard,  and  in  any 
event,  shall  be  set  back  at  least  30  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

Sec.  2.40.  Provisions  for  more  than  one  user. 

A.  Sufficient  land  shall  be  secured  by  the  initial  WCF  tower  provider,  to  reserve  adequate  area 
for  more  than  one  equipment  structure. 

B.  All  towers  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  so  that  more  than  one  wireless  communications 
company  may  attach  equipment  to  the  tower.  When  applying  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit,  the 
owner  of  the  tower  shall  provide  assurance  that  the  tower  is  available  for  use  by  other  wireless 
communications  providers. 

Sec.  2.50.  More  than  one  tower  in  a  half-mile. 

If  any  tower  is  proposed  within  1/2  mile  radius  of  another  tower,  prior  to  obtaining  an 
Improvement  Location  Permit,  the  entity  requesting  the  new  tower  must: 

A.  Identify  all  towers  within  1/2  mile  radius  of  the  proposed  tower;  and 

B.  Provide  information  to  the  Administrator  outlining  the  reason(s)  those  towers  cannot  be  used 
for  additional  WCF. 
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If  there  is  space  available  for  additional  WCF  on  any  of  those  towers,  as  required  by  Section  2.40 
of  this  Ordinance,  or  by  previous  variance  condition  or  commitment,  or  if  the  reason(s)  are  found  by  the 
Administrator  not  to  be  justified,  the  Improvement  Location  Permit  for  the  new  tower  shall  not  be 
granted. 

Sec.  2.60.  Existing  towers. 

Any  tower  which  is  legally  established  on  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  may  be  used  for 
wireless  communication  facilities,  as  long  as  the  height  is  not  increased,  nor  the  location  of  the  tower 
changed. 

Sec.  2.70.  Signs  prohibited. 

No  lettering,  symbols,  images,  trademarks,  signs  or  advertising  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  on,  or 
affixed  to,  any  part  of  a  tower  or  structure,  other  than  as  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration,  by  Federal  Communications  Commission  or  other  agency  regulations,  or  as  required  to 
protect  public  health  and  safety. 

CHAPTER  3.00  SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 

Sec.  3.10.  Where  permitted. 

Wireless  Communication  facilities  may  be  located  in  the  zoning  districts  indicated  on  the 
following  chart,  subject  to  the  standards  referenced  on  the  chart.  Sites  located  within  a  locally- 
designated  historic  district  are  also  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Indiana  Code  Section  36-7-11.1,  and 
sites  located  within  the  Meridian  Street  Preservation  Area  are  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Indiana 
Code  Section  36-7-11.2,  and  this  Ordinance  is  not  intended  to  alter  or  affect  the  authorities  of  the 
Indianapolis  Historic  Preservation  Commission  (IHPC)  or  the  Meridian  Street  PreservationCommission 
(MSPC),  or  the  foregoing  Indiana  Statutes. 

Wireless  Communications  facilities  may  also  be  located: 

A.  On  signs  as  regulated  by  Section  3.50  of  this  Ordinance; 

B.  In  highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements  or  rights-of-way  as  regulated  by  Section 
3.40  A  of  this  Ordinance;  and 

C.  In  public  rights-of-way,  as  regulated  by  Section  3.40  B  of  this  Ordinance.

500  feet  or  more  from  a  Protected  District  or  a  greenway. 

In  the  1-2, 1-3  and  1-4  Districts,  no  height  restrictions  for  free-standing  WCF  located  300 
feet  or  more  from  a  Protected  District  or  a  greenway.

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by 
the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator. 

4.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

C.  Category  3  (C-4,  C-5). 

1.  Maximum  height  of  90  feet  allowed  for  free-standing  WCF  located  500  feet  or  more  from  a 
Protected  District  or  a  greenway. 

2.  Within  500  feet  of  a  Protected  District  or  a  greenway,  the  height  for  a  free-standing  WCF  is 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  5  feet  higher  than  the  building  height  permitted  by  the  District 
where  the  WCF  is  located. 

3.  Roof  mounted  WCF  subject  to  the  following: 

Height  may  be  10  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by  the  District 
where  the  WCF  is  located. 

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  building  height  permitted  by 
the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator.

D.  Category  4  (D-6,  D-6II,  D-7,  D-8,  D-9,  D-10,  C-l,  C-2,  C-3,  C-3C,  C-S,  CBD-3,  1-1,  SU 
limited).

Equipment  structures  shall  be  located  in  compliance  with  the  specific  accessory  structure 
requirements  for  the  district  in  which  the  site  is  located. 

B.  Central  Business  Districts. 

Equipment  structures  are  subject  to  the  Regional  Center  approval  process  requirements. 

C.  Hospital  Districts,  University  Quarter  Districts,  and  Park  Districts 

Equipment  structures  are  subject  to  the  Special  District  approval  process  requirements  for 
HD-1,  HD-2,  UO-1,  UQ-2  and  PK-2  or  special  exception  process  as  required  for  PK-1. 

D.  Special  Use  Districts. 

1.  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height  of  15 
feet. 

2.  The  location  of  equipment  structures  shall  be  subject  to  Administrator's  Approval. 

Sec.  3.40.   Highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements  or  rights-of-way  and  public  rights-of- 
way. 

Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  in  highpower  electric  utility  transmission  line 
and  substation  easements  or  rights-of-way  and  public  rights-of-way,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

A.     Highpower  Electric  Transmission  Line  Easements  or  Rights-of-way. 

1 .  Existing  Utility  Structures  -  WCF  may  be  located  on  existing  utility  structures,  as  long  as  the 
height  of  the  WCF  and  the  structure  together  is  not  more  than  1 10%  of  the  height  of  the 
existing  structure. 

2.  New  WCF  Structures  -  New  WCF  structures  shall  only  be  located  within  the  footprint  of  an 
existing  utility  structure  (except  in  PK-1,  where  the  location  is  subject  to  a  special 
exception).  WCF  may  be  located  on  new  structures,  as  long  as  the  height  of  the  WCF  and 
the  new  structure  together  is  not  more  than  1 1 0%  of  the  height  of  the  existing  utility 
structure. 

3.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  electric 
transmission  line  structure  and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the 
Administrator,  and  shall  have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior 
to  installation  of  any  WCF  on  utility  structures. 
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4.      Equipment  structures  for  WCF  -  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in 
area  for  each  structure,  with  a  maximum  height  of  15  feet. 

B.      Public  Rights-of-way. 

1.  Local  and  Collector  Streets  (Any  streets  not  indicated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for 
Marion  County,  Indiana.) 

a.  Wireless  communications  facilities_may  be  located  on  utility  poles,  as  long  as  the  pole  is 
not  increased  in  height. 

b.  Extension  from  poles  -  WCF  shall  extend  no  more  than  4  feet  from  the  pole,  measured 
from  the  pole  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  WCF  from  the  pole. 

c.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF-  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  8  square  feet  in 
area,  with  a  maximum  project  of  2  feet  from  the  utility  pole,  and  shall  be  attached  to  the 
same  utility  pole  as  the  WCF. 

d.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  utility  pole 
and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the  Administrator,  and  shall 
have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to  installation  of  any 
WCF  on  utility  poles. 

2.  All  other  Streets  (All  streets  indicated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana.) 

a.  WCF  may  be  located  on  utility  poles,  as  long  as  the  height  of  the  WCF  and  the  pole 
together  is  not  more  than  1 10%  of  the  height  of  the  existing  pole. 

b.  Extension  from  poles  -  WCF  shall  extend  no  more  than  4  feet  from  the  pole,  measured 
from  the  pole  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  WCF  from  the  pole. 

c.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF- 

I.  Interstate  Highways  -  Equipment  structures  in  rights-of-way  of  Interstate 
Highways  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height  of  15 
feet. 

II.  All  other  streets  -  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  8  square  feet  in  area. 

d.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  utility  pole 
and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the  Administrator,  and  shall 
have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to  installation  of  any 
WCF  on  utility  poles. 

Sec.  3.50.  Signs. 

Sign-mounted  wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  on  legally  established  signs 
under  the  following  circumstances: 

A.  WCF  may  be  incorporated  into  a  sign  face,  or  located  on  a  sign  structure,  as  long  as  the  sign 
face  and  structure  are  in  compliance  with  all  aspects  of  the  Sign  Regulations,  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  (71 -A 0-4,  as  amended).  If  the  WCF  is  located  on  the  outside  of  the  sign  face  and  structure, 
and  is  visible,  the  area  of  the  antenna  shall  be  included  in  the  measurement  of  the  sign  area  permitted  by 
the  Sign  Regulations. 

B.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  prior  to  installation  of  WCF  on  any  sign  or  sign 
structure. 

C.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF  shall  not  exceed  200  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum 
height  of  10  feet.  Equipment  structures  shall  be  in  compliance  with  Section  3.30  of  this  Ordinance. 
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D.  Where  signs  have  been  approved  by  variance,  WCF  may  be  integrated  into  the  sign  or  sign 
structure,  only  if  all  parameters  and  conditions  of  the  variance  are  met. 

Sec.  3.60.  Special  exception. 

Where  wireless  communications  facilities  are  permitted  by  special  exception,  an  application  for  a 
wireless  communication  facility  must  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  having  jurisdiction.  A 
public  hearing  and  notice  to  adjoining  property  owners  and  registered  neighborhood  organizations  is 
required  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 

If  the  Board  dotermines-that  The  Board  may  grant  the  Special  Exception,  only  if  the  following 
conditions  are  met: 

A.  The  grant  will  not  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  safety,  morals,  convenience  or  general 
welfare,  and 

B.  The  grant  will  not  materially  and  substantially  interfere  with  the  lawful  use  and  enjoyment  of 
adjoining  property  and  the  surrounding  community, 

C.  The  grant  will  assure  that  the  design  of  the  WCF  is  compatible  with  the  surrounding 
environment,  by  camouflage,  integration  with  existing  structures,  or  other  design-related  solution,  and 

D.  The  grant  is  consistent  with  the  1996  Telecommunications  Act,  and 

E.  The  grant  is  consistent  with  the  statement  of  purposes  as  set  forth  in  Section  1.10. 

the  special  exception  shall  be  granted.  Written  findings  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  after  its  decision 
has  been  rendered. 

Sec.  3.70.  Tower  removal. 

A.  Any  tower  which  ceases  to  be  used  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  (1)  year  shall  be 
removed. 

B.  Before  obtaining  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  for  a  tower,  an  applicant  which  is 
not  also  the  owner  of  the  property  must  provide  recordable  evidence  of  a  written  agreement  (a 
lease,  a  memorandum  of  lease,  an  affidavit  or  other  recordable  instrument)  between  the  WCF 
operator  and  the  property  owner  that  the  WCF  operator  has  agreed  to  remove  the  tower  as 
required  bv  this  Section  3.70  and  further  granting  a  right  of  access  to  the  Department  of 
Metropolitan  Development  to  enforce  this  Section  3.70  and  cause  removal  of  the  tower.  If  the 
Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  causes  the  removal  of  the  tower,  pursuant  to  this 
Section  3.70,  the  WCF  operator,  its  successors,  all  other  past  users  of  the  tower  and  the  owner  of 
the  property  upon  which  the  tower  is  located  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  costs 
incurred  by  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  in  accomplishing  the  removal. 

C.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  use  of  a  tower  has  ceased,  the  last  user  shall  notify  the 
Administrator  of  the  discontinued  use. 

Towors  which  have  not  been  used  for  a  period  of  one  year  shall  be  removed.  Within  30  days  after 
uso  of  a  tower  has  been  abandoned,  tho  last  provider  to  use  the  tower  shall  notify  the  Administrator  of 
the  discontinued  use. 

Sec.  3.80.   Improvement  location  permit.   An  Improvement  Location  Permit  application  for  a  WCF 
shall  include  the  following: 

A.  Site  and  landscape  plans,  drawn  to  scale. 

B.  A  description  of  the  WCF  and  its  design. 

C.  Documentation,  establishing  the  structural  integrity  of  the  WCF. 

D.  A  statement  that  the  WCF  meets  the  standards  of  the  American  National  Standards  Institute. 
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E.  A  statement  regarding  the  availability  of  another  WCF  provider  to  use  a  tower,  as  required  in 
Section  2.40. 

F.  Proof  of  ownership  of  the  proposed  site,  or  property  owner's  consent  to  use  the  site  for  WCF. 

G.  Copies  or  other  evidence  of  any  necessary  easements. 

H.     A  map  indicating  the  existing  topography  of  the  site. 

I.       For  a  variance  or  special  exception,  a  graphic  or  photographic  representation  shall  be 
submitted,  which  shows  the  height  of  the  WCF,  in  relation  to  its  surroundings. 

CHAPTER  4.00  DEFINITIONS 

The  words  in  the  text  or  illustrations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in  accordance  with  the 
following  definitions. 

1 .  Accessory.  A  subordinate  structure,  building  or  use  that  is  customarily  associated  with,  and 
is  appropriately  and  clearly  incidental  and  subordinate  in  use  to  the  primary  structure  and 
use,  and  is  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  primary  structure  or  use. 

2.  Administrator.  Administrator  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  Services,  of  the  Department 
of  Metropolitan  Development,  or  his/her  appointed  representative. 

3.  Antenna.  A  device  used  to  collect  or  broadcast  electromagnetic  waves,  including  both 
directional  antennas,  such  as  panels  and  microwave  dishes,  and  omnidirectional  antennas, 
such  as  satellite  dishes. 

4.  Building.  Any  structure  designed  or  intended  for  the  support,  enclosure,  shelter,  or  protection 
of  persons,  animals,  or  property  of  any  kind,  having  a  permanent  roof  supported  by  columns 
or  walls. 

5.  Building  height.  The  vertical  distance  above  a  reference  line  measured  to  the  highest  point  of 
the  coping  of  a  flat  roof  or  to  the  deck  line  of  a  mansard  roof  or  to  the  height  of  the  highest 
gable  of  a  pitched  or  hipped  roof.  The  reference  line  shall  be  selected  by  either  of  the 
following,  whichever  yields  a  greater  building  height: 

a.  the  elevation  of  the  highest  adjoining  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  within  a  10  foot 
horizontal  distance  from  and  paralleling  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building  or  structure 
when  said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  is  not  more  than  10  feet  above  lowest  grade; 

b.  an  elevation  1 0  feet  higher  than  the  lowest  grade  when  said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface 
is  more  than  10  feet  above  the  lowest  grade. 

6.  Camouflage.  A  structural  design  or  treatment,  including  colors,  intended  to  conceal  and 
make  a  WCF  visibly  compatible  with  the  surrounding  area. 

7.  Equipment  structure.  Any  structure  needed  to  house  apparatus  needed  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  a  wireless  communication  antenna,  and  located  on  the  same  site  as  the 
wireless  communication  antenna. 

&  Greenway.  A  linear  open  space  that  connects  parklands,  improves  recreational 
opportunities,  and  aids  in  the  protection  of  wildlife  and  scenic  regions.  Greenwavs 
regulated  by  this  ordinance  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Indianapolis  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation,  as  outlined  in  the  Indianapolis  City  Code,  Chapter  241,  and  shall 
include  the  corridors  described  in  the  Indianapolis  Greenwavs  Plan. 

89.  Highpower  electric  transmission  line.  A  line  segment  in  an  electric  utility  system  having  an 
operating  voltage  of  69,000  volts  or  greater. 

910.  Protected  district.  Specific  classes  of  zoning  districts  which,  because  of  their  low  intensity  or 
the  sensitive  land  uses  permitted  by  them,  require  additional  buffering  and  separation  when 
abutted  by  certain  more  intense  classifications  of  land  use.  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  a 
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protected  district  shall  include  any  Dwelling  District,  Hospital  District,'  Parks  District, 
University  Quarter  District,  SU-1  (Church)  District,  or  SU-2  (School  District). 

4-01 1.  Right-of-way.  Specific  and  particularly  described  strip  of  land,  property,  or  interest  therein 
devoted  to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for 
pedestrians,  vehicles,  or  utilities,  as  officially  recorded  by  the  office  of  the  Marion  County 
Recorder. 

4412.  Structure.  A  combination  or  manipulation  of  materials  to  form  a  construction,  erection, 
alteration  or  affixation  for  use,  occupancy,  or  ornamentation,  whether  located  or  installed  on, 
above,  or  below  the  surface  of  land  or  water. 

+213.  Sign.  Any  structure,  fixture,  placard,  announcement,  declaration,  device,  demonstration  or 
insignia  used  for  direction,  information,  identification  or  to  advertise  or  promote  any 
business,  product,  goods,  activity,  services  or  any  interests. 

4414.  Sign  structure.  Any  structure,  including  the  supports,  uprights,  bracing  and  framework  which 
supports  or  is  capable  of  supporting  any  sign. 

4415.  Tower.  A  structure  designed  and  intended  to  support  one  or  more  antennae.  This  term 
includes  lattice-type  structures,  either  guyed  or  self  supporting,  and  monopoles,  which  are 
self-supporting  pole-type  structures,  tapering  from  base  to  top  and  supporting  a  fixture 
designed  to  hold  one  or  more  antennae. 

4416.  Utility  pole.  Any  pole  or  structure  utilized  for  electric,  telephone,  telegraph,  cable  television, 
radio,  microwave,  television  services,  street  lights,  other  lighting  standards,  or  comparable 
purposes. 

4417.  Wireless  communications  facility  (WCF).  Any  facility  used  by  a  licensed  commercial 
wireless  telecommunications  provider  to  provide  service,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
cellular,  personal  communication  services,  specialized  mobilized  radio,  enhanced  specialized 
mobilized  radio,  paging,  and  other  similar  services  that  are  marketed  to  the  general  public. 

4-718.  WCF  design  package.  Information  used  to  portray  all  visual  aspects  of  wireless 
communications  facilities,  and  the  apparatus  needed  to  attach  it  to  a  structure,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  dimensions,  colors,  and  materials. 

CHAPTER  5.00  STANDARDS  OF  ADMINISTRATOR'S  APPROVAL 

Where  the  Administrator  has  been  given  the  authority  to  review  and  approve  certain  aspects  of 
WCF,  the  following  standards  shall  be  considered: 

1 .  The  visual  impact  of  the  proposed  WCF  on  the  adjacent  properties,  and  the  community,  as  a 
whole. 

2.  The    recommendations    of   the    Comprehensive    Plan    or    the    most    recently    adopted 
Neighborhood  Plan  for  the  site  in  question. 

3.  Current  trends  in  the  WCF  industry  and  their  potential  impact  on  the  community. 

4.  Consistency  with  other  designs  approved  in  other  areas  of  the  City. 

5.  Compliance  with  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1 996. 

6.  Necessary  or  desirable  infrastructure  requirements  of  the  community. 

The  Administrator's  decision  may  be  appealed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  of 
Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 

CHAPTER  6.00  EXCLUDED  CITIES 

Prior  to  applying  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  (ILP)  for  a  WCF  in  an  excluded  city,  the 
WCF  provider  shall  provide  a  written  letter  to  the  excluded  city,  indicating  their  intent.  The  letter  shall 
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be  mailed  at  least  5  days  prior  to  applying  for  the  ILP,  and  shall  include  the  proposed  location,  type, 
and  design  of  the  WCF,  and  a  contact  person  for  the  WCF  provider.  The  WCF  provider  shall  submit  a 
copy  of  the  letter,  and  proof  of  mailing  with  the  application  for  the  ILP. 

CHAPTER  7.00 

Sec.  7.10.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  invalid,  its  invalidity  shall  not 
affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  that  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable. 

Sec.  7.20.  Compliance.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  its  adoption  in 
compliance  with  IC  36-7-4.

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of 
acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and  personal  property,  for  diversification  of 
economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer 
and  a  corporate  trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  Camby  Crossing  Apartments,  L.P.  (the  "Company")  has  requested 
that  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  issue  bonds  and  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Company  in  order  to  enable  the  Company  to  undertake  and  complete  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
equipping  of  a  120-unit  apartment  complex  consisting  of  ten  two-story  buildings  and  a  clubhouse 
located  on  a  12.5  parcel  of  land  at  Camby  Road  and  State  Road  67  (Kentucky  Avenue),  Indianapolis. 
Indiana  (the  "Project");  and

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to 
finance  the  acquisition  and  substantial  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  by  issuing  up  to  $5,400,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Multi-Family  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  (Camby  Crossing 
Apartments,  L.P.  Project)  (the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing  conducted 
on  August  19,  1998  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  24  and  Section 
147(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  found  that  the  financing  of  the 
Project  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that  such  financing  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  an  Indenture  of  Trust  (the  "Indenture") 
dated  as  of  September  1,  1998  by  and  between  the  Issuer  and  PNC  Bank,  N.A.,  as  Trustee  (the 
"Trustee")  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan 
Agreement")  dated  as  of  September  1,  1998  between  the  Issuer  and  the  Company  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  the  Project  and  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay 
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the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  financing  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on  any  similar 
facility  or  facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area  or  in  or 
about  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval  substantially  final  forms  of 
the  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture,  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum,  Land  Use  Restriction 
Agreement,  Placement  Agreement  and  Form  of  Bond  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the 
"Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  which  are  by  this  reference 
incorporated  herein  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been 
transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in 
the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  loan  of  the 
net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  a 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to 
the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City-Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,400,000  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance  or  provide  reimbursement  for  a 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and  interest  solely  from 
the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence  and  secure  said  loan 
and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above-described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never 
constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to  the 
purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus  accrued 
interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  1 5%  percent  per  annum. 

SECTION  5.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds 
to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents. 
The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their 
signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in 
those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without 
further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set 
forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10). 

SECTION  6.  The  provisions  of  this  special  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall  constitute  a 
contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance  of  said 
Bonds,  this  special  ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely 
affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid. 

SECTION  7.  The  Issuer  hereby  preliminarily  finds  and  determines  that  the  amount  of  tax  credits  to  be 
allocated  to  the  Project  under  Section  42  of  the  Code  and  regulations  promulgated  thereunder  does  not 
exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the  financial  feasibility  of  the  Project  and  its  viability  as  a  qualified 
housing  project  throughout  the  credit  period  for  the  Project.  In  making  the  foregoing  determination,  the 
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Issuer  has  relied  upon  representations  of  the  Company.  The  foregoing  determinations  shall  not  be 
construed  to  be  a  representation  or  warranty  by  the  Issuer  as  to  the  feasibility  or  viability  of  the  Project. 
The  Issuer  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Mayor  to  make  the  foregoing  determination  again  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  at  the  request  of  the  Company  following  receipt  of  supporting  materials 
submitted  by  the  Company  to  the  Indiana  Housing  Finance  Authority  (the  "IHFA")  and  either  written 
representations  of  the  Company  or  of  the  IHFA  to  the  effect  that  (i)  the  amount  of  tax  credits  to  be 
allocated  to  the  Project  under  Section  42  of  the  Code  does  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
financial  feasibility  of  the  Project  and  its  viability  as  a  qualified  housing  project  throughout  the  credit 
period  for  the  Project,  and  (ii)  the  Project  satisfied  the  requirements  for  the  allocation  of  a  housing 
credit  dollar  amount  under  IHFA's  qualified  allocation  plan.  Such  determinations  shall  occur  on  or 
about  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  the  purchasers  thereof  and  on  or  about  the  date  that  each 
building  of  the  Project  is  placed  in  service.  In  reliance  upon  the  representations  of  the  Company,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  Project  satisfies  the  requirements  for  the  allocation  of  a  housing 
credit  dollar  amount  under  IHFA's  qualified  allocation  plan. 

SECTION  8.  Rule  15c2-12(b)(l)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC 
Rule"),  provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  bids  for, 
purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal  securities,  the  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  shall 
obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such  securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official 
statement.  The  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date, 
except  for  the  omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s), 
selling  compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings 
and  other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other 
officer  of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary 
Private  Placement  Memorandum  is  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  PNC  Capital  Markets,  Inc.,  the 
Placement  Agent,  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum  with  respect 
to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the 
Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum. 

SECTION  9.  This  special  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance 
with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  551,  1998.  The  proposal  is  a  special  ordinance  for  Falcon  Creek  Place  L.P. 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  $6,144,600  to  be  used  for  the  construction  and  equipping  of  a  131- 
unit  multi-family  residential  facility  at  4300  Moeller  Road  (Falcon  Creek  Place  Apartments 
Project)  (District  9).

9,  1998,  and 
reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  9,  1998 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  up  to  $6,144,600  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998  (Falcon  Creek  Place 
Apartments  Project)  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  a  municipal  corporation  and  political 
subdivision  of  the  State  of  Indiana  (the  "State"),  and  by  virtue  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State, 
including  Indiana  Code,  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  1 1.9  and  12,  as  supplemented  and  amended  (the 
"Act"),  is  authorized  and  empowered,  among  other  things,  to  (a)  provide  funds  for  the  acquisition, 
construction,  equipping  and  improving  of  economic  development  facilities;  (b)  issue  its  revenue  bonds 
for  the  purpose  set  forth  herein;  (c)  secure  such  revenue  bonds  by  a  pledge  and  assignment  of  revenues 
and  other  documents  as  provided  for  herein;  and  (d)  enact  this  Ordinance  (the  "Bond  Ordinance"), 
execute  the  Indenture,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor 
Agreement,  the  Bonds  (all  hereinafter  identified)  and  all  other  documents  to  be  executed  by  it,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  provided  therein;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the  "Commission")  has  given 
approval  to  the  issuance  of  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600  of  economic  development  revenue 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  providing  financing  for  Falcon  Creek  Place  L.P.,  an  Indiana  limited 
partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  to  enable  the  Borrower  to  acquire,  construct  and  equip  certain  economic 
development  facilities  consisting  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and  equipping  of  a  131  unit 
multifamily  rental  housing  facility  to  be  known  as  Falcon  Creek  Place  Apartments  located  on 
approximately  9  acres  of  vacant  land  in  the  4300  block  of  and  on  the  east  side  of  Moeller  Road, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Borrower  has  requested  that  the  Issuer  approve  the  issuance  of  economic 
development  revenue  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600;  and 

WHEREAS,  based  upon  the  report  and  resolution  of  the  Commission,  this  City-County  Council  of 
the  Issuer  (the  "Council")  has  found  and  determined,  and  does  hereby  confirm  that  the  Project  will 
increase  business  opportunities  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  will  be  to  the  benefit  of  the 
health  and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  that  the  Issuer,  by 
assisting  with  the  financing  of  the  Project  through  the  issuance  of  economic  development  revenue 
bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600,  will  be  acting  in  a  manner  consistent  with  and  in 
furtherance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  a  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture"),  dated  as  of  September  1,  1998,  between 
Norwest  Bank  Indiana,  N.A.,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  and  the  Issuer,  the  Issuer  proposes  to  issue  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600  of  its  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998  (Falcon 
Creek  Place  Apartments  Project)  (the  "Bonds")  to  provide  finds  for  the  acquisition,  construction, 
equipping  and  improving  of  the  Project,  by  lending  such  funds  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  a  Loan 
Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement"),  dated  as  of  September  1,  1998,  among  the  Issuer,  the  Borrower 
and  the  Trustee,  which  prescribes  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  Borrower  shall  repay  such 
loan  and  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  will  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Issuer  its  promissory  note  (the 
"Note")  in  the  principal  amount  equal  to  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  which  Note  the 
Issuer  will  endorse  to  the  Trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Bonds  will  be  secured  by  a  First  Mortgage  and  Security  Agreement  (the 
"Mortgage"),  dated  as  of  September  1,  1998,  issued  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  the  Bond  and  an  Assignment  of  Leases  Rents  and  Other  Income  (the  "Assignment"),  dated  as 
of  September  1,  1998,  from  the  Borrower  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  determined  by  the  Issuer  that  the  amount  necessary  to  finance  the  costs  of  or  related 
to  the  acquisition,  construction,  equipping  and  improving  of  the  Project,  will  require  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 
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Section  1.  Definitions.  In  addition  to  the  words  and  terms  defined  in  this  Bond  Ordinance,  the  words 
and  terms  used  in  this  Bond  Ordinance  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  in  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental 
Indemnity  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement  and  in  the  form  of  the  Bonds  unless  the  context  or 
use  indicates  another  or  different  meaning  or  intent,  which  forms  are  before  this  meeting,  are  hereby 
incorporated  by  reference  in  this  Bond  Ordinance. 

Any  reference  herein  to  the  Issuer,  or  to  any  officers  thereof,  shall  include  those  which  succeed  to  their 
functions,  duties  or  responsibilities  pursuant  to  or  by  operation  of  law  or  who  are  lawfully  performing 
their  functions. 

Unless  the  context  shall  otherwise  indicate,  words  importing  the  singular  number  shall  include  the 
plural  number,  and  vice  versa,  and  the  terms  "hereof,"  "hereby,"  "hereto,"  "hereunder,"  and  similar 
terms,  mean  this  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  Determination  of  Issuer.  Pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  Issuer  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the 
Project  is  an  "economic  development  facility"  as  defined  in  the  Act  and  is  consistent  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Act.  The  Mayor  of  the  Issuer,  as  the  "applicable  elected  representative"  of  the  Issuer  for 
purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  the  principal  amount  of  $6,144,600  to  assist  in  the  acquisition, 
construction,  equipping  and  improving  of  the  Project  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

At  a  public  hearing  held  on  August  19,  1998  by  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission 
(the  "Commission"),  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Indiana  Code  36-7-12-24(a)  and  Section  147(0  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  notice  of  publication  of  which  was  published 
in  The  Indianapolis  Star/News  and  the  Court  and  Commercial  Record  which  complied  with  Section 
24(a)  of  the  Act  and  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  the  public  was  given  an  opportunity  to  express  their 
views  for  or  against  the  Project.  The  Council  hereby  acknowledges  the  public  hearing. 

The  Issuer  has  received  from  the  Commission  its  Resolution  dated  August  19,  1998,  wherein  the 
Commission  has  found  that  the  proposed  financing  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare 
of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  and  that  the  proposed  financing  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  and  further  recommending  this  form  of  Ordinance  for  approval  by  this  Common 
Council. 

Section  3.  Authorization  of  the  Bonds.  It  is  hereby  determined  to  be  necessary  to,  and  the  Issuer  shall, 
issue,  sell  and  deliver,  as  provided  and  authorized  herein  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  the  Act, 
Bonds  in  the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600,  designated  as  "City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998  (Falcon  Creek  Place 
Apartments  Project),"  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  held  by  the  Trustee  under  the  Indenture  and  used  to 
make  a  loan  to  the  Borrower  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  acquisition,  construction,  equipping  and  improving 
of  the  Project,  which  Project  will  be  used  as  an  economic  development  facility  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act. 

Section  4.  Terms  and  Execution  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  as  fully  registered  Bonds, 
without  coupons,  in  the  denominations  set  forth  in  the  Indenture,  numbered  consecutively  as  set  forth  in 
the  Indenture,  and  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee  and  mature  as  provided  in  the  Indenture. 
The  Bonds  shall  have  such  terms,  bear  such  interest  rates  (but  in  no  event  in  excess  of  15%  per  annum), 
and  be  subject  to  mandatory  and  optional  redemption  as  provided  in  the  Indenture  heretofore  presented 
to  the  Issuer.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signatures 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  Issuer  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Issuer,  and  the  seal  of  the  Issuer  shall  be  impressed 
thereon  or  a  facsimile  of  such  seal  placed  thereon.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  issuance  or  deliver,  of  the 
Bonds,  such  signature  or  facsimile  thereof  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the 
same  as  if  he  or  she  had  remained  in  office  until  after  that  time. 

The  form  of  the  Bonds  submitted  to  this  meeting,  subject  to  appropriate  insertions  and  revisions  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Indenture,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved,  and  when  the 
same  shall  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  by  the  appropriate  officers  thereof  in  the  manner 
contemplated  by  the  Indenture'  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,144,600  shall 
represent  the  approved  form  of  Bonds  of  the  Issuer. 
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The  Bonds  are  special,  limited  obligations  of  the  Issuer  payable  solely  from  payments  of  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  made  by  the  Borrower  under  the  Note  and  the  Loan 
Agreement  except  to  the  extent  that  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  be 
paid  out  of  money  attributable  to  Bond  proceeds  or  from  temporary  investments  thereof  and  as 
otherwise  set  forth  in  the  Indenture. 

Section  5.  Sale  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  will  be  purchased  by  Charter  Municipal  Mortgage 
Acceptance  Company  (the  "Purchaser"),  at  the  purchase  price  not  less  than  95%. 

Section  6.  Arbitrage  Provisions.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Non-Arbitrage  Certificate,  the  Tax 
Certificate  of  the  Borrower  and  the  Indenture  imposing  such  obligation  upon  the  Borrower,  the  Issuer 
will  use  its  best  efforts  to  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in  such  a  manner  and  to 
expectations  at  the  time  the  Bonds  are  delivered  to  the  Purchaser,  so  that  they  will  not  constitute 
arbitrage  bonds  under  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  the  regulations  prescribed  under  that  Section.  The 
Mayor  of  the  Issuer  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Issuer  or  any  other  officer  having  responsibility  with  respect  to 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  are  authorized  and  directed,  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  any  of  the 
foregoing,  or  with  any  other  officer,  employee,  consultant  or  agent  of  the  Issuer,  to  deliver  a  certificate 
for  inclusion  in  the  transcript  of  proceedings  for  the  Bonds,  setting  forth  the  facts,  estimates  and 
circumstances  and  reasonable  expectations  pertaining  to  said  Section  148  and  regulations  thereunder. 

Section  7.  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the 
Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement,  the  Bonds,  and  all 
other  Documents  to  be  Executed  or  Accepted  bv  the  Issuer.  In  order  to  better  secure  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
the  Mayor  of  the  Issuer  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Issuer  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute,  acknowledge 
and  deliver,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the 
Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement, 
the  Intercreditor  Agreement,  and  all  other  material  documents  and  assignments  to  be  executed  or 
accepted  by  it  in  substantially  the  forms  submitted  to  the  Council  or  its  counsel,  which  are  hereby 
approved,  with  such  changes  therein  not  inconsistent  with  this  Bond  Ordinance  and  not  substantially 
adverse  to  the  Issuer  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Act  and  approved  by  the  officers  executing  the  same 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  without  further  approval  of  the  Council  or  of  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do 
not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  36-7-12-27(a)(l)  through  (a)(10).  The  approval  of  such 
changes  by  such  officers  to  the  extent  such  are  not  substantially  adverse  to  the  Issuer,  shall  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  or  acceptance  of  receipt  of  any  of  the  foregoing  documents  by 
such  officers. 

Section  8.  Covenants  of  the  Issuer.  In  addition  to  other  covenants  of  the  Issuer  in  this  Bond  Ordinance, 
the  Issuer  further  covenants  and  agrees  as  follows:

The  Issuer  will  at  all  times  faithfully  observe 
and  perform  all  agreements,  covenants,  undertakings,  stipulations  and  provisions  applicable  to  it 
contained  in  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the 
Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement, 
executed  and  delivered,  or  received,  and  in  this  Bond  Ordinance,  and  in  all  other  proceedings  of  the 
Issuer  pertaining  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the 
Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement  and  the  Intercreditor  Agreement. 
The  Issuer  warrants  and  covenants  that  it  is,  and  upon  delivery  of  the  Bonds  will  be,  duly  authorized  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  including  particularly  and  without  limitation,  the  Act,  to  issue  the 
Bonds  and  to  execute  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the 
Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement,  and 
all  other  documents  to  be  executed  or  received  by  it,  to  provide  the  security  for  payment  of  the  principal 
of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  herein  set  forth;  that  all 
actions  on  its  part  for  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  execution  or  acceptance  and  delivery  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the 
Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement  and  all  other  documents  to  be 
executed  or  accepted  by  it  have  been  or  will  be  duly  and  effectively  taken;  and  that  the  Bonds  will  be 
valid  and  enforceable  special,  limited  obligations  of  the  Issuer  according  to  the  terms  thereof.    Each 
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provision  of  this  Bond  Ordinance,  the  Indenture,  each  Bond  and  all  other  documents  to  be  executed  by 
the  Issuer  is  binding  upon  such  officer  of  the  Issuer  as  may  from  time  to  time  have  the  authority  under 
law  to  take  such  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  perform  all  or  any  part  of  the  duty  required  by  such 
provision;  and  each  duty  of  the  Issuer  and  of  its  officers  and  employees  undertaken  pursuant  to  such 
proceedings  for  the  Bonds  and  all  other  documents  to  be  executed  by  the  Issuer  is  established  as  a  duty 
of  the  Issuer  and  of  each  such  officer  and  employee  having  authority  to  perform  such  duty. 

Section  9.  No  Personal  Liability,  No  recourse  under  or  upon  any  obligation,  covenant,  acceptance  or 
agreement  contained  in  this  Bond  Ordinance,  or  in  the  Bonds,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the 
Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity 
Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement  or  under  any  judgment  obtained  against  the  Issuer  or  by  the 
enforcement  of  any  assessment  or  by  any  legal  or  equitable  proceeding  by  virtue  of  any  constitution  or 
statute  or  otherwise,  or  under  any  circumstances,  under  or  independent  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  shall  be 
had  against  any  member,  director,  or  officer  or  attorney,  as  such,  past,  present,  or  future,  of  the  Issuer, 
either  directly  or  through  the  Issuer,  or  otherwise,  for  the  payment  for  or  to  the  Issuer  or  any  receiver 
thereof,  or  for  or  to  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  secured  thereby,  or  otherwise,  of  any  sum  that  may  be  due 
and  unpaid  by  the  Issuer  upon  any  of  such  Bonds.  Any  and  all  personal  liability  of  every  nature, 
whether  at  common  law  or  in  equity,  or  by  statute  or  by  constitution  or  otherwise,  of  any  such  member, 
director,  or  officer  or  attorney,  as  such,  to  respond  by  reason  of  any  act  or  omission  on  his  or  her  part, 
or  otherwise,  for,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  payment  for  or  to  the  Issuer  or  any  receiver  thereof,  or  for  or 
to  any  owner  or  holder  of  the  Bonds,  or  otherwise,  of  any  sum  that  may  remain  due  and  unpaid  upon  the 
Bonds  hereby  secured  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  expressly  waived  and  released  as  a  condition  of  and 
consideration  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax 
Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the  Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement,  the 
Intercreditor  Agreement  and  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  10.  No  Debt  or  Tax  Pledge.  The  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  or  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  Issuer,  the  State  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  and  the  holders  or  owners  thereof 
shall  have  no  right  to  have  taxes  levied  by  the  Issuer,  the  State  or  taxing  authority  of  any  political 
subdivision  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  or  interest  thereon.  Moneys  raised  by  taxation  shall 
not  be  obligated  or  pledged  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  Bonds  shall 
be  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  and  security  interests  pledged  for  their  payment  as  authorized  by 
the  Indenture. 

Section  11.  Severability.  Subject  to  Section  10  hereof,  if  any  section,  paragraph  or  provision  of  this 
Bond  Ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unenforceable  for  any  reason,  the  invalidity  or 
unenforceability  of  such  section,  paragraph  or  provision  shall  not  affect  any  of  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  12.  Repeal  of  Conflicting  Ordinances  and  Resolutions.  All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  orders, 
or  parts  thereof,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Bond  Ordinance  are,  to  the  extent  of  such 
conflict,  hereby  repealed. 

Section  13.  Public  Inspection.  In  compliance  with  Indiana  Code  36-1-5-4,  two  copies  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Indenture,  the  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Mortgage,  the  Assignment,  the 
Environmental  Indemnity  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor  Agreement  and  the  form  of  the  Bonds  are  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  of  the  Issuer  and  are  available  for  public  inspection. 

Section  14.  Compliance  with  Open  Door  Law.  It  is  hereby  determined  that  all  formal  actions  of  the 
Council  relating  to  the  adoption  of  this  Bond  Ordinance  were  taken  in  an  open  meeting  of  the  Council, 
that  all  deliberations  of  the  Council  and  of  its  committees,  if  any,  which  resulted  in  formal  action,  were 
in  meetings  open  to  the  public,  and  that  all  such  meetings  were  convened,  held  and  conducted  in 
compliance  with  applicable  legal  requirements,  including  Indiana  Code  5-14-1.5.  et  se£..  as 
supplemented  and  amended. 

Section  15.  Findings  Regarding  Section  42  of  the  Code.  The  Issuer  hereby  preliminarily  finds  and 
determines  that  the  amount  of  tax  credits  to  be  allocated  to  the  Project  under  Section  42  of  the  Code  and 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder  does  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the  financial  feasibility 
of  the  Project  and  its  viability  as  a  qualified  housing  project  throughout  the  credit  period  for  the  Project. 
In  making  the  foregoing  determination,  the  Issuer  has  relied  upon  representations  of  the  Borrower.  The 
foregoing  determinations  shall  not  be  construed  to  be  a  representation  or  warranty  by  the  Issuer  as  to 
the  feasibility  or  viability  of  the  Project.  The  Issuer  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Mayor  to  make 
the  foregoing  determination  again  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  at  the  request  of  the  Borrower 
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following  receipt  of  supporting  materials  submitted  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Indiana  Housing  Finance 
Authority  (the  "IHFA")  and  either  written  representations  of  the  Borrower  or  of  the  IHFA  to  the  effect 
that  (i)  the  amount  of  tax  credits  to  be  allocated  to  the  Project  under  Section  42  of  the  Code  does  not 
exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the  financial  feasibility  of  the  Project  and  its  viability  as  a  qualified 
housing  project  throughout  the  credit  period  for  the  Project,  and  (ii)  the  Project  satisfied  the 
requirements  for  the  allocation  of  a  housing  credit  dollar  amount  under  IHFA's  qualified  allocation 
plan.  Such  determinations  shall  occur  on  or  about  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  the  purchasers 
thereof  and  on  or  about  the  date  that  each  building  of  the  Project  is  placed  in  service.  In  reliance  upon 
the  representations  of  the  Borrower,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  Project  satisfies  the 
requirements  for  the  allocation  of  a  housing  credit  dollar  amount  under  IHFA's  qualified  allocation 
plan. 

Section  16.  Contract.  The  provisions  of  the  special  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall 
constitute  a  contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the 
issuance  of  said  Bonds,  this  special  ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which 
would  adversely  affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon 
remains  unpaid. 

Section  17.  Effective  Date.  This  special  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and 
compliance  with  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14.

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  530,  1998.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works  Committee 
heard  Proposal  No.  530,  1998  on  August  20,  1998.  The  proposal  authorizes  amendments  to  an 
existing  agreement  between  the  City  and  Boone  County  Utilities,  LLC  for  sewage  and 
wastewater  treatment  and  disposal  services.  By  a  5-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal 
to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass.  Councillor  Coughenour  moved, 
seconded  by  Councillor  Hinkle,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  how  many  homes  will  be  built  if  this  proposal  passes.  Councillor 
Coughenour  stated  that  this  proposal  has  no  effect  on  the  building  of  homes,  but  simply  readjusts 
the  boundaries  to  which  service  is  provided.  Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  he  is  concerned 
because  offering  these  types  of  services  to  adjacent  counties  helps  to  build  their  residential 
opportunities  causing  many  City  residents  to  move  out  of  the  County.  He  stated  that  he  is 
against  this  type  of  promotion  and  cannot  vote  for  this  proposal  in  good  conscience.  Ted 
Rhinehart,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  stated  that  this  proposal  simply  redraws 
the  boundaries  but  does  not  change  how  many  gallons  of  sewage  and  wastewater  are  serviced. 
He  added  that  Boone  County  cannot  discharge  more  than  the  plan  already  allows  for.  Councillor 
Gilmer  stated  that  a  new  mixed-use  property  will  benefit  from  this  new  service.  The  President 
stated  that  the  City  tries  to  cooperate  with  adjacent  counties  whenever  possible  to  make  the 
quality  of  life  in  the  central  Indiana  area  better  for  all  citizens.  He  stated  that  this  proposal  is  a 
slight  modification  of  the  boundaries  and  should  not  impact  the  citizenry  drastically.  Councillor 
Gilmer  stated  that  some  guidelines  need  to  be  in  place  to  make  the  City's  cooperation  with  other 
counties  level  and  fair.

This  Amendment  No.  1,  executed  as  of  this day  of ,  1998,   and  made 

by  and  between  the  CONSOLIDATED  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA  (the  "'City"),  acting  by 
and  through  its  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  (the  "Department"),  and  Boone  County  Utilities, 
LLC  (the  "User"),  WITNESSES  THAT: 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  User  entered  into  an  agreement,  dated  January  7,  1997,  entitled 
Agreement  Between  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Boone  County  Utilities  LLC,  for  Sewage 
and  Wastewater  Treatment  and  Disposal  Services  (the  "Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  User  have  agreed  to  certain  amendments  to  the  Agreement  which  will 
allow  the  User  to  service  its  service  area  with  greater  efficiency  without  detrimental  effect  upon  the 
City. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  other  good  and  valuable  consideration, 
the  receipt  and  sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  the  City  and  the  User  agree  as  follows: 

1.  Article  II,  Section  2.01,  of  the  Agreement  shall  be  deleted  and  replaced  in  its  entirety  with  the 
following  language: 

Section  2.01.  Geographic  Location  The  geographic  area  from  which  the  City  will  accept,  treat  and 
dispose  of  wastewater  pursuant  to  this  Agreement  consists  of  that  portion  of  the  geographic  area  that  is 
serviced  or  is  to  be  serviced  by  the  User's  system  which  is  more  particularly  described  and/or  depicted 
on  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference.  The  User's  service  area  may  be 
expanded  or  further  modified  in  the  future,  specifically  excepting  any  areas  of  Marion  County,  as 
approved  by  the  IURC  and  upon  written  approval  from  the  City.  Written  approval  from  the  City  shall 
be  from  the  Director.  Approval  of  an  expanded  service  area  shall  not  increase  Boone  County  Utilities' 
reserved  flow  capacity  as  granted  under  Article  V,  Section  5.01  of  the  Agreement. 

The  map  attached  hereto  as  "Exhibit  A"  describes  and/or  depicts  the  geographic  area  from  which  the 
City  will  accept,  treat  and  dispose  of  wastewater  pursuant  to  the  Agreement  as  amended  by  this 
Amendment  No.  1. 

2.  The  following  clause  shall  be  added  to  Article  V  of  the  Agreement  amending  Section  5.01, 
Volume  Parameters,  with  a  5.01(a)  containing  original  language,  as  now  seen  in  5.01,  and  5.01(b) 
containing  new  language  as  follows: 

(b)  The  User  shall  provide,  to  the  City,  copies  of  all  wasteload  allocation  letters  issued  to  those  within 
the  User's  Service  Area  within  10  days  of  the  granting  of  such  allocation  and  notify  both  the  City  and 
the  Indiana  Department  of  Environmental  Management  when  the  User  has  issued  wasteload  allocation 
letters  accounting  for  the  User's  entire  reserved  capacity  of  600,000  gallons  (0.6MGD)  Average  Daily 
Flow. 

3.  The  following  Section  10.02  shall  be  added  to  Article  X  of  the  Agreement: 

Section  10.02.  The  User  shall  protect,  defend,  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  from  and  against 
all  liabilities,  obligations,  claims  damages,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  causes  of  action,  and  other  costs 
and  expenses  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  court  costs  and  litigation 
expenses),  imposed  upon  or  incurred  by  or  asserted  against  the  City  by  reason  of  or  pertaining  to  User's 
issuance  of  wasteload  allocation  certifications  under  327  IAC  3-2-2(c)(6).  Furthermore,  User's 
payment  of  the  surcharge  under  Section  5.01  and  Article  XIII  shall  not  alter  User's  obligations  under 
this  Section.

PROPOSAL  NO.  544,  1998.  Councillor  Smith  reported  that  the  Regulatory  Research  and 
Review  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  544,  1998  on  August  1 1,  1998.  The  proposal,  sponsored 
by  Councillor  Moores,  amends  and  recodifies  the  chapter  concerning  human  relations  and  equal 
opportunity  by  deleting  provisions  which  have  been  adjudged  to  be  unconstitutional  and  to  make 
certain  other  technical  changes.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Moores  stated  that  a  court  ruling  by  the  United  States  District  Courts  in  Indiana,  and  a 
later  affirmation  by  the  Seventh  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  determined  that  some  of  the  language 
originally  included  to  protect  women  against  discrimination  was  unconstitutional.  This  language 
needs  to  be  deleted  from  the  Code  so  that  the  City  does  not  attempt  to  enforce  an 
unconstitutional  ordinance. 

Councillor  Talley  added  that  the  amendment  also  clears  up  some  legal  terms  that  were  not  easily 
understandable. 

Councillor  Dowden  asked  if  the  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that  the  City's  particular  ordinance  is 
unconstitutional.   Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  stated  that  the  ordinance  originally  adopted  in 
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the  1980's  defined  pornography  as  a  type  of  discrimination  based  on  sex,  and  prohibited  the  sale 
or  distribution  of  such.  This  was  found  by  the  Court  to  be  a  violation  of  the  first  amendment  and 
ruled  unconstitutional.  Therefore,  the  City's  particular  ordinance  is  also  ruled  unconstitutional. 
Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  it  is  his  belief  that  in  the  future  the  Court  may  change  their  ruling. 
Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  if  this  happens,  another  revision  of  the  ordinance  will  have  to  take  place. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  if  any  sections  of  this  proposal  overrule  any  other  proposals  included 
in  the  Code  that  may  reference  actions  involving  pornography  or  gender.  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  it 
does  not.  He  added  that  this  proposal  simply  puts  housing  and  employment  provisions  back  in 
the  same  state  they  were  in  before  the  pornography  language  was  added  in  the  mid-80s. 

Councillor  McClamroch  asked  if  passage  of  this  proposal  creates  any  rights  implicit  to  any 
protected  class.  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  he  cannot  think  of  any  circumstance  wherein  this  would 
occur.

581  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  to  delete  provisions  which  have  been 
adjudged  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  to  make  certain  other  technical  changes. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Chapter  16  of  the  "Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana"  hereby  is 
amended  and  recodified  as  Chapter  581  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  by 
the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is 
underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Chapter  44  581 

HUMAN  RELATIONS;  EQUAL  OPPORTUNITY 

ARTICLE  I.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  44-4  581-101.  Findings,  policies  and  purposes. 

(a)     Findings.  Tho  city  county  council  hereby  makes  tho  following  findings: 

(44  The  council  finds  that  the  practice  of  denying  equal  opportunities  in  employment,  education. 
access  to  and  use  of  public  accommodations,  and  acquisition  of  real  estate  based  on  race,  color, 
religion,  ancestry,  national  origin,  handicap,  or  sex  is  contrary  to  the  principles  of  freedom  and  equality 
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of  opportunity  and  is  a  burden  to  the  objectives  of  the  policies  contained  herein  and  shall  he  considered 
discriminatory  practices. 

(2)  Pornography  is  a  discriminator)'  practice  basod  on  sex  which  denies  womon  equal 
opportunities  in  society.  Pornography  is  central  in  creating  and  maintaining  sex  as  a  basis  for 
discrimination.  Pornography  is  a  systematic  practice  of  exploitation  and  subordination  based 
on  sex  which  differentially  harms  women. — The  bigotry  and  contempt  it  promotes,  with  the 
acts  of  aggression  it  fosters,  harm  women's  opportunities  for  equality'  of  rights  in 
employment,  education,  access  to  and  use  of  public  accommodations,  and  acquisition  of  real 
property;  promote  rape,  battery,  child  abuse,  kidnapping  and  prostitution  and  inhibit  just 
enforcement  of  laws  against  such  acts;  and  contribute  significantly  to  restricting  women  in 
particular  from  full  exercise  of  citizenship  and  participation  in  public  life,  including  in 
neighborhoods. 

(b)  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  chapter  to  carry  out  the  following  policies  of  the  €-city  of  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  Ccounty: 

(1)  To  provide  equal  employment  opportunity  in  all  city  and  county  jobs  without  regard  to  race, 
color,  religion,  handicap,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  disabled  veteran,  or  Vietnam  era 
veteran  status; 

(2)  To  encourage  the  hiring  of  the  handicapped  in  both  the  public  and  the  private  sectors  and  to 
provide  equal  access  to  the  handicapped  to  public  accommodations; 

(3)  To  utilize  minority-owned  businesses,  securing  goods  and  services  for  the  city  and  county  in 
a  dollar  amount  equal  to  at  least  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  monies  spent  by  the  C-city  ef 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  Ccounty; 

(4)  To  utilize  women-owned  businesses  and  encourage  the  utilization  of  women  in  construction 
and  industry; 

(5)  To  protect  employers,  labor  organizations,  employment  agencies,  property  owners,  real  estate 
brokers,  builders,  lending  institutions,  governmental  and  educational  agencies  and  other 
persons  from  unfounded  charges  of  discrimination; 

(6)  To  provide  all  citizens  of  the  C-city  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  Ccounty  equal  opportunity  for 
education,  employment,  and  access  to  public  accommodations  without  regard  to  race, 
religion,  color,  handicap,  sex,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  or  disabled  veteran  or  Vietnam 
era  veteran  status;  and. 

(7)  To  provide  all  citizens  of  the  C-city  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  Ccounty  equal  opportunity  for 
acquisition  through  purchase  or  rental  of  real  property  including,  but  not  limited  to,  housing 
without  regard  to  race,  sex,  religion  or  national  origim;  and 

(&)  To  prevent  and  prohibit  all  discriminator)'  practices  of  sexual  subordination  or  inequality 
through  pornography. 

Sec.  44-2  581-102.  Nondiscrimination  clauses. 

(4-a)  Every  contract  to  which  one  of  the  parties  is  the  city  or  the  county,  or  any  board,  department 
or  office  of  either  the  city  or  county,  including  franchises  granted  to  public  utilities,  shall  contain  a 
provision  requiring  the  governmental  contractor  and  subcontractors  not  to  discriminate  against  any 
employee  or  applicant  for  employment  in  the  performance  of  the  contract,  with  respect  to  hire,  tenure, 
terms,  conditions  or  privileges  of  employment,  or  any  matter  directly  or  indirectly  related  to 
employment,  because  of  race,  sex,  religion,  color,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  handicap,  disabled 
veteran  status  and  Vietnam  era  veteran  status.  Breach  of  this  provision  may  be  regarded  as  a  material 
breach  of  the  contract. 

(2b)  All  applications,  postings,  announcements,  and  advertisements  recruiting  applicants  for 
employment  with  the  city  or  county  shall  conspicuously  post  in  the  bottom  margin  of  such  recruiting 
bids  a  clause  as  follows:  "An  Affirmative  Action  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Employer." 
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Sec.  44-3  581-103.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this 
section^ 

(a)  Acquisition  of  real  estate  skatt  means  the  sale,  rental,  lease,  sublease,  construction  or 
financing,  including  negotiations  and  any  other  activities  or  procedures  incident  thereto,  of: 

(1)  Any  building,  structure,  apartment,  single  room  or  suite  of  rooms  or  other  portion  of  a 
building,  occupied  as  or  designed  or  intended  for  occupancy  as  living  quarters  by  one  or 
more  families  or  single  individuals;

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ARTICLE  II.  DIVISION  OF  EQUAL  OPPORTUNITY 

Sec.  16-4  581-201.  Division  of  equal  opportunity — Ccreated;  purpose. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  division  of  equal  opportunity  within  the  department  of  administration. 
This  division  and  its  board  are  empowered  as  provided  in  this  chapter  to  carry  out  the  public  policy  of 
the  state  as  stated  in  soction  2  of  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights  Aet  Law  at  IC  22-9-1-2.  within  the  territorial 
boundaries  of  Marion  the  Ccounty. 

Sec.  46-5  581-202.  Same — Composition  of  division;  and  functions. 

The  division  shall  be  directed  by  an  administrator  who  shall  also  be  the  affirmative  action  officer 
for  the  city  and  county.  The  administrator  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor 
and  shall  be  responsible  for  performing  the  following  functions: 

(1 )  To  monitor  internal  employment  practices  as  follows: 

a.  By  ensuring  that  city  and  county  government  offers  equal  employment  opportunities  to 
persons  regardless  of  race,  religion,  color,  sex,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  handicap, 
or  disabled  veteran  or  Vietnam  era  veteran  status; 

b.  By  providing  a  vehicle  through  which  employees  may  seek  redress  for  alleged 
discriminatory  acts  by  city  and  county  government  and/or  retaliatory  acts  by  city  or 
county  government  for  filing  or  assisting  in  the  discrimination  complaint  process; 

c.  By  establishing  affirmative  action  goals  for  city  and  county  government; 

d.  By  complying  with  federal  reporting  requirements  concerning  affirmative  action  and 
equal  opportunity;  and. 

e.  By  reviewing  policies  and  procedures  of  the  city  and  the  county  to  eliminate 
discriminatory  practicesr: 

(2)  To  monitor  contract  compliance  as  follows: 

a.  By  ensuring  compliance  with  federal  grant  requirements  respective  to  the  utilization  of 
minority  business  enterprises  (MBE)  and  women  business  enterprises  (WBE); 

b.  By  reviewing  city-county  contracts  to  assure  compliance  with  relevant  federal,  state  and 
local  laws  and  regulations  on  affirmative  action  and  equal  employment; 

c.  By  functioning  as  a  liaison  between  the  city-county  and  its  contractors  by  providing 
technical  assistance  in  developing  affirmative  action  goals  and  monitoring  these 
compliance  efforts  to  meet  established  goals;  and. 

d.  By  managing  and  implementing  the  MBE/WBE  minority  and  women  business 
enterprises  programs,  and  by  monitoring  city  and  county  purchasing  as  specified  in 
section  16  1(3).  Subsection  581-101(b)(3)  of  this  chapter; 

(3)  To  evaluate  the  effect  which  state  and  federal  prevailing  wage  legislation  has  on: 

a.  The  employment  and  training  of  minorities,  families,  handicapped  and  other  protected 
groups  in  public  construction  projects  funded  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Ccity  ef- 
Indianapolis  or  Marion  Ccounty;  and. 

b.  Employers  and  particularly  minority  and  women-owned  business  enterprises  in  bidding 
and  working  in  public  construction  projects  funded  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  C-city  e£ 
Indianapolis  or  by  Marion  Ccountyr; 

As  part  of  its  evaluation,  the  division  shall  annually  conduct  surveys  to  determine  the 
prevailing  wage  rates  for  various  classes  of  construction  work  in  private  construction  projects 
in  Marion  the  Ccountyr:  and. 
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(4)  To  receive,  investigate  and  adjudicate  community  complaints  as  specified  in'sSections  16  18 
through  16  28  581-406  through  581-416  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  44-4  581-203.  Same — General  powers  and  duties. 

In  addition  to  the  functions  previously  mentioned  in  sSection  44-4  581-202  of  this  chapter,  the 
division  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

(1)  To  gather  and  distribute  information  for  the  purpose  of  improving  human  relations  and 
removing  inequities  to  protected  groups  in  the  areas  of  housing,  recreation,  education, 
employment,  law  enforcement,  vocational  guidance  and  related  matters^ 

(2)  To  assist  other  governmental  and  private  agencies,  groups  and  individuals  in  reducing 
community  tensions  and  preventing  conflicts  between  persons  of  different  racial,  ethnic  and 
religious  groups-r:

(4)  To  furnish  technical  assistance  upon  request  to  persons  to  assist  them  in  eliminating 
discriminatory  practices  or  otherwise  implementing  the  policy  and  purposes  of  the  Indiana 
Civil  Rights  Aetr  Law; 

(5)  To  make  such  general  investigations,  studies  and  surveys  as  the  division  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  performance  of  its  dutiesT; 

(6)  To  prepare  and  submit  at  least  annually  a  report  of  its  activities  to  the  mayor  and  to  the 
public,  which  report  shall  describe  the  investigations  and  proceedings  conducted  by  the 
division,  the  outcome  thereof  and  the  progress  and  achievements  of  the  division  and  the 
community  toward  elimination  of  discriminatory  practices^ 

(7)  To  cooperate  with  the  Indiana  Sstate  Ccivil  Rrights  ^-commission,  any  appropriate  federal, 
state  or  local  agencies,  and  with  private  organizations,  individuals  and  neighborhood 
associations  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  to  further  compliance  with 
federal,  state  and  local  laws  and  ordinances  prohibiting  discriminatory  practices^  and. 

(8)  To  perform  any  other  duties  assigned  by  ordinance  or  the  mayor. 

ARTICLE  III.  EQUAL  OPPORTUNITY  ADVISOR  BOARD 

Sec.  44-?  581-301.  Equal  opportunity  advisory  bBoard — Gcreated;  purpose. 

There  is  hereby  created  an  equal  opportunity  advisory  board  empowered  as  provided  in  this 
chapter  to  carry  out  the  public  policy  of  the  state  as  stated  in  section  2  of  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights  Aei 
Law  at  IC  22-9-1-2,  within  the  territorial  boundaries  of  Marion  the  Ccounty. 

Sec.  44-8  581-302.  Sanw —  Composition  of  board;  appointment  and  terms  of  members. 

(4-a)  The  board  shall  consist  of  twenty-two  (22)  members.  Fourteen  (14)  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  and  eight  (8)  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city  county  council.  In 
addition,  the  administrator  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  board.  In  making  appointments  the 
appointment  of  members,  the  mayor  and  the  city  county  council  shall  consider  the  following: 

(ajj  No  more  than  seven  (7)  members  of  the  board  appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  from  any  one 
political  party.  No  more  than  four  (4)  members  of  the  board  appointed  by  the  city  county 
council  shall  be  from  any  one  political  partyr;  and. 

(b2)  In  making  appointments  to  the  board,  the  mayor  and  the  city  county  council  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  interests  in  the  community,  including  but  not  limited  to  age,  racial,  ethnic, 
sexual,  religious  and  economic  groups,  business,  labor,  the  handicapped  and  the  general 
public. 
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(2b)  A  board  member  may  be  removed  for  just  cause,  including  nonattendance,  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  the  board. 

(5c)  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any  member  of  the  board  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  his/ or  her  term,  the  appointing  authority  shall  make  an  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  member. 

(4d)  In  making  the  original  appointments  to  the  board,  the  mayor  shall  designate  five  (5) 
appointees  to  serve  three-year  terms;  five  (5)  appointees  to  serve  two-year  terms  and  four  (4)  appointees 
to  serve  one-year  terms;  and  the  city  county  council  shall  designate  three  (3)  appointees  to  serve  three- 
year  terms;  three  (3)  appointees  to  serve  two-year  terms  and  two  (2)  appointees  to  serve  one-year  terms. 
Subsequent  appointments  shall  be  for  three-year  terms  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  ending 
three  (3)  years  later  on  the  last  day  of  December.  Any  member  of  the  board  whose  term  has  expired 
may  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  has  been  appointed. 

(5e)  The  mayor  shall  appoint  from  the  membership  of  the  board,  a  chairperson  who  shall  serve  a 
one-year  term  and  until  his/  or  her  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  but  serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
mayor. 

(6f)  The  chairperson  shall  appoint  a  vice-chairperson  and  a  ^secretary  to  serve  during  his/  or  her 
term  of  office. 

Sec.  44-^581-303.  Same —  Meetings;  vote  required  for  board  action. 

The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  every  two  (2)  months  on  a  day  agreed  upon  by  the  board. 
The  board  shall  hold  special  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership.  One- 
half  (1/2)  of  the  members  of  the  board,  excluding  vacancies,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting. 
A  majority  vote  of  those  in  attendance  shall  be  necessary  for  action,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
determination  after  hearing  provided  in  sSection  16  26  581-414  of  this  chapter,  when  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  board  not  disqualified  from  participation  in  such  determination  shall  be  required.  The 
administrator  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote,  except  in  case  of  a  tie,  when  the  administrator  may  cast  the 
deciding  vote. 

Sec.  16  10  581-304.  Same —  General  powers  and  duties. 

The  board  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

(1)  To  appoint  an  executive  committee,  a  majority  of  which  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  which 
committee  shall  be  authorized  to  act  upon  emergency  matters  between  meetings  of  the  board;

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  discharge,  expel  or  otherwise  discriminate  against  any 
other  person  because  that  person: 

(1)  Has  filed  a  complaint  alleging  a  violation  of  sSection  44-14  581-403  of  this  chapter; 

(2)  Has  testified  in  a  hearing  before  the  board  or  any  committee  thereof; 

(3)  Has  otherwise  cooperated  with  the  board  or  division  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and 
functions;  or. 

(4)  Has  requested  assistance  from  the  board  or  division  in  connection  with  any  alleged 
discriminatory  practice,  whether  or  not  the  discriminatory  practice  was  in  violation  of 
sSection  16  15  581-403  of  this  chapter.

9-1-12.1,  and  to  take  such  action  with  respect  to  any  such  complaint  as  is  authorized  or  required  in  the 
case  of  a  complaint  filed  under  sSection  16  17  581-405  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  16  23  581-411.  Service  of  complaint  on  respondent;  answer. 

The  administrator  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  complaint  to  he  served  by  certified  mail  upon  the 
respondent,  who  may  file  a  written  response  to  the  complaint  at  any  time  prior  to  the  close  of 
proceedings  with  respect  thereto,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  sSection  16  26  581-414  of  this 
chapter.

Unless  the  complaint  has  been  satisfactorily 
resolved  prior  thereto,  the  administrator  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  working  days  after  the  date  of  filing  of 
a  complaint  pursuant  to  under  sSection  16  17  581-405  of  this  chapter,  report  the  results  of  the 
investigation  made  pursuant  to  under  sSubsection  (44  (a)  of  this  section  to  a  panel  of  three  (3)  members 
of  the  board  designated  by  the  chairperson  or  vice-chairperson  or  pursuant  to  the  rules  of  the  board, 
which  panel  shall  not  include  any  member  of  the  board  who  initiated  the  complaint,  who  might  have 
participated  in  the  investigation  of  the  complaint,  or  who  is  a  member  of  the  complaint  adjudication 
committee.  The  administrator  shall  make  a  recommendation  as  to  whether  there  is  reasonable  cause  to 
believe  that  the  respondent  has  violated  sSections  16  11  and/or  16  15  581-402  and/or  581-403  of  this 
chapter.

In  making  such  a  determination,  the  panel  shall  consider  only  the  complaint,  the  response,  if  any,  and 
the  administrator's  report;  provided,  however,  the  panel  may  request  the  administrator  to  make  a 
supplemental  investigation  and  report  with  respect  to  any  matter  which  it  deems  material  to  such 
determination.

Sec.  16  26  581-414.  Hearings,  findings  and  recommendations  when  conciliation  not  effected. 

(a)  Hearing  to  be  held;  notice.  If  a  complaint  filed  pursuant  to  this  article  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  resolved  within  a  reasonable  time  through  informal  proceedings  pursuant  to  under 
sSection  16  21  581-412  of  this  chapter,  or  if  the  panel  investigating  the  complaint  determines  that  a 
conciliation  conference  is  inappropriate  under  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  complaint,  the 
complaint  adjudication  committee  may  hold  a  public  hearing  thereon  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
working  days'  written  notice  to  the  complainant  or  other  aggrieved  person,  and  to  the  respondent.  If  the 
respondent  has  not  previously  filed  a  written  response  to  the  complaint,  he/  or  she  may  file  such 
response  and  serve  a  copy  thereof  upon  the  complainant  and  the  division  not  later  than  five  (5)  working 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing. 

In  connection  with  a  hearing  held  pursuant  to  under 
sSubsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  complaint  adjudication  committee  shall  have  power,  upon  any  matter 
pertinent  to  the  complaint  or  response  thereto,  to  subpoena  witnesses  and  compel  their  attendance;  to 
require  the  production  of  pertinent  books,  papers  or  other  documents;  and  to  administer  oaths.    The 
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complainant  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  the  administrator  or  any  attorney  of  his/  or  her 
choice.  The  respondent  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  an  attorney  or  any  other  person  of  his/ 
or  her  choice.  The  complainant  and  respondent  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  in  person  at  the  hearing, 
to  be  represented  by  an  attorney  or  any  other  person,  to  subpoena  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  and  to  examine  and  cross  examine  witnesses.

The  complaint  adjudication  committee  and  the  board  shall  have  the  power  to  enforce  discovery  and 
subpoenas  by  appropriate  petition  to  the  Marion  County  circuit  or  superior  courts. 

(c)  Statement  of  evidence;  exceptions;  arguments.  Within  thirty  (30)  working  days  from  the 
close  of  the  hearing,  the  complaint  adjudication  committee  shall  prepare  a  report  containing  written 
recommended  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  and  file  such  report  with  the  division.  A  copy  of  the 
report  shall  be  furnished  to  the  complainant  and  respondent,  each  of  whom  shall  have  an  opportunity  to 
submit  written  exceptions  within  such  time  as  the  rules  of  the  complaint  adjudication  committee  shall 
permit.  The  complaint  adjudication  committee  may,  in  its  discretion,  upon  notice  to  each  interested 
party  hear  further  evidence  or  argument  upon  the  issues  presented  by  the  report  and  exceptions,  if  any. 

(d)  Findings  of  fact;  sustaining  or  dismissing  complaint.  If,  upon  the  preponderance  of  the 
evidence,  the  committee  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  any  respondent  has  engaged  or  is  engaging  in  a 
discriminatory  practice  in  violation  of  the  chapter,  it  shall  state  its  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  and 
serve  a  copy  thereof  upon  the  complainant  and  the  respondent.  In  addition,  the  committee  may  cause  to 
be  served  on  the  respondent  an  order  requiring  the  respondent  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  unlawful 
discriminatory  practice  and  requiring  such  person  to  take  further  affirmative  action  as  will  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  including  but  not  limited  to^ 

(1)  tjhe  power  to — rostore  restoration  of  complainant's  losses  incurred  as  a  result  of 
discriminatory  treatment,  as  the  board  [committee}  may  deem  necessary  to  assure  justice; 

(2)  to  require  tThe  posting  of  notice  setting  forth  the  public  policy  of  Marion  the  Gcounty 
concerning  equal  opportunity  and  respondent's  compliance  with  sai4  such  policy  in  places  of 
public  accommodations; 

(3)  to  require  The  submission  of  proof  of  compliance  to  be  filed  by  respondent  at  periodic 
intervals;  and. 

(4)  to  require  a  person  who  hao  been  found  to  bo  in  violation  of  this  chapter  and  who  If  the 
respondent  is  licensed  by  a  city  or  county  agency  authorized  to  grant  a  license,  the 
submission  of  a  statement  to  show  cause  to  the  licensing  agency  why  his  or  her  license 
should  not  be  revoked  or  suspended. 

If,  upon  the  preponderance  of  the  evidence,  the  committee  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  any  respondent 
has  not  engaged  in  a  discriminatory  practice  in  violation  of  this  chapter  it  shall  state  its  findings  of  fact 
and  conclusions  and  serve  a  copy  thereof  upon  the  complainant  and  the  respondent,  and  dismiss  the 
complaint.  Findings  and  conclusions  made  by  the  committee  shall  be  based  solely  upon  the  record  of 
the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing. 

(e)  Appeal  to  the  board.  Within  thirty  (30)  working  days  after  the  issuance  of  findings  and 
conclusions  by  the  committee,  either  the  complainant  or  the  respondent  may  file  a  written  appeal  of  the 
decision  of  the  committee  to  the  board;  however,  in  the  event  that  the  committee  requires  a  respondent 
to  correct  or  eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice  within  a  time  period  less  than  thirty  (30)  working  days. 
then  that  respondent  must  file  his/ or  her  appeal  within  that  time  period.  After  considering  the  record  of 
the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing  and  the  findings  and  conclusions  of  the  committee,  the  board  may 
affirm  the  decision  of  the  committee  and  adopt  the  findings  and  conclusions  of  the  committee,  or  it  may 
affirm  the  decision  of  the  committee  and  make  supplemental  findings  and  conclusions  of  its  own.  or  it 
may  reverse  the  decision  of  the  committee  and  make  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  to  support  its 
decision.-The  board  may  also  adopt,  modify  or  reverse  any  relief  ordered  by  the  committee.  The  board 
must  take  any  of  the  above  actions  within  thirty  (30)  working  days  after  the  appeal  is  filed. 

(f)  Members  of  board  who  are  ineligible  to  participate.  No  member  of  the  board  who  initiated  a 
complaint  under  this  chapter  or  who  participated  in  the  investigation  thereof  shall  participate  in  any 
hearing  or  determination  under  this  section  as  a  member  of  either  a  hearing  panel,  the  complaint 
adjudication  committee  or  of  the  board. 
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(g)  Applicability  of  state  law;  judicial  review.  Except  as  otherwise  specifically' provided  in  this 
section  or  in  rules  adopted  by  the  board  or  the  complaint  adjudication  committee  under  this  chapter,  the 
applicable  provisions  of  the  Administrative  Adjudication  Act,  IC  1  22  1,  (IC  4-21.5)  shall  govern  the 
conduct  of  hearings  and  determinations  under  this  section,  and  findings  of  the  board  hereunder  shall  be 
subject  to  judicial  review  as  provided  in  that  act. 

Sec.  16  27  581-415.  Court  enforcement. 

(a)  Institution  of  action.  In  any  case  where  the  board  or  the  committee  has  found  that  a 
respondent  has  engaged  in  or  is  engaging  in  a  discriminatory  practice  in  violation  of  sSections  44-44 
and/or  16  15  581-402  and/or  581-403  of  this  chapter,  and  such  respondent  has  failed  to  correct  or 
eliminate  such  discriminatory  practice  within  the  time  limit  prescribed  by  the  board  or  the  committee 
and  the  time  limit  for  appeal  to  the  board  has  elapsed,  the  board  shaH-  may  file  in  its  own  name  in  the 
Marion  County  circuit  or  superior  courts  a  complaint  against  the  respondent  for  the  enforcement  of 
sSection  16  26  581-414  of  this  chapter.  Such  complaint  may  request  such  temporary  or  permanent 
injunctive  relief  as  may  be  appropriate  and  such  additional  affirmative  relief  or  orders  as  will  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  as  may  be  equitable,  within  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 

(b)  Record  of  hearing;  evidentiary  value.  In  any  action  filed  pursuant  to  under  this  section,  the 
board  may  file  with  the  court  a  record  of  the  hearing  held  by  the  complaint  adjudication  committee 
pursuant  to  under  sSection  16  26  581-414  of  this  chapter,  which  record  shall  be  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board  as  a  true,  correct  and  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  upon  which  the  findings 
of  the  complaint  adjudication  committee  and/or  the  board  were  based.  The  court  may,  in  its  discretion,

Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  to  the  contrary,  whenever  the  board  or  committee  has  found  that  a  respondent  has 
engaged  in  or  is  engaged  in  one  of  tho  discriminator)'  practices  set  forth  in  paragraph  (g)(1)  of  soction 
16  3  or  as  against  a  seller,  oxhibitor  or  distributor  under  paragraph  (g)(7)  of  section  16  3,  the  board 
shall,  within  ten  (10)  days  after  malting  such  finding,  file  in  its  own  name  in  the  Marion  County  circuit 
or  superior  court  an  action  for  declaratory  and/or  injunctive-  relief.  The  board  shall  have  the  burden  of 
proving  that  the  actions  of  the  respondent  wore  in  violation  of  this  chapter. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  any  complaint  under  paragraph  (g)(1)  of  soction  16  3  or  against  a 
seller,  exhibitor  or  distributor  under  paragraph  (g)(7)  of  section  16  3  no  temporary  or  permanent 
injunction  shall  issue  prior  to  a  final  judicial  determination  that  said  activitios  of  respondent  do 
constitute  a  discriminatory  practice  undor  this  chapter. 

Provided  furthor,  that  no  temporary  or  permanent  injunction  under  paragraph  (g)(1)  of  section  16 
3  or  against  a  seller,  exhibitor  or  distributor  undor  paragraph  (g)(7)  of  soction  16  3  shall  extend  boyond 
such  matorial(s)  that,  having  been  described  with  reasonable  specificity  by  the  injunction,  have  been 
determinod  to  be  validly  proscribod  under  the  chapter. 
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Sec.  44-38  581-416.  Other  remedies. 

Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  affect  any  person's  right  to  pursue  any  and  all  rights  and  remedies 
available  in  any  other  local,  state  or  federal  forum. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other 
ordinance  or  part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties 
incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and 
proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended 
ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of 
this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the 
remaining  provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can.

Rosemary  Stockdale,  citizen;  Dave  Young,  President  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Police;  and  Carl 
Edwards,  Jr.,  President  of  the  Fletcher  Place  Neighborhood  Association,  stated  that  the  budget 
for  the  Police  Special  Service  District  for  1999,  as  outlined  in  Proposal  No.  518,  1998,  should  be 
increased  to  allow  for  more  police  officers.  They  added  that  the  crime  rate  continues  to  increase, 
and  citizens  of  Indianapolis  need  safer  streets.

The  President  stated  that  the  attorney  for  the  remonstrators  has  not  yet  arrived  and  asked  for 
consent  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  572,  1998  until  he  arrives.  Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  485,  1998.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  485,  1998  on  July  21,  1998.  The  proposal  was  postponed  in 
Council  on  August  3,  1998  and  again  on  August  31,  1998.  The  proposal  approves  the  issuance 
of  special  taxing  district  bonds  of  the  Redevelopment  District  of  the  City,  in  one  or  more  series 
or  issues,  payable  solely  from  taxes  on  real  property  located  in  the  Consolidated  Redevelopment 
Allocation  Area  ("Area")  allocated  and  deposited  into  the  Area  Special  Fund  and  from  other 
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revenues  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  acting  as  the  Redevelopment 
Commission.  By  a  4-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Curry  made  the  following  motion: 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  that  City-County  Council  Proposal  No.  485,  1998,  Committee  Report,  be  amended  by 
deleting  the  word  "current"  where  it  appears  twice  in  sub-paragraph  (B)  and  where  it  appears  twice 
in  Section  1. 

Councillor  Borst  seconded  the  motion,  and  Proposal  No.  485,  1998  was  amended  by  a 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  although  he  is  in  favor  of  Proposal  No.  485,  1998,  he  does  not 
understand  why  money  can  be  found  for  every  special  project  the  administration  wishes  to 
undertake,  while  the  crime  rate  continues  to  rise  due  to  a  lack  of  resources  for  public  safety.  Joe 
Loftus,  consultant  to  the  Mayor's  Office,  stated  that  there  is  no  higher  priority  in  the  City's 
administration  than  public  safety,  and  stated  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  find  funding  for 
additional  resources  in  this  area.  He  added  that  there  are  more  police  officers  on  the  street  today 
than  there  have  ever  been  in  the  City's  history,  and  there  is  an  additional  commitment  from  the 
Mayor  to  add  even  more  officers.  He  said  that  economic  projects  should  not  take  anything  away 
from  the  importance  of  public  safety  issues. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  if  there  will  be  an  announcement  before  the  budget  process  is 
completed  from  the  Mayor's  office  addressing  this  police  issue.  Mr.  Loftus  stated  that  upon 
closure  of  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  with  public  safety,  the  Mayor  will  then  be  able  to 
address  the  issue  of  the  number  of  police  officers,  but  no  announcement  is  ready  at  this  time. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  these  questions  regarding  public  safety  have  nothing  to  do 
with  this  proposal,  and  this  proposal  has  no  bearing  on  the  Mayor's  plan  for  increasing  the 
number  of  police  officers  in  the  City. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  he  will  support  this  proposal,  but  that  he  still  feels  Indianapolis 
needs  a  1,000-room  hotel,  and  this  proposal  will  probably  preclude  that  from  happening  any  time 
soon.  He  added  that  he  does  support  the  initiative  and  congratulates  the  administration  on  the 
efforts  to  attract  these  developments. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  he  agrees  with  Councillor  Borst  regarding  a  1,000-room  hotel,  but 
that  the  location  of  the  Marriott  allows  for  the  location  of  over  1,000  rooms  separated  by  an 
alley.  This  location  will  help  to  provide  the  synergism  and  critical  mass  that  cooperation 
between  the  Westin  Hotel  and  the  new  Marriott  Hotel  will  provide  in  attracting  conventions  and 
events  to  Indianapolis. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  if  the  new  Marriott  development  will  cause  the  Westin  Hotel  to  be 
landlocked  so  that  there  is  no  room  for  any  possible  expansions.  Mr.  Loftus  stated  that  it  does 
not  seem  the  Westin  will  have  available  land  for  an  expansion. 
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The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  7:46  p.m.  There  being  no  one  present  to  testify, 
Councillor  Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  McClamroch,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  485, 
1998,  as  amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

WHEREAS,  on  July  15,  1998,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  acting  as  the  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the 
"Commission"),  being  the  governing  body  of  the  Redevelopment  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana  (the  "District"),  adopted  a  Preliminary  Bond  Resolution  (Resolution  No.  98-D-044)  (the 
"Preliminary  Bond  Resolution")  authorizing: 

(i)the  issuance  of  special  taxing  district  bonds  of  the  District,  in  one  or  more  series  or  issues,  payable 
solely  from  taxes  on  real  property  located  in  the  Consolidated  Redevelopment  Allocation  Area  allocated 
and  deposited  in  the  Consolidated  Redevelopment  Allocation  Area  Special  Fund  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Indiana  Code  36-7-15.1-26  and  from  other  revenues  of  the  Commission  pledged  for  the 
purpose  as  provided  in  Indiana  Code  36-7-1 5. 1-1 7(h)  (the  "1998  Bonds"),  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
funds  to  be  applied  to  the  cost  of: 

(A)  refunding  all  or  a  portion  of  (1)  the  City  of  Indianapolis  Redevelopment  District  Tax  Increment 
Revenue  Bonds  of  1992  (the  "Series  1992  Bonds"),  and  (2)  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
Redevelopment  District  Project  and  Subordinated  Tax  Increment  Revenue  Bond  of  1988,  Series 
B  (the  "Series  1988  Bond");  and 

(B)  property  acquisition  and  redevelopment  in  the  Consolidated  Redevelopment  Allocation  Area,  as 
expanded  from  time  to  time,  including  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  in  connection  with  the 
acquisition  and  redevelopment  of  the  property,  including  the  total  cost  of  all  land,  rights-of-way 
and  other  property  to  be  acquired  and  redeveloped,  all  reasonable  and  necessary  architectural, 
engineering,  legal,  financing,  accounting,  advertising,  bond  discount,  and  supervisory  expenses 
related  to  the  acquisition  and  redevelopment  of  the  property  or  the  issuance  of  the  bonds, 
capitalized  interest  permitted  by  Indiana  Code  36-7-15.1  and  a  debt  service  reserve  for  the  1998 
Bonds,  to  the  extent  that  the  Commission  determines  that  a  reserve  is  reasonably  required,  the 
total  cost  of  all  clearing  and  construction  work  as  provided  for  in  the  Preliminary  Bond 
Resolution,  and  expenses  that  the  Commission  may  be  required  or  permitted  to  pay  under 
Indiana  Code  8-23-17,  together  with  the  expenses  in  connection  with  or  on  account  of  the 
issuance  of  the  1998  Bonds  authorized  therein  (collectively,  the  "Refunding  and  Project 
Costs"),  in  an  aggregate  original  issued  amount  not  to  exceed  the  total  of  the  following 
estimated  Refunding  and  Project  Costs:  $37,500,000  for  the  refunding  of  the  Series  1988  Bond, 
$135,000,000  for  the  refunding  of  the  Series  1992  Bonds  and  additional  project  costs, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Refunding  and  Project  Costs;  and 
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(ii)  the  execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more  agreements  such  as  interest  rate  swap  agreements, 
cap,  collar  and  floor  agreements  or  other  interest  rate  protection  agreements  with  Lehman  Brothers,  the 
purpose  of  which  would  be  to  protect  the  Commission  from  the  risk  of  any  adverse  change  in  interest 
rates  on  the  1998  Bonds  or  on  any  additional  special  taxing  district  bonds  issued  by  the  City,  acting  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  District,  on  or  prior  to  February  1,  2003  (the  "Additional  Refunding  Bonds"),  in 
order  to  refund  the  1992  Bonds  maturing  on  or  prior  to  February  1,  2020  (such  agreements,  collectively, 
the  "Hedge  Agreements");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  requested  the  approval  of  the  City-County  Council  for  the  issuance 
of  the  1998  Bonds  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Hedge  Agreements  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code 
36-3-5-8,  and  the  City-County  Council  now  finds  that  the  issuance  of  the  1998  Bonds  and  the  execution 
and  delivery  of  the  Hedge  Agreements  should  be  approved;  now  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  City-County  Council  does  hereby  approve  (i)  the  Preliminary  Bond  Resolution,  (ii) 
the  issuance  of  the  1998  Bonds  of  the  District,  in  one  or  more  series  or  issues,  payable  solely  from  taxes 
on  real  property  located  in  the  Consolidated  Redevelopment  Allocation  Area  allocated  and  deposited  in 
the  Consolidated  Redevelopment  Allocation  Area  Special  Fund  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Indiana 
Code  36-7-15.1-26  and  from  other  revenues  of  the  Commission  pledged  for  the  purpose  as  provided  in 
Indiana  Code  36-7-15. 1-1 7(h),  in  an  aggregate  original  issued  amount  not  to  exceed  the  total  of  the 
following  estimated  Refunding  and  Project  Costs:  $37,500,000  for  the  refunding  of  the  Series  1988 
Bond,  and  $135,000,000  for  the  refunding  of  the  Series  1992  Bonds  and  additional  project  costs, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Refunding  and  Project  Costs,  and  (iii)  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Hedge  Agreements,  payable  solely  from  taxes  on  real  property  located  in  the  Consolidated 
Redevelopment  Allocation  Area  allocated  and  deposited  in  the  Consolidated  in  the  Redevelopment 
Area  Special  Fund  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Indiana  Code  36-7-15.1-26  and  from  other  revenues  of 
the  Commission  pledged  for  the  purpose  as  provided  in  Indiana  Code  36-7-15.1-17.5. 

SECTION  2.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  36-3-4- 1 4,  36-3-4- 1 5  and  36-6-4- 1 6. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  572,  1998.  The  proposal  proposes  to  rezone  65.79  acres  at  1550  South 
German  Church  Road,  being  in  the  D-A  (FP)  (FW)  District,  to  the  D-P  (FP)  (FW)  classification 
to  provide  for  a  single  family  residential  community  consisting  of  135  residential  units  (98-Z-82) 
(98-DP-12).  Proposal  No.  572,  1998  was  certified  by  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Commission  on  August  28,  1998.  On  August  31,  1998  Councillor  O'Dell  moved  to  schedule 
Proposal  No.  572,  1998  for  a  public  hearing  on  September  14,  1998.  This  motion  passed  by  a 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

The  President  stated  that  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  advised  him  that  a  preliminary 
conference  was  held  on  September  10,  1998  with  the  petitioners  and  remonstrators  and  there  was 
no  resolution  at  that  time. 

Councillor  O'Dell  asked  all  those  in  attendance  opposed  to  this  development  to  stand.  He  stated 
that  this  case  has  been  heard  by  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  three  times,  with  the 
first  two  votes  being  4-4,  and  the  final  vote  being  5-4.  He  added  that  he  is  opposed  to  this 
development  and  will  be  voting  against  it.  He  stated  that  the  housing  development  is  not 
compliant  with  the  comprehensive  plan,  and  the  developer  is  not  willing  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  asked  for  by  the  neighbors  to  make  this  project  work  for  this  area. 

Stephen  Mears  stated  that  he  represents  Bay  Development  Corporation,  which  is  the  petitioner  in 
this  case.  Mr.  Mears  stated  that  the  development  had  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan 
Development  Commission.  He  stated  that  the  property  in  question  wraps  around  the  athletic 
fields  of  Creston  Junior  High  School,  and  would  serve  to  be  an  ideal  transitional  use  between  the 
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higher  priced  developments  to  the  south  and  the  lower  priced  homes  to  the' north.  A  150-acre 
project  southeast  of  this  site  was  rezoned  to  planned  unit  development  in  1994.  Although  the 
overall  density  of  that  development  was  approved  at  2.12  units  per  acre,  the  approved  density  of 
The  Paddock  housing  community  just  south  of  the  proposed  development  is  3.4  units  per  acre. 
He  stated  that  the  petitioner  is  willing  to  make  the  maximum  density  no  greater  than  2.0,  instead 
of  the  originally  proposed  2.05,  which  made  the  project  non-compliant  with  the  comprehensive 
plan.  He  said  that  the  average  price  of  the  houses  being  proposed  is  $165,000,  and  a  minimum 
of  1,725  square  feet  for  a  one-story  home  and  2,100  square  feet  for  a  two-story  home.  He  added 
that  the  petitioner  has  filed  31  commitments  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  neighbors,  but  that  the 
neighbors  continue  to  make  further  demands  that  are  unreasonable.  He  stated  that  although  The 
Paddock  development,  which  abuts  the  proposed  development,  contains  lower  priced  homes  than 
the  petitioners,  the  neighbors  do  not  want  any  homes  built  south  of  Prospect  Street  other  than 
custom-built  homes  in  the  $200,000  to  $250,000  price  range. 

Bruce  Sklare,  Vice  President  of  Bay  Development  Corporation,  stated  that  the  petitioner  has 
been  an  active  developer  for  single-family  residential  communities  in  Indianapolis  for  over  20 
years.  He  stated  that  as  a  former  city  planner,  he  has  always  made  a  major  effort  to  propose  a 
community  that  is  respectful  and  compatible  with  existing  neighborhoods.  He  added  that  he 
does  not  have  a  history  of  zoning  battles,  and  this  is  the  first  time  he  has  ever  had  to  appear 
before  the  Council  in  his  20  years  of  developing  in  Indianapolis.  Mr.  Sklare  stated  that  the  price 
of  homes  in  this  proposed  development  will  range  from  $120,000  to  $220,000,  with  an  average 
of  approximately  $165,000.  He  stated  that  last  year  over  60%  of  the  building  permits  in  Warren 
Township  were  issued  for  homes  under  $120,000,  and  he  stated  that  this  proposed  development 
is  not  a  starter  home  community  and  would  not  attract  sub-standard  residents. 

Norman  Rowe,  trustee  and  family  member  of  the  property  owner,  stated  that  his  family  donated 
the  property  for  the  middle  school  site  across  from  this  property,  and  has  been  actively  reviewing 
and  seeking  enhancements  to  adjacent  developments.  He  stated  that  no  other  developer  has 
proposed  a  development  on  this  site  that  is  as  good  as  the  petitioner.  He  stated  that  his  family 
owns  property  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  site,  and  that  there  is  not  a  neighbor  who  is  more 
concerned  about  the  impact  of  this  development  than  his  family.  He  added  that  the  development 
is  a  good  project,  is  compatible  with  the  neighborhood,  and  fits  the  transition  well.  He  asked  the 
Council  to  support  the  Commission's  decision. 

Jeffrey  Abrams  stated  that  he  is  the  attorney  representing  over  500  homeowners  opposed  to  this 
project.  He  stated  that  the  development  is  not  compatible  with  the  area  and  does  not  create  any 
additional  diversity  for  this  township.  There  are  five  subdivisions  which  have  been  developed  in 
this  area  in  the  past  several  years,  but  this  is  one  of  the  few  areas  left  in  Warren  Township  where 
there  is  the  opportunity  for  a  custom  home.  A  development  of  production  homes  would  preclude 
those  possibilities.  He  stated  that  he  has  spoken  with  the  presidents  of  four  of  the  five 
neighborhood  associations  in  that  area,  and  there  is  no  support  for  this  project  among  neighbors. 

David  and  Patricia  Littrell,  owners  of  a  home  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
proposed  development,  stated  that  the  Council  should  uphold  the  comprehensive  plan  and  protect 
this  green  area  from  being  developed  in  a  manner  that  would  devalue  adjacent  custom-home 
properties.  Mr.  Littrell  stated  that  the  15-member  executive  board  of  the  Warren  Township 
Development  Association,  of  which  he  is  a  member,  has  voted  overwhelmingly  in  opposition  to 
the  Bay  Development  Corporation  project,  and  that  the  administration  should  recognize  this 
association's  decision  as  being  the  best  for  their  community.  He  added  that  The  Paddock  project 
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has  a  very  low  density  and  exceptional  quality  and  fulfills  the  market  need  of  homes  for  empty- 
nesters  in  the  community.  These  homes  marketed  toward  individuals  whose  children  are  raised 
and  out  of  school  increase  the  tax  base  of  the  township  but  do  not  increase  the  burden  on  the 
schools,  as  the  proposed  development  would  surely  do. 

Craig  Hintz,  superintendent  of  the  Warren  Township  Schools,  stated  that  more  variety  and 
diversity  in  housing  is  needed  in  Warren  Township.  He  stated  that  more  custom-built  homes  are 
needed  to  continue  to  promote  this  diversity.  He  added  that  an  additional  1,100  children  are 
anticipated  to  enter  the  school  district  in  the  next  four  years,  and  new  developments  are 
abounding  in  Warren  Township  causing  a  strain  on  the  schools.  He  stated  that  he  supports  the 
area  south  of  Prospect  being  reserved  for  custom-built  homes  to  create  a  bright  future  for  the 
residents  of  Warren  Township. 

Gerri  Whitaker,  homeowner  in  Staple  Chase,  stated  that  her  family  has  worked  hard  and  saved 
their  money  to  purchase  a  custom-designed  home.  She  added  that  they  looked  for  a  year  and  a 
half  for  a  custom  home  in  Warren  Township  and  almost  moved  out  of  the  County  because  such 
homes  were  not  available  in  the  township.  She  said  that  this  property  should  be  reserved  to 
promote  a  development  that  lends  more  housing  diversity  to  the  township. 

Frank  Hancock,  homeowner,  business  owner,  and  school  board  member  in  Warren  Township, 
stated  that  the  community  does  not  want  this  development,  and  these  homes  would  create  more 
of  an  imbalance  in  housing  possibilities  for  the  township.  He  stated  that  families  are  leaving  the 
township,  and  even  the  County,  in  order  to  find  the  type  of  homes  they  are  looking  for.  He  asked 
the  Council  to  defeat  this  project  in  order  to  create  a  vision  for  the  future  in  Warren  Township. 

Dick  Clark,  former  Councillor  and  resident  of  Warren  Township,  stated  that  the  community 
worked  hard  to  finalize  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  neighborhood,  and  this  development  will 
compromise  that  plan.  He  stated  that  all  the  starter  and  mass  production  homes  generate  a  lot  of 
children,  and  these  homes  greatly  impact  the  tax  base  and  school  overcrowding.  He  stated  that 
Warren  needs  more  homes  that  will  not  generate  a  lot  of  children  or  are  upscale  enough  that  their 
tax  returns  will  compensate  for  the  increased  burden  on  the  school  system.  He  stated  that  to  get 
these  types  of  homes  residents  are  having  to  move  to  Hamilton  or  Johnson  County,  which  further 
hurts  the  township.  He  stated  that  the  residents  attracted  by  more  upscale  homes  not  only  help 
the  tax  base,  but  are  usually  the  kind  of  residents  who  are  successful  in  contributing  to  the 
community  in  a  more  meaningful  way. 

Mr.  Mears  stated  that  he  is  concerned  by  the  thought  that  people  who  live  in  $120,000  homes 
cannot  contribute  anything  meaningful  to  their  community,  and  that  he  lives  in  a  neighborhood 
with  homes  under  $150,000,  and  his  community  is  a  successful,  thriving  community.  He  stated 
that  these  homes  are  not  starter  or  pre-fabricated  homes,  and  the  developer  has  a  history  of 
building  superior  quality  homes.  He  stated  that  this  is  the  most  excellent  transitional 
development  that  can  be  offered  to  this  area. 

Councillor  Massie  stated  that  he  is  always  concerned  when  confronted  with  a  developer  who 
holds  the  neighbors  views  in  contempt,  and  that  no  attorney  or  developer  should  tell  a 
neighborhood  the  best  use  for  property  in  their  community.  He  stated  that  he  is  in  support  of  the 
remonstrators. 
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Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  these  neighbors  have  chosen  Warren  Township  as  their  home  and 
have  a  vision  for  the  future  of  their  community.  He  stated  that  Warren  Township  is  becoming 
transitional  for  people  moving  outside  of  the  County,  and  there  is  a  real  need  for  upscale  housing 
to  keep  citizens  from  leaving  Marion  County.  He  asked  Council  members  to  vote  in  support  of 
the  remonstrators. 

Councillor  Black  asked  what  price  homes  the  community  would  find  acceptable  on  this  property. 
Mr.  Clark  stated  that  the  community  would  like  homes  similar  to  the  last  five  developments 
which  have  taken  place  in  that  area,  homes  that  will  yield  a  greater  tax  than  the  education  costs 
incurred  by  new  housing  opportunities,  in  the  range  of  $250,000  to  $500,000  homes.  Councillor 
O'Dell  stated  that  for  every  home  that  is  built  and  the  tax  that  is  collected,  the  tax  subsidy  is  in 
excess  of  $4,000  per  child  because  of  the  cost  of  education. 

The  President  reminded  the  Councillors  that  under  Council  rules  the  vote  is  to  sustain  the 
Commission's  approval  to  rezone  this  property.  To  reject  the  petition  will  take  1 8  no  votes.  The 
Commission's  decision  was  rejected,  and  Proposal  No.  572,  1998  failed  by  the  following  roll  call 
vote;  viz:

The  President  convened  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Council. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  518,  1998.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  518,  1998  on  September  24,  1998.  The  proposal  is  the 
annual  budget  for  the  Police  Special  Service  District  for  1999.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee 
reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass.  Councillor 
Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Boyd  read  the  following  statement  into  the  record: 

Over  the  course  of  the  last  several  weeks,  the  Democrat  minority  of  the  Indianapolis  City-County 
Council  has  conducted  a  couple  of  press  conferences  during  which  we  made  the  request  that  two 
hundred  additional  police  officers  be  added  to  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department.  Our  main 
purpose  in  making  this  request  was  to  address  the  issue  of  the  growing  and  out  of  control  homicide 
rate  in  the  city.  We  indicated  that  decreasing  the  homicide  rate  was  our  priority  in  this  budget 
building  period  and  that  it  should  be  the  priority  of  the  city.  We  clearly  articulated  that  in  the 
absence  of  any  other  identifiable  plan,  design,  or  timetable  to  address  the  homicide  issue,  the 
addition  of  more  officers  seemed  clearly  to  be  a  viable  approach.  No  one  has  formally  or  publicly 
disputed  this  position.  The  problem  seems  to  be  one  of  will  and  priority. 

In  the  most  recent  press  conference,  we  acknowledged  that  there  has  been  no  direct  response  to  this 
request  from  administration,  and  that  at  this  point,  we  have  no  indication  that  the  seriousness  we 
attach  to  this  problem  is  shared  by  other  decision  makers.  This  being  the  case,  we  are  voting 
against  Proposal  Nos.  518  and  524,  1998  as  one  means  of  expressing  our  dissatisfaction  about  the 
continuing  lack  of  attention  to  the  very  important  city  issue  of  murder  in  homes  and  in  the  streets. 

We  realize  that  the  city  must  have  an  operations  budget  and  that  our  vote  will  not  by  any  means 
prevent  this  from  happening.  We  feel  very  strongly,  however,  that  we  need  to  register  our  dissent 
concerning  the  lack  of  tangible  response  to  the  homicide  rate.  We  want  to  register  our  dissent 
concerning  the  unwillingness  to  give  the  police  department  some  of  the  basic  personnel  tools 
needed  to  wage  an  organized  and  effective  fight  against  the  killing  of  citizens  which  continues  to 
plague  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

We  will  continue  to  pursue  this  issue.

Provided  that,  certain  employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fair 
Labor  Standards  Act  shall  be  salaried  employees,  and  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  an  annualized  basis. 
Exempt  salaried  employees  shall,  however,  be  required  to  work  a  regularly  scheduled  40-hour  week. 
Provided  further,  that  the  compensation  of  employees  classified  as  "non-exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act  may  fluctuate  from  pay  period  to  pay  period,  in  accordance  with  actual  hours  worked.

Wages  and  hours  of 
uniformed  employees  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  Fair  Labor 
Standards  Act. 

SECTION  4.  To  defray  the  costs  of  government  of  the  Police  Special  Service  District  in  accordance  with 
the  appropriations  stated  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  certain  anticipated  and  estimated  revenues 
are  allocated  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Police  Service  District  Fund  for  1999  shall  consist  of  all  balances  as  of  the  end  of  fiscal  1998 
available  for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  of  Police  General  Fund,  Law  Enforcement 
Training  Fund,  Police  General-Grants,  and  Police  Training  Fund  and  derived  from  sources  connected  with 
the  operation  of  the  Police  Force,  including  traffic  fines  and  intergovernmental  reimbursements.  Police 
Training  Fund  Transfers,  Court  Docket  Fees,  portions  of  the  receipts  from  the  County  Option  Income  Tax 
and  PILOT  allocated  to  this  fund,  those  distributions  of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property 
taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  this  fund,  and  all  amounts  received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  of  tax  for  this  fund  on 
all  taxable  property  located  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  by  virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  The  Police  Pension  Fund  for  1999  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1998  available 
for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  derived  from  sources  connected  with  the  operation  of 
the  Police  Pension  Fund,  amounts  allocated  herein  from  the  Supplemental  Pension  Trust,  those  distributions 
of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property  taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  this  fund,  all  amounts 
received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  tax  for  this  fund  on  all  taxable  property  located  in  the  Police  Special  Service 
District  by  virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  5.  There  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  or  confirmed  as  may  be  required  by  law  on  all  real 
estate  and  improvements  and  all  business  personal  property  of  whatever  description,  tangible  and 
intangible,  and  choses  in  action  of  every  kind  and  character  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  District  for  the  year  1998,  payable  in  1999.  a 
tax  rate  of  One  dollar  twenty-three  and  ninety-four  hundredths  cents  ($1.2394)  for  the  Police  Special 
Service  District  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  service  district 
taxable  property,  and  seventeen  and  forty-three  hundredths  cents  ($0.1743)  for  Police  Pension  Fund  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  service  district  taxable  property.

SECTION  4.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  beginning  January  1,  1999,  after  passage  by 
the  City-County  Council,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  approval  by  the  Tax  Boards  as  required  by  law. 
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PROPOSAL  NO.  522,  1998.  Councillor  Franklin  reported  that  the  Community  Affairs 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  522,  1998  on  September  23,  1998.  The  proposal  is  the  annual 
budget  for  the  Marion  County  Office  of  Family  and  Children  for  1999.  By  a  4-3  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as 
amended. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  although  the  Council  wants  to  keep  property  taxes  from 
increasing,  she  is  saddened  by  what  is  happening  to  Welfare  in  this  city.  She  stated  that  the  City 
is  able  to  find  money  to  take  care  of  professional  athletes,  their  wealthy  team  owners,  and 
wealthy  hotel  owners,  but  cannot  find  the  sources  to  take  care  of  the  city's  children.  She  stated 
that  a  couple  of  additional  property  tax  dollars  a  year  is  well  worth  the  investment  in  these 
children,  and  she  is  opposed  to  Proposal  No.  522,  1998. 

Councillor  Franklin  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Bradford,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  522, 
1998,  as  amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz: 

22  YEAS:  Borst,  Boyd,  Bradford,  Brents,  Cockrum,  Coonrod,  Curry,  Dowden,  Franklin, 
Gilmer,  Hinkle,  Massie,  McClamroch,  Moores,  Moriarty  Adams,  O'Dell,  Schneider,  SerVaas, 
Shambaugh,  Short,  Smith,  Tilford 
7  NA  YS:  Black,  Coughenour,  Golc,  Gray,  Jones,  Talley,  Williams 

Councillor  Franklin  stated  that  there  is  a  finite  amount  of  dollars  available,  and  the  Committee 
felt  the  standard  of  service  could  be  maintained  for  another  year  without  raising  taxes.  He  added 
that  no  programs  will  be  cut  because  of  the  $2.6  million  reduction,  but  that  some  new  programs 
may  not  be  implemented. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  saying  no  programs  will  be  cut  is  not  accurate.  She  added 
that  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure,  and  taking  money  away  from  the  Welfare 
programs  will  only  compound  the  public  safety  issues  in  future  years. 

Councillor  Bradford  said  that  the  State  has  a  $2  billion  surplus,  and  those  taxes  should  be 
returned  to  the  community.  He  stated  that  today  a  Republican  caucus  met  with  Juvenile  Judge 
James  Payne  to  discuss  ways  in  which  these  taxes  can  be  returned  to  the  communities.  He  said 
that  as  long  as  the  City  keeps  taking  responsibility,  the  State  will  not  make  any  changes.  This 
proposal  has  prompted  the  State  into  making  the  changes  needed. 

Councillor  Coonrod  stated  that  the  Committee  did  not  actually  cut  the  Welfare  budget,  but  that 
they  did  not  grant  the  Welfare  Department  the  increase  they  were  requesting.  The  Welfare 
Department  will  receive  the  same  properly  tax  rate  and  actually  a  higher  levy  than  presently. 

Proposal  No.  522,  1998,  as  amended,  was  retitled  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  122,  1998.  and 
reads  as  follows:

SECTION  3.  The  salaries,  wages,  and  compensation  of  the  various  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  for  the  ensuing  year  are  now  fixed  and  approved  for  all 
employees  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of 
compensation  adopted  pursuant  to  Chapter  291  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 

Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  as  provided  in  such  wage  and 
salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  employees  of  the  Metropolitan 
Emergency  Communications  Agency,  and  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  for  personal  services  are 
hereby  appropriated  therefor;  provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official,  or  employee  whose  salary  or 
compensation  has  been  approved  as  part  of  the  "Personal  Services"  appropriations  in  this  ordinance,  or  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued, 
or  otherwise  provided  by  statute.

having  direction  over  the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law.  Provided  that,  certain  employees  classified  as 
"exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall  be  salaried  employees,  and  such  salaries 
shall  be  paid  on  an  annualized  basis.  Exempt  salaried  employees  shall,  however,  be  required  to  work  a 
regularly  scheduled  40-hour  week.  Provided  further,  that  the  compensation  of  employees  classified  as 
"non-exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  may  fluctuate  from  pay  period  to  pay  period,  in  accordance  with 
actual  hours  worked.

allocated  to  such  purposes,  all  of  which  does  not  involve  a  property  tax  levy  for  said  fund. 

(b)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency,  Indianapolis  Emergency  Telephone 
System  Fund  for  1999  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1998  available  for  transfer  into  said 
fund,  Enhanced  9-1-1  fees  and  interest  allocated  to  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency, 
all  of  which  does  not  involve  a  property  tax  levy  for  said  fund. 

(c)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  Sinking  Fund  for  1999  shall  consist  of

SECTION  7.  The  City  Controller  shall  distribute  to  the  public  safety  dispatch  agencies  listed  below 
from  the  Indianapolis  Emergency  Telephone  System  Fund  based  on  actual  receipts  received  from 
Ameritech,  only  the  incremental  fees  resulting  from  the  increase  adopted  November  23,  1992  by  the  City- 
County  Council.

Section  1.01.    Consolidated  City  Appropriations  for  1999. 

For  the  expenses  of  government  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  departments, 
divisions,  officials,  special  taxing  districts,  and  institutions  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1, 
1999,  and  ending  December  31,  1999,  the  sums  of  money  set  out  in  this  Section  are  hereby  appropriated 
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out  of  the  respective  funds  (as  established  and  allocated  in  Section  2.01),  namely  the  Consolidated 
County  Fund,  Federal  Grants  Fund,  State  Grants  Fund,  Redevelopment  General  Fund,  Sanitation  Liquid 
Waste  Fund,  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Fund,  State  of  Indiana  Grants,  Flood  Control  General  Fund, 
Maintenance  Operations  General  Fund,  Transportation  General  Fund,  Parking  Meter  Fund,  Park 
General  Fund,  City  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund,  and  Consolidated  County  Cumulative

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ARTICLE  FOUR 
MISCELLANEOUS  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  ALLOCATIONS 

Section  4.01.    State,  Local  and  Federal  Grants. 

(a)  Grant  Applications  Authorized.  The  Mayor  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  is 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  applications  as  may  be  required  by  federal  or  state  laws  or  regulations 
in  order  to  apply  for,  and  receive,  such  state  or  federal  grants  or  payments  as  are  anticipated,  allocated 
and  approved  for  expenditure  by  inclusion  in  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Community  Development  Grant  Funds.  Until  this  Council  has  approved  the  amounts, 
locations  and  programmatic  operation  of  each  project  to  be  funded  from  Community  Development 
Grant  Funds,  the  amounts  appropriated  herein  for  such  purposes  shall  not  be  encumbered  or  spent. 

(c)  Public  Purpose  Local  Grants.  The  sums  appropriated  for  public  purpose  grants  as  part  of  this 
ordinance  shall  not  be  spent  until  this  Council  by  resolution  approves  the  amount  and  identity  of  the 
recipient  of  each  grant. 

(d)  Arts  Grants.  The  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($750,000)  in  Section  1.01 
(n),  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  Park  General  Fund,  is  set  aside  for  funding  arts  grants  to  be 
made  by  the  Arts  Council  of  Indianapolis.  Grants  made  under  this  section  shall  be  considered  public 
purpose  local  grants  and  Section  4.01  (c)  shall  apply. 

Section  4.02.    Appropriations  for  Certain  Allocated  Expenses. 

As  part  of  the  appropriations  authorized  for  the  various  offices  by  Section  1.02  and  included  under 
"3.  Other  Services  and  Charges"  are  amounts  allocated  for  payment  of  City-County  Building  rent,  jail 
rent,  telephone  services  and  information  services  agency  charges.  The  building  rent,  information 
services  agency  and  telephone  charges  cannot  be  transferred  without  City-County  Council  approval.  In 
total  there  is  appropriated:

The  Auditor  is  authorized  to  pay  such  charges  to  the  extent  of  the  total  appropriations  and  allocate  the 
total  to  the  respective  offices  on  the  basis  of  actual  use  and  charges  without  further  action  by  this 
Council,  unless  the  aggregate  totals  exceed  the  total  appropriations  for  such  purpose  or  the  allocation  to 
any  specific  office  would  exceed  the  unencumbered  balance  for  Character  3  expenditures  of  any  such 
office. 

Section  4.03.  Allocation  of  County  Option  Income  Tax  Revenues. 

Pursuant  to  IC  6-3.5-6-19  (d),  the  City-County  Council  may  determine  the  distribution  to  be  made 
of  the  revenue  received  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  County  of  Marion  as  a  single  taxing  unit  from 
the  County  Option  Income  Tax.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  determines  that  from  the  certified 
distribution  of  One  Hundred  Three  Million  Eight  Hundred  Seventy-five  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
Fifty-two  Dollars  ($103,875,752)  after  the  County  Auditor  deposits  Two  Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000) 
in  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Fund,  retains  the  homestead  credit  distribution  of 
Fifteen  Million  Dollars  ($15,000,000)  and  distributes  the  shares  of  other  units  entitled  to  distributions, 
the  balance  for  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  of  Seventy-five  Million  Five  Hundred  Ninety 
Thousand  Forty-two  Dollars  ($75,590,042)  is  hereby  allocated  and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  County 
Auditor  and  City  Controller  as  follows: 
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(1)  To  the  County  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  $24,566,764;

Section  4.04.  Requirement  and  Allocation  of  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  Revenues. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-2-10,  the  City-County  Council  may  require  the  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes

Section  4.05.  Assistance  to  Indianapolis  Public  Housing  Agency  and  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-7-19,  the  City-County  Council  authorizes  aid  to  the  Indianapolis  Public  Housing 
Agency  by  exempting  it  from  solid  waste  collection  charges  and  fees  and  to  the  Department  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  by  exempting  it  from  sewer  user  charges  and  fees.

ARTICLE  FIVE 
COMPENSATION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 

Section  5.01 .    Elected  Officers. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-2,  the  annual  compensation  of  elected  officers  of  the  consolidated  city  and 
county  are  fixed  for  the  calendar  year  1999  and  thereafter,  as  follows: 

(a)  Mayor.  Effective  January  1,  1999,  the  compensation  for  the  mayor  of  Indianapolis  as  an 
annual  salary  for  the  calendar  year  1999  and  thereafter  until  modified,  shall  be  Eighty-three  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  Eleven  Dollars  ($83,211)  and  a  deferred  compensation  plan  funded  by  contributions 
equaling  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($7,500)  which  amounts  for  each  year  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  use  of  an  automobile,  an  account  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  office,  and  participation  in  other  employee  benefits  on  the  same  basis  as  other  city  employees. 

(b)  Elected  County  Officers.  Effective  January  1,  1999  the  annual  compensation  of  the  elected 
county  officers  for  the  calendar  year  1999  and  thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows:

(2)  and  a  deferred  compensation  plan  funded  by  contributions  equaling  eight  percent  (8%)  of  the 
officer's  annual  salary. 

(3)  The  county  assessor,  county  auditor  and  county  treasurer,  as  ex-officio  county  commissioners,  in 
addition  to  other  compensation  may  be  provided  the  use  of  an  automobile. 

(4)  The  salary  for  the  county  sheriff  shall  be  Thirty-three  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Twenty-five 
Dollars  ($33,625),  which  shall  be  increased  to  Ninety-three  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Twenty-five 
Dollars  ($93,625)  per  annum  if  the  sheriff  has  entered  into  a  salary  contract  pursuant  to  either 
applicable  ordinance  or  IC  36-2-13-2.5 

(5)  All  elected  county  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  other  employee  benefits  on  the  same 
basis  as  other  county  employees. 

(c)  Elected  judges  and  prosecuting  attorneys.  The  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  and  superior 
courts  are  established  by  statute  and  paid  by  the  state,  provided  that  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-3(c),  this  budget 
appropriates  the  amounts  necessary  to  increase  the  salary  of  each  such  judge  and  prosecuting  attorney  by 
the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  per  year. 

(d)  City-County  Council.  Effective  January  1,  1999,  the  annual  compensation  of  members  of  the 
city-county  council  for  the  calendar  year  1999  and  thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows: 
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(1)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  in  an  amount  equal  to 
twelve  (12)  percent  of  the  annual  salary  of  the  mayor  as  fixed  in  subsection  (a). 

(2)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary,  a  per 
diem  allowance  of  One  Hundred  Twelve  Dollars  ($112)  for  each  regular  council  meeting 
attended,  not  to  exceed  twenty-one  (21)  in  any  calendar  year,  attendance  to  be  determined 
solely  on  the  basis  of  the  roll  call  taken  at  the  opening  of  each  regular  meeting. 

(3)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  for 
council  meetings,  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  Sixty-two  Dollars  ($62)  for  attendance  at  each 
meeting  of  a  committee  of  which  he  is  a  member,  not  to  exceed  forty  (40)  meetings  in  any 
calendar  year.  The  council  may  authorize  the  per  diem  fee  to  be  paid  to  a  member 
representing  the  council  on  a  specific  council  assignment. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  fees,  the  officers  of  the  council  shall  receive  the 
following  additional  compensation: 

a.  The  president  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  Eighty -two  Dollars  ($1,982); 

b.  The  vice  president,  majority  leader  and  minority  leader  shall  be  paid  an  additional 
annual  compensation  of  One  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Twenty  Dollars  ($1,320);  and 

c.  The  chairman  of  each  standing  committee  for  the  president  of  each  special  service 
district  council  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  Seven  Hundred 
Ninety-seven  Dollars  ($797). 

d.  The  chairman  of  each  special  committee  shall  be  paid  an  additional  monthly 
compensation  of  Sixty-six  Dollars  ($66)  for  each  calendar  month  during  which  the 
committee  meets. 

No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  additional  compensation  as  provided  in  this  paragraph 
(4).  The  right  to  each  such  additional  compensation  shall  be  established  by  the  council  rules 
and  resolutions  providing  for  the  organization  of  the  council  or  the  establishment  of  the 
special  committee. 

(5)  Members  of  the  city-county  council,  as  part-time  employees,  may  participate  in  employee 
benefit  programs  on  the  same  basis  as  other  elected  and  part-time  employees  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

Section  5.02.    Annual  Compensation  of  Employees  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-3,  the  City-County  Council  fixes  the  annual  compensation  for  the 
calendar  year  1999  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees  under  its  jurisdiction,  as  set  forth 
in  this  section. 

(b)  The  Annual  Compensation  for  1999  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees  of  the 
Consolidated  City,  except  those  of  a  special  services  district  and  the  city-county  council,  is  hereby  fixed 
for  all  classified  personnel  as  follows: 

(1)    as  set  forth  in  the  following  schedule:

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(2)    hourly  employees  in  a  bargaining  unit  shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Master  Agreement  as  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  in  accordance  with  such 
wage  and  salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  city-county 
employees.  For  employees  of  the  City-County  Council,  the  President  of  the  City-County  Council  shall 
classify  all  employees  of  the  Council  pursuant  to  the  pertinent  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council  and 
establish  their  rates  of  compensation. 

(c)  The  annual  compensation  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies,  and  employees,  whose 
compensation  is  payable  from  the  County  General  Fund  or  any  other  fund  from  which  the  County 
Auditor  issues  warrants  for  compensation,  is  fixed  as  follows: 

(1)  the  salaries  of  those  judges,  officers  of  courts,  prosecuting  attorneys,  and  deputy  prosecuting 
attorneys  whose  minimum  salaries  are  fixed  by  statute  are  confirmed  as  fixed  by  statute, 

(2)  the    salaries    of   the    following    are    fixed    as    recommended    by    the    County    Salary 
Recommendation  Panel: 

members  of  the  board  of  voters'  registration  $52,007 

chief  deputy  prosecutor/child  support  director  range  $60,000  -  $63,500 

superintendent,  children's  guardian  home  range  $57,000  -  $61,000 

director,  forensics  services  agency  range  $76,000  -  $78,000 

executive  director,  community  corrections  range  $57,000  -  $61,000 

director,  metropolitan  communications  agency  range  $70,000  -  $72,000

(3)  all  others  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  schedules  of  compensation  adopted  by  the  City- 
County  Council  pursuant  to  Chapter  291  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 

(d)  The  respective  amounts  set  forth  in  Sections  1.01  and  1.02  of  this  ordinance  for  personal 
services  are  hereby  appropriated  and  include  all  salaries,  wages,  compensation  and  fringe  benefits 
associated  therewith.  No  person  whose  compensation  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  shall 
be  paid  in  excess  of  the  amounts  scheduled  for  such  position  pursuant  to  subsections  (b)  or  (c)  of  this 
section  without  action  by  this  Council. 

(e)  The  scheduled  annual  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  forty  hours  per  week  for  hourly 
paid  employees.  Employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  purposes  of  the  Federal  Fair  Labor  Standards 
Act  shall  be  salaried  and  such  salaries  paid  on  an  annualized  basis,  and  shall  be  required  to  regularly 
work  a  forty-hour  (40)  week,  except  for  certain  county  offices  which  normally  work  only  thirty-seven 
and  one-half  (37'/2)  hours  per  week  in  which  case  the  salary  scheduled  shall  be  reduced  by  1/16  of  the 
scheduled  compensation. 

Section  5.03.  No  Vested  Rights  Created. 

The  respective  amounts  specified  for  "Personal  Services"  in  Sections  1.01  and  1.02  are 
appropriated  subject  to  this  section.  No  officer  or  employee,  except  elected  officers  whose  salaries  are 
stated  in  Section  5.01,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such  amount  or  any  minimum  amount 
except  as  may  be  accrued  or  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Control  as  to  any  decrease  in  compensation 
shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  officer  having  direction  over  the  person  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  5.04.  Enforcement. 

Any  employee  of  the  city  or  county  who  authorizes  the  payment  of,  or  accepts,  any  salary,  wage  or 
compensation,  either  as  to  separate  persons  or  in  gross,  in  excess  of  that  authorized  in  this  article  or 
Sections  1.01  or  1.02,  shall  be  indebted  to  the  city  or  county  for  repayment  of  the  excess;  and  such 
actions  shall  be  grounds  for  impeachment,  removal,  or  dismissal  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.

ARTICLE  SEVEN 
LEVY  OF  PROPERTY  TAXES 

Section  7.01.  Tax  Levies  for  Consolidated  City  and  Its  Special  Taxing  Districts. 

(a)  CONSOLIDATED  COUNTY  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Consolidated  County 
Fund  for  the  county-wide  functions  of  the  consolidated  city,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the 
year  1998,  collectible  in  the  year  1999,  the  sum  of  seventeen  and  nine  hundredths  cents  ($.1709)  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  Marion 
County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Consolidated  County  Fund. 

(b)  CITY  SINKING  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund,  there  is  hereby 
levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1998,  collectible  in  the  year  1999,  the  sum  of  one  and  thirty-one 
hundredths  cents  ($.0131)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
taxable  property  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

(c)  INDIANAPOLIS  CUMULATIVE  CAPITAL  DEVELOPMENT  FUND.  For  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  Indianapolis  Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed, 
in  the  year  1998,  collectible  in  the  year  1999,  the  sum  of  fourteen  and  five  hundredths  cents  ($.1405)  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the 
Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Indianapolis 
Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund. 

(d)  SPECIAL  TAXING  DISTRICTS'  FUNDS.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Consolidated  City 
of  Indianapolis,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1998,  collectible  in  the  year  1999,  on 
the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  consolidated  city  or  in  the 
applicable  special  taxing  district  thereof,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  City,  all  of  which 
levies  are  duly  authorized  by  specific  law,  tax  rates  as  follows: 
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(1)  REDEVELOPMENT  GENERAL  FUND:  Zero  and  seventy-two  hundredths  cents  ($.0072) 
for  the  Redevelopment  General  Fund  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of 
such  special  taxing  district,  taxable  property; 

(2)  FLOOD  CONTROL  GENERAL  FUND:  Two  and  thirty-six  hundredths  cents  ($.0236)  for 
the  Flood  Control  General  Fund  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  the 
flood  control  special  taxing  district,  taxable  property,  County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(3)  TRANSPORTATION  GENERAL  FUND:  Zero  cents  ($.0000)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  valuation  of  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  Special  Taxing  District  property, 
County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(4)  PARK  GENERAL  FUND:  Sixteen  and  seventy-six  hundredths  cents  ($.1676)  for  the  Park 
General  Fund  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  taxing  district, 
taxable  property,  County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(5)  REDEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT  SINKING  FUND:  Ten  and  forty-nine  hundredths  cents 
($.1049)  for  the  Redevelopment  Sinking  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
valuation  of  such  special  taxing  district,  taxable  property; 

(6)  SANITARY  DISTRICT  SINKING  FUND:  Ten  and  seventy-one  hundredths  cents  ($.1071) 
for  the  Sanitary  District  Sinking  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of 
such  special  taxing  district; 

(7)  FLOOD  CONTROL  DISTRICT  SINKING  FUND:  Three  and  ninety-six  hundredths  cents 
($.0396)  for  the  Flood  Control  District  Sinking  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
valuation  of  such  special  taxing  district,  taxable  property.  County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(8)  PARK  DISTRICT  SINKING  FUND:  One  and  seventy-two  hundredths  cents  ($.0172)  for  the 
Park  District  Sinking  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special 
taxing  district  property.  County  Assessed  Valuation; 

(9)  METROPOLITAN  THOROUGHFARE  SINKING  FUND:  Seven  and  ten  hundredths  cents 
($.0710)  for  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  Sinking  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  valuation  on  such  special  taxing  district,  taxable  property.  County  Assessed 
Valuation. 

Section  7.02.  Tax  Levies  for  Marion  County  Government  for  1999. 

(a)  COUNTY  GENERAL  FUND.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  General  Fund,  there  is 
hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1998,  collectible  in  the  year  1999,  the  sum  of  ninety-four  and  ninety-two 
hundredths  cents  ($.9492)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  County  General 
Fund  in  the  County  Treasury.

Sec.  285-301.  Intent  of  article. 

In  enacting  this  article,  the  council  finds  and  declares  that  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  County,  together  with  all  of  its  public  agencies,  exist  solely  to  aid  the  citizens  of  the  county. 
The  council  finds  and  declares  that  the  citizens  of  the  county  aro  tho  owners  of  all  computerized 
information  in  the  custody  of  any  public  agency  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County 
can  better  serve  the  citizens  of  the  county  by  providing  an  electronic  means  through  which  citizens  can 
obtain  public  information  and  otherwise  interact  with  public  agencies.  The  purposes  of  this  article  are 
is  to  encourage  and  facilitate  access  to  that  computerized  information  and  government  services  through 
the  establishment  of  enhanced  access  services.  This  article  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  effect  those 
that  purposes. 

Sec.  285-302.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article: 

(a)  Board  and  enhanced  access  board  mean  the  enhanced  access  board  of  the  county  created  by 
section  285-303  of  this  article. 

(b)  Computerized  information  means  any  public  information  which  could  be  made  available  for 
inspection  by  means  of  enhanced  access. 

(c)  Custodian  means  the  public  agency  which  compiles,  collects,  creates  or  otherwise  obtains  or 
maintains  computerized  information  in  the  course  of  carrying  out  its  legal  duties.  "Custodian"  shall  not 
mean  the  information  services  agency  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  or  the  county  justice  agency, 
which  provide  management  information  services  to  other  public  agencies. 

(d)  Enhanced  access  means  either:  the  inspection  of  a  public  record  by  a  person  other  than  a 
governmental  entity  and  that: 

(44    Is  by  means  of  an  electronic  device  other  than  an  electronic  device  providod  by  a  public 
agency  in  the  office  of  the  public  agency;  or 

(24    Requires  tho  compilation  or  creation  of  a  list  or  report  that  does  not  result  in  the  permanent 
electronic  storage  of  tho  information. 

(1)  access  to  computerized  information  or  government  services  by  means  of  an  electronic  device 

other  than  an  electronic  device  provided  bv  a  public  agency  in  the  office  of  the  public 
agency:  or 

(2)  the  computerized  compilation  or  creation  of  a  list  or  report  that  does  not  result  in  the 
permanent  electronic  storage  of  the  information. 

(e)  Enhanced  access  end  product  means  information  or  services  provided  by  a  public  agency  or 
agencies  through  enhanced  access. 

(f)  Enhanced  access  fee  means  a  reasonable  fee  authorized  under  IC  5-14-3-8(h)  and  charged  by 
a  public  agency  or  agencies,  or  an  agent  of  a  public  agency  or  agencies,  for  access  to  an  enhanced 
access  end  product.  The  enhanced  access  fee  shall  include  only  that  portion  of  the  fee  which  is  in 
excess  of  any  fee  otherwise  authorized  by  statue  or  ordinance  for  the  information  or  service  provided  in 
the  enhanced  access  end  product. 

(g)  Enhanced  access  review  committee  or  review  committee  means  the  enhanced  access  review 
committee  created  by  Sec.  285-306  of  this  article. 

(eh)   Fund  means  the  enhanced  access  fund  created  by  section  285-3048  of  this  article. 

(fi)  Public  agency  means  a  governmental  department,  office,  court,  elected  official  or  other  entity 
whose  budget  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  city-county  council  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  County. 
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Sec.  285-303.  Enhanced  access  board  created. 

(a)  To  encourage,  stimulate  and  coordinate  the  development,  operation,  and  expansion  of 
enhanced  access  services  for  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County.  T-there  is 
hereby  created  the  enhanced  access  board  of  the  county.  The  enhanced  access  board  consists  of: 

( 1 )  The  county  auditor; 

(2)  The  county  clerk; 

(3)  The  county  prosecutor; 

(4)  The  county  recorder; 

(5)  The  county  sheriff; 

(6)  The  county  treasurer; 

(7)  The  controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(8)  The  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(9)  The  director  of  the  department  of  administration  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

( 1 0)  The  director  of  the  department  of  metropolitan  development  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

(11)  The  director  of  the  information  services  agency  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County; 

( 1 2)  One  ( 1 )  person  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  county  justice  agency  board; 

(13)  One  (1)  township  assessor  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  nine  (9)  township  assessors  of 
the  county; 

(14)  One  (1)  judge  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  record  of  the  county; 
and 

(15)  One  (1)  city-county  councillor  appointed  by  majority  vote  of  the  city-county  council. 

(b)  Any  member  of  the  board  may  designate  in  writing  any  person  to  serve  as  a  designated 
member  in  the  member's  stead.  Designees  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  designating  member.  A 
designee  may  not  designate  a  person  to  serve  in  the  designee's  stead  under  this  subsection  (b). 

(c)  Members  appointed  to  the  board  by  majority  vote  of  other  public  officials,  under  the  terms  of 
subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  shall  serve  for  a  fixed  term  of  one  (1)  year,  or  until  a  replacement  member 
is  duly  appointed. 

(d)  The  enhanced  access  board  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  a  secretary,  and  shall  adopt  such 
rules  for  the  performance  of  its  duties  as  it  shall  deem  necessary.

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(c)     Establishing  an  enhanced  access  fee  for  any  enhanced  access  proposal  in  which  a  enhanced

Sec.  285-305.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  board. 


Acting  within  the  scope  of  authority  set  forth  in  Sec,  285-304.  the  board  shall  have  the  following 
powers  and  duties:

(b)  To  review  and  coordinate  enhanced  access  projects  and  to  assist  in  establishing  priorities  for 
public  agencies:

(h)  To  disburse  funds  from  the  enhanced  access  fund,  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  the  city 
county  council. 

Sec.  285-306.  Enhanced  access  review  committee  created. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  an  enhanced  access  review  committee,  and  the  members  of  the 
review  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chairperson  and  approved  by  the  board. 

(b)  The  review  committee  shall  meet  as  directed  bv  the  board  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
duties  set  forth  in  section  285-307.

(4-)^  Whether  the  submitting  public  agency  has  proposed  a  reasonable  enhanced  access  fee 
structure  for  the  proposed  enhanced  access: 

f2)b^  Which  public  agency  or  agencies  are  the  custodians  of  the  computerized  information  to 
which  enhanced  access  is  proposed  and  the  percentage  of  the  computerized 
information  which  is  in  the  custody  of  each  public  agency  in  the  event  the 
computerized  information  is  in  the  custody  of  more  than  one  (1)  public  agency;  an4 

(^c^  Whether  the  proposed  enhanced  access  end  product  is  similar  to  the  enhanced  access 
end  product  being  provided  by  any  other  public  agencyr 

(c)  If  the  bear4  review  committee  determines  that: 

(1)  The  submitting  public  agency's  proposed  enhanced  access  fee  structure  is  not  reasonable;  an4 

(2)  Either:  a.  The  submitting  public  agency  is  not  the  sole  custodian  of  the  computerized 
information  to  which  enhanced  access  is  proposed  and  the  submitting  public  agency  has  not 
executed  a  joint  custodian  agreement  with  all  other  custodians;  or 

(3)  br  The  proposed  enhanced  access  end  product  is  similar  to  the  enhanced  access  end  product 
being  provided  by  any  other  public  agency; 

then  the  board  review  committee  shall  so  advise  the  submitting  public  agency,  and  the  submitting 
public  agency  shall  not  provide  the  proposed  enhanced  access  until  the  submitting  public  agency  and 
the  board  have  agreed  upon  a  reasonable  fee  structure,  and  issues  concerning  joint  custodianship  and 
similar  enhanced  access  products  have  been  resolved.

(a)  Any  public  agency  which  disagrees  with  the  decision  of  the  review  committee  concerning 
that  agency's  enhanced  access  proposal  or  any  agency  which  is  a  co-custodian  of  the  public  information 
or  which  has  a  similar  enhanced  access  end  product  may  file  a  written  request  for  review  of  such 
decision  with  the  chairperson  of  the  board,  who  shall  place  such  request  on  the  agenda  of  the  special 
meeting  of  the  board  for  purpose  of  reviewing  the  submitting  agency's  enhanced  access  proposal.  The 
decision  of  this  board  shall  be  final. 

(b)  The  enhanced  access  board  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  of  enhanced  access  disputes,  including 
all  disputes  concerning  custody  of  computerized  information,  reasonableness  of  fee  structures,  and  the 
determination  of  whether  multiple  enhanced  access  end  products  are  similar,  except  that  the  circuit  and 
superior  courts  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  of  enhanced  access  disputes  regarding  their  respective  court 
records. 

(c)  Except  as  provided  in  section  285-310.  the  enhanced  access  board  may  neither  prohibit  nor 
require  enhanced  access  to  any  computerized  information  over  the  objection  of  any  custodian  of  that 
computerized  information. 

Sec.  285-30810.  Court  records. 

For  purposes  solely  of  the  distribution  of  enhanced  access  fees,  the  clerk  of  the  Marion  circuit 
court  shall  be  deemed  the  custodian  of  all  computerized  information  compiled,  collected,  created  or 
otherwise  obtained  or  maintained  by  the  clerk  on  behalf  of  the  courts  of  record  of  the  county. 
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Sec.  285-30911.  Use  of  public  records. 

Any  individual,  corporation,  limited  liability  company,  partnership  or  unincorporated  association 
who  receives  public  information  on  a  disc  or  tape  under  IC  5-14-3-3(d)  may  not  use  the  information  for 
commercial  purposes,  including  to  sell,  advertise,  or  solicit  the  purchase  of  merchandise,  goods,  or 
services,  or  sell,  loan,  give  away,  or  otherwise  deliver  the  information  obtained  by  the  request  to  any 
other  individual,  corporation,  limited  liability  company,  partnership  or  unincorporated  association  for 
these  purposes;  provided,  however,  such  information  may  be  used  in  connection  with  the  preparation  or 
publication  of  news,  for  nonprofit  activities,  or  for  academic  research.  An  individual,  corporation, 
limited  liability  company,  partnership  or  unincorporated  association  who  uses  information  in  a  manner 
contrary  to  this  provision  may  be  prohibited  from  obtaining  a  copy  or  any  further  data  under  IC  5-14-3- 
3(d). 

SECTION  2.  Chapter  285,  Article  III,  and  Chapter  135,  Article  V,  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the 
Consolidated  City  and  County  be  and  are  hereby  amended  by  revising  and  recodifying  Sec.  285-304 
and  Sec.  285-305  as  Article  V,  Division  1,  of  Chapter  135  to  read  as  follows:

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  $12,300,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Variable  Rate  Demand  Multifamily  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1998 A  and 
its  $2,200,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Taxable  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds, 
Series  1998B  (GNMA  Collateralized  -  Canal  Square  Apartments  Project)  and  approving  and 
authorizing  other  actions  in  respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  11.9  and  12,  as  amended,  and  Title  5. 
Article  1,  Chapter  5,  as  amended  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of 
economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership,  limited  liability  company  or  individual  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  or  refinancing  costs  of  acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and 
personal  property,  for  diversification  of  economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in 
or  near  such  issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer 
and  a  corporate  trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  provide  money  to  refund  debt  incurred  in  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
equipping  of  a  275-unit  multifamily  residential  facility  known  as  Canal  Square  Apartments  located  at 
402  West  New  York  Street,  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  on  approximately  3.1  acres  of  land 
(the  "Project")  and  pay  certain  costs  of  issuance,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  Issuer")  has 
previously  issued,  sold  and  delivered  its  $12,300,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  its  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1989  (Canal  Square  Project)  (the 
"Prior  Bonds"),  and  lent  the  proceeds  (the  "Prior  Loan")  to  Canal  Square  Associates,  L.P.  (the 
"Company");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Prior  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity  in  whole  or  in  part  on  certain 
dates,  in  the  event  and  to  the  extent  that  the  outstanding  principal  balance  of  the  Prior  Loan  is  prepaid 
on  an  optional  basis  by  the  Company;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  the  Company  has  notified  the  Issuer  of  its  intention  to  prepay  the 
Prior  Loan  and  cause  the  redemption  of  the  Prior  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  the  Company  has  requested  that  the  Issuer  provide  a  new  loan  to  the 
Company  (the  "Loan"),  for  the  purpose  of  refinancing  the  Project  and  providing  for  the  refunding  of  the 
Prior  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to 
refinance  the  Project  by  issuing  its  $12,300,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Variable  Rate  Demand 
Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1998A  (the  "Series  1998A  Bonds")  and  its 
$2,200,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Taxable  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds, 
Series  1998B  (GNMA  Collateralized  —  Canal  Square  Apartments  Project)  (the  "Series  1998B  Bonds") 
(the  Series  1998A  Bonds  and  the  Series  1998B  Bonds  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  a  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture") 
dated  as  of  November  1,  1998  by  and  between  the  Issuer  and  National  City  Bank  of  Indiana,  as  trustee 
(the  "Trustee")  which  will  be  sold  to  John  Nuveen  &  Co.  Incorporated  (the  "Underwriter")  pursuant  to  a 
Bond  Purchase  Agreement  (the  "Purchase  Contract")  dated  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  among  the 
Issuer,  the  Company  and  the  Underwriter  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a 
Financing  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  dated  as  of  November  1,  1998  among  the  Trustee.  P/R 
Mortgage  Investment  Group,  the  Issuer  and  the  Company  for  the  purpose  of  refinancing  the  cost  of  the 
Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  refinancing  and  financing  wilt  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on 
any  similar  facility  or  facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area 
or  in  or  about  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially 
final  forms  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture,  Second  Amendment  to  Regulatory  Agreement  dated  as 
of  November  1,  1998  among  the  Company,  the  Issuer  and  the  Trustee,  the  Purchase  Contract, 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  relating  to  the  Bonds,  the  forms  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  referred  to 
collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  by  Resolution 
adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  I.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  the  economic  development 
facilities  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing,  refinancing 
or  providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by 
the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does 
comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City  Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Series  1998 A  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $12,300,000  and  its  Series  1998B  Bonds  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,200,000  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance,  refinance  or  provide 
reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and 
interest  solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence 
and  secure  said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above-described  Financing  Documents.  The 
Bonds  shall  never  constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general 
credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2-12(b)(l)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC 
Rule"),  provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  bids  for, 
purchases,  offers  or  sells  municipal  securities,  the  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  shall 
obtain  and  review  an  official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such  securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official 
statement.  The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the 
omission  of  no  more  than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling 
compensation,  aggregate  principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and 
other  terms  of  the  securities  depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer 
of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  are  hereby  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Underwriter  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary 
Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule 
prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to 
the  purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus 
accrued  interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  10%  per  annum,  which  sale  shall  occur 
not  later  than  90  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  special  ordinance.  The  use  of  a  Final  Official 
Statement  is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the 
marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  are  hereby  further  authorized,  without 
further  legislative  action,  to  execute  such  supplements  to  the  Financing  Agreement  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  memorialize  a  remarketing  of  the  Bonds  on  terms  currently  authorized  by  or  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Financing  Agreement.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the 
Bonds  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby 
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confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be 
facsimile  signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery 
of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the 
Financing  Documents.  The  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing 
Documents  requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve 
changes  therein  and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor 
and/or  the  City  Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such 
changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1) 
through  (a)(  10). 

SECTION  7.  The  provisions  of  the  special  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall  constitute  a 
contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance  of  said 
Bonds,  this  special  ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely 
affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid.

CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of 
industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful 
employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,200,000  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or 
publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  and  the 
sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the 
Applicant  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred  to 
above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  development  and  construction  of  the 
Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause  to  be 
taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid  financing,  or  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  (a)  that  all  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  mutually

that  the  Issuer,  by  taking  this  action,  is  not  making  any  representation  nor  any  assurances  that  ( 1 )  any 
such  allocable  limit  will  be  available,  because  inducement  resolutions  in  an  aggregate  amount  in  excess 
of  the  private  activity  bond  limit  may  and  in  all  probability  will  be  adopted;  (2)  the  proposed  Project 
will  have  no  priority  over  other  projects  which  have  applied  for  such  private  activity  bonds  and  have

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  1 1,  1998 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  $1,210,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Refunding  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1997  (Thomas  W. 
Killion  Project)  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  11.9  and  12,  as  amended,  and  Title  5, 
Article  1,  Chapter  5,  as  amended  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of 
economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership,  limited  liability  company  or  individual  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  or  refinancing  costs  of  acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and 
personal  property,  for  diversification  of  economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in 
or  near  such  issuer;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer 
and  a  corporate  trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  provide  money  with  which  to  fund  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
equipping  of  a  21,000  square  foot  building  located  on  a  6.5  acre  parcel  of  land  at  7901  West  21st  Street, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  novelty  pens  and  pencils  by  Thomas  W.  Killion  and 
his  affiliate,  Killion  Corporation  (the  "Project")  and  pay  certain  costs  of  issuance,  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  has  previously  issued,  sold  and  delivered  its  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1997  (Thomas  W.  Killion  Project)  in  the 
principal  amount  of  $1,280,000  (the  "Prior  Bonds"),  pursuant  to  a  Bond  Purchase  and  Loan  Agreement 
among  Thomas  W.  Killion  (the  "Borrower"),  The  Huntington  National  Bank  and  the  Issuer  and  has 
previously  made  a  loan  (the  "Prior  Loan")  of  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Prior  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity  in  whole  or  in  part  on  certain 
dates,  in  the  event  and  to  the  extent  that  the  outstanding  principal  balance  of  the  Prior  Loan  is  prepaid 
on  an  optional  basis  by  the  Borrower;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  the  Borrower  has  notified  the  Issuer  of  its  intention  to  prepay  the 
Prior  Loan  and  cause  the  redemption  of  the  Prior  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  the  Borrower  has  requested  that  the  Issuer  provide  a  new  loan  to  the 
Borrower  (the  "Loan"),  for  the  purpose  of  refinancing  the  Project  and  providing  for  the  refunding  of  the 
Prior  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to 
refinance  the  Project  by  issuing  its  $1,210,000  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development 
Refunding  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998  (Thomas  W.  Killion  Project)  (the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  on  November  18,  1998.  adopted 
a  Resolution,  which  Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the  financing  and 
refinancing  of  the  Project  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that  such  financing 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  (i)  issue  the  Bonds,  (ii)  evidence  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  (iii)  set  forth  the  terms  of  the  loan  to  the  Borrower  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
pursuant  to  a  Bond  Purchase  and  Loan  Agreement  dated  as  of  December  1,  1998  among  the  Issuer,  First 
National  Bank  &  Trust,  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Loan  Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Borrower  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  refinancing  and  financing  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on 
any  similar  facility  or  facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area 
or  in  or  about  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially 
final  forms  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  forms  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as 
the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in 
time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  the  economic  development 
facilities  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower  for  the  purposes  of  refinancing  the  Project, 
and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Borrower  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the 
Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City  Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36.  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4.  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$1,210,000  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Borrower  in  order  to  refinance  the  Project 
which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and  interest  solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the 
Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence  and  secure  said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided 
in  the  above-described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never  constitute  a  general  obligation  of, 
an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to 
the  purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof,  plus 
accrued  interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  10%  per  annum,  which  sale  shall  occur 
not  later  than  90  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  special  ordinance. 

SECTION  5.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing 
Documents.  The  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents 
requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein 
and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  the  City 
Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not 
affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10). 

SECTION  6.  The  provisions  of  the  special  ordinance  and  the  Financing  Documents  shall  constitute  a 
contract  binding  between  the  Issuer  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  after  the  issuance  of  said 
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Bonds,  this  special  ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  would  adversely 
affect  the  right  of  such  holder  or  holders  so  long  as  said  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid.

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  approving  and  authorizing  certain  actions  and  proceedings  with  respect  to 
certain  proposed  economic  development  revenue  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  authorized  by  IC  36-7-1 1 .9  and  IC  36- 
7-12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  financing  of  economic  development 
facilities,  the  funds  from  said  financing  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation,  renovation, 
construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  said  facilities,  and  said  facilities  to  be  either  sold  or  leased  to 
a  company  or  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bond  issue  may  be  loaned  to  the  company  and  said  facilities 
directly  owned  by  the  company; 

WHEREAS,  Pedcor  Investments,  LLC  acting  on  behalf  of  a  to-be-formed  limited  partnership  and/or 
Affordable  Housing  Partners,  Inc.,  an  Indiana  not-for-profit  organization  (the  "Applicant"),  has  advised 
the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  and  the  Issuer  that  it  proposes  that  the  Issuer 
either  acquire  certain  economic  development  facilities  and  sell  or  lease  the  same  to  Applicant  or  loan

WHEREAS,  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment 
and  the  creation  of  business  opportunities  to  be  achieved  by  the  development  and  construction  of  the 
Project  will  serve  a  public  purpose  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its 
citizens; 

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition,  development,  construction  and  equipping  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an 
adverse  competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Issuer;  now,  therefore: 
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BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of 
industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful 
employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $14,000,000  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or 
publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  and  the 
sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the 
Applicant  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred  to 
above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition,  development, 
construction  and  equipping  of  the  Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms 
that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to 
implement  the  aforesaid  financing,  or  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  (a)  that 
all  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  mutually  acceptable  to  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant  and  (b)  subject  to  the 
further  caveat  that  this  inducement  resolution  expires  May  31,  1999,  unless  such  bonds  have  been

(b)  Hotel  means  any  structure  intended  or  designed  for  transient  occupancy  and  which  offers  more 
than  25  percent  of  its  rooms  for  dwelling  purposes  for  less  than  a  30  days  period. 

(c)  Loading  Zone  means  any  loading  zone  established  under  this  division. 

(d)  Non-eligible  vehicle  means  any  vehicle  not  defined  as  an  eligible  vehicle. 

(e)  Theater  means  a  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof  which  is  devoted  primary  to  showing 
motion  pictures  to  the  public  for  a  fee  and/or  is  devoted  primarily  for  the  presentation  of  live  dance, 
dramatic,  musical  or  comedic  performances. 

Sec.  621-423.  Establish  of  loading  zones. 

(a)  The  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works,  by  resolution  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
department  of  capital  asset  management  after  a  public  hearing,  may  establish  a  loading  zone.  In 
determining  the  establishment  of  a  loading  zone  the  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works  may 
consider,  among  others,  the  following  matters:  need,  estimated  volume  of  use,  alternate  sites,  number  of 
businesses  or  premises  served,  and  support  of  neighboring  owners  or  occupants. 

(b)  Any  resolution  adopted  by  the  board  of  capital  asset  management  and  public  works 
establishing  a  loading  zone  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  shall  be  certified  to  the  clerk  of  the  city-county 
council  within  ten  (10)  days  of  adoption.

The  owner  or  operator  of  any  hotel  having  frontage  on  any  block  within  the  Regional  Center  may 
apply  to  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  for  a  hotel  loading  zone  on  the  block  on  which  it  has 
frontage. 

Sec.  621-428.  Request  for  theater  loading  zone. 

The  owner  or  operator  of  any  theater  having  frontage  on  any  block  in  the  Regional  Center  may  apply 
to  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  for  a  theater  loading  zone  on  the  block  on  which  it  has 
frontage. 

Sec.  621-429.  Request  for  vehicle  loading  zone 

(a)  Any  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  having  frontage  on  any  block  in  the  Regional  Center 
may  request  that  the  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works  establish  a  vehicle  loading  zone  on  the 
block  on  which  it  has  frontage. 

(b)  The  department  of  capital  asset  management  may  request  that  the  board  of  asset  management 
and  public  works  establish  a  vehicle  loading  zone. 

Sec.  621-430.  Unlawful  activities.

Sec.  621-431.  Enforcement

Sec.  621-433.  Extended  loading  zones. 

(a)  All  existing  loading  zones  previously  established  under  Article  IV  of  this  Chapter  and  extended 
under  Section  621-432  of  this  division  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  division. 

(b)  The  annual  fee  for  such  an  extended  loading  zone  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  per 
foot.  The  term  extension  of  such  a  loading  zone  shall  not  be  effective  until  such  fee  is  paid  in  full. 

(c)  Extended  loading  zones  shall  operate  twenty-four  (24)  hours  a  day,  Sunday  through  Saturday.

In 
determining  whether  or  not  to  terminate  such  a  loading  zone,  the  board  of  asset  management  and  public 
works  may  consider,  among  others,  the  following  matters:  traffic  control  needs  of  City  and  change  in  basis 
for  establishment  of  loading  zone. 

Sec.  621-436.  Subject  to  other  parking  and  traffic  restrictions. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  division  or  of  any  regulations  enacted  under  this  division,  the 
hours  of  operation  of  all  loading  zones  shall  be  subject  to  all  parking  and  traffic  restrictions  of  this  Code. 

Sec.  621-437.  No  vested  rights 

No  one  using  a  loading  zone  established  under  this  division  or  a  loading  zone  established  under 
Article  IV  of  this  Chapter  and  extended  under  Section  621-432  of  this  division  shall  possess  or  acquire  any 
vested  rights  in  such  loading  zones. 

Sec.  621-438.  Regulations. 

The  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works  is  authorized  to  enact  regulations  in  accordance 
with  Section  272-106  of  this  Code  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  division.

Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can.  without  the  invalid  provision 
or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.

Keystone  Avenue,  on  both  sides,  from  a  point  140  feet  north 
of  Southeastern  Avenue  to  a  point  690  feet  north  of  Southeasten  Avenue 

SECTION  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36- 
3-4-14.

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer:  and  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of 
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industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful 
employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $12,800,000  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or 
publicly  offered  if  permitted  under  current  Commission  policy  for  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  the 
Project  and  the  sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue 
bonds  to  the  Applicant  for  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public  purposes 
referred  to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  the 
Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause  to  be 
taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid  financing,  or  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  (a)  that  all  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  mutually 
acceptable  to  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant  and  (b)  subject  to  the  further  caveat  that  this  inducement 
resolution  expires  June  30,  1999,  unless  such  bonds  have  been  issued  or  an  Ordinance  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds  has  been  adopted  by  the  governing  body  of  the  Issuer  prior  to  the  aforesaid  date 
or  unless,  upon  a  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  Applicant,  the  Issuer,  by  official  action,  extends  the

SECTION  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-4-14. 

Councillor  Schneider  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance  Committee  heard  Proposal 
Nos.  717  and  718,  1998  on  December  1,  1998. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  717,  1998.  The  proposal  authorizes  tax  anticipation  borrowing  for  the  City 
during  the  period  from  January  1,  1999,  through  December  31,  1999.  By  a  6-0  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

There  being  no  one  present  to  testify, 
Councillor  Schneider  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Shambaugh,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  approving  temporary  tax  anticipation  borrowing, 
authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ("City")  to  make  temporary  loans  for  the  use  of  the  Consolidated 
City  Police  Force  Account,  the  Police  Pension  Fund,  the  Consolidated  City  Fire  Force  Account,  the 
Firemen's  Pension  Fund  and  the  Park  General  Fund  during  the  period  January  1.  1999.  through 
December  31.  1999.  in  anticipation  of  current  taxes  levied  in  the  year  1998  and  collectible  in  the  year 
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1999  ("Taxes"),  authorizing  the  issuance  of  tax  anticipation  time  warrants  ("Warrants")  to  evidence 
such  loans;  pledging  and  appropriating  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  such  Funds  to  the  payment  of  such 
Warrants,  including  the  interest  thereon;  and  fixing  a  time  when  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect.

B.  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  Police  Pension  Fund  to  meet  the  current  expenses  for 
the  payment  of  pensions  and  benefits  to  retired  members  and  dependents  of  deceased  members  and 
other  death  benefits  payable  from  such  Fund  prior  to  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of 
Taxes  levied  for  such  Fund,  and  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of  Taxes  collected  for  the 
Police  Pension  Fund  will  collectively  amount  to  more  than  Five  Million  Five  Hundred  Forty-Nine 
Thousand  Four  Hundred  Seventy-Eight  Dollars  ($5,549,478)  and  the  interest  cost  of  making  temporary 
loans  for  the  Police  Pension  Fund; 

C.  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  Consolidated  City  Fire  Force  Account  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  payable  from  such  Account  prior  to  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of 
Taxes  levied  for  such  Account,  and  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of  Taxes  to  be  collected 
for  the  Consolidated  City  Fire  Force  Account  will  collectively  amount  to  more  than  Thirty-One  Million 
Fifty-Seven  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Four  Dollars  ($31,057,804)  and  the  interest  cost  of  making 
temporary  loans  for  the  Consolidated  City  Fire  Force  Account;  and 

D.  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
for  the  payment  of  pensions  and  benefits  to  retired  members  and  dependents  of  deceased  members  and 
other  death  benefits  payable  from  such  Fund  prior  to  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of 
Taxes  levied  for  such  Fund,  and  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of  Taxes  to  be  collected  for 
the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund  will  collectively  amount  to  more  than  Four  Million  Nine  Hundred  Fifty- 
Seven  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Ninety -Three  Dollars  ($4,957,293)  and  the  interest  cost  of  making 
temporary  loans  for  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund;  and 

E.  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  Park  General  Fund  to  meet  the  current  expenses  for  the 
payment  of  current  expenses  payable  from  such  Fund  prior  to  the  June  and  December  1999 
distributions  of  Taxes  levied  for  such  Fund,  and  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of  Taxes  to 
be  collected  for  the  Park  General  Fund  will  collectively  amount  to  more  than  Fifteen  Million  Three 
Hundred  Sixty-Five  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Thirty-Five  Dollars  ($15,365,835)  and  the  interest  cost  of 
making  temporary  loans  for  the  Park  General  Fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  necessity  exists  for  the  making  of  temporary  loans  for  these  Funds  and  Accounts  in 
anticipation  of  Taxes  for  these  Funds  and  Accounts  actually  levied  for  the  year  1998  and  in  the  course 
of  collection  for  the  year  1999;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Consolidated  City  Police  Force  Account  of  the  City  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of  Thirty-Nine 
Million  Four  Hundred  Sixty  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Thirty-Two  Dollars  ($39,460,832)  in  anticipation 
of  Taxes  for  the  Account  for  the  year  1999,  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by  Warrants.

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SECTION  2.  The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Police 
Pension  Fund  of  the  City  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of  Five  Million  Five  Hundred  Forty-Nine 
Thousand  Four  Hundred  Seventy-Eight  Dollars  ($5,549,478)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund  for 
the  year  1999,  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by  Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be 
payable  from  the  Police  Pension  Fund  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the  Police  Pension

The  Warrants,  including 
interest,  shall  be  payable  from  the  Consolidated  City  Fire  Force  Account  and  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of

their  dates  of  maturity. 

SECTION  4.  The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Firemen's  Pension  Fund  of  the  City  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of  Four  Million  Nine  Hundred 
Fifty-Seven  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Ninety-Three  Dollars  ($4,957,293)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the 
Fund  for  the  year  1999,  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by  Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest, 
shall  be  payable  from  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund,  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the 
Firemen's  Pension  Fund  from  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of  Taxes  for  the  Firemen's 
Pension  Fund  to  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund,  the  1999  Budget  Payments  of  Temporary  Loans  (hereby 
created)  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund  1999  Budget  Fund  No.  811, 
Character  03,  Other  Services  and  Charges,  Interest  (Temporary  Loans)  and  the  amount  of  interest  on  the 
principal  computed  from  the  date  or  dates  of  the  Warrants  to  their  dates  of  maturity. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Park 
General  Fund  of  the  City  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of  Fifteen  Million  Three  Hundred  Sixty- 
Five  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Thirty-Five  Dollars  ($15,365,835)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund 
for  the  year  1999.  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by  Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall 
be  payable  from  the  Park  General  Fund  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
these  Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the  Park  General 
Fund  from  the  June  and  December  1999  distributions  of  Taxes  for  the  Park  General  Fund  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Park  General  Fund,  the  1 999  Budget  Payments  of  Temporary  Loans 
(hereby  created)  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Warrants  evidencing  such  temporary  loan,  and 
to  the  1999  Budget  Fund  No.  170,  Character  03,  Other  Services  and  Charges,  Interest  (Temporary 
Loans)  and  the  amount  of  interest  on  the  principal  computed  from  the  date  or  dates  of  the  Warrants  to 
their  dates  of  maturity. 

SECTION  6.  (a)  All  Warrants  issued  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  or  rates. 
not  to  exceed  a  maximum  rate  of  eight  percent  per  annum,  to  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  7. 
The  Warrants  for  each  Fund  or  Account  may  be  issued  in  one  series,  designated  Series  1999  Warrants 
("Series  1999  Warrants")  or  in  two  series,  designated  Series  A  and  Series  B  ("Series  A  Warrants"  and 
"Series  B  Warrants",  respectively).  The  Series  1999  Warrants  for  each  Fund  or  Account  may  be  issued 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  respective  amounts  set  forth  herein  with  interest  thereon.  The  Series  A 
Warrants  for  each  Fund  or  Account  may  be  issued  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
distribution  of  Taxes  scheduled  for  June  1999  for  that  Fund  or  Account.  The  Series  B  Warrants  for 
each  Fund  or  Account  may  be  issued  in  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  December  1999 
distribution  of  Taxes  for  that  Fund  or  Account.  All  Series  A  Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  payable  not 
later  than  June  30,  1999.   All  Series  B  Warrants  and  Series  1999  Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  pa\able 
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not  later  than  December  31,  1999.  The  Warrants  shall  be  dated  as  of  the  date  or  dates  of  actual  delivery 
of  the  respective  Warrants. 

(b)  The  interest  rate  on  the  Warrants  will  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  7.  The  Warrants  are 
not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  maturity  dates  if  sold  at  public  sale  and  may  be 
redeemed  as  set  forth  in  the  purchase  agreement  with  The  Indianapolis  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond 
Bank  ("Bond  Bank")  if  sold  to  it. 

SECTION  7.  (a)  The  Controller  may  sell  the  Warrants  in  one  or  more  Series  as  set  forth  in  Section  6 
pursuant  to  either  subsection  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  have  the  Warrants  prepared,  and  the  Mayor,  Controller  and  Clerk  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  and  attest  the  Warrants  in  the  manner  substantially  set  out  in  the  form  provided  below. 

(b)  The  Controller  may  sell  any  or  all  the  Warrants  to  the  Bond  Bank  pursuant  to  IC  5-1.4  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  consistent  with  this  ordinance  and  mutually  agreed  to  between  the 
Controller  and  the  Bond  Bank.  In  the  event  of  a  sale  of  such  Warrants  to  the  Bond  Bank,  the  Mayor, 
Controller  and  Clerk  are  authorized  to  execute  a  purchase  agreement  with  the  Bond  Bank  in  an 
acceptable  form  and  to  do  such  other  actions  and  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Bond  Bank  as  a  condition  to  the  purchase  of  such  Warrants. 

(c)  The  Controller  may  sell  any  or  all  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.  Prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Warrants  at 
public  sale,  the  Controller  shall  cause  a  notice  of  sale  to  be  published  twice,  with  the  first  publication  at 
least  fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  sale  and  the  second  publication  at  least  three  days  before  the  sale 
date,  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published  in  the 
City,  as  provided  by  IC  5-3-1.  All  bids  at  public  sale  for  the  Warrants  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Controller  at  his  office,  and  all  bids  shall  name  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  for  the 
Warrants  or  portion  thereof.  If  sold  at  public  sale,  the  Warrants,  or  portion  thereof  bid  for,  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  bidder  or  bidders  offering  the  lowest  net  interest  cost  to  the  City  determined  by 
computing  the  total  interest  on  all  Warrants  and  deducting  any  premium.  Any  premium  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  repayment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Warrants.  No  bid  at  public  sale  for  less 
than  par  shall  be  considered,  and  the  Controller  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  at  public 
sale.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  deliver  the  time  Warrants  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  of  the  Warrants  at  public  sale  in  one  or  more  series  in  exchange  for  the  agreed  purchase 
price  in  immediately  available  funds.  The  Warrants  may  be  delivered  in  one  or  more  Series  at  one  time 
or  in  parcels  from  time  to  time,  pursuant  to  any  agreements  or  understandings  with  respect  to  such 
delivery  by  and  between  the  Controller  and  the  purchaser  of  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.

SECTION  9.  The  Warrants  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  by  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  countersigned  by  the  Controller  of  the  City,  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
City  to  be  affixed  thereto  and  attested  by  the  Clerk  of  the  City.  The  Warrants  shall  be  payable  at  the 
office  of  the  Marion  County  Treasurer,  the  ex  officio  City  Treasurer,  or  the  paying  agent  of  the  City.

SECTION  10.  In  order  to  preserve  the  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Warrants  from  gross  income  for 
federal  tax  purposes  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  as  amended  and  in 
existence  on  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Warrants  ("Code")  and  as  an  inducement  to  purchasers  of  the 
Warrants,  the  City  represents,  covenants  and  agrees  that: 

(a)  No  person  or  entity  other  than  the  City  or  another  state  or  local  governmental  unit  will  use 
proceeds  of  the  Warrants  other  than  as  a  member  of  the  general  public.  Warrant  proceeds  shall  be  used 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  the  respective  Funds  or  Accounts. 

(b)  No  portion  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Warrants  will  (under  the  terms  of 
the  Warrant,  this  ordinance  or  any  underlying  arrangement),  directly  or  indirectly,  be  (i)  secured  by  an 
interest  in  property  used  or  to  be  used  for  a  private  business  use  or  payments  in  respect  of  such  property 
or  (ii)  derived  from  payments  in  respect  of  such  property  or  borrowed  money  used  or  to  be  used  for  a 
private  business  use. 

(c)  No  Warrant  proceeds  will  be  loaned  to  any  person  or  entity  other  than  another  state  or  local 
governmental  unit.  No  Warrant  proceeds  will  be  transferred,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  deemed 
transferred  to  a  nongovernmental  person  in  any  manner  that  would  in  substance  constitute  a  loan  of  the 
Warrant  proceeds.

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  approving  temporary  tax  anticipation  borrowing, 
authorizing  Marion  County,  Indiana  ("County")  to  make  temporary  loans  for  the  use  of  the  County 
General  Fund,  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  and  the  County  Welfare  Fund  ("Funds")  during 
the  period  from  January  1,  1999,  through  December  31,  1999,  in  anticipation  of  current  taxes  levied  in

PROPOSAL  NO.  675,  1998.  Councillor  Hinkle  reported  that  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  675,  1998  on  November  16,  1998.  Out  of  deference  to 
Councillor  Schneider's  request  for  a  report  on  the  performance  of  previous  grant  recipients, 
Proposal  No.  675,  1998  was  postponed  in  Council  on  November  23,  1998.  The  proposal 
approves  the  1999  Consolidated  Annual  Plan  and  the  amounts,  locations,  and  programmatic 
operation  of  certain  projects  to  be  funded  from  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Funds. 
By  a  7-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  although  he  received  the  requested  information  from  the 
Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  (DMD),  he  still  has  concerns.  He  said  that  he  would 
rather  see  these  funds  go  to  repair  companies  for  actually  doing  the  work,  than  to  see  them 
filtered  through  neighborhood  groups,  where  some  of  the  money  may  be  used  for  administration. 
He  added  than  this  grant  process  needs  to  be  audited  by  an  outside  agency  in  all  phases. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  five  organizations  in  her  district  receive  some  of  these  grant 
dollars,  and  she  knows  exactly  how  those  dollars  are  spent  because  the  neighborhood  groups  take 
bids  and  award  contracts  and  report  how  the  funds  are  used.  She  added  that  there  is  a  high 
degree  of  accountability  with  these  funds,  both  from  DMD  and  the  federal  government.  She 
stated  that  this  grant  process  is  an  important  service  to  the  neighborhoods  and  is  watched  more 
carefully  than  ever  before. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  why  administrative  funds  are  in  excess  of  $2  million.  Councillor  Hinkle 
stated  that  the  federal  regulations  allow  for  20%  of  this  grant  allocation  to  be  used  for 
administrative  costs.  He  stated  that  DMD  usually  keeps  their  administrative  costs  between  15 
and  18%,  which  is  below  the  amount  allowed.  Councillor  Talley  asked  how  the  administrative 
cost  dollar  amount  is  determined.  Kim  Didier,  Chief  Financial  Officer  of  DMD,  stated  that 
personnel  costs  and  planning  costs  are  formulated  during  the  budgeting  process.  She  stated  that 
DMD  now  tracks  the  percentage  of  each  staff  person's  day  that  is  spent  on  administering  these 
grant  dollars,  so  that  performance  reports  are  very  accurate  as  to  how  these  dollars  are  used. 
Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  this  $2  million  used  for  more  projects  to 
benefit  the  community  instead  of  on  administrative  costs.  Ms.  Didier  stated  that  federal 
regulations  are  very  specific  as  to  how  these  grant  dollars  are  to  be  spent.  She  added  that  there 
are  annual  audits  by  the  office  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  on  the  management 
of  these  dollars. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  some  Community  Development  Corporations  (CDCs)  receiving 
grant  dollars  did  not  meet  contract  obligations  in  1998,  and  yet  they  are  still  receiving  funding  in 
1999,  even  though  it  is  decreasing.  He  stated  that  those  CDCs  that  do  not  fulfill  their  contract 
obligations  should  not  just  face  a  decrease  in  grant  dollars,  but  should  have  grant  dollars 
withheld  from  them  altogether.  He  said  that  audits  should  be  performed  by  outside  firms  on  the 
management  of  these  dollars,  not  by  HUD.  Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  he  will  have  the 
Metropolitan  Development  Committee  address  these  issues  and  added  that  the  federal 
government  ultimately  regulates  how  these  grant  dollars  are  spent. 
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Councillor  Massie  stated  that  he  resents  the  federal  government  controlling  how  local 
community  dollars  are  spent.  He  stated  that  the  grants  come  from  federal  tax  dollars  that  should 
be  left  in  the  community  for  the  citizens  to  decide  how  best  to  use  them. 

Councillor  Franklin  stated  that  although  some  valid  points  have  been  made,  these  grant 
distributions  support  the  Consolidated  Plan  that  was  previously  approved  by  this  Council.
